To His Honor Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
present the following report of its condition for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1902, being their fiftieth annual report. 

During the year Mr. Solomon Lincoln was reappointed a 
Trustee to serve for five years from May 1, 1901. The 
Board was organized in May, 1901, by the election of Mr. 
Lincoln as President and Dr. DeNormandie as Vice-President. 
Miss Della Jean Deery was reélected Clerk of the cor- 
poration. 

The financial condition of the Library for the year covered 
by this report is briefly stated as follows:

The Trustees append to this report the reports of the 
Librarian, of the Auditor and of the Examining Committee 
of Citizens. To all these reference must be had for a 
detailed account of the management of the Library. In 
this report it is unnecessary to furnish more than a general 
account of its affairs. 

The history of the Library is, as usual, a history of large 
expansion. There are now one hundred and seventeen 
agencies of the Library. Last year there were eighty-seven. 
These comprise the Central Library on Copley square, ten 
branch libraries, twenty-one delivery stations, forty-four 
schools (as against twenty-one at the time of the last report), 
thirty-three engine houses, and eight city institutions. Not 
merely have new stations been established, but the hours 
during which many are kept open have been extended. 

The cards of borrowers of books have increased from 
61,840 on January 381, 1901, to 72,902 at the close of the 
present year —a gain of 11,562. This increase indicates a 
large growth in the use of the Library. This use the Trus- 
tees endeavor to stimulate in various ways. They have 
continued the exhibitions of photographs, illustrative of some 
subject of immediate popular interest, and have added many 
photographs by purchase. 

A series of lectures has been given on Monday evenings 
in the Lecture Room of the Library by eminent gentlemen. 
This year the subject of the series was ‘“ Methods of Munic- 
ipal Administration.” No compensation is paid to the lect- 
urers, and the course occasions no expense to the Library 
beyond what is merely incidental. 

Requests for further expansions of the system are fre- 
quently presented to the Trustees, and in many cases they are 
meritorious. Some of the stations most recently established 
deliver more books than the earlier ones, but the Trustees, in 
their estimates of the needs of the Library, have never 
included provision for the establishment of new stations, and 
have left such provision to the liberality of the City Govern- 
ment. 
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The need of a new building for the branch library at 
Charlestown is often called to the attention of the Trustees. 
They have made such arrangements in the rooms at present 
occupied by the Charlestown Branch as relieve the immediate 
pressure for more space, but although the sum of $30,000 
has been appropriated by the city to provide a new library 
in this part of the city, the Trustees have not yet found a 
situation which seems to them satisfactory. 

The number of volumes added to the Library during the 
year is 85,835. These were obtained partly by purchase, 
partly by gift, and a few by exchange and from other 
sources. The number of volumes in the Library at the close 
of the year covered by this report was 812,264. The report 
of the Librarian contains many interesting details relating to 
the character of the additions to the Library. The home use 
of books taken from the Library during the year ending 
January 31, 1902, is 1,483,513, being an increase over the 
preceding year of 158,875. 

The demand for works of. fiction is always very large 
in any library of popular circulation, and in the selection of 
books of this sort the Trustees have received not only the 
assistance of the regular staff of the Library, but the valuable 
gratuitous aid of an efficient committee of ladies and gentle- 
men. ‘The Trustees, however, are of opinion that most of 
the books of this character now published have little perma- 
nent or even temporary value, and have of late diminished 
the purchase of such books until their value can be tested by 
time.

This committee was organized by the appointment of 
various sub-committees, and its members gave much attention 
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to the affairs of the Library. Their recommendations are 
exhibited as an appendix to this report, and always receive 
the careful consideration of the Trustees. 

The decoration of the ceiling in the Elliott Room, painted 
by Mr. John Elliott, entitled “The Triumph of Time,” was 
completed and made public on the 17th of March, 1901. 
The removal of the gallery in this room and the new book- 
cases which have been placed there have made this room one. 
of the attractive features of the Library. 

During the year Mr. Edwin A. Abbey’s series of panels 
illustrating “The Quest and Achievement of the Holy 
Grail” has been completed and placed in the Delivery 
Room. ‘These paintings constitute something much more 
important than a beautiful decoration. Mr. Abbey has 
given to them many years of faithful and interested labor, 
and while he has thus added to his own fame the Library 
has acquired a work of very high and permanent artistic 
value. | 

The Department of Statistics and of Manuscripts and 
Broadsides, recently established and in charge of Mr. 
Worthington C. Ford, continues to justify the wisdom of its 
establishment. It is much resorted to, and has received 
important additions by purchase and exchange. Frequent 
inquiries are addressed to it, and it has proved of great 
service, especially to a country lke our own, where new 
questions of public economy constantly arise. 

The publications of the Library have been continued 
as heretofore established, and much interesting historical 
matter has been published in the Monthly Bulletins. While 
the Trustees are aware that publications by the Library are 
of secondary importance to the purchase and distribution of 
books, they yet find that such pubhcations attract attention 
to the Library, spread its fame, and are a distinct source of 
valuable returns to it. | 

A considerable part of the expenditure of the Library and 
of the work of the Library Staff is devoted to the extension 
and completion of the catalogue. This expenditure and 
labor are of prime importance and absolutely necessary in 
order to render the contents of the Library available, but the 
details of this service are too intricate to be treated in a 
general report, and reference must be had to the special 
reports hereto appended. 

Gifts to the Library are numerous, largely of single works. 
These are partially recounted in the Librarian’s report. The 
Trustees continue to hope that the Library may be the 
continued object of large gifts and bequests. It is from such 
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sources that it must derive the more valuable additions which 
give to it a high and permanent rank. 

We are approaching the completion of fifty years since the 
opening of the Library. From modest’ beginnings it has 
grown to be one of the great libraries of the world, and the 
first great library provided by and for the people. It is a 
credit to the intelligent liberality of the city. The Trustees 
have in contemplation some mode of signalizing the com- 
pletion of the fifty years.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
31, 1902, is hereby submitted. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system of agencies now comprises: 

The Central Library on Copley square. 

Ten branch libraries, with permanent collections of books. 

Twenty-one delivery stations (of which ten are reading- 
rooms), two service stations, and nine shop stations. A new 
reading-room has been established during the past year, and 
two stations changed to reading-rooms. 

Of agencies receiving books on deposit there are forty-four 
schools, as against twenty-one the preceding year (eighteen 
supplied from the Central Library and twenty-six from the 
branches); thirty-three engine-houses, as against twenty-nine 
in 1900, and eight city institutions, as against six the 
preceding year. 

In all, there are one hundred and seventeen agencies, as 
against eighty-seven a year ago. 


FIN ANCE. 


The receipts and payments of the Library for the year 
may be found in the statement of the Auditor of the Library 
(Appendix I. of this report). 

The sum of $4,000 has been received as a legacy from the 
late Abram E. Cutter, of Charlestown. By the will the 
Library is to receive his library of books, subject to a life 
interest for his widow. 


BUILDINGS, EQUIPMENT, AND GENERAL 
ADMINISTRATION. 


Changes, long desired, have been effected by which the 
temperature of Bates Hall has been made satisfactory. The 
thermometer, which at half past nine A.M. during the 
winter, has hitherto registered from 58° to 64° Fahrenheit, 
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now stands at 70°, and, by means of the thermostat, is 
kept fixed at a desired point. It is believed that this 
improvement will be accompanied by a reduced consumption 
of coal. The steam pipes in the inside gutters of the 
building having worn out, have been replaced by stronger | 
brass tubing. The boilers have been reset in brick from 
the foundation up. Needed repairs have been made upon 
the piping connected with the radiators. 

The ventilation of the Catalogue Room and other parts of 
the Library has been improved. 

The machinery of the Library (its engines, dynamos, 
elevators, etc.) has run regularly and without any accident. 
These receive official inspection at stated intervals. 


WoRKS OF ART. 


THE ELLIOTT DECORATION. 


The ceiling decoration by Mr. John Elliott, “The Triumph 
of Time,” was made public on March 17, 1901, in the 
Elliott Room. The gallery of this room, which interfered 
with a view of the picture, has been removed. New book- 
cases have been built, to which the President John Adams 
Library has been transferred. The room is now distinctly 
attractive, and the decoration is seen to its full advantage. 


THE ABBEY DECORATIONS. 


The concluding portion of the Holy Grail series of decora- 
tive panels, painted by Mr. Edwin A. Abbey, has been 
received and put in place in the Delivery Room of the Library. 
The ceiling has been elaborately treated, ornaments in lead, in 
low relief, having been applied to the beams and painted 
with a slight use of gold. The decoration has been kept 
subordinate to Mr. Abbey’s paintings, and the original 
scheme of Messrs. McKim, Mead & White, the architects, 
carried out, as in the Elliott Room, by Mr. H. M. Lawrence, 
the contractors being the Lewis F. Perry & Whitney Company 
of Boston. 

_ Descriptions of these two decorations are printed in an 
Appendix to this report. 

The walls of the upper hall have been prepared for the 

installation of a second part of the Sargent decorations. 


Books RECEIVED. 


The following record of the additions to the Library for 
the past year is taken from the report of Miss Theodosia E. 
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Macurdy, Chief of the Ordering and Receiving Department. 
These accessions, as distinguished from the number of books 
which have actually reached the shelves, and excluding mere 
transfers from one department to another, number 35,835 
volumes, as against 87,179 in 1900, and 30,506 in 1899.

The sum paid for books, periodicals and newspapers was 
$49,232.21, as against $44,575.20 for the preceding year. 
This amount includes $587.79 paid from a special appropria- 
tion for Station P (Broadway Extension), and $1,050 paid 
by the Fellowes Atheneum for the Roxbury Branch. The 
total is the largest sum ever spent in a single year by the 
Library, and it has been enabled thereby to obtain many val- 
uable books and manuscripts, in addition to the current 
publications of popular interest.

The accessions of the year comprise a large number of 
notable books and groups of books. Conspicuous among 
these are: Illuminated manuscripts, Incunabula, American 
colonial histories, including broadsides and manuscripts, old 
Boston newspapers, English literature and drama, sixteenth 
through the eighteenth centuries; Fine arts and Architecture, 
Photographs, Works in sociology, natural history, American 
poetry, forestry, Books in Polish and in modern Hebrew. 


ILLUMINATED MANUSCRIPTS. 


Last year the attention of the Trustees was directed to the 
fact that the Library possessed but few specimens of early 
manuscripts illustrative of bookmaking before the invention 
of printing, or before the printer and engraver had super- 
seded the scribe and illuminator. Arrangements were made 
with Mr. Sydney C. Cockerell of London, to obtain for the 
Library a series of manuscripts which should exhibit as far 
as possible the characteristic writing and illumination of the 
time in which they were produced. The manuscripts thus 
acquired comprise examples from the twelfth to the sixteenth 
century, some thirty-five in all, of which a feware herewith 
noted. 
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Comestor, Petrus (Hystoria scolastica). Manuscript of 
the twelfth century, on vellum, folio, written in Gothic 
letters, with painted red capitals. 

Biblia Sacra Latina, 461 folios. — Iuminated initial 
letters; the text rubricated throughout A French manu- 
script on vellum of the late thirteenth or early fourteenth 
century, from the library of William Morris. Mr. Cockerell 
states that this manuscript was regarded by Mr. Morris with 
especial affection on account of the extraordinary beauty of 
the pen initials in it. 

Latin Psalter, 155 folios, small folio—An English manu- 
script on vellum of the first half of the fifteenth century, 
containing Calendar, Psalms, Canticles, Litany and Collects. 

Histoire Universelle.— Cysensuit la genealogie de la Bible 
qui monstre et dit combien chascun aage a dure depuis le 
comencement du monde iusques al advenemt Jhu Crist... 
avec les Papes Empereurs, Rois de Jerusalem depuis Godefroy 
de Bouillon, Rois de France et Rois d’Angleterre jusque en 
lan MCCCILII. This is a fifteenth century manuscript 
vellum roll, thirty-nine feet long, with fifty-nine painted and 
illuminated miniatures, illuminated capitals and marginal 
decorations. From the Barrois Collection of the Earl of 
Ashburnham. 


INCUNABULA. 


To the collection of incunabula in the Library ten books 
printed in the latter part of the fifteenth century have been 
added, one of which, Barberiis, P. de, Opusculum de vati- 
cinils Sibillarum, Colophon, Impressum Oppenheim, 1498 (?), 
contains thirteen full-page woodcuts. Another is a folio — 
Bible, the first book printed at Wurzburg, circa 1475. 


COLONIAL HISTORY. 


Among the American historical documents obtained are 
Acts and Resolves of Rhode Island, seventy-four in all, 
covering with some exceptions the period from 1761 to 1796. 
The broadsides include one sent out by the Committee of 
Safety, July, 1775, beginning: “Gentlemen. In obedience 
to the Order of Congress we have proportioned thirteen 
thousand Coats on all the Towns and Districts . . .”; this 
has attached a specimen of the cloth required; a Thanksgiv- 
ing Proclamation (Massachusetts Colony), 1749, anda Fast 
Day Proclamation, 1776. 

To the files of early Boston newspapers have been added 
nearly 200 numbers of the Boston News-Letter, 1747-1768; 
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fifty numbers of the Massachusetts Gazette, 1772-4; twenty- 
seven numbers of the Boston Pilot, 1812, and 218 numbers 
of the Chronotype, 1847-1851. A copy of the Boston 
Directory for 1798 has been obtained, which completes the 
Library file from 1780-1901, with the exception of 1815. 
Numerous New England Primers’ from 1758 on have been 
secured. 


ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


The collection of English dramatists has been increased by 
fifty volumes, among them first editions of Thomas Southern’s 
Oroonoko, 1696; Sir William Davenant’s Platonick lovers, 
1636; Lady Elizabeth Carew’s (or Carey’s) Tragedie of 
Mariam, 1612; and Francis Kirkman’s True . . . catalogue 
of all the comedies, tragedies, . . . pastorals, masques and 
interludes ... yet printed and published till. ..1671. Also 
sixty volumes of sixteenth and seventeenth century writings, 
notably Michael Drayton’s Poly-Olbion, 1612, 1622, first 
editions, the two parts in one volume; Dictys Cretensis, The 
avncient historie and onely trewe and syncere cronicle of the 
warres betwixte the Grecians and the Troyans . . . wrytten 
by Daretus a Troyan and Dictus a Grecian .. . digested in 
Latyn by . . . Guydo de Columpnis and ... translated in to 
Englyshe verse by Iohn Lydgate Moncke of Burye... 1555; 
Thomas Moffett’s The silkwormes and their flies, 1599; and 
William Langland’s Vision of Pierce Plowman now fyrste 
imprynted, Colophon, ...1550. Black letter. To the 
Charlotte Harris Collection were also added one hundred 
volumes, largely the writings of English theologians of the 
seventeenth century, but including also other writers of an 
earlier period. Of these perhaps the most interesting is 
Melanchthon’s Loci Precipvi theologici, Lipsiae, 1553. This 
is said to have been Melanchthon’s own copy, and to be 
annotated in his handwriting. 


FINE ARTS AND ARCHITECTURE. 


A few typical accessions to the collection of Fine Arts 
and Architecture should be mentioned. The current acqui- 
sitions have been unusually large and represent a careful 
selection of material found in a mass of catalogues, pros- 
pectuses and lists, and from books offered for examination. 
They include Steinmann, Die sixtinische Kapelle, Munchen, 
1901, of which the first part has appeared; Furtwingler and 
Reichhold, Griechische Vasenmalerei, Miinchen, 1900; 
Gurlitt, Historische Stiadtebilder, B. 1, 2, Berlin, 1901; 
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Lessing, Die Gewebe-Sammlung des Koniglichen Gewerbe- 
Museums, 1901; Sarre, Denkmiiler persischer Baukunst, 
Berlin, 1901; and Nolhac, La Création de Versailles, Paris, 
LO0u% 


NATURAL HISTORY. 


The sale of the Milne-Edwards library in Paris, last 
summer, gave an opportunity to secure a good collection of 
works (many of them classics) on natural history. Among 
them are the following: Audebert et Vieillot, Oiseaux dorés, 
ou a reflets métalliques, Paris, 1802, 2 vols., large folio, 
colored plates; Dumeril et Bibron, Erpétologie générale, 
Paris, 1834-54, 10 vols. and atlas of 102 plates; Lesson, 
Histoire naturelle générale et particuliére des mammiféres et 
des oiseaux découverts depuis la mort de Buffon, Paris, 
1834-86, 10 vols. ; Dictionnaire classique @’ histoire naturelle, 
par Messieurs Audouin, Bourdon ... et Bory de Saint- 
Vincent, Paris, 1822-31, 16 vols. and atlas of colored plates. 


AMERICAN POETRY. 


To the Longfellow Memorial Collection, 1380 volumes of 
American poetry, age i between 1800-1860, have been 
added. 


PARIS EXPOSITION LITERATURE. 


In 1900 arrangements were made to collect the official 
literature of the Paris Exposition, and also the publications 
of all the congresses which assembled in Paris during that 
time. About two hundred volumes were obtained by 
purchase and a number by gift. 


SPANISH. TICKNOR COLLECTION. 


Numerous works have been obtained for the Ticknor 
Library, including Francisco de Berganza, Antiguedades de 
Espafia, Madrid, 1719-21, 2 vols.; Cancionero general agora 
nuevaméte afiadido, Toledo, ... 1527. Also, Nufiez de 
Guzman, Hernan, Refranes, 0 proverbios en romance, Sala- 
manea, 1556. 


SERIALS. 


The following sets of serials were added in 1901: Archives 
de pharmacodynamie, Paris, 1895-1901; Bijdragen tot de 
natuurkundige wetenschappen, Amsterdam, 1826-382 (all 
published); Bulletin de la Société de Vhistoire de Paris et 
de l’ile-de-France, 1874-1901 ; Journal of physiology, London, 
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vols. 1-17, completing the Library set; Korean repository, 
Seoul, Korea, 1892-98 (all published); Monthly magazine, 
London, 33 volumes, which filled gaps in the Library set 
from 1796-1860. |

A copy of the following has been received: The faerie 
qveen: The shepheards calendar: together with the other 
works of England’s arch-poet Edm. Spenser. Collected into 
one volume, and carefully corrected. (London.) Printed by 
H. L. for Mathew Lownes, 1611. Bound by Broca in full 
red morocco. ‘This is properly the first collected edition of 
Spenser’s. works. 

With the income of the Dr. Samuel A. Green fund has 
been obtained Benjamin Franklin’s copy of The history of 
the British Dominions in North America, London, 1773 
(Anon.). This book was formerly owned by Josiah Quincy, 
who purchased it out of Franklin’s library. It has passages 
marked by Franklin, indicating that he wrote them. 

The Library has received also Stanford’s London atlas of 
universal geography, Folio edition, 2d issue, enlarged, Lon- 
don, 1898, 100 maps. 

At Dr. Henry P. Bowditch’s suggestion, Drs. J. C. War- 
ren, R. H. Fitz, and J. C. White recommended a list of books 
for purchase suitable for collateral reading for medical stu- 
dents. The Library has subscribed to the series of Yale 
Bicentennial Publications; to the Victoria History of the 
counties of England; to the Reports of the Princeton Uni- 
versity expeditions to Patagonia, 1896-99; to the Massa- 
chusetts Vital records, publications undertaken by the New 
England Historic-Genealogical Society; and to the proposed 
reproduction of the Codex Venetus of Aristophanes by the 
Archaeological Institute of America, and the English Society 
for the promotion of Hellenic Studies. Admission has been 
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granted to membership in the following societies: Alcuin 
Club, London (for promoting the study of the history and 
use of the Book of Common Prayer), Gesellschaft fiir 
romanische Litteratur, Dresden (for the issue of critical 
editions of unpublished and rare manuscripts); and the 
Type Facsimile Society, Oxshott (for the reproduction of 
rare types). 


SPECIAL PURCHASES OF POPULAR BOOKS. 


The new reading-room, at Orient Heights, has been sup- 
plied with the usual equipment of books, consisting of about 
800 volumes, including reference books on history, biography, 
geography and popular natural history, together with ency- 
clopedias and dictionaries. About a hundred volumes of 
standard and current fiction were also bought for this reading- 
room, and a few books on history and literature in the Italian 
language. Eleven popular periodicals were also subscribed 
for. The cost was $1,292.70. An expenditure of $443.57 
has been made for Roslindale this year, to supplement the 
collection of books bought in 1900. A collection of reference 
books, which included Rolfe’s edition of Shakespeare in forty 
volumes, Lippincott’s Dictionary of biography, Harper’s Book 
of facts, Rand and McNally’s Atlas, etc., was bought for the 
various stations. Unusually large purchases for the Charles- 
town Branch have been made and brought up the outlay to 
$1,585 for the year. 


FICTION. 


The current fiction added in 1901, 3,938 volumes, has 
exceeded by 506 volumes the number added in 1900. The 
total number of volumes of fiction added (including replace- 
ments and additional copies) was 8,014, at a cost of $7,868.12, 
as against 6,473 volumes bought in 1900 at a cost of $5,867.48. 
The expenditure this year for fiction is about 28 per cent. of 
the total city appropriation spent for books.

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AUCTION SALES. 


Bids have been made at thirty-six auction sales. The 
_ amount of money authorized was $3,959.25; the sum spent 
was $2,784.65. The advantage of sending a Library repre- 
sentative to important sales has been clearly shown. 


THE RECOMMENDATION OF BOOKS FOR PURCHASE. 


The acknowledgments of the Library are due to the friends 

who have suggested the titles of books for purchase. Mr. 
Thomas §. Perry, who has lately returned from Japan, now 
continues the aid which he has generously given for many 
rears. 
: The Fiction Committee have read 768 works of fiction, 
including children’s books, as against 683 the preceding year. 
Of these, 422 were accepted by the Trustees, including twenty- 
seven unfavorably reported on by the committee, and 335 
were rejected, including 107 favorably reported on. 

In addition to what has been done by this committee, all 
works of: fiction are looked over by members of the Library 
_ staff. Under these conditions it would seem wise jor this 
Library to grapple with such books as they are received, and 
after a careful examination to select the best rather than to 
defer action for a year, or three years, as has been suggested. 

Care is taken when certain books are worn out to replace 
them by those of enduring worth. As a result of this sifting, 
the fiction read at this Library has improved in quality. 

There were bought last year 3,938 copies of works of 
current fiction, as against 3,191 in 1900, and 2,169 in 1899. 
In 1901 the expense was $3,613; in 1900, $2,750; and in 
1899, $1,861. 


THE CATALOGUE DEPARTMENT. 


A long-desired change has been made in the Bates Hall 
card catalogue. New cases having been added, the entire 
collection of cards has been shifted, and equipped with a 
single rod, replacing the clumsy double rods heretofore used. 
This change involved the trimming and punching of not less 
than 1,200,000 cards, and their readjustment in the 2,100 
cases of that catalogue. This laborious work has been done 
by Mr. Rice, Mr. Brennan and Mr. Reardon, to whom an 
especial acknowledgment is due.

For the Codperative Index of scientific periodicals, 491 
titles have been catalogued at this Library. From the other 
co-workers 2,318 titles have been received. 

For each book catalogued the titles are printed and the 
proper headings inscribed. One set is needed for the Bates 
Hall catalogue, a duplicate set for the Officers’ catalogue, 
and a triplicate set for such titles as are needed for the special 
catalogues, such as those of the Fine Arts and Technical 
Arts, the Statistical Department, the Music Library, and 
Ticknor and Barton Libraries, as well as for the Bulletin and 
other publications of the Library. 

There have been printed, headings written for and filed 
the past year 282,521 cards, as against 167,430 in 1900 and 
153,500 in 1899. Of these 232,321 cards, 67,021 were 
placed in the special lbraries. In addition, 32,741 cards 
have been written and sent to the branches. In 1901, there- 
fore, 265,062 cards were placed in the catalogues as against 
93,000 ten years ago, in the Boylston-street building. This 
is an illustration of the development of the Library since it 
was moved to Copley square. 

The transfer of all the books not fiction from Stack IV. to 
the other stacks, with the recataloguing necessary, has gone 
on steadily. About two-thirds of the work is done. 

An Italian Fiction List has been prepared by Miss Mary 
H. Rollins. A Branch Finding List has also been prepared. 

The subject of furnishing to the Catalogue Department 
a steady and sufficient supply of printed cards is mentioned 
in the report on the Printing Department. 

Three lists are to be published: one of English fiction, 
one of books for the young, and a consolidated list for the 
branch libraries. In the preparation of these lists there has 
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been a codperation between the Catalogue, Issue, Children’s 
and Branch departments. 

This department has met with the loss of two of its mem- 
bers, long in the service. Miss Carrie Burnell, who came to 
the Library May 238, 1881, died on the 19th of August. Mrs. 
Lillian F. Seaver, who had been here since January 25, 1888, 
resigned July 27.

There has been a steady and increasing demand for the 
Bulletin, and but few copies remain on hand. ‘The reprint- 
ing of the Y List and Supplement serves only as a stop-gap 
until such time as the projected Juvenile List (on a far more 
comprehensive scale) can be offered for publication. 

The Italian fiction catalogue, long contemplated and 
needed, is a satisfactory adjunct to the card catalogue, and 
fils a want which the latter cannot undertake to meet. 
Great need is felt for another German fiction and another 
French fiction catalogue. 

Chief among recent contributions to our more scholarly 
publications, I mention the rescripts from historical manu- 
scripts furnished by Mr. Ford, from the various collections 
of which he is custodian, and in particular from the Cham- 
berlain collection, the riches of which are thus _ being 
gradually opened to the use of the public in general and of 
historical scholars in particular. 

While one number of the Monthly Bulletin may seem to 
contain no material of engrossing interest, the total amount 
already printed, especially during the past year, is growing 
large. | 

The latest issue of the Annual List was not only the largest 
but the most effective of any of the five issues since the 
publication was begun (January 1, 1898). Of the edition 
of 8,000 which appeared January 1, 1902, less than 300 
remained in stock two months after that date, and the sales 
are far ahead of last year. This is largely due to the 
efficient interest shown by Mr. Ward (throughout the 
general system), and by Mr. Blaisdell Gan Bates Hall in the 
day time and the Issue desk in the evening). It must 
always be insisted that the objective point of our regular 
publications is that class of citizens who for one reason or 
another cannot avail themselves of the card catalogues. 
This class, so far as it is possible to reach it, can only be 
touched through the medium of personal influence at the 
branches and other agencies.

As heretofore, the Printing Department is called upon to 
do more work than is possible with the present equipment, 
and accumulations for the Catalogue Department and other 
departments must continue to pile up until the third, per- 
fected linotype, for which the Library has long waited, is 
secured, or some other method of relief found. 

The department has suffered more than usual from sick- 
ness and accidents. Through the resignation of Miss C. P. 
Greeley the Library lost the services of a compositor of 
singular ability and efficiency. 


REGISTRATION. 


The cards of borrowers now number 72,902, as against 
61,340 on January 31, 1901, an increase of 11,562. The 
adoption of two new measures accounts for much of this 
gain; first, the lowering of the age at which children are 
allowed to have cards entitling them to the home use of 
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books, from 12 to 10 years; second, the visiting of the pub- 
lic schools, where applications for cards have been taken in 
great numbers. 

Minute statistics, prepared by the head of this depart- 
ment, are given in Appendix VI. Six new schools have been 
given bonds of indemnity against loss or damage to books 
lent to non-resident students. Fifty-two Boston schools 
and colleges are now allowed to take books from the Library 
for non-resident pupils. 


LIBRARY PUBLICATIONS AND BLANKS. 


Of the various publications of the Library, 82,996 copies 
have been sent out from the Stock Department. Of the 
many blank forms of the Library, 2,246,468 numbers were 
issued, including 1,726,000 call slips.

Only a partial account is kept of the books used within 
the various libraries. The use in the Central Library build- 
ing for the past year, as far as recorded, was 379,423 vol- 
umes, as against 867,063 in the preceding year. No account 
is kept of the use of books to be freely taken from the 
shelves in Bates Hall or in other parts of the Library, or of 
the use of magazines, newspapers and photographs. 


INTER—LIBRARY LOANS. 


During the year 333 volumes have been lent to libraries 
in Massachusetts, and 128 outside of the State, in all 461 
volumes, as against 894 the preceding year. Seven volumes 
were borrowed by the Library.

Of the books issued for home use, numbering 445,826, 
only forty-four have not been returned to the Library; of 
the 879,423 volumes recorded as issued for use within the 
building, only twenty-seven are missing ; text books make up 
one half of these. This record does not include books 
missing from the open shelves. 

Miss Margaret D. McGuffey, the head of the department, 
was granted a leave of absence for six months. The charge 
of the Issue Department was assigned to Miss Mary C. Sher- 
idan, who filled the’ position satisfactorily, and has since 
been appointed the First Assistant. 


Bates HALL. 


The number of books consulted in Bates Hall has in- 
creased by 12,360 volumes over the preceding year. This 
increase is doubtless due in part to the improvement that has 
been made in the heating of this portion of the Library. For 
this change satisfaction has been expressed by readers as 
well as by the officers of the Library. Discomfort, and even 
sickness, had resulted from the former state of things. 

Larger and more convenient desks have been placed in the 
catalogue section of the room, and two clocks in carved 
cases, one.at each end of the hall. 

The shelves of Bates Hall contain about 7,500 volumes of 
works of reference, accessible to readers. Whenever a book 
likely to be useful either for reference or for general reading 
is added to the Library, one copy is now usually added to the 
Bates Hall reference collection. The latest publications, 
exclusive of fiction, are placed on open shelves near the cat- 
alogue, and are used by many readers. They invite persons 
who are disinclined to approach the Library through the great 
card catalogue, and, it is thought, lessen the discouragement 
that people feel in not being able to secure the book they 
want. 

It is the policy of the Library to throw open the shelves as 
far as possible to readers. Unhappily, this freedom is abused 
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by some, for Mr. Bierstadt, in charge, states that during the 
past year 106 volumes have disappeared from the reference 
collection and 101 from the screen, while from the children’s 
room adjoining 275 volumes are missing. The books stolen 
are generally of small value. Signs have been placed in the 
Library calling attention to the fact that the mutilation of 
books or their removal from the Library without permission is 
a penal offence. One of these book thieves has recently 
been brought to trial and found guilty. ‘The practice of re- 
serving books for use in the Library from one day to another 
for the benefit of readers has found favor, and the number of 
reserved books has increased considerably. 

Aid has been given by this department in the recom- 
mendation of books and in the looking up of titles before 
purchase. 

On Sundays and the two holidays when the Library is 
open, 85,116 volumes have been used, both for home and 
library circulation. The number of volumes used on a 
single Sunday has approached 3,000’ Large crowds of 
visitors come on Sundays, especially since the new deco- 
rations have been put in place. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The year has been a busy and successful one in the Special 
Libraries. Dr. Cogswell of the Astor Library stated in the- 
year 1854 that in his opinion books on the fine arts were the 
ones most often consulted in that institution. Judging from 
observation, and from the report of Mr. Otto Fleischner, the 
chief of this department, no books of higher worth are more 
used in this Library. 

The collections on the Special Libraries’ floor have been 
under the charge of Miss Grace A. Hitchcock and her assist- 
ants.

CATALOGUES. 


The various divisions of the Card Catalogue, including the 
fine arts, music, architecture, industrial arts, etc., formerly 
filed under separate alphabets, have been joined under one 
alphabet, thus facilitating use. A similar change, although 
less complete, has been made in the catalogues of the special 
collections in the Ticknor-Barton room. 

In order to have the whole subject of architecture entered 
in the general Fine Arts Card Catalogue, the titles of the 
printed catalogue on architecture are being pasted on cards.

THE ALLEN A. BROWN LIBRARY OF MUSIC. 


There have been added to this collection since February, 
1901, 189 volumes; this makes a total of 8,833 volumes, 
not including many which are still unbound and uncata- 
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logued. The printing of the catalogue cards has progressed 
rapidly; about 16,500 cards have been filed during the year. 
Headings have been written on all the sets of cards repre- 
senting music in the music room. The index to the periodi- 
cals has been kept up, and indexes have been furnished for 
volumes of magazine articles, newspaper clippings and _ pro- 
grammes. 

Numerous modern scores, especially of the French and 
Russian schools, have been acquired for the collection. Of 
the older scores added during the year, the following are- 
worthy of particular mention:

Vaux, Jr.,of Philadelphia) ; Parks 
and gardens in Boston and vicinity, lent by the Boston and 
Metropolitan Park Commissions, and books on arboriculture 
lent by the Arnold Arboretum; Travelling exhibit of the 
Industrial Art Teachers’ Association: examples of drawing

in the public schools, loaned by the Association ; Madrid and 
the Prado; Colored photographs of views in the United 
States and Europe; Incunabula and manuscripts; Castles, 
villas, and country seats of Europe; Moorish architecture in 
Granada, Seville and Cordova; The Parthenon; Colored 
photographs of American and European views; Reproduc- 
tions of drawings of the Masters; Examples of early print- 
ing and illumination; American mural decorations; Italy; 
Madonnas; Photographs illustrating the development of 
religious architecture; The Sella photographs of the Hima- 
layan Mountains, lent by the Appalachian Mountain Club. 

Exhibitions, changed monthly, have also been given at 
the branches and stations. 


LECTURES. 


Lectures, illustrated by the stereopticon, have been given 
in the Lecture Room of the Library. 

Under the auspices of the Unity Art Club, the following 
course has been given: Florence and Romola, by Rev. 
Henry G. Spaulding; Paris and the Louvre, by J. Frederick 
Hopkins; London, old and new, by C. Howard Walker ; 
The Yellowstone National Park, by Arthur K. Peck; Italy, 
her people and her art, by Miss Anna Seaton Schmidt; The 
development of religious architecture, by C. Howard 
Walker. 

Other lectures have been given: Velasquez and Murillo, 
by Mrs. Abba Goold Woolson; Mosaics in old Italian 
churches, by Miss Frances Emerson; Roman architecture, by 
C. Howard Walker (under the auspices of the Pallas Club) ; 
The development of the park system of Greater Boston, by 
Sylvester Baxter. 

The Massachusetts Library Club and other organizations 
have held meetings in the Lecture Room. 

The photograph room has been supplied with the necessary 
apparatus for photographing books, engravings and maps. 


VISITS OF CLASSES. 


Visits have been made to the Special Libraries by schools 
and clubs in classes, as follows:

DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


The Department of Documents and Statistics was not 
established until some time after the removal of the Library 
to Copley square. In the disposition of the rooms of the 
new building no provision had been made for such a depart- 
ment. It was forced, therefore, to put up with improvised 
quarters, in a gallery which had been reserved for the future 
overflow from another department, a place poorly lighted and 
accessible only by devious routes. Plans are under con- 
sideration for providing a room adequate to the needs of the 
department. 

The collection of books under the charge of Mr. Worth- 
ington C. Ford now numbers 8,541 volumes, exclusive of 
the United States documents (4,422) and the British Parlia- 
mentary papers (6,928), which are in rooms near by. 

Attention is invited to the details as to this department 
as found on later pages of this report. 


MANUSCRIPTS AND BROADSIDES. 


Many interesting manuscripts and broadsides have recently 
been added to the Library. They are described in the follow- 
ing report of Mr. Worthington C. Ford, in charge of these 
collections : 

From every point of view the most valuable acquisition 
during the last year was a contemporary copy of the Laws of 
Plymouth Colony, made about 1671. It is a manuscript of 
fifty-one folio leaves, in very good state of preservation, and 
showing some variations from the version used by Mr. Shurt- 
leff in his “ Records.” It was formerly in the possession of 
Mr. Ellis Ames, who regarded it as the best piece in his col- 
lections. 

Second in interest is the original manuscript of the address 
of John Quincy Adams to his constituents in 1842, a volume 
of more than seventy pages, every line in the writing of the 
ex-President, and with them the sua notes or outlines of 
the paper. 

A manuscript sermon by Edward Bass, the first Proteamans 
Episcopal bishop of Massachusetts, was obtained from a Phil- 
adelphia sale. It is a manuscript of thirty-six pages, and in 
very good preservation. The endorsements show that it was 
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delivered on two important occasions: at Newbury, on 
October 25,1759, on the taking of Quebec; and again on 
October 7, 1762, ‘for the taking of the Havannah, w°" hap- 
pened August 13th, almost two months preceding this day.” 

A number of old deeds and legal papers from Boston, Lex- 
ington, Stoughton and other towns have been obtained, while 
a dozen manuscript sermons, by Thomas Prince, Cotton 
Mather, Samuel Phillips and more modern divines, are of 
personal as well as local interest. 

Of local interest, also, are the many mercantile and indi- 
vidual accounts rendered, bills and receipts, of which the 
Library now possesses a goodly number. Not only do these 
slips, crudely written and badly spelled, bring before us the 
daily transactions of past times, but they are rich in unusual 
names of commodities, long since dropped from our language, 
in price records, always of high value in economic investiga- 
tion, and in commercial usage of the day with its credits, 
book accounts, and manner of settlement, according to the 
methods of direct barter. The experience of Massachusetts 
in paper money was exceedingly suggestive, and in these 
prices current the fluctuations in the value of the bills of 
credit may be noted, and with some accuracy measured. This 
is a collection to which special attention has been given, be- 
cause it is a necessary adjunct to the Statistical Department 
of the Library, and only awaits the patient investigator who 
will reduce the many items into some order for throwing light 
upon the economy of Massachusetts in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

Among other manuscripts relating to Boston may be noted 
the inquest on the duel fought on Boston Common in 1728, 
between Henry Phillips and Benjamin Woodbridge, with fatal 
results to the latter; Rawson’s copy of the Court Records of 
1635 on the bounds between Boston and Charles Towne; a 
subscription paper for paving the Streat Called Prince 
Streat, 1732; and two volumes and a number of letters re- 
lating to the fire of 1762 are worthy of mention. Belong- 
ing to alater period are letters regarding the Primary schools 
and the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association. 

The policy of buying broadsides relating to Boston and 
Massachusetts has been continued, and with very good 
results. These rare leaves, printed in small numbers and 
widely distributed among the towns, were seldom preserved. 
They were “ published” by being read from the pulpits or by 
being posted in some public place; and having once served 
their purpose were not as a rule filed among the town 
records. The Library has now a very fair collection of the 
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issues made during the Revolution and during the War of 
1812. The opportunities of obtaining colonial broadsides 
are very infrequent, and such as have offered have not been 
neglected. A number of local poems celebrating some 
important event has also been obtained, as well as advertis- 
ing sheets, and shipping papers bearing upon the trade 
between Boston and the West Indies from 1787 to 1815. 
Political caricatures — often the best reflection of public 
opinion — have not been passed over, and the collection of 
the Library is constantly being increased in these various 
lines. Among the gifts should be noted a very good lot of 
New Hampshire broadsides, presented by Mr. Herbert Small. 
The Whitman collection has also been enriched by a large 
number of newspaper clippings and magazine articles relating 
to the poet. 

It is not strange to find occasionally an even greater curi- 
osity in a manuscript than was anticipated. The Library 
purchased a manuscript copy of the first Directory of Mon- 
treal, 1819, “ An Alphabetical List of Merchants, Traders 
and House Keepers residing in Montreal,” with a descriptive 
sketch of the town by Thomas Doige. By itself, the manu- 
script would not possess any value, for it was made in 
1890-92; but it contained 157 autographs and documents 
of the people mentioned, bills, accounts and letters; and 
thirty-two views and woodcuts. These insertions made the 
volume unique and interesting. Laid into the pages, but 
not fastened in, was a letter purporting to be from the poet 
Robert Burns to James Simpson, dated from Dumfries, 
December 12, 1794. This is clearly one of the forgeries 
that were placed upon the market some years since, and is 
therefore only an eloquent example of the ingenuity of the 
forger, who has given to the sheet (the only part of genuine 
antiquity) every touch that could deceive the unwary. 

A paper obtained in England contains in two places the 
signature of John Driden, assumed to be the poet. The date 
of the document is 1657-8. In 1659 was issued ‘“ Three 
Poems upon the Death of his late Highness Oliver Lord 
Protector,” one of them being by John Dryden. In 1660 
the “Astrea Redux” was printed with John Driden on the 
title, and in the same year Howard’s Poems contained a 
commendatory Poem by John Driden, 1662, “To my Lord 
Chancellor,’ was signed in the same manner. In spite of 
this evidence one hesitates to assert that the signatures are 
those of John Dryden, the poet, and must leave the question 
to be decided when access may be had to undoubted ex- 
amples of his writings. 


/ 
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Gifts have been made to the now very large collection on 
the abolition movement in the United States by the Garrison 
family, Miss Weston and the Misses May. It is safe to assert 
that the Library can show as strong collections, in print and 
in manuscript, on the anti-slavery movement as any other 
library in this country. The liberality of such leaders as 
Wendell Phillips and Theodore Parker, and of others lke 
Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson and Messrs. Francis J. 
Garrison and Wendell P. Garrison, have really made this 
notable collection what it is—already large and still attract- 
ing gifts. 

The proper arrangement of the manuscripts 1s progressing, 
but very slowly because of the difficulty in obtaining fit work- 
men. The demand for really good work is increasing, and 
the skilled inlayers are few in number and pressed by the 
demands made upon them. It involves some risk to send 
- such records to other cities, but it is a risk that must be 
accepted, as the matter will, otherwise, accumulate too rap- 
idly and impede arrangement. It is only when a manuscript 
is properly mended, mounted, and where possible bound, that 
it may be shown to the public; therefore the long period 
between the purchase of the paper and its final location is an 
embarrassing feature. The fact that the manuscript room is 
at last in a condition of permanency and put out of reach of 
any interruption by building operations is a great relief, and 
facilitates greatly the handling of these records. Some 
mounting has been done, some manuscripts have been bound, 
and much indexing accomplished; but the record is not what 
could have been accomplished had workmen been obtainable 
or the manuscript room free from architectural changes. 

The number of cards made in cataloguing the Chamberlain 
collection during the last year was 3,608, making a total of 
6,804 cards. 

The practice of printing in the Bulletin the more important 
of the manuscripts, those possessing historical and local inter- 
est, has been continued, and has been appreciated by the 
public. It obviates the handling of the manuscripts, makes 
known the location and contents of the paper, and excites 
historical inquiry. 


THE CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. 


According to the report of Mrs. Gertrude P. Sheffield, in 
charge of the Children’s rooms at the Central Library, the 
main features of the work continue the same, and the last 
twelve months furnish additional evidence of its importance 
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and of its needs. The number of books issued to applicants 
has increased from 60,228 for the year previous, to 64,686 
for the past year; the number issued from this department 
to the branches has increased from 5,644 in 1900 to 10,511 
in 1901. i 

One noticeable feature in connection with the issue to the 
branches and stations is the large number of unsuccessful 
applications for books. Personal applications in the Chil- 
dren’s room which are not successful cannot satisfactorily be 
recorded, but a record has been kept of the slips sent in from 
the branches on which no book could be supplied. Of such 
slips, 21,998 have been returned during the year. As each 
slip represents from one to five books, the number of 
children’s books asked for and not obtained may fairly be 
stated as double that of the number of the slips. In 
one month of the 25417 slips, very nearly half of the 
requests were for the twelve following books: Little 
Women and Little Men, by Miss Alcott; the Celtic, English 
and Indian Fairy Tales, edited by Joseph Jacobs; the Blue, 
Green, Pink, Red and Yellow fairy books, arranged by 
Andrew Lang; Mother Goose and Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 
These are the children’s choice. They are without excep- 
tion books of merit, and universally recognized as such. 
These applications afford undoubted evidence of the spon- 
taneous demand among the children for thoroughly good 
books, a demana which should be met and which the Library 
cannot at present supply. 

This subject becomes of special importance when the 
inferior quality of the great mass of juvenile literature is 
considered, which literature the Library now, to a great 
extent, offers to those who actually apply for better things 
which it is unable to supply. There is here no question of 
forcing a superior book upon a child who desires to read an 
inferior one, but rather whether the present book supply 
does not in effect force an inferior book upon a child whose 
preference would be for a better one. 

This same problem perplexes other departments and 
indeed confronts the whole Library. If it is true that a 
large proportion of juvenile literature is not of a convine- 
ingly high character, and if it is evident, as it seems to be, 
that children evince a peculiar fondness for a few exceed- 
ingly good books, may it not be better to confine the selec- 
tion of books for children, and of fiction for adults as well, 
to those of undoubted merit, secure of continuous popularity, 
and to buy such books in large quantities, excluding much 
of an inferior grade? ‘The proposition has been under con- 
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sideration of recommending the purchase of 500 copies at a 
time of the Lang Fairy books, which undoubtedly would 
find constant use. | 

Reference work with the children has been carried on as 
far as possible under existing conditions. The room has 
been in the hands of carpenters and painters for many weeks 
during the busiest school months, occasioned by the placing 
of the Elliott decoration. This work is finished and the 
children have again entered into their especial domain. 

It is gratifying to record that there are evidences of more 
cordial codperation with the Library on the part of the 
schools. Classes have come here, accompanied by their 
teachers, to learn the method of obtaining books. Mr. 
Dimick of the Wells School and Mr. Norris of the Charles- 
town High School have shown an especial interest in this 
matter. 

Exhibits of pictures have been continued during the year. 
At the children’s rooms in the branch libraries help is given 
to those who greatly need it. To these libraries the reduc- 
tion of the age limit and the welcome given have brought 
crowds of young people and little children. To quote from 
the annual report of Miss Walkley, in charge of the East 
Boston Branch, “This influx of children brings home very 
keenly to every worker at the branch the additional grave 
responsibility which this involves. Many of these children 
come from homes swarming with little ones, where they have 
little or no training and practically no notion of taking care 
of themselves or anything else. In some happy cases the 
teachers are interested enough to advise them about their 
books and to daily urge them to cleanliness and carefulness. 
Otherwise, they are turned loose at the branches, and 
although the will to help them is not lacking, the mere 
routine of the issue and registration desks keeps every avail- 
able worker occupied during the busy hours and crowds 
out too largely the personal work with the children which 
might be a help to them and eventually to the Library 
itself.” 

Leave of absence for seven months was given by the 
Trustees to Mrs. Sheffield. During her absence, from March 
1 to October 1, Miss Alice M. Jordan had charge of the 
room. Her supervision of the work was satisfactory, and 
she was heartily sustained by the assistants in the depart- 
ment. The card catalogue, upon which for more than three 
years all the time which could be spared from regular duties 
had been spent, has been finished and placed where it is 
accessible to the public. 
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THE PATENT ROOM. 


According to the report of Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell, in 
charge of the Newspaper and Patent Departments, the 
Patent Room contains 8,914 volumes. Of these the British 
patents number 5,421 volumes, the American 1,179, the Ger- 
man 947, and the French 536. During the year 78,630 
volumes have been consulted by visitors. These figures do 
not represent the entire use of the room, for many persons 
neglect to register either their names or the number of books 
consulted. 

The numerical list of German patents is nearing comple- 
tion. When finished it will include these patents from 1877 
to date. 

In September, 1897, the sum of one thousand dollars was 
sent to the Commissioner of Patents at Washington, to pay 
for specifications and drawings of American patents issued 
prior to July, 1869, which were lacking at the Library. 
About sixty thousand, or nearly two-thirds of the numbers 
needed, have already been received, of which a numerical 
catalogue has been made. 

Many books on patents have been transferred from the 
stacks to the Patent Room, to find much use. An index of 
patent indexes has been prepared, and may be consulted. 


PERIODICALS. 


Ninety-one new periodicals have been added to the Period— 
cal Room during the year; thirty-one have ceased publica- 
tion. 

A new periodical appears almost daily; to resist subscrib- 
ing to them requires heroic resolve and good judgment. 
Only those are added which are of especial merit, such as 
the American Journal of Anatomy, Bibliografia, Espafiola, 
and House and Garden, or such as are on subjects new to 
the Library, such as the Automobile Magazine. 

A new check book of periodicals has been prepared. The 
serial publications currently received at the Library number 
3,291. 


NEWSPAPERS. 


Three hundred and seventy-eight newspapers (including 
duplicates) are to be found in the Newspaper Reading Room; 
of these, 211 are American and 58 English. There are 
representative newspapers of sixteen other nationalities, 
which find constant readers. 
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The attendance in this room is counted at stated intervals ; 
at these times during the past year it has not fallen below 
one hundred persons at a given time, and has been as high 
as 178. ‘The hour for the largest attendance has been 
five P.M. 

Many of the volumes of newspapers have been bound 
during the year, and the collection is in much better condition 
than hitherto. A special card catalogue is in preparation. 


LECTURES. 


The second course of lectures under the auspices of the 
Trustees was given in March and April, 1901, in the Lecture 
Room of the Library, on Methods of municipal administra- 
tion. ‘The speakers and subjects were as follows: Prof. A. 
Lawrence Lowell, The Position of Permanent Officials in 
Enelish Municipal Government; George L. Fox, The London 
County Council and its work; Prof. E. Emerton, Municipal 
Experiments in Florence; Prof. Kuno Francke, Public Life 
in Medizval German Cities; Prof. F. G. Peabody, Modern 
City Government under the German Plan; X. Henry Good- 
nough, The Water Supply of Cities; Prof. W. T. Sedgwick, 
Sanitary Aspects of the Construction and Care of City 
Streets; George G. Crocker, Transportation in Cities. 

A third course, on the Aisthetic development of cities, will 
begin March 10, 1902. 


THE BRANCH LIBRARIES AND STATIONS. 


In the light of the development of the branch system of 
the Boston Public Library, the following words, taken from 
the annual report for the year 1859, seem prophetic: 


‘Tt may be, that in progress of time, this Institution will 
become the parent of a circle of district libraries scattered about 
the city, each with separate resources, and exchanging occasion- 
ally their books. We cannot perhaps yet fully foresee the range 
of benefits which this first central experiment may draw after it 
for the community. It may perhaps, by means of branch libra- 
ries, or otherwise, at some time, be practicable to increase the 
‘popularity and usefulness of the Institution, in the direction 
indicated to an extent now impossible.” 


The statement of the Supervisor of Branches and Stations, 
which is given on later pages of this volume, outlines the 
continued activity of this department. 

Of special interest is the advance made in the codperation 
between the Library and the public schools, many of which 
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have for the first time availed themselves of the help offered. 
The Superintendent of Schools and the committee appointed 
have shown great interest in furthering this work. Forty- 
four schools (seven high and thirty-seven grammar schools) 
are now supplied with deposits of books, as against twenty- 
one in 1900 and eleven in 1899. Applications for readers’ 
cards of the Library have been taken in practically all the 
high and grammar schools of the city. Help is being given 
to classes which come to the Central Library and branches, 
in the use of books and catalogues. 

In the view of the Supervisor of Branches, the work of 
the Library with the schools has these aims: 1. To serve 
the schools as city institutions. 2. With the assistance 
of the teachers, to cultivate in the pupils the habit of read- 
ing at the time in their lives when they are best capable of 
acquiring it. 8. To make the school children so familiar 
with the Public Library that they will be likeiy to use it 
on leaving school, when the Library may be their only 
educational opportunity. 

The number of books given out for home use from the 
branches, stations and other agencies, was 1,158,966 volumes, 
as against 1,006,214 in the year 1900. 


THE BRANCH LIBRARIES. 


The time of closing the branches (except at Jamaica Plain 
and West Roxbury) has been changed from eight to nine 
P.M. The branches at Brighton, Dorchester and Roxbury 
have been added to those which are open on Sundays. 

The reclassification on a common scheme of the branches 
as wellas the stations is finished. There is a card catalogue 
at every branch and station and a complete union catalogue 
and shelf list, all with the same sheli-numbers. Printed lists 
are issued yearly. 

In the past two years five branch buildings have been put 
in good repair. 

All the branches have increased in use, the gain being 
72,677 volumes, or 10.7 per cent. Pictures are sent once a 
month for exhibition at the branches and stations. 


THE STATIONS. 


The home use of books from the stations of the Library 
was 422,165 volumes, a gain of twenty-four per cent. on the 
preceding year. The usefulness of the reading-rooms and 
stations has been increased by reason of the addition of a 
generous supply of reference books. 


ERRATUM FOR PAGE 37. 


It is planned to issue the Index mentioned as a separate 
publication, and not as a part of this report. 
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A new reading-room has been established at Orient 
Heights, East Boston. In seven months 7,316 volumes had 
been borrowed. ‘The new reading-room at Roslindale gave 
out 44,870 volumes, a number larger than that of any other 
reading-room or even of the smaller branches. At the new 
station at Andrew square, Dorchester street, 15,264 volumes 
were taken for home use. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


There have been three examinations held for the graded 
service of the Library, namely: February 14, Grade E (45 
applicants) ; June 15, Grade B (81 applicants); October 2, 
Grade E (37 applicants).

These figures do not include the two great series of United 
States Documents (4,422) and British Parliamentary Papers 
(6,928), both of which are in the charge of this department. 

Of the accessions to the collection, 1,100 were classed as 
political economy, 453 as social sciences, 104 as jurispru- 
dence, and 100 as medical science (really vital statistics and 
health reports). This leaves only 180 to be distributed 
among the other nineteen classes recognized in the system of 
the general library. Of the transfers, the larger part has 
been from American history (tariff and banking pamphlets), 
to the number of 110; political economy, 208; French 
history, 74 (chiefly statistical), and transactions, 76% these 
four classes accounting for 468 out of the total transfer of 
550, or 84 per cent. of the total increase by transfer. 

These figures for accessions are misleading, in that they 
do not begin to convey a correct measure of what was 
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received and cared for in the Statistical Department. They 
merely record what is retained permanently on its shelves, 
and do not take notice of United States Government publi- 
cations, periodical issues or issues in parts which are after- 
wards made into volumes. It is difficult to make any exact 
comparison in receipts and returns because of the time inter- 
vening between the first receipt of the book by the Statistical 
Department and its final return for location on the shelves. 

This factor of teme has become of increasing importance, 
and it must be admitted threatens to become a serious obstacle 
in the activity of the department. There are always at least 
a thousand pieces on the tables of this crowded gallery which 
have been received, acknowledged, the continuation entry 
made, a temporary slip prepared, and, where known, a loca- 
cation number given. All the stages preliminary to cata- 
loguing have been performed, and the matter is ready for the 
catalogue entries. Here occurs the delay. Weeks, months, 
and in some cases a full year, may pass before these volumes 
reach the catalogue room; they must then be catalogued, 
labelled, bound (if necessary), and finally returned to this 
department. When possible, calls for current matter are 
answered by searching this mass of volumes “in process,” 
and the risk of permitting such volumes to circulate before the 
property label has been inserted is incurred. Further, the fact 
that the volumes are not on the shelves gives the impression 
that they are not in the Library, which is not true. They 
are merely not “available,” a sufficient condemnation in 
itself. Such annoying time-consuming expedients are neither 
proper nor systematic, and through them the department 
suffers in many ways. 

The slow progress of transfers from the stacks to this 
department is enforced by this congested condition of affairs, 
and will continue while current accessions are sufficient to 
monopolize the working force of the Catalogue and Shelf 
Departments. This is to be regretted, as it indefinitely post- 
pones the performance of what was an essential idea in 
establishing this department — to collect in one place, and 
classify by subject, the works included in that large class 
described generally as “sociological.” As each transfer in- 
volves the renumbering of the cards for the transferred 
volume, it would be unreasonable to impose such a task 
unnecessarily or at inconvenient times on the Catalogue 
Department. Yet it should be done, and eventually must 
be done; and as long as it is deferred the collections in this 
department must remain in an incomplete and to that extent 
unsatisfactory state. 
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It has been gratifying to note a steady increase in the serious 
use of the collections of this department. It is impossible to 
escape questions which are entirely outside of its proper func- 
tions, and the consequent disappointment when the needed 
replies are not obtained. “Somestatistics of economics” is a 
sufficiently general demand to puzzle even the most expert ; 
and “statistics of foreigners in the United States since 1620 by 
counties and cities” is a demand which would be difficult to 
meet, especially as the question was asked in the afternoon of 
the day on which the essay upon the subject was to be read. 
I have been asked to produce the original of a patent of 
nobility granted by Edward II., and to direct the seeker 
after something besides the truth, to the original papers filed 
by some person in the United States in 1817 to establish a 
claim to a vast English estate! No very long experience in 
this gallery is needed to develop the fact that some attention 
ought to be paid to teaching the art of framing intelligent or 
practicable questions. It is no small task to cross-examine 
the questioner to determine what is wanted, and it is no 
grateful labor to endeavor to prove that the information is 
not to be had, because it is matter beyond the proper 
province of statistical methods or available information. 

The other side of this experience is a grateful relief, for 
the earnest worker applies in such a way that the limitations 
of his problem may be developed through his own investiga- 
tions, the department pointing out the possible sources of 
information and supplying the necessary books. It is on 
this line that the usefulness of the department is to be 
developed, and it is in this direction that its use is growing. 
There is no legitimate means of advertising this phase of 
library work, except by giving a reasonable assurance that 
the raw material of investigation is within call. The growing 
tendency of other institutions to use what is in this depart- 
ment is a tribute to its richness and convenience, and an 
indication of its future possibilities. Yet I would insist 
upon one point. ‘The department has been obliged to take 
a backward step for want of space needed for its collections. 

The whole idea of this department was based upon open 
shelves, the nature of the collections in its keeping lending 
itself to that arrangement. All works upon a certain subject 
were to be brought into one view, where it would be easy to 
consult them — labor, insurance, navigation, charity and com 
merce. It is not possible to analyze these reports for the 
general catalogue; it must be the investigator who will delve 
out of their pages the facts he needs; and he will often need 
whole series to enable him to obtain comparative facts, the 
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best of all sociological material. Every book removed from 
the gallery into the stacks reduces the general usefulness of 
the collections, because it withdraws the book from the open 
shelves. It would not be practicable to admit the general 
public to the stacks; that privilege can be extended to a few 
under the best of conditions. It is therefore to be regretted 
that such withdrawals have been imposed upon us by the 
necessities of space. 

It is a pleasure once more to acknowledge the many cour- 
tesies extended to the department by state and city officials, 
both at home and abroad. No request has been refused with- 
out a good reason being given for the refusal, and in many 
instances more was sent than was covered by the request. 
The list of gifts recorded in the usual appendix to the report 
of the Library is a long one, and will be the best witness of 
this generous treatment. The receipts of current parlia- 
mentary papers of importance have been continued and have 
been much appreciated. All of the issues relating to the 
contest in South Africa have come promptly, and such im- 
portant reports as those on Municipal Trading, Shipping 
Bounties, War Office Contracts and Companies Bills. The 
German service of the same character has been larger than in 
previous years, and has been timely in giving the most recent 
pamphlets on such questions as the canals of Germany, the 
new tariff, and the commercial and industrial situation of the 
empire. From France almost nothing but what was imme- 
diately ordered has been sent, and it has not been possible to 
establish an advance service similar to that for Germany and 
Great Britain; but it is expected that the beginnings may yet 
be made. This weakness has in part been made good by 
the courteous efforts of the officials of the French govern- 
ment. Special attention has been given to commercial and 
industrial questions, as the largest number of calls applies 
to that side of economic activity. Reports of local chambers 
of commerce and boards of trade and official inquiries into 
the conditions of commerce and industry have been obtained 
in large numbers, and the section of commerce is now one of 
the largest in this department. 

I expressed the hope in my report of last year that a gen- 
eral system for giving information of the issues of state ad- 
ministrative departments might be devised. Since that was 
written the Library of Congress has begun to send out slips 
of its accessions, and naturally these issues, state and local, 
will thus be recorded. The introduction of this service, on a 
scale commensurate with the subject and prompt record, is a 
boon to all libraries, and deserves notice for its high utility. 
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It only remains for the States to combine in such a way as to 
have a central bureau and machinery similar to that of the 
Bureau of International Exchanges for distributing their 
issues, exchanging with one another and supplying the more 
important libraries. It is only by such a plan of codperation 
that satisfactory results can be obtained. The present want 
‘of system is costly, most wasteful, and inefficient to a degree. 
It would require but little attention to introduce such a plan, 
or in the meantime to extend the present distribution, so as to 
include libraries containing a special department of docu- 
ments, or having collections above a certain number, say 
150,000 volumes. 

Cooperation, however, has its limits. This Library was 
approached by a sister institution with a proposition that it 
should not purchase works on International Law, as a special 
fund was in the possession of this second library for pur- 
chasing works on that subject. A trial was made, but has 
proved awkward and inconvenient. Not only was the pur- 
chasing library a private institution, and therefore not open 
to the public; but the growing importance of the relations 
of the United States with foreign powers has created a 
marked increase in general interest on international problems, 
legal, commercial and diplomatic. I therefore recommended a 
discontinuance of this plan of codperation, believing that it 
was working contrary to the best interests of this Library. 

In the first year of my holding this position I prepared a 
card catalogue of the issues of United States government 
documents, from 1789 to 1813, with an intention of bringing 
it down to 1817 (the Fifteenth Congress), at which point 
the Check List issued by the Superintendent of Public Docu- 
ments took up the story. Learning that the Superintendent 
was preparing a new edition of the Check List, and intended 
to carry it back to 1789, I stopped work on my list, and later 
offered what had been done to the Superintendent. The 
offer was accepted, and the cards were sent to him. As his 
agents are covering the collections in all the larger libraries 
of the country, it was evident that his list would be far more 
useful than any that could be prepared in this Library.

EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE SUPER- 
VISOR OF BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


To the Librarian: 


THE BRANCH SYSTEM. 


The addition of thirty agencies to the Branch system of 
the Library implies a general and very considerable increase 
of the activities of the Branch Department, but this increase 
has not led to the employment of even one more regular 
assistant in any division of the department. There has been 
a slight additional expenditure for extra service in the case 
of two or three branches. 

The total circulation of the branches, stations, and other 
agencies is 1,158,966 volumes as against 1,006,214 volumes 
in the year 1900. ‘The increase is fifteen per cent., and the 
circulation of the department constitutes seventy-eight per 
cent. of the total circulation of the Library. 


SCHOOLS. 


The result of the meeting of the Committee on Codpera- 
tion, the appointment of which was mentioned in the last 
report of this department, was a circular of instruction issued 
by the Superintendent of Public Schools, in which he stated 
the plans of the Library and requested masters and teachers 
to aid. The statement proved very helpful. Progress in the 
work which was outlined in the circular may be summed up 
as follows: 

Forty-four schools — seven high and thirty-seven grammar 
schools — are now supplied with deposits of books, as against 
twenty-one in 1900, and eleven in 1899. For certain limited 
uses these schools are stations of the Library. In some of 
them only one grade is supplied, in others several grades. 
The usual number of books at a grammar school is from fifty 
to one hundred; at a high school from one hundred to two 
hundred. It would be desirable to have fifty books in each 
room of a grammar school if the resources of the Library 
warranted it. Methods have been simplified so that the 
burden on the teacher is very light. 
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Applcations for cards have been taken in practically all 
the grammar and high schools of the city. Approximately,. 
8,000 children have received cards for the first time. 

Four thousand seven hundred and fifty-two books on 
various subjects relating to school work have been reserved 
for limited periods at the branches and stations on the re- 
quest of teachers. Several hundred books have been bought 
expressly for the use of the schools: Copies of the most de- 
sirable books have been multiplied at the branches in order 
that each school of a district might have one copy. 

Portfolios of pictures have been sent as usual to the 
schools. 

Sets of the finding lists of the Library are now in all the 
schools. 

The vacation schools were supplied with books during the 
summer. 

Ata recent meeting with the Committee on Codperation 
it was arranged that classes should come during school hours 
to the Central Library and the branches for systematic in- 
struction in the use of catalogues and books. The Super- 
intendent of Public Schools has brought this plan, together 
with other offers of the Library, to the attention of masters 
in a recent circular. A beginning has been made, and the 
result depends on the masters and teachers. 

The enthusiasm and help of a large number of the teach- 
ers with whom we have to deal deserve sincere thanks. 
Nothing could be done without these teachers. 


BRANCHES. 


The various new duties at the branches, together with the 
greater use of books, have made large demands upon the 
custodians and their assistants, but the work has been faith- 
fully done, and the record in the annual reports of these 
officers is a good one. 


EXTENSION OF HOURS. 


For years most of the branches closed at 8 P.M. except on 
Saturday. In the interests of the public the hour of closing 
was changed to 9 P.M. on December 30, except at Jamaica 
Plain and West Roxbury, and at the West End Branch, where 
the hour has always been 10 P.M., like that of the Central 
Library. The change was not a simple matter, and has in- 
volved a rearrangement of the service. The number of 
required hours has been reduced, and on certain days in the 
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week employees serve from 1 to 9 P.M. instead of from 
9 A.M to 6 P.M. 

The experience of one month shows that a good number 
of people use the branches between 8 and 9 P.M. It shows 
also, what was foreseen, that the reduction of hours and 
replacing morning by afternoon service make it harder to 
accomplish the routine work. But it is probable that this 
difficulty will adjust itself in time. 

It has been the custom to close the branches, except West 
End and certain reading-rooms, at 6 P.M. from June 1 to 
September 15; but this year they were kept open as usual 
until July 1. 

The experiment of Sunday opening had proved so success- © 
ful at certain branches that it was extended to the Brighton, 
Dorchester and Roxbury branches with satisfactory results. 


BRANCH CLASSIFICATION AND FINDING LISTS. 


With the practical completion of the reclassification at 
Charlestown, and of the card catalogues at the other branches, 
the work of reclassification ends, after having extended over 
several years. All the branch collections now have the same 
system of classification and the same call numbers. ‘There 
is a card catalogue at every branch, and a complete union 
catalogue and union shelf list at the Central Library. There 
is also an incomplete printed finding list. The fourth num- 
ber of this list, containing accessions for more than four 
years, was issued last September. Since the collections of 
the branches have been tending towards uniformity for 
several years, there are 6,000 or more important titles 
common to all, and it will soon be possible to publish these 
entire. The union catalogue and shelf list have been 
examined, therefore, with a view to filling gaps in the 
collections and preparing titles for the next list. 

In the early part of the year the union catalogue received 
a thorough revision, old and new records being compared and 
verification made in case of disagreements. 


INSTRUCTION OF EMPLOYEES. 


A system of instruction of the branch employees has been 
begun on which a fuller report will be made another year. 
The instruction is by means of written questions and answers. 
It is entirely practical, and designed solely to make the 
employees of the branches more efficient in their special 
duties. 
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BRANCH WORK FOR SCHOOLS. 


Much more of the work for schools is done through the 
branches than a year ago. The number of schools which 
they supply with deposits is twenty-six, as against ten in 
January, 1901. The purpose has been to make each branch 
a centre for a certain group of schools. The systematic 
taking of applications for cards in the schools was a great 
labor. The work will be repeated every year, but it can 
never be so difficult again. It has already proved well worth 
while. It has widened the constituency of the branches, 
and those school children who are not drawing books now 
are more likely to do so later on than if they had never been 
invited. As one of the custodians says in her report: ‘This 
little introduction seems to banish the timidity that many of 
the children and not a few of the adults feel about coming. 
The invitation of the library and the knowledge that there 
will be a familiar face there give them courage.” And no 
better way could have been found of advertising, among 
parents as well as pupils, the advantages which the branches 
have to offer. 


BRANCHES AS DISTRIBUTING CENTRES. 


By the constantly extending use of the branches as cen- 
tres for the distribution of books, the Library has made the 
most of its resources. There are now thirty-seven stations, 
schools and engine houses which are supplied directly by the 
branches, and 5,426 books were sent out on deposit by them 
during the past year. There are also five daily deliveries of 
books on ecards from branches to stations. 


BOOKS. 


There were bought for the branches during the year 6,414 
volumes of new books, as against 7,259 in 1900 and 4,447 
in 1899. There were 2,272 replacements, as against 1,779 
the year before. ‘The supply of books has thus been liberal. 
It includes some reference books bought to complete the 
revision of the collections which was begun last year, and a 
great many additional copies of children’s classics for the use 
of schools. Reference books were bought in some cases to 
establish the separate children’s reference library which has 
been found so desirable at the branches. There were 2,187 
volumes of current fiction bought, as against 1,940 in 1900. 

The loss from open shelves is less than last year, but it is 
still large. It was chiefly at Charlestown and East Boston, © 
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and almost entirely from the children’s shelves. It was found 
necessary to take extreme measures to check this plundering. 
Leaving out these two branches, the average loss for a branch 
is thirty-six volumes, as against an average of forty-four vol- 
umes for the same eight branches last year. West Roxbury 
has lost one volume only; Brighton, Dorchester, Roxbury 
and West End have lost together 107 less than in 1900. 

The problem is really one of children’s shelves, and these 
have been open at the branches for more than five years, 
My conclusion is that children over ten years of age should 
generally be admitted to the shelves of juvenile books, so that 
they may handle the books freely as they do now, but that 
certain precautions should be taken in the shape of railings, 
registration as they enter the room or enclosure, and special 
observation by an attendant, or a policeman where one is 
found necessary. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The East Boston Branch, which was in the worst con- 
dition of all the branches, has been put in thorough repair in 
cooperation with the Department of Public Buildings, and 
almost entirely refurnished by the Library. The Jamaica 
Plain Branch was also thoroughly renovated by the Depart- 
ment of Public Buildings. Five branches have been put in 
good condition within two years. 


CIRCULATION. 


The branches show a circulation of 745,730 volumes, a 
gain of 72,677 volumes, or 10,55 per cent. over the circulation 
for the year before. Every branch has gained, and most of 
them largely. The average percentage of fiction issued, in- 
cluding all juveniles, was 74 per cent., as against Td per cent. 
in 1900. But the issue from four branches, Brighton, South 
End, West End, and West Roxbury has been properly classi- 
fied this year, and is as follows: Percentage of juvenile 
fiction, 28,8, per cent.; of adult fiction, 42,2, per cent. ; 
total percentage of fiction, 66 per cent.; percentage of 
juvenile non-fiction, 12%, per cent.; total percentage of 
juveniles, 36,4, per cent. 


EXPENDITURES. 


Notwithstanding the increased work they have done the 
branches have cost little more than last year, $55,435.90 as 
against $55,281.45 in 1900. 
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SERVICE. 


Miss Martha N. Hobart, custodian of the Brighton Branch, 
resigned September 1. Miss Hobart’s administration of the 
branch had been in the highest degree effective. Miss Belle 
S. Hall was appointed to the custodianship from the Special 
Libraries Department. 

On December 5, the janitor of the Dorchester Branch, 
Edward Davenport, died. Mr. Davenport had been a faith- 
ful employee of the Library since 1875. 


‘STATIONS. 


The total circulation of the stations, schools, institutions 
and engine houses is 422,165 volumes. This shows a gain 
of 25 per cent. over the circulation of last year, which was 
338,246. All the stations but two have increased in circu- 
lation; and the gain in some instances, as at Stations U 
(Ward Nine) and W (Industrial School), has been very 
marked. 

The stations have cost $20,413.28 as against $17,147.45 
in 1900. The expenses of the Reading-rooms Y and Z, and 
of Station B, which was enlarged to a reading-room at the 
end of last year, swell this year’s total. 


SERVICE STATIONS. 


One new station has been added this year, making a total 
of twenty-one as against twenty a year ago. The new 
station is Z, the Orient Heights reading-room at East 
Boston. Its establishment was made possible by the addition 
of $2,000 for this purpose to the yearly appropriation. The 
remoteness of the district, which is more than two miles 
north of the East Boston Branch, gave it a special claim, 
though the population was not large. The reading-room 
was opened on June 25, with about 1,000 volumes on the 
shelves, of which over 700 had been bought for a permanent 
collection. The circulation for seven months has been 7,316 
volumes, and the attendance has often been more than 
could be provided for. 

The equipment of Stations N (Mt. Pleasant) and S (Rox- 
bury Crossing) has become sufficient to entitle them to be 
called reading-rooms, so that there are now ten reading- 
rooms, as against seven a year ago. 

There has been a general advance in usefulness on the part 
of the reading-rooms during the past year. There are one 
or more schools naturally in the jurisdiction of every reading- 
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room, but these schools have not always had close relations 
with the station. The situation has improved this year, and 
in the case of nearly every reading-room the Library is 
sending books to the neighboring school, and there is a 
friendly understanding between the teachers and the custo- 
dian of the reading-room, so that the children are constantly 
sent for books, and to study their lessons there. The custo- 
dians have also taken applications for cards in the schools 
belonging to them. The reading-room cannot be a reservoir 
of books, and the volumes to send to its school must come 
from the Central Library or the nearest branch. But the 
reading-room is the agency by which the books come, and in 
most other respects it directly meets the wants of the chil- 
dren of its one or more schools. Thus the reading-rooms 
are becoming the subordinate centres of their districts, and 
much credit for the result is due to the custodians, who have 
worked faithfully with this end in view. 

Besides an intelligent custodian, two things are necessary 
to a properly equipped reading-room, space and books. In the 
matter of space, no improvement has been possible this year. 
Stations B (Roslindale) and $ (Roxbury Crossing) are good 
examples of what a reading-room should be in point of space, 
and Station P (Broadway Extension) is the best example 
possible of the crowded class. 

But with regard to the second necessity, a good supply of 
books, much progress has been made. At the beginning of 
the year Stations N, S$, U, and W had almost no reference 
books, and the older reading-rooms had received no additions 
to their collections since 1896. From thirty to one hundred 
volumes of primary importance for reference have been added 
to each service station. Books for general reading have also 
been bought, and the number of additions for the year for 
the twelve service stations is 2,848 volumes. The perma- 
nent collections of these stations now number 7,372 volumes. 
The deposits from the Central Library, upon which most 
of the stations depend for miscellaneous reading, have been 
systematically increased everywhere. The minimum number 
of volumes in a deposit is now 800 and the maximum 500. 

During the year the reclassification of the permanent col- 
lections of the stations has been finished. A union catalogue 
of these books has been made at the Central Library, which 
for various reasons has been kept separate from the branch 
catalogue. In every case also the books have been entered 
on the records of the stations, so that all these volumes are 
now for the first time properly classified, shelf-listed and 
accessioned. ‘Though card catalogues are not a necessity in 
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the case of small collections of books on open shelves, yet 
they now exist or are in process of making at most reading- 
rooms. 

The circulation of Station B (Roslindale) for its first 
year of existence as a reading-room is 44,870 volumes. 
This is much larger than that of any other reading-room, and 
more than that of the Brighton and West Roxbury Branches, 
though the station has less than 2,500 volumes. More books 
would bring a larger use. 

The circulation of Station Y at Andrew square, Dor- 
chester street, at the end of its first year, is 15,264 volumes, 
which shows a satisfactory use. It proves to be, however, 
chiefly a children’s station. 

Early in the year Station D at Mattapan received thorough 
repairs, including a new floor. Electric lights were installed 
in the place of lamps. 

Because of the great increase in the use of Station W 
the directors of the Industrial School made provision for 
its remaining open during the evening all summer, for the 
first time. 

SHOP STATIONS. 


A few reference books have been placed at all the shop 
stations. 

Card catalogues or shelf lists of books on deposit have now 
been completed for every shop station. There has been some 
reorganization of methods at these stations with the purpose 
of securing greater accuracy. 


OTHER AGENCIES. 


Books were sent, last summer, either from the Central 
Library or the branches to twenty-one vacation schools or 
play grounds. Four engines houses and two institutions, 
The Men’s Free Reading Room (formerly supplied), and the 
Trinity Day Nursery have been added this year. The books 
at the Day Nursery are for a club of mothers. 


SENTRAL LIBRARY ACTIVITIES. 
DEPOSIT WORK. 


The number of volumes sent on deposit from the Central 
Library to the various agencies is 28,228, as against 25,500 
in 1900, a gain of eleven per cent. The proportion of fiction 
in the deposits sent out is forty-seven per cent., as against 
forty-five per cent. in 1900. The net gain of the deposit 
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collection is 2,778 volumes; in 1900, 3,184 volumes; the 
total number of volumes in the deposit collection is 
16,445. 

The increase in the deposit collection has been large, but 
not larger than is necessary for the supply of the growing 
system. Of the 116 outlying agencies, eighty-one are 
regularly supplied from the collection, and nearly all at 
certain times. In the annual examination of the deposit 
shelves every book was accounted for except one. 

Attention is called to the fact that there is no more room 
for the collection in the space assigned to the Branch 
Department. Unless relief is given, it will not be long 
before no new books can be added. 


THE DAILY ISSUE. 


During the year 111,482 volumes have been sent to the 
branches and stations from the Central Library in the daily 
issue on cards and slps, as against 104,988 volumes in 
1900. The other statistics are as follows: Percentage of 
unsuccessful cards, 45 per cent., as against 46 per cent. in 
1900; percentage of fiction, in books issued, 80 per cent., as 
against 81 per cent. a year ago; percentage of fiction, in 
unsuccessful applications, 79 per cent., while in 1900 it was 
only 76 per cent., and in 1899, 72 per cent. | 

The above statistics are satisfactory with regard to the 
number of books issued. A smaller percentage of fiction 
issued and of unsuccessful applications is also to be noted. 
But the unremitting effort of the whole Branch Department 
has been necessary to secure even these slight results. My 
conclusions remain as before: There is an insistent demand 
for fiction which the Library does not satisfy. The result 
is useless labor in handling applications, and disappointment 
and alienation on the part of the applicants. The remedy 
seems to be more copies of the most popular books, balanced 
by a smaller yearly total of titles; or as an alternative, a 
systematic refusal to add certain books at all. At present, 
a book which is advertised in the bulletins may exist in one 
or two copies only, and yet be called for from thirty-one 
branches and stations hundreds of times in a week with the 
consequences described above. Certain books other than 
fiction, such as Greek and Roman histories, might properly 
have copies multiplied. A growing system of branches and 
stations, with a daily wagon service widely advertised, would 
seem to imply logically an increasing supply of copies in the 
Central reservoir. 
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DISTRIBUTION OF PERIODICALS. 


Periodicals to the number of 19,250, which have already 
done service in the Library, have been distributed to City 
institutions.

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
FOR 1901-1902. 


To the Trustees of the Boston Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN, — The Examining Committee for the year 1901- 
1902 met on May 17, 1901, and organized by the choice of 
Samuel Wells as Chairman and Mrs. Mary E. Blake as Secretary.

The sub-committees attended to the duties assigned to them 
and made reports to the general committee. 

The Committee on Administration considered the organization 
and work of the Library and its branches as a whole, finding that 
time and experience had enabled the Trustees to constantly im- 
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prove the system so that the committees had nothing to criticise ; 
however, they ‘‘ recommend an increase in force in several depart- 
ments, notably in that of the Branch Department; also a liberal 
appropriation for increasing the deposits of books at many of the 
stations.” 

The Committee on Books suggest the ‘‘ need of extra assistants in 
the Children’s Reading-room during at least two hours of the after- 
noon after school hours for the following reasons: (1) This 
room is then apt to be crowded, especially in bad weather, and (2) 
guidance in the choice of good reading is here, and here only, 
possible. The parental function may be exercised and effort may 
constantly be made to have each child read certain of the best 
books before going on to elective reading and indiscriminate choice. 
The children now recommend books to each other and the silliest 
and least profitable stories are read out of their covers for lack of 
knowledge of even the names of anything better; there is a natural 
preference for the easiest reading and the slightest intellectual 
effort. This can only be counteracted by the affectionate care and 
interest of instructed older people. The extra assistants might 
be volunteers or might sometimes be drawn from the waiting lists 
of those who desire library positions. They would advise the 
children and befriend them as far as possible. ‘* Sometimes a half- 
hour can be spent with a single child to the best possible purpose,”’ 
as the most thoughtful of our special workers in this direction has 
lately said, ‘* but in the present condition of things, the room 
crowded only at certain hours and the attendants being few, this 
personal attention is not often possible.’’ The committee also 
recommend a still greater increase in the supply of standard books 
for young people (or children’s classics). The best collections 
of fairy tales, which stimulate the imagination, are just now in 
astonishing demand, though not long ago it was claimed that 
children cared for them no more. It appears from the records 
kept of unsuccessful applications (ranging from one hundred in 
June last to above three thousand in March), that beside the ad- 
ditions already made, fifty extra copies of these ‘‘classics” for 
the Children’s Room and fifty for the stacks would not be too 
large an increase. This committee also recommend further pur- 
chases of French and German books of literary value and rank 
in their own country. 

They regard as very important the replenishing and careful 
keeping up of the supply of Baedeker’s and other guide books. 
They do not see the use of any careful rebinding in this depart- 
ment when new editions are obtainable. 

They suggest the reprinting of a very useful Reader’s Hand- 
book, which can still be found at the desks for reference, but is 
now out of print. 

The committee are aware of the recent demand for large sums 
for the multiplication of branch libraries and delivery stations in 
different parts of the city. At the same time there is cause for 
regret that so small a proportion of the city’s large appropriation 
has been available for the purchase of books.

The Committee on Branches find that the longer hours on week 
days and the Sunday opening have done much good, and recom- 
mend a still further extension in this respect. They urge greater 
attention to ventilation and light, the introduction of electricity 
where possible, and provision for increased room. ‘They recom- 
mend a larger appropriation for books, as in many stations the 
meagre showing does not encourage attendance, also separate 
rooms for children and the exclusion of those under twelve dur- 
ing evening hours. 

They find a need for small hand-carts to be used in the delivery 
of books to the schools from the several branches. 

They express their pleasure at the courtesy shown by the 
Supervisor of Branches and Stations in permitting their attend- 
ance at the meetings of custodians. 

The Committee on Catalogues find that the suggestions made 
last year by the Examining Committee were adopted and that 
this department is being conducted in an eminently satisfactory 
manner. 

The Committee on Finance do not find it necessary to make 
any recommendations. They commend the liberality in support- 
ing the Library exhibited by the city government, and the pride 
of the citizens of Boston in the possession of so great an instru- 
ment of education. 

The Committee on Printing and Binding report that the Print- 
ing Department remains the same as last year, congratulate it on 
the output of 30,000 cards in advance of what it was at the same 
date one year ago, expecting to reach an advance of about 50,000 
by January. 

The committee are gratified to learn that the plan of these 
cards has been adopted by the Library of Congress and several 
other large institutions. They refer to the new style of machine 
for this department and regret the delay in its completion, 
suggesting meantime leasing a linotype in order to prevent a 
congestion of work. 

The introduction of a new machine will somewhat crowd the 
printing room, but it is suggested that an iron gallery might be 
put in this room for the storage of material not constantly in 
use.

TICKNOR BEQUEST.— By the will of the late GrorGE TICKNOR, of 
Boston, he gave to the City of Boston, on the death of his wife, all his 
books and manuscripts, in the Spanish and Portuguese languages, about 
four thousand volumes, and also the sum of four thousand dollars. 
After the receipt of said sum, the City is required to spend not less than 
one thousand dollars in every five years during the twenty-five years 
next succeeding (t.e., the income of four thousand dollars, at the rate 
of five per cent. per annum), in the purchase of books in the Spanish 
and Portuguese languages and literature, five years old in some one edi- 
tion. At the end of twenty-five years the income of said sum is to be 
expended annually in the purchase of books of permanent value, either 
in the Spanish or Portuguese language, or in such other languages as 
may be deemed expedient by those having charge of the Library. 
These books bequeathed or purchased are always to be freely accessible 
for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for use outside of the 
Library building. If these bequests are not accepted by the City, and 
the trusts and conditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts 
and money are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard 
College. 

In Aaa that the City might receive the immediate benefit of this 
contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of Mr. Ticknor, relinquished her 
right to retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed 
them under the control of the City, the City Council having previously 
accepted the bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of 
said will, and the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests 
on behalf of the City, and made suitable arrangements for the care and 
custody of the books and manuscripts. Received April, 1871.

FRANKLIN CLuB Funpb.— This is a gift made in June, 1863, by a 
literary association of young men in Boston, who, at the dissolution of 
the association, authorized its trustees, Thomas Minns, John J. French 
and J. Franklin Reed, to dispose of the funds on hand in such a man- 
ner as to them should seem judicious. They elected to bestow it on

TRUSTEES FOR FIFTY YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board of 
Trustees from 1852 to 1864; George Ticknor, Esq., in 1865; 
William W. Greenough, Esq., from 1866 to April, 1888; from 
May 7, 1888, to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; 
Samuel A. B. Abbott, Esq., May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; 
Hon. F. O. Prince, October 8, 1895, to May 8, 1899; Hon. 
Solomon Lincoln has served since May 12, 1899. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and five 
citizens at large, until 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless reélected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the City Government upon the Board, by an 
alderman and a councilman, was abolished, leaving the Board as 
at present, consisting of five citizens at large appointed by the 
Mayor.

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APPENDIX XI. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ABBEY AND ELLIOTT DECO- 
RATIONS. 


THE QUEST AND ACHIEVEMENT OF THE HOLY GRAIL. 
[Paintings by Edwin A. Abbey, R.A.] 


The Holy Grail was fabled to be the sacred vessel from which 
our Lord had eaten at the Last Supper, and into which (having 
purchased it from Pontius Pilate) Joseph of Arimathea had 
gathered the divine blood of His wounds. Its existence, its 
preservation, its miraculous virtues and properties were a cher- 
ished popular belief in the early ages of European Christianity ; 
and in the folk-tales from which the twelfth century narrators, 
Walter Mapes in England, Chrétien de Troyes in France, and 
Wolfram von Eschenbach in Germany, drew their material, it was 
represented as guarded for ages in the Castle of the Grail by the 
descendants of the ‘‘ rich man,” to whom the body of Jesus had 
been surrendered, where it awaited the coming of the perfect 
knight, who alone should be worthy to have knowledge of it. 
This perfect knight is introduced to us in the romances of the 
Arthurian cycle, so largely devoted to the adventures of the 
various candidates ‘for this most exalted of rewards. Incom- 
parable were the properties of the Grail, the enjoyment of a rev- 
elation of which conveyed, among many privileges, the ability to 
live, and to cause others to live, indefinitely, without food, as 
well as the achievement of universal knowledge, and of invulner- 
ability in battle. 

This revelation was the proof and recompense of the highest 
knightly purity, the perfection constituting its possessor the type 
of the knightly character; so that the highest conceivable 
emprise for the Companions of the Round Table was to attain to 
such a consecration —to cause the transcendent vessel to be 
made manifest tothem. The incarnation of the ideal knighthood 
in the group here exhibited is that stainless Sir Galahad, with 
whom — on different lines — Tennyson has touched the imagina- 
tion of all readers. 

The following is a restricted attempt to place before the visitor 
the meaning of each composition : 

No. 1.—The child Galahad, the descendant, by his mother, 
of Joseph of Arimathea, is visited, among the nuns who bring 
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him up, by a dove bearing a golden censer and an angel carrying 
the Grail, the presence of which operates as sustenance to the 
infant. From the hands of the holy women the predestined boy 
passes into those of the subtle Gurnemanz, who instructs 
him in the knowledge of the things of the world, and in the 
duties and functions of the ideal knight. But before leaving the 
nuns he has performed his knightly vigil— has watched alone, 
till dawn, in the church. 

No. 2.— This ordeal of the vigil terminates in his departure. 
Clothed in red, he is girt for going forth, while the nuns bring to 
him Sir Launcelot, who fastens on one of his spurs, and Sir Bors, 
who attaches the other. 

No. 3. — The Arthurian Round Table and the curious fable of 
the Seat Perilous are here dealt with: the Seat Perilous — 
‘¢ perilous for good and ill’? —in which no man has yet sat with 
safety, not even the fashioner himself, but into which, standing 
vacant while it awaits only a blameless occupant, the young Sir 
Galahad, knighted by Arthur, has sworn a vow to be worthy to 
take his place. The Companions of the Order are seated in 
Arthur’s hall, and every chair, save one, is filled. Suddenly the 
doors and windows close of themselves, the place becomes 
suffused with light, and Sir Galahad, robed in red (an emblematic 
color used throughout the series), is led in by an old man clothed 
in white, Joseph of Arimathea, who, according to one of the most 
artless features of the romance, has subsisted for centuries by 
the possession of the supreme relic. The young knight is thus 
installed in safety in the Seat Perilous, above which becomes 
visible the legend, ‘‘ This is the seat of Galahad.” 

No. 4. — The knights are about to go forth on their search for 
the Holy Grail, now formally instituted by King Arthur. They 
have heard Mass and are receiving the episcopal benediction, 
Sir Galahad always in red. Throughout this series he is the 
** bright boy-knight” of Tennyson, though not, as that poet 
represents him, ‘* white-armored.”’ 

No. 5.— Amfortas, the Fisher King, King of the Grail, as the 
legend has it, having been wounded several centuries before for 
taking up arms in the cause of unlawful love, lies under a spell, 
with all the inmates of the Castle of the Grail, into which the 
artist here introduces us. They are spiritually dead, and although 
the Grail often appears in their very midst, they cannot see it. 
From this strange perpetuation of ineffectual life they can none 
of them, women or men, priests, or soldiers, or courtiers, be 
liberated by death until the most blameless knight shall at last 
arrive. It will not be sufficient, however, that he simply penetrate 
into the castle: to the operation of the remedy is attached that 
condition which recurs so often in primitive romance, the asking 
of a question on which everything depends. Sir Galahad has 
reached his goal, but at the very goal his single slight taint of 
imperfection, begotten of the too worldly teaching of Gurnemanz, 
defeats his beneficent action. Before him passes the procession 
of the Grail, moving between the great fires and the trance- 
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smitten king, and gazing at it he tries to arrive, in his mind, at 
an interpretation of what it means. He sees the bearer of the 
Grail, the damsel with the Golden Dish (the prototype of whom 
was Herodias bearing the head of John the Baptist on a charger), 
the two knights with the Seven-branched Candlestick, and the 
knight holding aloft the Bleeding Spear. The duty resting upon 
him is to ask what these things denote; but, with the presumption 
of one who supposes himself to have imbibed all knowledge, he 
forbears, considering that he is competent to guess. But he pays 
for his silence, inasmuch as it forfeits for him the glory of 
redeeming from this paralysis of centuries the old monarch and 
his hollow-eyed Court, forever dying and never dead, whom he 
leaves folded in their dreadful doom. On his second visit, many 
years later, he is better inspired. 

No. 6.—It is the morning after his visit to the Castle of the 
Grail. Awakening in the chamber to which he has been led the 
previous night Sir Galahad finds the castle deserted. Issuing 
forth, he sees his horse saddled and the drawbridge down. 
Thinking to find in the forest the inmates of the castle, he rides 
forth, but the drawbridge closes suddenly behind him; a wail of 
despair follows him, and voices mock him for haying failed to ask 
the effectual Question. 

He fares forward and presently meets three damsels; the 
first, the Loathly Damsel, is riding upon a pale mule with a 
golden bridle. This lady, once beautiful in form and features, is 
now noble still in form but hideous in feature, and she wears a 
red cloak, and a hood about her head, for she is bald; and in 
her arms is the head of a dead king, encircled with a gold crown. 
The second lady is riding in the manner of an esquire. The 
third is on her feet, dressed as a stripling, and in her hand 
is a scourge with which she drives the two riders. These 
damsels are under the spell of the Castle of the Grail. Against 
her will a magic power is used by the Loathly Damsel to tempt 
and destroy knights and kings. She, with her two companions, 
must continue to wander, doing deeds of wickedness, until the 
sinless Virgin Knight shall come to the castle and ask concerning 
the wonders he sees there. They now assail Sir Galahad with 
reproaches, cursing him for having failed on the previous day to 
ask the Question, which not only would have delivered them and 
the inmates of the castle, but would have restored peace and 
plenty to the land. The earth now must remain barren, and Sir 
Galahad, wandering forth again, is followed by the curses of the 
peasantry, while war rages throughout the land. He must 
encounter many adventures, suffer many sorrows, and many years 
must pass before he returns once more to the Castle of the Grail, 
where, having through all ordeals remained sinless, he will finally 
ask the Question which shall redeem the sin-stricken land. 

No. 7.— Sir Galahad is here seen arriving at the gate of the 
Castle of the Maidens, where the seven Knights of Darkness, the 
seven Deadly Sins, have imprisoned a great company of maidens, 
the Virtues, in order to keep them from all contact with man. 
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It is Sir Galahad’s mission to overcome Sin and redeem the 
world by setting free the Virtues, and he accordingly fights the 
seven knights till he overcomes them. 

No. 8.—Having passed the outer gate of the castle, Sir 
Galahad encounters a monk, who blesses him and delivers up to 
him the keys of the castle. 

No. 9.— Sir Galahad’s entry into the castle is here shown. 
The imprisoned maidens have long been expecting him, for it had 
been prophesied that the perfect knight would come to deliver 
them. They welcome him with shy delight, putting out their 
hands to be kissed. Having accomplished this mission Sir 
Galahad passes on to other deeds. 

No. 10. — Sir Galahad has become wedded to Blanchefleur, 
but, sacrificing his earthly love, he leaves her that he may con- 
tinue the Quest. The wounded and sin-stricken Amfortas can be 
healed only by a Virgin Knight, and only by a Virgin Knight 
may achieve the Quest. A new-born knowledge has unsealed 
Sir Galahad’s eyes, but with this knowledge is begotten the 
strength to overcome, and, renouncing finally every human desire, 
he resumes the Quest. 

No. 11. — Having passed through many adventures, Sir Gala- 
had has here returned to the Castle of the Grail. The procession 
of the Grail has once more passed before him, and this time, 
grown wise by knowledge and suffering, he asks the Question, 
and thereby heals Amfortas, cleanses him from sin, and allows the 
old king to die. The Angel bears away the Grail from the castle, 
and it is not seen again until the day when Sir Galahad achieves 
it at Sarras. Having now accomplished his great task he is 
guided by thé spirit of the Grail toward the goal which shall crown 
his labors—the achievement of the Grail. He is directed 
toward the sea, to Solomon’s Ship, which will bear him to Sarras, 
where he will be crowned king, and where the Grail itself will 
finally appear to him. 

No. 12. —Sir Galahad, borne upon a white charger, and fol- 
lowed by the blessings of the people, is seen passing from the 
land, where peace and plenty once more reign. 

No. 18. — Sir Galahad is here in Solomon’s Ship, which he found 
waiting to carry him across the seas to Sarras. The Grail, borne 
by an angel, guides the ship. Sir Bors and Sir Percival follow 
him. Having sinned once, they can never see the Grail them- 
selves, yet, having persevered faithfully in the Quest, they have 
acquired the right to accompany Sir Galahad and witness his 
achievement. Resting upon a cushion in the stern of the ship 
are three spindles made from the ‘‘ Tree of Life’’— one snow- 
white, one green, one blood-red. When Eve was driven from the 
Garden of Eden, she carried with her the branch which she had 
plucked from the ‘‘ Tree of Life.”” The branch, when planted, 
grew to be a tree, with branches and leaves white, in token that Eve 
was a virgin when she planted it. When Cain was begotten, the 
tree turned green; and afterward, when Cain slew Abel, the tree 
turned red. 
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No. 14.— The city of Sarras. 

No. 15. — Sir Galahad is now King of Sarras, and upon a hill 
he makes a Sacred Place, and builds a Golden Tree. Morning 
and evening he repairs thither, and from day to day he beauti- 
tifies the tree, and, finally, when it is complete, Joseph of 
Arimathea (with a company of angels) appears with the 
Grail. As Sir Galahad gazes upon it, crown, sceptre and robe 
fall from him. He no longer needs them. He thanks God for 
having let him see that which tongue may not describe nor heart 
think. Having now beheld that which is the source of all life and 
knowledge and power, his spirit can no longer remain in the nar- 
row confines of his body. The Grail itself is borne heavenward, 
and is never again seen on earth. 


THE TRIUMPH OF TIME. 
[Painting by John Elliott. ] 


The painting contains thirteen winged figures. ‘The twelve 
female figures represent the Hours, and the one male figure Time. 
The Christian Centuries are typified by twenty horses, arranged in 
five rows of four each. In each row the two centre horses are 
side by side, and between these and the outer horses are two 
winged female figures representing Hours. On either side of the 
car in which is the figure of Time are the Hours of Life and 
Death. Seen from before the door of the Children’s Room, the 
design begins in the neighborhood of the nearer left-hand corner, 
and describes a semi-circle, with a downward sweep over an effect 
of clouds, back to the left again, to a point about two-thirds 
across the canvas, and culminates in a disk —the sun — before 
which are the leading horse and the figure typifying the Twentieth 
Century. In the nearer right-hand corner is a crescent moon, 
with a full disk faintly showing. The decoration is divided in 
the centre by a beam, but, notwithstanding this division, the com- 
position is consecutive. 
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APPENDIX XII. 


GIVERS AND GIFTS. 


Mr. Edward Edwards, at one time Librarian of the Manchester 
Free Library, in his ‘‘ Memoirs of Libraries,” published in 1859, 
says: ‘‘If we revert to the ordinary circumstances of Town 
Libraries, such as those which are now in course of formation in 
the United Kingdom, we shall find that it will not be safe to place 
any great reliance on the acquisition of books by gift.” 

Elsewhere he says: ‘In Boston there has been precisely that 
cooperation between corporate functionaries on the one hand, 
and independent citizens on the other, which is, I think, to be 
desiderated here.” * 

To this no doubt may be attributed the fact that since the 
establishment of the Library the flow of gifts, varying from a 
single volume to hundreds and thousands, has been ceaseless.

CHRONOLOGY OF THE LIBRARY. — 1641-1901. 


1841-1847. Various preliminary movements made toward a City 
Library. In 1843 and 1847 books were received by the City 
from the City of Paris, through M. Vattemare. 


1847. <A joint Committee of the City Council on a Library first ap- 
pointed. Josiah Quincy, Jr., while Mayor, offered to give 
$5,000 for a Public Library, on condition that the citizens should 
add $10,000. This offer was not met. 


1848. March 12. Act of the Massachusetts General Court, author- 
izing the City of Boston to establish and maintain a Public 
Library. Accepted by the City, April 3. 

Unsuccessful efforts to procure a union with the “Athenzeum 
Library. 


1849. R.C. Winthrop gave the first books to begin the collection. 
J.D. W. Williams, S. A. Eliot, Dr. J. Mason Warren, Dr. J. B. 
McMahon, Ezra Weston and others also presented books. 


1850. August 5. John P. Bigelow, while Mayor, gave $1,000. 
August 7. Edward Everett presented his set of Public Docu- 
ments and State Papers of the United States, with other works, 
numbering upwards of 1,000 volumes. 


1851. The City possessed 2,000 volumes. 


1852. Edward Capen chosen Librarian. 

May 24. First Board of Trustees constituted, with Edward Ever- 
ett as President. 

June 28. James Brown gave $500. 

June 30. The Trustees were requested by the City Council to re- 
port upon the objects to be attained by the establishment of a 
Public Library, and the best mode of effecting them. 

July 6. In reply, the preliminary report of the Trustees was 
made, drawn up by George Ticknor and the President. 

September 24. Samuel Appleton gave $1,000. 

October 1. Joshua Bates of London gave $50,000, which was 


subsequently funded. 
October 12. The first Library ordinance of the City Council 
passed. 


1853. February. Authority given to purchase land. 
March 5. James Nightingale gave $100. 
March 12. A new act of the General Court, extending the limit of 
expenditures. 
Jonathan Phillips gave $10,000; N. I. Bowditch gave the value of 
$200; J. I. Bowditch gave $300. 
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1854. March 20,°May 2. Reading-room and Library opened in 
Mason street. , 
November 27. Ordinance appointing Commissioners to erect a 
building; R. C. Winthrop made Chairman. 
First catalogue of the Library published. 
Thomas G. Appleton gave a copy of Audubon’s ‘‘ Birds of Amer- 
ica 


1855. Mrs. Sally I. K. Shepard gave $1,000. 
September 17. Corner-stone of the Library building on Boylston 
street laid. 


1857. Act of March, 1853, so far changed that there was no enforced 
limit to the appropriations of the City for the Library. An addi- 
tional ordinance created the office of Superintendent. Charles 
C. Jewett was appointed to that office. 


1858. January 1. Library building dedicated. Addresses by R. C. 
‘Winthrop, Edward Everett, A. H. Rice, Mayor. Cost, with 
land, about $365,000. 

Mr. Bates’s gift of books completed, amounting in value to 
$50,000, making the total sum given by him $100,000. 

The sons of the late Nathaniel Bowditch gave their father’s 
library of 2,550 volumes, besides manuscripts. 

The Library began to receive the Specifications of the English 
patents, a gift from the British government. 

June 30. Library in Mason street building closed. 

July. The portrait of Benjamin Franklin, by Duplessis, pre- 
sented by Hon. Edward Brooks. 

August 17. <A figure in marble, the Arcadian Shepherd Boy, by 
W. W. Story, given by several citizens. 

September 17. The Reading-room opened in the building on 
Boylston street. 

December 20. The Lower Hall Library opened, with the printed 
Index to the books in that collection. 


1859. Under the will of Abbott Lawrence, $10,000 was received. 
Copley’s picture of Charles the First, demanding the impeached 
members, given by citizens of Boston. 


1860. Theodore Parker’s Library, containing 11,061 volumes, 
received under the provisions of his will; in May, 1881, some 
2,000 volumes, and a bust of Theodore Parker, by W. W. 
Story, received from the estate of Mrs. Parker. 

George Ticknor presented a collection of Greek, Latin and Italian 
classics, and later a collection of books relating to Moliére. 
His total donations up to this time upwards of 3,000 volumes. 


1861. April. <A further sum of $20,000 received under the will of 
Jonathan Phillips. 

The Upper Hall, containing over 74,000 volumes, opened to the 
public, and its first printed Index of books published. The 
entire Library contained 97,386 volumes. 

June. By the will of Miss Mary P. Townsend, $4,000 was 
received. 


1863. The City Council modified the ordinance relating to the Pub- 
lic Library. 
June. The Trustees of the Franklin Club gave $1,000.

The Upper Hall, it is 
ordered, October 13, shall henceforth be called Bates Hall.

Edward Everett, President of the Board of 
Trustees, died ; succeeded by Mr. Ticknor.

The Ledger system for recording loans displaced by the Slip 
system. 

Donation of $160 received through Hon. John P. Bigelow. 

May. The silver vase presented te Daniel Webster in 1835, 
received from various citizens. 

June 22. Mr. Ticknor resigned the presidency ; succeeded, July 
24, by William W. Greenough. 

September. The printing of Finding Lists for the Lower Hall 
begun. : 

December. A newordinance reorganizing the Board of Trustees. 


1867. May 16. Bust of Edward Everett, by Thomas Ball, pre- 
sented by subscribers. 7 
August. Bust of J. Lothrop Motley, by Richard 8. Greenough, 
given by Thomas B. Curtis. 
October. The first number of the Library Bulletin issued. 


1868. January 9. Mr. Jewett, the Superintendent, died. 
February 25. Justin Winsor chosen Superintendent. 
August. Bust of George Ticknor, by Martin Millmore, presented 
by several citizens. ‘ 
November. William E. Jillson, the Assistant Superintendent, 
died. William A. Wheeler was appointed in his place. 


1869. Annual closing of the Library for examination dispensed 
with. 

A new ordinance, reorganizing the Board of Trustees, changing 
the beginning of the Library year to May Ist, and authorizing 
the establishment of Branch libraries. 

Gift of an antique bust from Signor Alessandro Ceccarini. 

Bindery opened in the building. 

October. The Tosti engravings given by Thomas G. Appleton. 


1870. The Reading-room of the East Boston Branch Library 
opened ; and in January, 1871, delivery of books began. The 
Catalogue was issued March 3d, and the formal dedication of 
the Library took place March 22d. The Sumner library associa- 
tion gave its collection of books to this Branch Library. 

Portrait of Edward Everett by J. Harvey Young given by citizens 
of Boston. 

November. 285 volumes and 2,259 pamphlets of Rev. Dr. William 
E. Channing presented by his children. 
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1871. April. The Spanish and Portuguese library, bequeathed by 
George Ticknor, was received at the Library, numbering nearly 
4,000 volumes ; also a fund of $4,000, for its increase. 

October. A printed Card catalogue of the Bates Hall established. 


1872. An agreement made with the Trustees of the Fellowes 
Atheneum, securing their co-operation in the founding of a 
Branch library at Roxbury, and a building for the use of it 
begun. 

Alterations made in the Bates Hall, by which the lateral alcoves 
are subdivided and lighted. 

The South Boston Branch Library opened with 4,400 volumes, 
and dedicated May 16th. The Mattapan literary association 
gave its collection of books, numbering 1,470 volumes, to this 
Branch Library. 

March. Gift of a portrait of Benjamin Franklin by Jean Baptiste 
Greuze, from Gardner Brewer. 

Gift from John G. Loring of oi] painting by (Robert?) Salmon, 
representing a fire in the Old State House, Boston, in Novem- 
ber, 1832. 


1873. May. The Barton Library received. 

June. Additional precautions taken to render the Library build- 
ing safe against fire. 

July. The Roxbury Branch building dedicated, and the Library 
opened with 5,700 volumes. 

August. The Lower Hall Catalogue of History, Biography, and 
Travel published. The first catalogue with notes. 

December. Gift of $5,000 from Henry L. Pierce. 


1874. January. The Public Libraries of Charlestown (15,000 
volumes) and Brighton (11,000 volumes) became Branches by 
the annexation of those places to Boston. 

Addition made to the south-west corner of the Central Library 
building. 

August. The new building of the Brighton Branch Library was 
opened for use. 

The apartments of the Charlestown Branch Library were enlarged. 

Portrait of Charles Sumner by M. Wight presented to city by 
F. D. Huntington and others. 

October. William A. Wheeler, the Assistant Superintendent, died, 
and was succeeded by James L. Whitney. 

Edward Capen resigned as Librarian. 


1875. January 16. Dedication of the Dorchester Branch 
Library. The Library (nearly 4,000 volumes) opened to the 
public, January 25. A Delivery of the same Branch established 
at the Lower Mills. The Dorchester and Milton Library gave 
its collection of books, numbering 1,922 volumes, to this Branch 
Library. 


1876. March. The gold medal presented to Gen. Washington by 
Congress in commemoration of the evacuation of Boston by the 
British troops, given to the City, to be preserved in the Library. 

April. A new exterior gallery built at rear end of the Central 
Library Building. 

Gift of Manuscript of Webster’s Reply to Hayne, from Hon. R. C. 
Winthrop and others. 
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June. <A Delivery Station of the Roxbury Branch opened at 
Jamaica Plain. 


1877. February. Bequest from Benjamin P. Hunt, of Philadel- 
phia, of a collection of books relating to the West Indies. 

May. The Boston Mercantile Library Association gave its 
collection of 18,000 volumes. 

August. By the will of Miss Charlotte Harris, the Charlestown 
Branch Library received a fund of $10,000, the testator’s 
private library of over 1,100 volumes, and a portrait of Richard 
Devens. 

Bequest of over 800 volumes of illustrated books from Miss Eliza 
Mary Thayer, of Roxbury... Supplemented at subsequent times 
by gifts of similar works from her sisters, Mrs. R. Anne Nichols, 
Mrs. Susan Thayer Balch, and Miss Caroline C . Thayer. A list 
of this collection published i in 1895. 

August. The South End Branch Library opened to the public. 

September. The Jamaica Plain Branch Library opened to the 
public. 

October 1. Justin Winsor resigned the office of Superintendent, 
and Dr. Samuel A. Green, one of the Trustees, was placed in 
charge of the Library. 


1878. April4. The Trustees were made a corporation under the 
name of the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston. 

April 12. The corporation organized by the choice of William 
W. Greenough as President, and Dr. Samuel A. Green as Clerk. 

May 14. Dr. Green was chosen Acting” Librarian, and held the 
office until October 1, 1878. 

August 26. Mellen Chamberlain was elected Librarian, and 
entered upon his office October 1. 

November 23. Dr. Samuel A. Green gave $1,000, the income of 
which is to be applied to the purchase of books upon American 
history ; in 1880 he gave $500 under the same conditions, and 
in 1884, $500. 

December 3. A Delivery Station of the Jamaica Plain Branch 
Library opened at Roslindale. 

December 16. Gift from George B. Chase of $200 for purchasing 
periodicals; in 1879 he gave the chair and table formerly belong- 
ing to Sir Anthony Panizzi, Librarian of the British Museum. 


1879. Catalogue of the works of Shakespeare, in the Barton col- 
lection, printed. A year later the second part, containing the 
titles of works about Shakespeare, was published. 

Catalogue of the East Boston and South Boston Branch Libraries 
published. 

April. The Franklin Club gave Roberts’ Egypt and Nubia, and 
his Holy Land. 

July. Catalogue of the Ticknor collection of Spanish and Portu- 
guese books published. 

December. Dr. Samuel A. Green gave a collection of Benjamin 
Franklin books, pamphlets, and engravings. 


1880. January 6. The West Roxbury Free Library transferred to 
the Boston Public Library its collection of books, numbering 
3,068 volumes, and a Delivery Station was opened at West Rox- 
bury. 
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April. The General Court, by an act approved April 22, gives to 
the City a parcel of land, situated on the southerly corner of 
Dartmouth street and Boylston street, on condition that a build- 
ing for a library should be begun in the course of three years, 
which time was extended in 1883 for a further term of the 
same duration. 


1881. July. The South End Branch Library was moved into the 

English High School Building on Montgomery street. 

July. Bust of John G. Whittier, by Preston Powers, given by 
citizens of Boston. 

December 1. The Committee on the Public Library was author- 
ized by the City Government to consult the Trustees concerning 
a new Library building. 

December. A Delivery Station of the Public Library (Dorchester 
Branch) was opened at Mattapan. 

Bowditch Library card catalogue completed. 


1882. March 9. The Trustees were requested by the City Council 
to report on the fitness of the High and Latin School building 
for the purposes of the Public Library. The Trustees reported 
that this building is unfit for the uses of the Public Library. 

April 10. On petition of the City Council, the Legislature passed 
a bill authorizing the City of Boston to take for the Public 
Library the necessary land belonging to private parties adjoin- 
ing the land granted by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

May. Gift of $100 from Charles Mead for South Boston Branch. 

October. A Reading-room and Delivery Station was opened in 
the Hancock school-house,on Parmenter street,at the North End. 


1883. January. A Delivery Station of the Public Library (Dor- 
chester Branch) was opened at Neponset. 

April 12. The Common Council, concurring with the Aldermen, 
appropriated the sum of $180,000 for the purchase of additional 
land, adjoining that granted by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, and the sum of $450,000 for the erection of a building 
thereon, fronting on Copley square. 

April 21. The City of Boston took formal possession of the land | 
given by the Commonwealth, and also of the estates on St.. 
James avenue (later Blagden street). 

December. By the will of the late Arthur Scholfield of New 
York, formerly of Boston, the Library received the sum of 
$50,000, the income to be paid certain parties during their lives. 


1884. April. By the will of the late Thomas B. Harris of Charles- 
town, the Charlestown Branch Library received the sum of 
$1,000. 

August 1. Twenty competitive plans for the proposed new build- 
ing received by the Trustees; $10,000 in premiums paid. 

Reading-rooms established at the Brighton, Dorchester and 
Jamaica Plain Branch Libraries, and at the Lower Mills Deliv- 
ery Station at Dorchester. 

Fourteen folio volumes of illustrations of the parks and public 
works of the City of Paris given by the Municipal Council of 
that city. 

The City Council appropriated $1,000 for the purchase of historical 
works in fine binding, relating to Boston, and these were sent 
to the Municipal Council of Paris. 
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1885. January. Bust of Thomas Gold Appleton given by Capt. 
_ Nathan Appleton and others. 

March 30. The City Government directed that the City Architect 
prepare the plans for the new building and submit them to the 
Trustees of the Public Library for their approval. 

May. Bust of Cervantes by Antonio Sola received from heirs of 
George Ticknor. 

Legacy from the estate of Daniel Treadwell, formerly Rumford 
Professor in Harvard College. Amount, with latter additions, 
about $10,700. 

May. Legacy of $500 from the estate of Hon. Edward Lawrence, 
for the Charlestown Branch Library. . 

December. Bronze statuette of Daniel Webster bequeathed by 
Hon. Joseph M. Wightman. 


1886. The Roxbury Athenzeum Library purchased by the Trustees 
of the Fellowes Atheneum. 
November 1... Delivery Station opened at Mt. Bowdoin. The 
North End Library removed to the building on the corner of 
North Bennet and Salem streets. 


1887. March 10. An act*was passed by the General Court giving 
the Trustees full power and control of the design, construction, 
erection, and maintenance of the new building, and authority 
to select and employ an architect. 

March 30. The Trustees contracted with Messrs. McKim, Mead, 
and White, to design and supervise the construction of the new 
building, and the plans, as prepared by the architects, were at 
a later period approved by the Trustees. 


1888. Plans fer the new building submitted by the Trustees to the 
City Council, and placed on exhibition, together with a model 
in plaster, in the rooms of the Bostonian Society at the Old 
State House. 

May 7. The City Council authorized the Trustees to begin the 
erection of the building. 

The Trustees were requested by the City Council to report to the 
City Government the cost and advisability of keeping Bates 
Hall open in the evening. An order passed to provide for the 
expense of the same.

Bequest of the late Joseph Scholfield, of $11,766.77, 
the same being the income from the bequest of $50,000, made 
in 1883, by the late Arthur Scholfield. 

A collection of rare books on America purchased by the city for 
the Library, the same being a part of the library of the late 
Samuel L. M. Barlow. 

The John A. Lewis Library of early printed books on 
America, given to the Library by Mrs. Lewis. Number of vol-'

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, —In conformity to chapter 8, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report for 
the Department of Markets ending January 31, 1902. 

The leases of the stalls and cellars in Faneuil Hall Mar- 
kets issued for the term of five (5) years, from April 1, 1897, 
will expire on the thirty-first day of March, 1902, and are a 
subject for consideration by City Council. 

Such portions of the buildings as are used for market pur- 
poses are in good repair, and will need only such ordinary 
repairs as the laying of new floors and bulkhead doors, which 
are done at the expense of the City under the Department of 
Public Buildings. All other repairs and improvements are 
made by the lessees, many of which have been of value to the 
property of the City. | 

There should be a complete renovation of the apartment 
used for a toilet-room in the basement of the market. ‘This 
subject has received the consideration of the Department of 
Public Buildings for several years, but nothing has thus far 
been done in the matter. During the year 1901 plans and 
specifications were prepared by the Department of Public 
Buildings, and an order for loan to carry out the proposed 
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improvement was submitted to the City Government by His 
Honor Mayor Hart, but owing to the lack of money nothing 
was done to forward the measure. 

If the plans as proposed were adopted, and some person 
placed in charge of them to see that they were kept in a 
cleanly condition, the apartments could be used for a public 
sanitary, which is much needed in this locality, and would 
permit the removal of the public urinals on the north side of 
the market which are very offensive from their location and 
the odors which arise from them. It would also accommo- 
date many who for years have used the public urinals in the 
archway between South Market and Chatham streets, which 
were removed during the summer of 1901 on account of the 
nuisance caused by them. 

The quality of the provisions which have been brought to 
the market during the year has been excellent, and credit is 
due in a great measure to work done by the Inspector of 
Provisions, who has been untiring in his efforts to prevent 
the distribution of unwholesome provisions, by condemning 
the same on their arrival at the railroads and boats, thereby 
preventing the distribution of the same to the public. We 
were also favored by weather conditions, on account of which 
the poultry received at Thanksgiving and Christmas seasons 
was in prime condition. ‘The quantity which I have been 
required to condemn has been very much less than in pre- 
vious years, as follows: Poultry, three hundred ninety-four 
(394) pounds ; game, one hundred seventy-five (175) pounds ; 
venison, two hundred forty-one (241) pounds; veal, one hun- 
dred twenty (120) pounds; there have also been large quan- 
tities of fruit and vegetables sent to the dumping scow. 

During the year the police assigned for duty at the mar- 
kets have made ninety-six (96) arrests for the following 
offences : — drunkenness, thirty-nine (39); larceny, thirty- 
three (33); cruelty to animals, sixteen (1€); assault and 
battery, eight (8).

DEAR Sir, — The Board of Music Trustees respectfully 
submit their annual report. According to a custom estab- 
lished in previous reports the financial statement incorporated 
covers the fiscal year, February 1, 1901, to February 1, 1902, 
while the departmental year embraces the term from May 1, 
1901, to May 1, 1902. 

The membership of the Board has undergone several 
changes during the year. May 1, 1901, Harold E. Brenton 
was appointed a Trustee. by Mayor Hart to succeed J. 
Thomas Baldwin, deceased, and Philip Greely was appointed 
to succeed Louis Baer. May 16,1901, the Board was organ- 
ized for the year with James M. McLaughlin as chairman 
and Cornelius Vander Pyl as secretary ; but on January 25, 
1902, Mr. Vander Pyl resigned his position, and Wilham A. 
Leahy was elected to succeed him. April 18, 1902, Mr. 
McLaughlin also tendered his resignation, to the great regret 
of his associates on the Board. The names and terms of the 
Trustees who served during the past year follow:

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The appropriation for this department for 1901-2 was 
$15,000, the largest which the department has received since 
its creation. To this amount an additional sum was added 
through the courtesy of Mayor Hart, making the total 
expenditures for the fiscal year, $17,941.98. ‘The depart- 
ment has no income, but a rebate of $50 from the rent of 
Tremont Temple appears in the credit column of its accounts 
for the year. The following is an itemized table of its 
expenditures, taken from the Auditor’s report:

From this total the rebate of $50 should be deducted. 

Both the summer and the winter series of concerts con- 
ducted by the department received the benefit of this in- 
creased appropriation. Forty-five band concerts were given 
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and the number of indoor concerts was increased to thirty- 
three, making seventy-eight concerts in all as against fifty 
six concerts and seven organ recitals last year. Two special 
orchestral concerts of American compositions, costing over 
$1,600, were given in Tremont Temple, and the municipal 
organ was repaired at an expense of nearly $1,000. 

This outlay for public music does not seem to the Trustees 
either lavish or extraordinary. Out of every thousand dol- 
lars expended by the city during the year, the Music Depart- 
ment expended only 61 cents. The expenditure in several 
other cities is greater in proportion, and no comparison with 
former years in Boston should overlook the striking change 
for the better which has taken place. More concerts are 
given, the band is larger, the pay is nearly doubled (musicians 
of the highest professional standing being now employed), the 
quality of the selections and renderings is improved, and the 
whole spirit of the undertaking has been broadened and 
dignified. 

Two-thirds of the appropriation, or about $12,000, went 
directly to musicians and attendants, who were paid the 
market value or less for their services. The members of the 
Municipal Band received only $4 a concert, the members of 
the Municipal Orchestra only $5 a concert, and two rehearsals 
a week were held during the concert seasons for which no 
compensation was given. The remaining $5,500 includes 
incidental expenses and the cost of intelligent supervision. 

An idea of the inexpensive character of these entertain- 
ments, in proportion to the musical results achieved and the 
numbers benefited, may be obtained by considering the total 
' attendance and the cost per head. At the simmer concerts 
the attendance probably reached a quarter of a million per- 
sons, and fully twenty-five thousand attended the winter 
concerts. The charge for admission, therefore, if such an 
arrangement were possible, would have averaged about six 
and one-half cents each. 

As to the quality of the music furnished during the sum- 
mer, the testimony of the Boston Transcript may be quoted. 
A notice of the concert of August 18, 1901, appeared in its 
issue of the followingday. ‘The program,” says the writer, 
after condemning the ordinary American band concert for 
its “blatant smashing of the Sunday air,” was ‘a fine one, 
but no better than has been given every Sunday.” The 
listeners, many of whom “came in on the railroads,” while 
others ‘“‘ gave up an afternoon at the seashore” for the con- 
cert, enjoyed “a musical treat.’ A party of foreign vis- 
itors, who had with difficulty been induced to pause and 
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hear a single number, remained to the end, and expressed 
their admiration for “such a program as few countries on 
earth would generously give the people.” 

The quality of the winter concerts is attested by the 
musical critic of the Boston Herald in its issue of March 23, 
1902. Speaking of the orchestral repertory, which is 
appended to this report, the cultivated and discriminating 
writer observes: “ There are many light and merely pleas- 
ing things named there, but not one trivial or unworthy. 
Great composers and great compositions have been the staple 
of programs fit for any hearing, the arrangements and con- 
densations have been skilful and clear, and the playing thor- 
oughly good. The soloists, more than a score, all have been 
singers of repute and merit, and they have chosen their part 
as well and wisely, if not as loftily, as they might have done 
for any audience whatsoever.” 

From a still broader point of view the free concerts, 
especially those given in summer, must be regarded as an 
agency, useful out of all proportion to their cost, in main- 
taining public health, order, and happiness. The torrid 
weather from which people of means flee to the seashore and 
the mountains must be borne by the great majority of our 
population, tempered by such alleviations as a, prudent © 
government provides. Foremost among these is the free 
band concert, which draws thousands into the open spaces 
out of stifling interiors which are the nurseries of all things 
evil. An eloquent witness upon this point is Miss Grace 
- Ellery Channing, who, writing in the Transcript of July 26, 
1902, contrasts the happy midsummer existence of the people 
in Rome, Italy, with the “heavy, hopeless, reeking misery 
which exhales from our city slums.” The query which 
naturally arises as to the cause of this difference she answers 
thus, «As much as anything, I believe it to be the blessing 
of the open air and the constant music;” and proceeds, 
“One longs to try what so small a thing might do for our 
city population, — to fill every open square from Harlem to 
the Battery or from the Public Garden to North square 
with tables and a band. What relief from the infernos 
of our summer evenings! What a step toward decent 
nights!” ; 

Further testimony to the influence of such music upon 
the wage-earning class was borne by Rev. Mr. McNutt, a 
college graduate, who has himself lived the life of a wage- 
earner, during one of his lectures in Boston last fall. Accord- 
ing to this witness, whose peculiar experience lends credit to 
his statement, there is no pleasure which the respectable work- 
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ing people crave more than that afforded by good music, and 
none which they find it harder to obtain. It is because of 
their faith in the susceptibility and aspiration of the people 
as a whole that the Music Trustees have aimed to main- 
tain these concerts ata high level of merit, instead of yielding 
to the clamor of the frivolous and the cynical. They court 
a rigid investigation of their success in combining this aim 
with the manifest need of exer cising scrupulous economy.

Besides giving these concerts the Municipal Band took part 
in the parades on Evacuation Day (March 17) and June 17. 
A part of its expenses on the second of these two holidays 
and on July 4 was defrayed by special appropriations. 

As in the past two seasons the band, composed of thirty- 
nine players, was placed under the able directorship of Mr. 
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Emil Mollenhauer. Its membership has been kept fairly 
intact for several years, and this policy has vindicated itself 
by a musical unity and personal discipline which are not 
easily attainable in less permanent organizations. At the 
same time a rigid fixity in the personnel of the band”is not 
contemplated or desirable. Changes will be made from year 
to year whenever they seem likely to increase its efficiency, 
and in future the representative character of the organization 
will be made more complete by confining its membership to 
citizens of Boston. 

Among the novel features of the programs during the past 
season was the rendering of several numbers never before 
presented to a Boston, and in some instances to an Ameri- 
can, audience by a military band. Such were Chabrier’s 
symphonic poem, “ Espajia,” and his “Gwendoline” over- 
ture, Tschaikowsky’s “1812” overture and “Slavs’ March,” 
Sullivan’s Prologue to “ The Golden Legend,” Liszt’s “ Pre- 
ludes,”” Mendelssohn’s “Calm Sea and Happy Voyage,” and 
several numbers by Svendsen.

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The Municipal Orchestra also rendered selections at the 
memorial service in honor of President McKinley, held in 
Faneuil Hall, November 26, 1901. 

As will be seen by the schedule, an effort was made to 
reach every part of the city. Only a few districts, owing to 
the lack of suitable halls, still remain unvisited by the city’s 
orchestra. This organization, like the Municipal Band, has 
now acquired a fairly permanent character, consisting of nine 
players who, with two exceptions, have played together 
constantly during the past two years. To exemplify the 
skill in ensemble playing attained by the orchestra, as well 
as to make known the character of the department’s work, 
the last concert of the winter series was given in Steinert 
Hall, and invitations were issued to musicians and others 
interested in public enterprises of this kind. The attend- 
ance was large, and the approval manifested was gratifying 
to all who have labored for the success of these concerts. 
In this approval the assisting artists, numbering twenty-three 
solo singers, a violinist, and a vocal quartet, deservedly 
shared. 

Among the winter concerts, three were of more ambitious 
design than the rest.° Two of these were given by orchestras 
of twenty pieces, under the leadership of Mr. Mollenhauer, in 
Faneuil Hall and the South Boston High School. The third, © 
given in Tremont Temple by an orchestra of fifty players, 
also under Mr. Mollenhauer’s direction, was devoted entirely 
to compositions by American composers. Fifteen such com- 
posers were represented on the program, a copy of which is 
appended to this report. 

On account of the occupancy of the Municipal Building 
on Vine street by a local court, it has been impossible to con- 
tinue the series of organ recitals inaugurated last winter. 
This interesting feature of the department’s work will be 
resumed when the conditions warrant, and, if possible, Boston 
will be put on a plane with the English and Continental 
cities in this regard. 


ViraAL NEEDS. 


The most urgent need of the Music Department is an 
annual appropriation of $25,000. This amount is not large 
when compared with the expenditure for public music in 
other great cities such as New York and Chicago. The 
musicians’ pay-rolls alone in the former city last year 
amounted to $111,457.58. With $25,000 Miss Channing’s 
suggestion could be realized in part: one hundred summer 
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concerts and fifty winter concerts could easily be given. A 
great band of fifty could render high class music on the 
Common Sundays and once a week in one of the city’s 
beautiful parks, which would thus be assisted to achieve 
their purpose as recreation grounds for the masses. This 
band could be divided into two excellent bands of twenty- 
five players each, which could circulate through the city, 
playing music of a bright and festive character. Every 
summer night would thus be filled with enjoyment, and the 
sections now complaining for lack of music would be satis- 
fied. We earnestly recommend this plan to Your Honor’s 
consideration. 


BAND STAND. 


There is also need of a new band stand on Boston Com- 
mon. The present structure was built in 1881 at a stated 
cost of $998.85, and is extremely ineffective from an acoustic 
point of view. It is not ornamental, yet it is the most 
conspicuous object on the Common, except the Soldiers’ 
Monument, being visible from all four of the bounding 
thoroughfares. While our outlying parks are provided with 
handsome pavilions for various purposes, it seems a pity that 
the oldest and most frequented park in the Hy should be 
disfigured by this tawdry relic. 

The new stand which is needed should, in the judgment of 
the Trustees, occupy a floor area of a thousand square feet. 
This space is large enough to accommodate from sixty to 
seventy-five musicians. ‘The platform should be elevated so 
as to give a more imposing effect to the superstructure, and 
to allow for a storeroom and retiring rooms underneath. It 
is well known that a fine band stand is itself an attraction, 
refreshing the eye and enhancing the pleasure of the crowds 
in attendance. An adequate structure with many accessories 
for the convenience of the public could’ be erected for 
$10,000*, and the Trustees recommend that this sum, or a 
part of it, be furnished by loan, the location of the new stand 
to be determined by mutual agreement between the Music 
Trustees and the Superintendent of Public Grounds. In 
order to be available for the summer of 1908, the loan should 
be authorized at an early date so that work may be begun 
upon the stand next spring.

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CONULUSION. 


In addition to its other work the department is charged 
with the selection of bands and orchestras for all public 
celebrations. It might easily enlarge its usefulness in various 
ways; but recognizing the difficulty of providing the means 
of progress, the Trustees will continue to aim at the achieve- 
ment of the best results possible within the limits imposed.

EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 
Our drafts upon the City Treasury during the 


year ending January 31, 1902, amounted to $121,900 89

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STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
2,637, a decrease of 70 families from the previous year. Of 
these, 856 families resided in other cities and towns, but had 
retained their settlement in this city; and we received pay- 
ment for aid rendered to 174 families residing in Boston, 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 522, 
a decrease of 18 from the year previous. ‘The total number 
of cases dealt with since 1864 is 36,320. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors during 
the year was 20,085 of which 13,942 were made in the homes 
of the poor, and 6,148 for information.

To the sum of $78,626.55, given directly to the poor, 
should be added the sum of $2,530.72, paid for burials, the 
sum of $4,985.59 paid for support of the Temporary Home, 
and the further sum of $8,472.98 paid for support of the 
Lodge for Wayfarers; making a total of $94,615.84 actually 
paid out by the Overseers of the Poor from the tax levy for 
the direct relief of the poor. We have also disbursed as 
trustees the further sum of $25,920.51 to the various pen- 
sioners and beneficiaries adjudged worthy and falling within 
the provisions of the trusts.

THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


The committee in charge has instituted radical changes in 
the matter of baths. The old tub baths have been done away 
with and a complete arrangement of eight shower baths has 
been installed. Additional plumbing has also been put in, 
and the floors have been paved with a granolithic pavement. 
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A new window has been cut through the granite and brick 
walls, new drains have been put in and a commodious dressing- 
room provided. We feel that we now have a thoroughly 
sanitary and convenient outfit. The expense of all these 
improvements, amounting to about $1,600, is to come out of 
our regular appropriation. Notwithstanding this effort to 
make our bath-room as attractive as possible, we find that our 
custom is steadily falling off. With more than 150 beds we 
have never had more than 127 lodgers at one time during the 
past year, and rarely have over eighty or ninety a night. 
Yet the cheap lodging-houses flourish and are often full to 
overflowing. ‘There should be astringent enforcement of the 
excellent rules promulgated by the Board of Health for the care 
of lodging-houses, so that they may not endanger the moral and 
physical health of the city by unsanitary conditions and over- 
crowding.

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City TEMPORARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


Our records show the bare facts regarding the number of 
women and children admitted to the Home, and the different 
classes to which they belong. To the matrons and the com- 
mittee, however, each individual case is full of interest, and 
we often wish we could follow the story to the end. 

We have had many instances of young girls and boys who 
have run away from good homes. We have taken good care 
of them until we found relatives to claimthem. We have also 
received many old persons somewhat demented, some of whom 
could be returned to their friends. Not infrequently, well- 
dressed and respectable-looking women come for one night 
only, representing themselves as stranded by some accident 
in the city. We may never hear from them again, and we 
cannot tell whether their stories be true or false. Whenever 
they say they are in search of employment we try to find it 
for them, and often succeed. 

Of those who come more than once the women addicted 
to drink are the hardest to deal with. They come to us 
under many different names, and it is often difficult to 
identify them. Whenever they show any desire to improve, 
or any willingness to work, we try to help them, but after 
all efforts fail, by vote of the Board of Overseers they are 
refused admittance to the Home except in an emergency. 

From our day-book are chosen the following instances : 

A girl of twenty, with $10 in her pocket, ran away from 
her friends in another State, and came to the Home. She 
thought she could easily obtain a position on the stage. She 
refused to go home, and told many conflicting stories. 
Finally the address of a sister was obtained. The sister 
came at once and persuaded the girl to return. The family 
was very respectable and very grateful for what had been 
done. 

A boy of nine was brought to us. The police were noti- 
fied and his brother came for him. He had run away from 
his home in Providence in a fit of anger. His mother was 
greatly distressed, and the boy was glad to go back. 

A woman of forty-five, slightly demented and quite unfit 
to care for herself, was forced to leave her lodging-place 
on account of non-payment of rent. She had $5 with 
her. A brother was notified and came at once, much sur- 
prised that they had not written to him from the lodging- 
house. He said he had sent her $60 within the last ten 
days, and it was thought she might have it concealed about 
her person. 
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A girl of seventeen, well taught, came from the City Hos- 
pital. She had no mother and had just started to work for 
herself when she fell ill with scarlet fever. Was weak and 
unable to work for a while. Then a place was found for 
her at service. 

A well-dressed very respectable looking young woman 
came from New York with a sick friend, who was taken to 
the Massachusetts General Hospital. She said she had 
expected to be allowed to remain with her friend and care 
for her as she had done during the past year. Both women 
returned to New York. 

A girl of sixteen was brought to the Home by the police, 
at the request of the Children’s Aid Society. Reasons were 
found for having her arrested, and she was sent to the 
House of Detention. Her sister, who seemed like a nice 
girl, appeared in court the next morning and asked that she 
be given one more chance. She was placed on probation. 


Especial attention has been paid this year to the nursery, 
and some improvements have been made in accordance with 
the customs observed at the private day nurseries. 

As far as possible the Home cooperates with other public 
and private agencies. It is always open for the temporary 
accommodation of any women and children, provided they 
are in good health. We have no means for giving proper 
care to sick persons, and we have to take great pains that no 
one suffering from illness, contagious or otherwise, be 
admitted to the Home. 

The committee gratefully acknowledges. the receipt of 
bread, cakes, pies and doughnuts from Messrs. Cobb, Bates 
& Yerxa Company. Also a large supply of hosiery for 
women and children from the Gordon Manufacturing Com- 
pany; useful millinery from Miss R. R. Perrigo, South 
Framingham; goods from the Needle Women’s Friend 
Society, and from unknown friends. The New Century 
Magazine, sent to us through Miss Lydia Ross last year, has 
been continued this year. 

The Home is wellsupplied with furniture and such house- 
hold linen as is suitable for its use, a complete inventory of 
which is on file at the Home.

RESIGNATION OF Mrs. ROGER WOLCOTT. 


Early in the year Mrs. Roger Wolcott tendered her resig- 
nation from the Board on account of her removal from Bos- 
ton. The feeling of regret that she should be obliged to give 
up a work in which she had shown so keen an interest was 
tempered by the thought of the great good fortune which had 
been ours during her nine years of service on the Board. 
We eratefully remember her gracious presence, her devotion 
to the interests of the poor, her uniform courtesy to the 
members of the Board and all its employees, her won- 
derful tact and discrimination, and her marked ability in 
treating the various problems which came before us. At the 
meeting of June 6, 1901, resolutions were passed in regard 
to her resignation, which will be found in the appendix. 


PORTRAIT OF Hon. GEORGE S. HALE. 


Of the many prominent Bostonians who have thought it 
worth their while to serve on our Board, one of the ablest 
was the late George Silsbee Hale. A man of rare intel- 
lectual powers and a lawyer of large practice, he nevertheless 
found time and inclination to care for his less fortunate 
fellow-citizens. A member of the Board from 1865 to 1871, 
he never lost his interest in the welfare of the poor or in the 
work of our Board, and up to the time of his death in 1897, 
showed that interest in the most active and efficient manner. 
He compiled a valuable manual of the Overseers of the Poor, 
which is still quoted as authority and is our best historical 
record. ‘The whole scheme of separate boards of unpaid 
trustees to have care of the poor in institutions had its origin 
in his fertile brain, and was enacted into law largely through 
his influence. He freely gave of his valuable time and 
counsel to our board when legal or other difficulties arose. 
It was, therefore, peculiarly fitting that his portrait should 
hang in our board-room to give us inspiration and courage 
now that he is no longer able to help us by his spoken word. 
Through the generosity of his widow a fine, handsomely- 
framed oil portrait of Mr. Hale now adorns our walls. 
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DEATH OF CHARLES J. ROATH. 


On May 29, 1901, died Charles J. Roath. He had been a 
visitor of this department twenty-five years, and had won 
our esteem and confidence by his faithful, earnest efforts to 
do the work which lay next his hand. He was a concien- 
tious, hard-working, patient man. His reports were thorough 
and comprehensive, and his desire to do the right thing for 
the families under his charge was always manifest. His life 
work richly deserved the tribute of respect which was given 
him in the resolutions passed by the Board at their meeting 
of July 8, 1901, and which appear in the appendix. 


EFFORTS TO ARREST THE SPREADING OF CONSUMPTION. 


The Board has long been aware of the belief which is held 
by many physicians that consumption is contagious, and this 
year we have taken another step towards arresting the progress 
of this deadly disease. A large number of cups for the col- 
lection of sputum have been purchased, and are supplied by 
our visitors to all families where there are cases of consump- 
tion. ‘The visitors carefully instruct the families under their 
charge in the use of these cups, and ODS upon them the 
necessity of so using them.

BURIALS OF THE POOR. 


Owing to changed conditions making for an increased 
cost, it was found necessary to enter into a new contract for 
burying our dead. ‘This was done at an average increased 
price of twenty per cent. over the previous arrangement. 
The successors of the firm which has buried our dead for 
twenty-five years have the new contract. In this connection 
it is of interest to remark that at our suggestion the Board 
of Health have arranged to bury the bodies of small-pox 
patients who may die under their charge at their own 
expense. 


COLLECTIONS FOR THE CiTy HOSPITAL. 


A new departure was taken this year in the matter of the 
collection from the State and other cities and towns of the 
expense of the care of their poor in the City Hospital. We 
have thought it best to endeavor to do this work much more 
thoroughly than heretofore. Two visitors and a clerk from 
our staff are now stationed at the City Hospital, whose duties 
are to investigate all cases treated there and learn their 
histories, and to make out and send bills for the care of all 
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paupers who do not have Boston settlements. Work of this 
nature was formerly done by a single settlement clerk, who 
was only nominally in our employ, receiving his pay from 
the hospital trustees. This change will add very materially 
to the expense of our department, as it not only puts upon 
us the cost of the salaries of two extra visitors and one clerk, 
but also entails the necessity of a great deal of additional 
investigation in order to determine the settlement of patients. 
In order to meet this fresh demand for investigation we have 
recently established a new district, adding one to our former 
number and reducing the size of several of the old districts. 
Thus the department is employing four new men on account 
of this change. We feel, however, that the city will benefit 
by the new arrangement in the greatly increased amount of 
the collections from the State and from other cities and towns 
throughout the State. 

Owing to the financial policy in force for many years we 
turn over all moneys collected by us directly to the City 
Treasurer or to the City Hospital Trustees. Hence it will 
be impossible for us to recoup ourselves for the additional 
expense incurred out of the money collected for the City 
Hospital, and the total expense of this department will be 
increased some $6,000, an amount which, as the expense of 
making the collection, should properly be charged against the 
City Hospital receipts. 


ADDITIONS TO THE TRUST FUNDS. 


Bequests to the amount of 6,000 have been received 
from the Misses Rebecca A. Goddard and Matilda Goddard, 
to be added to the Pemberton Fund. 


Trust Funpbs. 


The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation is now $764,421,88. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pember- 
ton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the 
Moses Hunt, and the Goodnow Funds is 243, seven less 
than on February 1, 1901. During the year 25 have died, 
4 have gone to insane asylums, 2 have gone to Old Ladies’ 
Homes, 2 have gone from Massachusetts, 3 gone to the alms- 
house, 1 has been transferred to our pauper relief pension 
fund, and in 10 cases we have stopped the pensions which we 
had been giving. Forty new names have been added. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $6,067.34. 
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For the details of the various funds held by us, showing 
receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1901, see state- 
ment submitted herewith. Extracts from the wills estab- 
lishing these trusts will be found at the end of this report. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The reports of the secretary and treasurer, submitted here- 
with, show receipts and expenditures during the last twelve 
months in detail. The books and accounts were audited by 
an expert accountant, whose certificate is hereto annexed.* 
A schedule of the personal property in our hands February 
1, 1902, is also annexed.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVER- 
SEERS OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, 
“ A Citizen of Boston” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. 
Hunt, George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, William B. 
Spooner, Rebecca A. Goddard, and Matilda Goddard. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from Benjamin 
Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and 
for that reason his name has been given to the fund. The 
income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the 
Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Hducation Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12,1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and de- 
cayed householders of the town of Boston, not under fifty 
years of age, persons of good character, and reduced by the 
acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagence, or other 
vice.’ The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and 
instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Funds. — A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called;”’ interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate and sugar, 
for the refreshment of those persons who, in the providence of 
God, are or shall be reduced and obliged to take shelter in 
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the almshouse, after having lived reputably; the Overseers 
of the Poor to be judges as to the persons, but always giving 
the preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity. — Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the 
possession of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will 
of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the 
death of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to 
the City of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, 
January 4, 1878, this estate was placed in charge of the 
Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity. — Is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity in 
all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alleviate 
the sufferings of human life and render the condition of the 
poor more comfortable. ” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861: “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distrib- 
uting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy shall 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conductive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
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circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest or 
income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said fes- 
tive meals on said holidays, may be expended by said Select- 
men for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of said Brighton 
in such manner as said Selectmen shall judge best and most 
conductive to the comfort and happiness of such paupers. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July, 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Boston 
and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance and support of the poor, 
sick and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the goy- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, ~but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.—A_ bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of 00 years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.— ‘The income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
residents of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a City of Boston note. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund. — “Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant widows and 
single women, without distinction of color, preference always 
to be given to those who have seen better days.” 
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Statement of Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, Richard C. Humphreys, Treasurer, January 31, 1902.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr, — The Board has the honor herewith to submit this 
report for the year ending January 31, 1902. 

In our last annual report we recommended a further 
appropriation of $150,000 to enable us to complete the 
work of park construction, but no action was taken by the 
last city government on this recommendation. We need 
this appropriation of $150,000 to finish the construction of 
those parks upon which comparatively little additional work 
remains to be done. Estimates, in detail, for this work have 
already been sent to you. ‘These include shelter and sanitary 
buildings, which are imperatively needed for the convenience 
and health of the public in many of the parks; the exten- 
sion of the conduits connecting the Fens with Charles river, 
which wil] allow of the small square north of Beacon street, 
on Charles river, between Charlesgate east and Charlesgate 
west, to be filled and graded, and the completion of grading, 
loaming, and planting in various parts of the park system. 
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The foul condition of the water in the Fens basin, from 
the flow of sewage into it from Stony brook, is a subject 
requiring prompt consideration. It is evident that it will 
be impossible to prevent the pollution of the Fens’ basin 
until the waters of the brook cease to flow into the basin. 
This can be brought about either by connecting Stony brook 
with Charles river by a culvert large enough to carry directly 
into the river the entire flow of the brook at all times, or by 
connecting Stony brook with some general sewerage system 
built to prevent the pollution of the Charles river basin. 

Under an order of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor July 8, 1901, making an appropriation of $225,000 for 
completing the Strandway, we took, on August 7, Burnham’s 
wharf and the adjoining estates, aggregating about twelve 
and one-half acres of land and flats. The area required for 
the extension of Columbia road over this tract is three acres, 
leaving about nine acres available for playground purposes 
when the dock is filled up, the buildings cleared away, and 
the grounds levelled off, which work is now in progress. 

On May 20, 1901, the Board took possession of a small 
square, containing 52,800 square feet, known as Berners 
square, and held in trust under the will of David Sears, 
which provided that the square should be forever kept open 
for ornament and exercise for the benefit of the residents on 
his Longwood property on Brookline avenue, of which it 
formed a part. The Board also took a lot of land on Cam- 
den street, containing 2,190.6 square feet, for an addition to 
the Columbus avenue playground. 

Insufficient appropriations have delayed the necessary 
developments of several of the playgrounds in charge of the 
Board. Our policyis to make all playgrounds available for use 
as fast as they are needed, but not to expend money on them 
in advance of legitimate demands. The needs of the play- 
grounds are pointed out in the annexed report of our Super- 
intendent. We shall require. at least $50,000 for their 
improvement to give the public the full benefit of the large 
expenditures already made for the acquisition of the land. 

Appropriations for improving Billings Field and for equip- 
ping First street playground as an out-door gymnasium were 
made by the City Council last November. Work on the 
former has begun, and plans for a locker and lavatory build- 
ing for the latter are being prepared. 

The Refectory building at Franklin Park has proved not 
to be a public success, and no tenant has been able to carry 
on there a successful restaurant. The last lease having 
expired, we are considering whether it might not serve a 
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better purpose if used in part as a reading-room and library, 
similar to those established in the Brooklyn and New York 
parks, to contain chiefly books relating to natural history, for 
the use and enjoyment of the general public, as well as for 
students of landscape gardening, botany, ornithology, and 
similar subjects. A representation of the animal and 
vegetable life of our New England States, if it can be 
secured, would add to the interest and value of the library. 
The building will also be used for purposes of a shelter and 
for sanitary purposes. 

Full details of the work of the department during the year 
will be found in the accompanying reports of our Superin- 
tendent and Engineer. |

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To CHARLES E. STRATTON, LABAN PRATT, AND JAMES 
M. PRENDERGAST, Commissioners : 


Gentlemen, — I herewith submit a report of the work per- 
formed, under the direction of your board in this department, 
during the year 1901: 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The principal work of planting has been completed in 
Franklin Park, that of the past year having been confined to 
the finishing up of details in the general scheme. ‘The bor- 
dering plantations of trees are fast producing the effect of 
seclusion in the park. Thrifty young woodlands now may 
be found, where once open views of the adjacent streets 
marred the prospect, and detracted from the enjoyment of 
persons driving or walking in the park. ‘To produce as 
quickly as possible this desired effect of a screen, and to pro- 
vide mutual protection, the trees were planted thickly; this 
has necessitated considerable thinning out to avert damage 
from overcrowding. ‘The surplus material has been used in 
making new plantations. From this time on the work of 
planting in Franklin Park might properly be charged to 
maintenance, as the greater part of the material used will be 
obtained from plantations which require thinning out. 

The thinning out of diseased and surplus trees in the old 
woodlands, which has been prosecuted for the past five years, 
continues to bear fruit. The gradual spread on top of a 
healthier growth, made possible by the admission of air and 
light, makes each tree a better specimen of its kind, and at 
the same time enhances the natural woodland effect. 

The floors of many of the woodlands, notably those in the 
Wilderness, need attention in the way of grubbing out tree 
weeds, such as locust, cherry, and other seedlings, which 
grow rankly to the detriment or the exclusion of the more 
natural ground cover of wild shrubbery and herbaceous plants. 
Some work of this character has been done in Long Crouch 
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Woods, which was badly infested with wild cherry seedlings. 
This piece of woodland is much frequented by picnic parties ; 
and as the loam covering originally was very thin, over a 
rocky foundation, the trees have suffered from lack of nutri- 
tion and from hard usage. To ameliorate these conditions 
about 9,000 cubic yards of loam were spread over a large part 
of the wood. This gives an additional covering of loam, 
averaging about six and one-half inches in thickness over the 
treated part, which will greatly tend to the improvement of 
the trees, which have been starving ina thin and impover- 
ished soil. 

Other woodlands in Franklin Park are suffering from the 
thinness of the soil covering. Fine tree growth is one of the 
chief features of a pleasing landscape; and as loam at 
present is offered freely at cheap rates, it would seem to be 
wise to make liberal appropriations for the purchase of this 
prime necessity for producing a good growth of trees on the 
rocky, sterile portions of Franklin Park. 

During most of the season two gangs of four men each 
were kept at the important work of tree pruning. Consider- 
able additional under-drainage was laid in Nazingdale, with 
good results. The greater part of the length of the old 
brook (now carried in a pipe below the surface) was levelled 
and seeded, which made a vast improvement in what was 
once a rough and swampy hollow. 

To improve the entrance to the park from Seaver street 
and Columbus avenue, Walnut avenue was widened between 
Seaver street and the Walnut avenue entrance to seventy 
feet. The foundation was laid for a boundary wall on the 
park side, and the work of the superstructure will commence 
with the opening of spring. 

A decrease in the interest taken in golf, during the past sea- 
son, was noticeable, the total number of players that went 
over the course being 81,007, a decrease of twenty-two and 
one-half per cent. from the attendance of the previous season. 
Early in the year a rearrangement of the links was made, 
by laying out for experienced players a nine-hole course 
around the borders of the meadow, and for beginners a six- 
hole course through the centre and within the lines of the 
nine-hole course. ‘The first tees were changed from the old 
location to Schoolmaster Hill, where a golf house has been 
fashioned out of the tiled shelter. Accommodations are 
there furnished for checking and storing golfing bags and 
clothing. Dressing-rooms for men and women are provided 
also in the building. : 

Tennis seems to be increasing in favor. All the available 
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ground in Ellicottdale was in use last season. The courts 
were in constant demand, and frequently on Saturday 
afternoons and holidays all who wished to play could not be 
accommodated at once. The Franklin Field courts also 
were well patronized. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The only work done during the past season in the 
Arboretum consisted of the ordinary maintenance of roads 
and walks, of which the raising of a part-of the lower drive 
formed the principal item, it having settled into the peat bed 
over which it is built. 


OLMSTED PARK AND RIVERWAY. 


With the exception of a little additional planting and the 
erection of a sanitary building Olmsted Park is completed, 
as far as construction has been planned. The rearrangement 
.of the shrubberies along the water side has greatly added to 
the charm of the lower walk along the Riverway. The 
plantations made during the past four years are doing well. 
A quantity of shrubs were planted the past season, among 
which may be noted the rhododendrons on the slope of the 
bank from Perkins street, at Ward’s pond. ‘These are hybrids 
between our native species, which give the required hardiness, 
and the Asian species which impart splendor of bloom. 
Two thousand kalmias are in preparation in our nurseries for 
planting on the east and north slopes of the pond, the 
intention being to continue the slightly gardenesque treat- 
ment in this pretty little hollow. The llhes, lotus, and 
colonies of semi-aquatic plants fringing the pond produced 
a beautiful effect last season. 

The preparation of the water’s edge of the Riverway and 
Leverett pond, for planting with semi-aquatic and water- 
loving plants remains to be done. ‘This will give a more 
natural effect at the water line than now exists along the 
rough, stony shore. The plants will be mostly herbaceous ; 
and will include, rushes, sedges, and grasses, also arrow- 
heads, water plantain, willow herbs, lythrums, with occa- 
sional colonies of water lilies, lotus flowers, and many other 
plants of like character. 


THE FENS. 


On the south side of the Fens considerable planting was 
done on the areas where additional loam had been spread the 
previous season. This consisted principally of roses, wax 
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myrtle, and a variety of other shrubs. On the north side, 
large plantings were made of goldenbells, honeysuckle, matri- 
mony vine, and aromatic sumac. 

In preceding reports attention has been called to the 
necessity of increasing the depth of loam that covers the dry 
gravel of which the Fens is composed. ‘This is a matter of 
great importance to the future of the trees, which have grown 
to the point where their roots are confined within gravelly 
limits, a condition that prevents further growth and develop- 
ment, and dooms to disappointment the expectation that, in 
the near future, fine trees will grace the Fens and give 
shelter from its wind-swept openness. 

The amount of sewage and filth discharged into the Fens 
pond continues to increase. The condition of the pond 
steadily grows worse; and, during storm periods, the odor 
from the contaminated waters is quite perceptible’ over the 
whole area covered by the Fens and driveways. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The crowded condition of the trees on that portion of 
Commonwealth avenue lying between Arlington and Dart- 
mouth streets made it desirable to remove such trees as were 
injuring the better ones. An improvement was at once 
noticeable. The remaining trees, many of them being good 
specimens of European and American elms, could be seen to 
better advantage; while the sunshine admitted, here and 
there, into the damp floor encouraged the growth of the turf, 
and very much improved the general conditions necessary 
for tree growth. 


CHARLESBANK. 


The great use made of the mounds by women and children, 
during the summer season, makes it hard to maintain good 
turf, especially if the season is a dry one. In a great meas- 
ure this could be corrected by the equipment of a water 
system, to which, at frequent intervals, hose and sprinkling 
nozzles could be attached. By dividing the ground to be 
irrigated into sections controlled by valves the work of 
sprinkling could be made almost automatic. 

The trees planted in the past two years have been pro- 
tected by stout tree-boxes. This protection was found to 
be indispensable, as many of the trees were broken down by 
the rough and careless usage to which they were sub- 
jected. A number of additional trees were planted, and 
holes, three feet in depth by ten feet in width, were prepared 
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and filled with good loam for further planting in the 
spring. 

The men’s gymnasium, under the supervision of Mr. John 
W. Bowler, was well patronized. The women’s gymnasium 
also had a successful season. The winter work at the 
women’s gymnasium has been increased to eight classes per 
week, four in the afternoon for children, and four in the even- 
ing for women. To accommodate these classes the partition 
wall in the gymnasium hall was moved, thus adding some 
spare office and locker space to the hall. A detailed report, 
by the Massachusetts Emergency and Hygiene Association, 
of the work of the gymnasium will be found in the appendix. 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


The bare, bleak hillsides of two or three years ago, at 
Wood Island Park, now are covered with trees, which are 
sufficiently umbrageous to cast a grateful shade over the 
grounds, of which full advantage is taken by the pre er er 
of the park. 

During the past year little work of construction has been 
done. The unsightly man-hole basins on the shore have 
been removed. ‘The base-ball grounds have been improved, 
by grading and levelling, and anumber of fixed seats have 
been constructed to accommodate those who gather to watch 
the games. A flight of stone steps, leading from Prescott 
street down to the playground, also has been built. 

A slight improvement in the gymnasium attendance over 
that of the preceding season can be noted. The attendance 
in 1900 was 48,065; that of the past season was 48,909. 
Two days in the week the gymnasium was open to women 
and girls, and four days in the week to men and_ boys. 
The work is still under the direction of Mr. James L. Walsh. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


During the past season the only work of consequence 
done in this park consisted of a partial rearrangement of the 
shrubberies, the planting of some fresh material, and the 
erection of iron fences at each side of the shelter on the Bun- 
ker Hill-street front. 

The asphalt floor of the open pavilion, which forms the 
roof for the sanitaries and shelter, is in a bad condition, and 
it is doubtful if it can be pena. A new one, probably, 
will be necessary. 
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MARINE PARK. 


To meet the requirements of this very popular resort, a 
line of fixed seats was constructed from Q street on the 
south to the Farragut monument on the north, a distance of 
1,281 feet. The walk on which they were placed was 
widened to a width of eighteen feet. At the junction of the 
walks, opposite the Head House, a bubble fountain was 
erected. 

Pending the erection of a permanent fence on the Q-street 
boundary, a temporary wire fence has been built to protect 
the newly-planted shrubberies. A number of European elms 
and lindens, which seem to be well adapted for bleak sea-side 
planting, were added to the plantations last season. These 
young plantations are thriving well, and, even now, give 
a wood-like appearance to the park when viewed from the 
harbor. Shrubbery also was planted on the slopes surround- 
ing the ponds, a path or beach being left around the margin 
of each pond of a sufficient width to permit of the free use 
of the ponds for miniature yacht sailing, which is a favorite 
pastime with the smaller boys. For the accommodation of 
the frequenters of Pleasure Bay, a landing for row-boats was 
constructed at the pier. 

No work, other than that of regular maintenance, was 
done at Castle Island, except the building of a number of 
fixed seats. | 

STRANDWAY. 


The land necessary for completing the Strandway and 
Columbia road between Mercer and Atlantic streets having 
been taken by your Board, the work of construction between 
these points was commenced last fall by this department, and 
was continued until closed down by bad weather. ‘The con- 
struction of Columbia road throughout the rest of the Strand- 
way will be done by the Street Department, plans for which 
have been prepared and adopted jointly by the Park and 
Street departments. 


COLUMBIA ROAD. 


During the past season a line of Norway maples was 
planted on Columbia road between Blue Hill avenue and 
. Edward Everett square. This planting was made in the bor- 
der of the electric car reservation, and completes the tree 
planting on Columbia road between Blue Hill avenue and 
Dorchester avenue. 
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CHESTNUT Hitt PARK. 


During the past year bordering plantations were made 
along the north boundary of this park from the Common- 
wealth avenue entrance to the Newton line. The nursery 
was removed and the ground it occupied was planted with a 
variety of trees from which permanent trees can be selected. 
Young spruces were planted on the south boundary. These 
trees will be allowed ample space for individual development. 

The ordinary work of maintenance was done during the 
year. The unnecessary width of the driveway at this park, 
which approximates seventy-five feet, is a source of expense, 
not being nearly covered by wheel traffic it permits of a 
growth of weeds and grasses on its surface which are hard 
to keep down. The cobble gutters, too, are very much out 
of repair and require constant attention. A plan has been 
prepared by the department for narrowing the roadway and 
adding to the width of the planting space on the sides next 
to the park boundaries. This plan, if it could be put into 
execution, would decrease materially the expense of road 
maintenance and at the same time would widen and im- 
prove in appearance and effectiveness the bordering belt 
of planting between the park drive and the streets. The 
estimate of our engineer of the cost of this work, which 
‘includes the loaming and planting, is $33,750. 


BERNERS SQUARE. 
(Area 1.2 acres.) 


This square, located on Bellevue and Plymouth streets, 
near Longwood avenue, was taken the past season by the 
department. It contains a number of good elms and maples. 
The trees are injuring each other from their closeness and 
will require some little thinning out. The ground also re- 
quires grading, but no work other than that of a little clear- 
ing up has been done. Probably the best treatment would 
be to grade the ground to a gentle slope from the sides to 
the centre, with provision for carrying off the drainage from 
the centre. 


At Copp’s Hill Terraces, Dorchester Park, and West Rox- 
bury Parkway no work was done during the past season, 
except the necessary maintenance work. 
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NURSERIES. 


In the new addition to the nursery at Franklin Field a 
quantity of material from the seed beds has been set out in 
nursery rows. If a suitable appropriation for the purpose 
is made by the City Council the remainder of the nursery 
will be planted with young material, which will include a 
large number of fine seedling oaks, two years old. ‘This 
will increase the area of the nursery to 7.7 acres. 

It has been necessary to retain the nursery at West Rox- 
bury parkway for the present, or until the trees and shrubs 
can be planted in the parks. The nursery ground at Chest- 
nut Hill has been cleared and planted with permanent trees, 
as has also the old nursery at Franklin Park, with the excep- 
tion of the ground occupied by the seed beds. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 
FRANKLIN FIELD. 
(Area, 77 Acres.) 


At present the Street Department is laying an under- 
ground conduit across Franklin Field to receive the drainage 
of the neighboring district. In the progress of the work the 
surface of the ground has been very much cut up by the 
- heavy teaming over it, and will require extensive repairs. 
The old drainage ditches, too, should be filled, as the com- 
pletion of the drainage work now in progress will render 
them unnecessary. 

Furthermore, as set forth in the twenty-fifth annual report, 
the surface of nearly the entire field is in a poor condition 
from settlements. To remedy this, either sufficient loam to 
level the inequalities should be spread over the surface or 
the ground should be ploughed, harrowed and seeded. The 
first plan would be preferable, as the addition of loam to the 
present peaty, spongy surface would make more stable turf. 
The latter plan, however, would be the cheaper one, and in 
the present state of our finances would seem to be the only 
one to adopt. 

While this necessary drainage work‘ interferes with the 
free use of a part of the field for games, and entirely cut off 
skating the past winter, yet the advantages that will accrue at 
the completion of the work in a measure will compensate 
the public for this deprivation. 

Baseball, football, tennis and cricket grounds are provided. 
All have been used freely during the past season. 
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CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 
(Area, 5.8 Acres.) 


Dorchester avenue and Park street. Elms, for bordering 
shade trees, have been planted around the larger piece of 
this playground, the smaller triangular piece being bordered 
with Norway maples. 

The baseball and football grounds have been in great 
demand during the past season, and many applications for 
the reservation of the grounds for games have had to be 
refused. 

The triangle was flooded for skating the past winter and 
thousands enjoyed the sport. 


SAVIN HILL BEACH. 
(Area, 18.6 Acres.) 


Springdale street, Dorchester. Last spring the squatters’ 
shanties on the beach were removed and a bath-house was 
erected in time for the commencement of the bathing season. 
The bath-house contains thirty-one bathing closets for women 
and fifty-four bathing closets for men, which are free to the - 
public, the patrons bringing their own suits and towels. 
Attendants of both sexes are in charge, and the results have 
been very satisfactory. ‘The attendance for the summer was ~ 
14,749. 

NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 


(Area, 18 Acres.) 


Neponset avenue. During the past season no work, other 
than that of maintenance, has been done on this playground. 
The gravel filling laid on a part of the salt meadow has not 
proved satisfactory by reason of the unequal settlement of the 
ground from the added weight of the filling. Additional 
filling has been put into these depressions, yet the settlement 
still continues, and probably further settlement will occur 
until sufficient solidity is attained. As there now seems to 
be no necessity for raising the grade of the meadow the 
filling up of the slight inequalities of the surface with loam 
would appear to be a better plan of treatment for the re- 
mainder of the playground. As far as material for the pur- 
pose could be obtained, this plan has been adopted and is 
working very well. 

An area of 3.3 acres was flooded and used by skaters dur- 
ing the winter. A sanitary building is much needed at these 
grounds. 
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MYSTIC PLAYGROUND. 


(Area, 2.3 Acres.) 


Chelsea street and Mystic river. At present this play- 
eround is a bare, cindered surface, with fixed seats at the 
sides. A few pieces of apparatus, suitable for the use of 
small children, such as swings, teeters, sand-boxes, etc., are 
being made in the shops of the department. The addition of 
the apparatus will render the playground more inviting to 
the children of the locality and will enlarge its opportunities 
for usefulness, which would still further be enhanced by the 
erection of an open shelter near the sand-boxes, and the 
employment of a female playground-keeper or kindergartner. 
Sanitary accommodations and a drinking fountain are greatly 
needed. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 
(Area, 14 Acres.) 


Corner Main and Alford streets. Norway maples were 
planted, last spring, along the Alford-street boundary, within 
the playground fence. The Main-street border is ready for 
planting, but it has been considered best to defer this until 
the fence is erected, in order that the trees may have its 
additional protection. Wherever planting has been done in 
the playgrounds it has been found necessary to protect the 
trees by strong wooden boxes, six feet high. Even with such 
guards the trees frequently are mutilated, undoubtedly with 
wilful intent. 

The filling and grading of this playground have not been 
fully completed, yet sufficient well-graded ground is avail- 
able for present needs. 

A skating rink of 2.2 acres was flooded for skating the 
past winter, and was much used. Drinking fountains and a 
sanitary building are much needed; and, could the Main-street 
fence, for which bids have been obtained, be built, it would 
add greatly to the appearance of that front. 


ROGERS PARK. 


(Area, 6.9 Acres.) 


Foster and Lake streets, Brighton. During the past year 
the work of maintenance only has been done at this park 
and playground. Filling is needed for playground extension, 
also sanitary conveniences. 
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NORTH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 
(Area, 14 Acres.) 


Western avenue and Harvard street. Only the regular 
work of maintenance was carried on here the past season. 
This playground is very popular, and a further extension of 
graded playground area is necessary. ‘This can be accom- 
plished by levelling up the uneven surface of the meadow, and, 
as the rougher grading has been done, it will not be a difficult 
matter. Shelter and sanitary buildings and fencing are 
needed. An area of 3.8 acres of ice was prepared, and was: 
much enjoyed by skaters the past winter. The principal 
games played at this playground are baseball and football. 
Ground has been prepared also for a quoit club, the mem- 
bers of which seemed to fully appreciate the privilege. 


BILLINGS FIELD. 
(Area, 11 Acres.) 


Lagrange street, near Centre street, West Roxbury. Dur- 
ing last season the under-drainage of this playground was 
finished. ‘To afford a deeper drainage outlet from the field, 
Mr. Samuel B. Dana kindly permitted the department to lay 
a drain across his property. This will greatly improve the 
drainage of the playground, and, unless further settlements 
occur, will render additional filling unnecessary, which would 
be a much more expensive operation. 

The slope of the hill from Bellevue street, which is too 
steep for playground purposes, has been prepared for and 
planted with trees, to afford a wooded shelter for viewing 
the games. At the foot of the slope tennis grounds are 
being graded, on which five courts, if necessary, can be laid 
out. 

Last winter a toboggan slide of 800 feet in length was 
built and kept in order, as also were five acres of ice for 
skating. 

ROSLINDALE PLAYGROUND. 


(Area, 3.7 Acres.) 


South Walter and Robert streets. With the exception of 
the planting of Norway maples around the street borders, 
no work of construction was done at these grounds the past 
season. 

This playground is very popular for ball games. An ice 
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field of 1.6 acres was prepared for skating last winter, which 
was enjoyed by many. Sanitary buildings, grading, and a 
retaining wall are the present requirements. 


COLUMBUS AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 
(Area, 4.8 Aeres.) 


Within the fence line, on the Camden street and Columbus 
avenue boundaries of this playground, a loam bed, twelve 
feet wide, was prepared and planted with Norway maples. 
The smoke and coal dust from the adjacent round-house 
make rather hard conditions for tree growth. A considerable 
amount of grading was done, and a granite bubble fountain, 
for furnishing drinking water, was erected. 

The Civic League was given the management of the 
grounds during the summer and fall, the League paying the 
expenses of the instructors, while the Park Department main- 
tained the grounds. The playground was very popular, and 
fully demonstrated the wisdom of its purchase. 

A portion of the grounds on the Camden street end was 
fenced off for the children, for whom the Civic League erected 
a shelter, and furnished sand-boxes and several pieces of 
simple gymnastic apparatus adapted to the little folks. 

During the winter an ice field of 2.6 acres was formed, by 
means of a dam, and a large number of people enjoyed the 
sport. To enlarge the area for skating a retaining wall is 
needed on the north line to permit of the raising of the dam. 
A sanitary building also is much needed. 


PRINCE STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(Area, 0.4 Acres.) 


Prince and North Bennet streets. No work, except that 
of maintenance, was done on this playground last year. Its 
crowded condition, in a densely populated neighborhood, 
would justify a large expenditure to increase its area. 


FIRST STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(Area, 4.6 Acres.) 


First and M streets, South Boston. As a special appro- 
priation of $9,550 has been made by the City Council for 
the improvement of this playground, plans are under con- 
sideration for an open-air gymnasium and a sanitary and 
locker building. 
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The grounds were well patronized, last season, for ball 
playing and bicycle racing. During the winter the ice rink 
of 3.1 acres was enjoyed by thousands. 


FELLOWS STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(Area, 0.55 Acres.) 


Fellows and Hunneman streets. In its present bare con- 
dition, this playground is not very inviting, and is not as 
popular with the children as the surrounding sidewalks seem 
to be. A small building has been placed on the grounds, 
and a few pieces of apparatus, consisting of swings, swing- 
ing-ladders, teeter-boards, and sand-boxes are under con- 
struction at the department shops. The assistance of a 
kindergartner would greatly aid in bringing out the possi- 
bilities of this playground. 


ICE SPORTS. 


The winter of 1901-1902 proved to be a good one for all 
ice sports. Although Franklin Field, generally the most 
popular of our skating areas, could not be used, the total 
number of skaters at the various places exceeded that of 
1900-1901. ‘Thirteen horse-planers were in use, and the 
ice was kept in very good condition. Ice was maintained at 
thirteen parks and playgrounds, making a total area of 106.6 
acres. At Jamaica pond a measured track was laid out, and 
proved to be quite an added attraction. Hockey rinks were 
made at Scarboro’ and Jamaica Ponds, Billings Field, Wood 
Island Park, and at Columbus avenue, North Brighton, and 
Roslindale playgrounds. 

By permission of your Board, the Boston Curling Club 
made Scarboro’ Pond its headquarters for this grand old 
game. A number of friendly contests were fought, of which 
one was with the Country Club at Clyde Park, that relieved 
the Country Club of the district medal, which it had held 
for a year. An itemized table following will give further 
skating details. 
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SKATING — SEASON 1901-1902. 
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INSECT ENEMIES OF TREES. 


During the past year Boston has been subjected to an 
invasion of the elm-leaf beetle and the brown-tailed moth. 
Both are pests of the most dangerous character. The elm- 
leaf beetle confines its ravages to the elm tree, and is more 
easy to control than the brown-tailed moth. ‘Then, too, the 
elm-leaf beetle does not commence to eat until the foliage is 
partly developed. This gives an opportunity of spraying the 
foliage with an arsenical solution, which kills the beetle when 
it begins to feed upon the poisoned foliage. The brown-tailed 
moth hibernates in the larval state in nests containing from 
fifty to one hundred each, and then emerges on the first 
warm days of spring and attacks the buds and unfolding 
leaves of the elm, maple, and various other kinds of trees, 
including apple and pear trees. In August or early Septem- 
ber a second brood of larve attacks the second growth of 
leaves. ‘The second crop of larvee may be successfully com- 
batted by arsenical spraying. The greatest mischief is to be 
apprehended from the first brood, as it cannot be reached by 
poison, and the only remedy known is to pick off the nests 
and burn them. This is a difficult and expensive matter in 
high trees as the nests are found only on the small twigs at 
the ends of the branches. An evidence of the prolific nature 
and energy of the brown-tailed moth is found in the fact, 
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that, from an importation into Somerville (supposedly on 
roses from France), in 1897, the moth has spread north to 
central New Hampshire, and south to Scituate. In Allston, 
Brighton, Cambridge, and Somerville, last summer, trees 
were entirely defoliated by them. 

Provision has been made by your Board to fight these 
pests. A gasoline power sprayer, with a capacity of twelve 
gallons per minute, has been constructed in the shops of the 
department. The machinery, comprising a Daimler motor 
and a Fairbanks & Morse triplex pump, is set on a tank of 
470 gallons capacity, and the whole is mounted on a four- 
wheeled contractor’s wagon. Our hand spraying apparatus 
has been increased by the purchase of six additional barrel- 
pumps on wheels. With this equipment we expect to be 
able to keep these insects down. ‘They cannot, however, be 
exterminated without concerted action on the part of the 
city authorities, and also of private individuals. 


MAINTENANCE. 


Each year it is becoming more difficult to maintain the 
parks and playgrounds on the amount appropriated for that 
purpose by the city government. During the past five or 
six years the work of construction has proceeded with great 
rapidity, especially in the matter of planting and on account 
of playground extension. Plantations laid out for orna- 
mental effect are expensive to maintain. As compared with 
other park systems the Boston parks contain a large per- 
centage of such planted areas. Playgrounds, too, are found 
to average high in the cost per acre for maintenance, as com- 
pared with parks of large size. Furthermore, when the 
eight-hour law came into effect, the hours of labor were 
reduced one-ninth; and the half-holiday on Saturday has 
since been extended, and now covers the whole year. Thus 
maintenance charges have increased to the point where we 
are only able to keep the parks in a mediocre manner, and 
not at all with the degree of perfectness expected of Boston, 
whose parks have a reputation for excellence that is world- 
wide. In comparison with other cities Boston’s appropriation 
for park maintenance, per acre, ranks very low, as the follow- 
ing table of the comparative cost of maintaining the parks of 
various cities will show. 

Details of measurements and quantities of work done 
during the past year will be found in the report of Mr. C. E. 
Putnam, engineer of the department.

A flight of four stone steps has been built opposite Angel 
street, and a flight of 39 stone steps at Hagborne Hill has 
been removed. 

The arrangement of drives, walks and planting spaces at 
the junction of Pierpont and Playstead roads has been 
changed to conform to the construction of the glade, in place 
of the proposed greeting, and the slopes have been regraded. 

The gate posts and parapet wall at Forest Hills bridge 
have been taken down, and the stone hauled to the site of 
the proposed sanitary building on Schoolmaster Hill. 

The trellis at Schoolmaster Hill arbor has been taken down 
and the stone hauled to the site of the proposed sanitary 
building in Long Crouch woods. 

The potting house has been moved into the yard in front 
of the repair shops, and rearranged for a storehouse and 
office building; and the greenhouses have been torn down. 

Drilling and pipe-cutting machines have been placed in the 
machine shop. 

An outfit for spraying trees has been made, by mounting a 
14 horse power gasoline engine and a 23-inch by 3-inch triplex 
pump on a 470 gallon tank. The pump and engine are 
coupled directly together, and will deliver twelve gallons per 
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minute, against a pressure of 120 pounds per square inch; or, 
through $-inch nozzles, will throw two streams to a height of 
35 feet. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 


The large surface drains, that are being built here, are to 
be completed in May. The unsightly drainage ditch can 
then be filled, the slope along Talbot avenue can be graded, 
and the draining and grading of the field can be completed.

The New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad has 
completed its bridge over Columbia road, at Richfield street ;

The Street Department has also completed the abutments, 
and put in place the iron work of the bridges over the Old 
Colony division and Shoreham street. 

Of the section, 1,175 feet in length, between Mercer and 
Atlantic streets, that is being constructed by this depart- 
ment, 500 feet have been subgraded; 150 feet are flats, and 
will require about 12,000 cubic eae? of filling before the 
road can be completed.

MARINE PARK. 


The shallow water at the end of the channel from Q street 
wharf interferes considerably with the boats running to 
Castle Island. The channel is 1,000 feet long, and has a 
minimum depth of 64 feet at mean low water. For the first 
400 feet the channel is 100 feet wide, for the remaining 600 
feet it is only 60 feet wide. It ends abruptly about 400 
feet from a point where the natural depth is 64 feet. But 
little dredging would be required to extend the channel this 
400 feet, as the natural depth is 43 to 6 feet.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 





Boston, January 18, 1902. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — In submitting to you our report for the eleventh 
year of our superintendence at Charlesbank, we would express, first, 
our appreciation of the wooden roof which you have so wisely provided 
for the out-door gymnasium. The children have been able to exer- 
cise longer and more vigorously during the heat of the day than 
was possible before its erection. The growth in agility and strength 
of our young gymnasts acts as a stimulus upon their neighbors, 
inducing them also to try the cure of Charlesbank for their anzemic 
condition of health. 

During the spring and summer there were four weekly classes for 
women, and six for children (the latter being held only during the 
public school vacations), with a large increase in the daily average 
number of those in the latter. There has also been a daily increase 
since May 15, when the Women’s Division opened for the season, in 
the number of those playing in the sand-boxes, and playing or resting 
on the green and in the lodge; and not an accident has occurred in 
the whole place. 

For the first time a public exhibition of work was given, on 
August 29, by the children, before their schools re-opened, that 
represented both their first year and their advanced work in which 
they proudly took part. On following days their raffed work and | 
their games on the green were also specially witnessed by the 
public, and their scrap books and other rainy day occupations were 
duly inspected. 

The winter work is now so closely connected with that of the 
summer, that our influence over the children in morals, manners 
and cleanliness has become a marked feature in the district of the 
city from which most of them come. We have three afternoon 
classes, and one on Saturday mornings for them, with four evening 
classes for the older girls and women. As the upper hall of the 
lodge has been enlarged by moving back the partition there is now 
ample space for gymnastic exercises. 
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During the summer Miss Harriet S. Cutler, the Superintendent, 
was assisted in her management by Miss Mary Otis Brigham and 
Miss Gabriella Eliot. The committee feel that the large success of 
the work in all its various phases is due to their fidelity, kindliness, 
and good judgment.

STATUTES OF THE COMMONWEALTH RELATING 
TO. PUBLIC, PARKS IN)-THE: CITY “OP SBOSTON: 


(Stat. 1901.— Chap. 187.] 


AN AcT To AUTHORIZE THE SALE OR ABANDONMENT OF CER- 
TAIN LANDS TAKEN FOR PLAYGROUND PURPOSES IN THE 
CiTy OF BOSTON. 


SECTION 1. The City of Boston is hereby authorized, upon the 
recommendation of its Board of Park Commissioners, to sell and con- 
vey, for a nominal consideration, to the President and Fellows of 
Harvard College, all or any part of the lands on Washington street, 
in the City of Boston, heretofore taken by it from the President and 
Fellows of Harvard College for playground purposes,. and for the 
taking of which the President and Fellows of Harvard College have 
received no compensation. Said conveyance shall vest the title to 
said lands in the President and Fellows of Harvard College, their 
successors and assigns, and may be pleaded in reduction of damages 
in any suit for the taking of said land. 

Srcr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR WIDENING WALTER STREET IN THE 
City OF BosTon. 


SECTION 1. Section one of chapter two hundred and ninety-two 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-two is hereby 
amended by striking out the whole of said section and inserting in 
place thereof the following: Section 1. The Board of Street Commis- 
sioners of the City of Boston may, in that part of Boston known as 
West Roxbury, widen Walter street to a width not exceeding sixty 
feet, and may take therefor a strip of land from the burial-ground 
situated on the easterly side of said street near Weld street, and 
shall, at the expense of the City of Boston, remove the remains of 
the dead, if any there be, in the part so taken, to some other part of 
the said burial-ground or to some other cemetery; and may also take 
therefor a strip of land from the Arnold arboretum, so-called, on 
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the easterly side of said street between the cemetery and Centre 
street: provided, however, that in taking any of the land within the 
arboretum the provisions of the leases to Harvard College relating 
to the land shall be observed; and provided, further, that in making 
any such widening the Board of Street Commissioners shall not be 
bound by any plan heretofore made relating thereto; and the board 
shall determine and the city shall pay all damages to property sus- 
tained by any person or corporation by such taking. 
SrecT. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Sir, — The Pauper Institutions Trustees respectfully pre- 
sent herewith their report for the financial year ending 
January 31, 1902. 

Organization. — 'This department remained constituted as 
previously reported until the retirement of Mr. Ubert K.Pettin- — 
gill at the expiration of his term of office, on May 1, 1901, 
when Mr. W. Prentiss Parker was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

On the first Monday in May, the Board organized for the 
ensuing year by the election of Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln as 
Chairman, and Mr. Walter Hunnewell as Secretary. 

Organization at Long Island. — During the able adminis- 
tration of Dr, A. J. Ranney, which extended over thirteen 
months, many changes and improvements were made at Long 
_ Island and will be enumerated at the close of this report. 

At the urgent request of the board of directors of the 
Lakeside Hospital in Cleveland, Ohio, Dr. Ranney accepted 
the position of Superintendent of that institution, resigning 
his position in the Boston Almshouse and Hospital on 
December 31,1901. The Trustees appointed Dr. Arthur S$. 
Hartwell, who, by his ability and previous experience as 
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Assistant Superintendent and First Medical Officer of Long 
Island, was fully qualified to succeed Dr. Ranney in the 
position of Superintendent. 

The second medical officer, Dr. George C. Wilkins, has 
been promoted to the position of Assistant Superintendent 
and Physician. 

Dr. J. G. W. Knowlton has been nominated for the posi- 
tion of Assistant Physician, to sueceed Dr. Wilkins. 

The corps of house officers has been strengthened by the 
addition of another interne, making four in all. The work- 
ing force of the hospital is thus in excellent condition. 

In presenting their fifth annual report, the Pauper Institu- 
tions Trustees would call your attention to certain changes 
and developments which have taken place in the institutions 
since they were committed to their charge in 1897. 

The greatest and most striking change is in the growth of 
the hospital department. Whereas formerly the city main- 
tained an almshouse, to which a small hospital was attached, 
the requirements of the hospital now render it the most im- 
portant feature of the work of the Long Island institution. 

The development and improvement in the hospital has 
been very marked, so much so that physicians and others who 
formerly would not have recommended patients to an alms- 
house hospital are now sending them to the hospital at Long 
Island. In recognition of the importance of the hospital the 
recent Superintendent of the institution, Dr. A. J. Ranney, 
removed the administration offices to the hospital building. 

For the change in the standing of the Long Island Hos- 
pital we are deeply indebted to the Visiting Staff, who have 
shown untiring interest in its welfare. Other causes have 
also contributed to its development. The establishment of a 
department of pathology has attracted, better medical men 
and more students to Long Island; the corps of medical 
assistants in the hospital has been strengthened; the training- 
school for nurses, with a full two years’ course, has made 
the hospital better known. 

The increase in the number of patients has been very 
marked, and is partly due to the recent ruling of the local 
Board of Health, by which phthisis is classed as a contagious 
disease and persons suffering from it are segregated, so far 
as possible, from the community. ‘To accommodate the class 
of patients suffering from this disease, a new wing to the 
hospital is in process of construction. When completed it 
will afford fifty-nine beds, eleven of which are on the second 
floor above the administration building, and will be reserved 
for female patients. The new wing consists of a central 
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administration building, with two long wards extending on 
either side of it. At the extremity of each ward there is a 
large sun-room. There are also a number of single rooms 
for patients. 

The Trustees find themselves confronted with a serious 
problem. The present accommodations of the hospital are 
inadequate, even with the additional space afforded by the new 
wing, and the Trustees have received from the Visiting Staff 
an urgent recommendation that further admissions should 
be restricted, or that increased accommodation for hospital 
patients should be provided. If, for the present, and until 
the site for a municipal hospital for. consumptives shall be 
decided upon, it is to be the duty of the Long Island Hos- 
pital to provide for cases of tuberculosis, immediate applica- 
tion to’ the City: Council should be made for increased space 
in which to care for these and other cases of chronic disease 
which are sentto us. The present wards of the Long Island 
Hospital are overcrowded, and we are already in the posi- 
tion of having applied to the State to relieve us of a certain 
number of cases of tuberculosis, a request which could not 
be complied with, owing to the large number of similar cases 
already sent to the State Hospital. 

The visiting staff of physicians, and also the resident staff 
of the hospital, find that a number of cases of incipient 
tuberculosis have improved under the open-air treatment pre- 
scribed for them during the summer. These men are iso- 
lated so far as possible from other patients. They slept in 
tents during the summer season, and in winter occupied a 
ward which was reserved for their use. 

The increased development of the hospital department of 
the almshouse has raised another question, and one which in 
the opinion of the medical staff is of great importance. It 
is whether the name of an almshouse hospital can not be re- 
moved from the Long Island institution, and that it should 
be known as a chronic hospital, or simply as the Long Island 
Hospital, as distinct from the Boston Almshouse. Should 
this be done it would be with the object of preventing the 
stigma of pauperism from attaching to those persons who are 
obliged to seek hospital treatment because of incurable ill- 
ness or accident. ‘The suggestion has even been made that 
a sum barely sufficient to defray expenses should be paid by 
those persons able to afford it. 

These suggestions are of great interest as showing the 
gradual trend in the community towards a more considerate 
and enlightened treatment of the dependent class. It was 
Florence Nightingale who first pointed out in England that 
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sick poor were no different from any other sick persons, and 
required the same experienced care, the same watchful 
nursing as other sick. Her position in the matter had much 
to do with the introduction of trained nursing into almshouse 
hospitals. At this day England is still in the front rank by 
reason of the standard set in her great infirmaries, such as 
the one in Birmingham, where the number of nurses is not less 
than three or four to every ward of twenty-six to thirty-four 
patients, and where the equipment is that of a well ordered 
hospital in every respect. ‘To attain this standard, and to 
make an almshouse hospital worthy to be classed as a general 
hospital is a creditable ambition, and to this result the physi- 
cians of the Visiting Staff of the Long Island Hospital have 
largely contributed. 

During the year an epidemic of small-pox has occurred in 
the City of Boston, and it is with great regret that we 
record the death, on the second of February, from this disease, 
of Miss Margaret Macdonald, one of our most faithful and — 
devoted nurses. Her two years of training would not have 
been completed until next August, but she had already shown 
marked ability for her chosen career, and her early death is a 
great loss to her friends and companions and to the hospital. 

The courage of the other nurses in caring for the patients 
in the wing which had been exposed to contagion cannot be 
too highly commended. 

The Training School, except for this sad loss by death, 
has had a prosperous year. Fourteen nurses were graduated 
during the year. Six head-nurses and thirty-six pupil nurses 
are now employed under the faithful and interested Super- 
intendent of Nurses, Miss Mary A. Morris, who has held this 
position for nearly six years. 

Nurses’ Home.— The erection of a Nurses’ Home will add 
materially to the comfort of the nurses, and the permanent 
interest in the Training School. This building, which is 
rapidly nearing completion, will accommodate the Superin- 
tendent and thirty-six nurses, and will be occupied as soon 
as necessary funds for its fitting and furnishing are pro- 
vided by the City Council. The general plan and construc- 
tion of the Home are simple, but convenient. Comfortable 
sleeping rooms and good bathing facilities are provided for 
the nurses, and there is a pleasant parlor on the lower floor. 

Rutland Sanatorium. — In the course of the past year, six- 
teen persons suffering from tuberculosis in its incipient stages 
have been maintained at the State Sanatorium at Rutland. 
The value of the work of this institution has already been 
demonstrated, and it is earnestly hoped that future appropri- 
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ations will make it possible for us to allow a larger number 
of patients to receive the benefit of the special treatment 
which is so strongly advocated by physicians who have given 
careful consideration to the study.and relief of this disease. 

Sub-division of Accounts at Long Island. — By the new 
system of keeping the accounts at Long Island it is shown 
that the per capita cost in the Hospital Department has 
amounted to $4.19, and in the Almshouse Department to 
$2.87. The per capita cost of the entire institution has 
amounted to $3.33 per week. 

Tie-up for Cattle. — During the year the necessity for a 
new tie-up for cattle has been strongly urged upon the Board. 
A number of cattle affected by tuberculosis have been killed, 
and the need for providing more spacious and airy accom- 
modations for the herd is unquestionable. To make this 
proper provision the Trustees are dependent upon the liber- 
ality of the City Government, a former appropriation for a 
tie-up having been found inadequate. ‘The need of a good 
supply of fresh milk to meet the demands of the hospital 
population is imperative. 

Mortuary.— The need of a proper mortuary with a 
receiving room for the friends of deceased patients has been 
repeatedly brought to the notice of the Trustees, and a 
request for an appropriation for the same is now before the 
City Council. 

Classification. —'The experience gained during five years 
of observation has shown clearly that the difficulties of 
classification in an almshouse are great, and not easily to be 
surmounted. By maintaining in Charlestown a small alms- 
house for women and aged couples, the Trustees have found 
that a degree of classification can be accomplished, but at 
Long Island serious difficulties still exist, because of the 
great number of inmates, and the fact that the dormitories 
for men and women are built on the congregate plan. 

The difficulties of classifying an almshouse population 
seem to be inherent where so many feeble persons are housed, 
fed and cared for together. A plan which has been sug- 
gested, and which might tend to obviate some of the disad- 
vantages of the congregate system of housing, would be to 
provide a number of cottage almshouses, with separate estab- 
lishments, where each household could fulfil the duties of 
caring for the building and adjacent ground without requir- 
ing so much assistance from officers as is necessary in a large 
institution. At the almshouse maintained by the city in 
Charlestown for women and aged couples, this greater 
privacy and semblance to home life is secured, the popula- 
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tion of the almshouse numbering only about one hundred 
souls, twenty-five of whom are men. 

The per capita cost of this institution is less than that of 
the Almshouse Department at Long Island. The weekly 
cost per inmate at the Charlestown Almshouse amounts to’ 
$2.67. The Superintendent, Miss Sarah G. Weeden, con- 
tinues to fill with ability the position to which she was 
appointed July 15, 1898.

Changes at Long Island. —In considering the record of 
changes and improvements at Long Island which follows, 
it should be borne in mind that many of them are due 
to the energy and activity of the former Superintendent, 
Dr. A. J. Ranney.

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Expense of Maintaining the Pauper Institutions Depart- 
ment. — 'The cost of maintaining the department has increased 
perceptibly during the past five years, although the expense 
for the last year is less than that for the preceding twelve 
months. ‘The reasons for this change are manifest if it is 
borne in mind that the population is becoming more and more 
a hospital population, composed of old or feeble persons. The 
more nearly an almshouse approaches the standard of a hos- 
pital the greater is the expense of maintaining it. The 
increase is largely due to the greater number of attendants 
required to care for those who are feeble and infirm, and the 
necessity for better and more nourishing food which must be 
furnished to hospital patients.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, 
LONG ISLAND. 


Lone ISLAND, Boston HARBOR, January 31, 1902. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


I have the honor of presenting to you the report of the 
Boston Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island for the year 
ended January 31, 1902, together with such recommendations 
as, at this time, seem to be most necessary. 

On February 1, 1901, there were in the institution 671 
inmates, of which number 216 were patients in the hospital. 
During the past year there have been 758 admissions, includ- 
ing births, making a total of 1,429 persons cared for. The 
smallest number at any one time was 592, on May 22 and 
June 4,1901. The largest number was 726, on January 25, 
1902, making a daily average of 638, which shows a slight 
increase over the previous, year. 

There have been treated in the hospital 957 cases. Of 
these 81 were surgical operations. ‘There have been 204 
deaths and six births. 

The overcrowded condition of the hospital still exists, but 
the completion of the new wing for tubercular patients will 
afford some relief. 

The sun-platforms, which have been constructed on two 
wings, offer improved facilities for caring for the sick, espe- 
cially as regards the nursery and the present female ward for 
tuberculosis. During the summer months, and until late in 
the fall, several of the incipient cases of tuberculosis were 
treated in tents, and showed a marked improvement. The 
out-patient departments in the women’s and men’s dormitories 
have been much improved, and permit the treatment of many 
cases there which would otherwise have to come to the 
hospital. 

Beside the routine changes in the position of house offi- 
cers, which occur every six months, the position of Assistant 
Physician, made vacant by the resignation of Dr. Thomas J. 
O’Brien, was filled by the appointment of Dr. George C. 
Wilkins, who was later promoted to the position of Assist- 
ant Superintendent, and Dr. John G. W. Knowlton was 
nominated in his place. The increase in the number of | 
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house officers has made it possible to accomplish much more 
satisfactory medical work. 

Owing to the increased demands in the hospital and the 
convalescent wards, the training-school for nurses has been 
enlarged so that with the full membership it is able to do 
efficient work. 

The erection of two silos, with a capacity of one hundred 
and fifty tons each, and the construction of a cooling-house 
for pork, has added much to the efficiency of the farm de- 
partment. 

Two of the lavatories in the men’s building have been fur- 
nished with tile in place of wood flooring. One ward has 
been refloored, and the bath-room has been entirely recon- 
structed with modern shower baths and steel ceiling. New 
hoppers and plumbing have replaced the old in the basement 
closets, and this change has improved the sanitary condition 
_ to a great extent. 

A summer-house, with open sides, for men, and one for 
women, give the inmates an opportunity to be benefited by 
fresh air in summer without being exposed to the hot sun. 

The immediate necessities of this institution are many, 
especially as the attempt here tokeep pace with the steady 
progress in the treatment of the sick is so vigorous. Our 
hospital wards are crowded to overflowing, and, although 
the new hospital wing will relieve them somewhat, the con- 
stant increase, especially in the number of patients afflicted 
with tuberculosis, demands that some decided action be taken 
to provide more room. 

The care of a certain number of adult idiots or imbecile 
men and women still, by common consent, rests on the alms- 
house, since these persons are not insane, nor can they properly 
be committed to the present institution for the feeble-minded. 

This group of helpless persons needs separate housing and 
care and should be especially provided for. Also, it will 
aid much in the proper classification of the almshouse popu- 
lation when there is larger provision for the feeble-minded in 
the Massachusetts School for the Feeble-Minded at Waverly 
and in its Custodial Department at Templeton, so that the 
almshouse is no longer needed as an intermediate home for 
the waiting cases. Neither of these groups of persons, those 
who are technically idiots and those who are feeble-minded, 
can be adequately protected in an almshouse from being 
teased or irritated by other inmates. ‘They should be under 
the care of officers especially engaged and trained for this 
charge. This is not possible in a general almshouse built on 
the congregate plan, as is our almshouse at Long Island. 
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There should be better facilities for doing surgical work. 
The operating and sterilizing rooms are much too small for the 
requirements. The heating apparatus is old, and should be 
replaced by a modern system of heating. A non-absorbent 
floor should be provided. ‘The work demands the greater 
privacy which an enlarged operating-room would give. 

At present the local telephone system is limited, and should 
be replaced with an intercommunicating system, which would 
be a great saving of time and trouble. We have, at present, 
no means of communicating with the hospital wards, bake- 
house, laundry, and several other departments, except by a 
messenger, who is not always available. 

The present kitchen arrangements are wholly inadequate 
and expensive, and I would recommend the construction of 
one main kitchen in a separate building, combined with a 
dining-room for officers. 

The need of a dormitory for officers is very apparent, and 
should be seriously considered at once. 

A substantial ice-house, at the site of the artificial pond, 
would materially decrease expenses, and would enable us to 
provide sufficient ice. 

The barn is too small for present needs, and necessitates 
the crowding of cattle and consequent exposure to infection, 
thus jeopardizing the general health of the whole institution. 
It needs your earliest attention. 

In behalf of the inmates and officers I wish to express 
thanks to the chaplains, who have been untiring in their efforts 
to comfort those in their care. 

A large amount of literature has been received and appre- 
ciated by the inmates, most of it donated by friends, to whom 
we give our hearty thanks. We also acknowledge gratefully 
the various entertainments which have been provided through 
the kindness of friends. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all the. officers for their 
faithfulness to duty, and to express my appreciation to the 
Board for their support in carrying on the work of the insti- 
tution.

To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
Almshouse for Women and Aged Couples for the year 
ending January 381, 1902: | 

The atmosphere of good order and general contentment 
hitherto*reported has been maintained throughout the year, 
and the willingness and desire on the part of so many of our 
family to contribute toward making their home clean and 
attractive has been marked with pleasure. 

In the way of repairs, the long and much needed fire- 
escapes have been completed, giving the house proper protec- 
tion and comfortable verandas for our shut-in feeble women ; 
the removal of the men’s hospital to a ward entirely renovated 
and altered, and in every way better adapted to such use, has 
resulted most satisfactorily, and the introduction of spring- 
beds and mattresses into both men’s and women’s hospitals 
has been of great comfort to our sick and feeble; a number 
of other improvements in new floors, storm-doors and stairs 
have been completed. 

Our thanks are due the clergymen who have so untiringly 
ministered to our family, and to the many kind friends who 
have given us pleasant evenings of entertainment. 

Our garden was unusually successful, giving us a fine 
crop of summer vegetables, and of cabbages, carrots, beets 
and turnips. 

To my efficient and faithful corps of workers I owe much, 
and heartily thank them for their services.

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REPORT. OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF THE 
LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1902. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


The year which has passed since our last report was sub- 
mitted has shown satisfactory progress in the work for which 
a modern hospital should stand. Disease has been more care- 
fully studied, both during the lives of the patients and, when 
permission was granted, after death, with the general result 
that the standard of hospital care and treatment has reached 
a high degree of excellence. This has been due in a measure 
to the greater regularity of the visits of the medical staff, but 
more particularly to the increasing efficiency of the resident 
staff of physicians, who have shown a gratifying interest in 
their work. The number of resident physicians has been 
increased by one house-officer, making the total number of 
house-officers four. This increase has rendered possible a 
more systematic and satisfactory arrangement of the work in 
the wards. 

In our last report we commented upon the stimulus which 
the foundation of a pathological laboratory, under the general 
direction of a salaried pathologist, had brought into the med- 
ical work of the hospital. The past year has confirmed our 
earlier judgment. Through this department the influence of 
the hospital has been widely felt, and is sure to be more and 
more recognized in its ultimate benefits to the sick. While 
we appreciate the interest hitherto taken by your Board in 
this line of scientific work, we beg leave to call to your atten- 
tion the inadequacy of the present facilities for its satisfactory 
prosecution. The laboratory is small and not conveniently 
placed; the morgue is a detached building in close prox- 
imity to the hospital. There should be a single building, 
large enough for all probable future needs, combining the 
functions of a laboratory and morgue. A building for the 
reception of the dead has fewer unpleasant associations if 
connected directly with a structure used for other purposes, 
and a laboratory should be placed in the closest possible rela- 
tionship to the source of its objects of study; any other 
arrangement is inconsistent with economy and with the 
spirit of modern hospital construction. We would, therefore, 
recommend that no steps be taken toward the building of a 
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morgue until means are at hand for the erection of the com- 
pleted structure which we have suggested. The need of 
such a building is becoming daily more apparent. 

The present crowded condition of the wards is a matter 
demanding immediate relief. The extreme congestion of 
the male wing will, in a measure, be relieved by the opening 
of the new wards now in process of construction. It is 
evident, however, that even with these added beds the over- 
crowding will remain a serious problem, particularly if the 
number of patients suffering from tuberculosis continues to 
increase as it has during the past year. It will therefore be 
necessary in the near future to provide further accommoda- 
tions for patients if we are to do complete justice to the sick 
under our care. When the new ward for tuberculosis is 
completed, patients suffering from that disease should no 
longer be admitted to the general wards, nor should any per- 
sons with tuberculosis be allowed to remain in the Almshouse 
Department. The separation of this from other diseases 
should be complete, and should be so maintained. 

With an increasing number of surgical operations the desira- 
bility of the enlargement of the present operating-room is be- 
coming evident. ‘The present room is adequate for minor 
operations, which do not require the presence of several assist- 
ants. In major operations, on the other hand, there is not 
sufficient space for the best work, and the ventilation is faulty. 

During the prevalence of small-pox in Boston and its 
vicinity the Long Island Hospital has not entirely escaped 
the disease. Several cases developed in the wards, the first 
being introduced from Boston. There were two deaths 
among these cases, both occurring after removal to the Small- 
pox Hospital. We wish to record our deep regret that one 
of those who died was a nurse, who in the pursuance of her 
duties contracted the disease in a highly malignant form. 
We desire further to express our appreciation of the admi- 
rable work of the resident staff of physicians and nurses in 
maintaining so strict a quarantine that no further spread of 
the disease occurred. In spite of the fate of their com- 
panion, the nurses, confined for a number of weeks in the 
infected wards, showed no sign of weakness or wavering, and 
throughout the time of quarantine maintained a wholly com- 
mendable spirit. ‘This occurrence demonstrates the absolute 
necessity of establishing a permanent isolating ward. The 
possibility of the appearance of contagious disease at the 
hospital is always present, as experience has frequently shown. 
We should have the means of adequately meeting such emer- 
gencies. 
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Several changes have taken place in the personnel of the 
resident and visiting staffs since our last report. In this 
connection we wish to express publicly our appreciation of 
the efforts of the former Superintendent, Dr. Archibald J. 
Ranney, toward the upbuilding of the hospital and institu- 
tion at large. To him, in large measure, are due the present 
satisfactory conditions; his resignation was a source of deep 
regret to the Visiting Staff. It has, however, been compen- 
sated by the appointment of a successor, Dr. A. 8. Hartwell, 
whose interest in the hospital and former experience in its 
medical management assures further progress. 

The following changes have taken place in the Visiting 
Staff: Dr. J. Bergen Ogden has resigned from the position of 
visiting chemist, because of removal to another city. Dr. EK 
M. Plummer, visiting aurist, has been succeeded by Dr. 
Walter A. Lecompte. Dr. Abner Post has been appointed 
consulting surgeon, Dr. Paul Thorndike visiting surgeon, 
and Dr. H. A. Lothrop assistant visiting surgeon. On the 
house staff, Dr. George C. Wilkins has been appointed assist- 
ant superintendent and physician, in place of Dr. A. §. Hart- 
well, and Dr. J. G. W. Knowlton has been nominated as 
assistant physician in place of Dr. Thomas J. O’Brien, re- 
signed to enter private practice. 

We beg, finally, to acknowledge the continued encourage- 
ment and codperation received from your Board in our 
efforts to improve the standard of the institution on its 
medical side.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE FOR WOMEN AND AGED 
COUPLES, CHARLESTOWN. 





Boston, January 31, 1902. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


As visiting physician to the Charlestown Almshouse, I beg 
to submit my report for the year ending January 31, 1902: 

It gratifies me to say that no epidemic occurred among 
the inmates during the year. The diseases which prevailed 
were bronchitis, rheumatism, valvular heart, varicose ulcers 
and others of a like nature. 

Owing to the prevalence of the small-pox in the vicinity 
this winter I vaccinated all the inmates, and as an additional 
precaution a strict quarantine has been maintained. By 
these means contagion has thus far been warded off. 

In the rooms set apart for the sick, a needed improvement 
has been made in the substitution of hair for straw mattresses. 

There were eight deaths during the year, four (4) of males 
and four (4) of females from the following causes : 

Senility, 3; apoplexy, 2; paralysis, 1; la grippe, 1; 
valvular heart, 1. Average age of decedents, 72-. 

I have to thank the superintendent, Miss Weeden, and 
the matrons for their cordial codperation with me in locking 
after the health of the inmates.

LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 
NURSES. 


This Training School is established to give a systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital, which is located on one of the most beautiful and 
salubrious of the many islands of Boston Harbor. The 
hospital buildings are new and modern in all their appoint- 
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ments, and contain two hundred and fifty beds. On the com- 
pletion of the new wing the accommodations will be increased 
by fifty-nine beds. 

The Superintendent of the Almshouse and Hospital has 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
and application for admission should be made to him. ‘The 
Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all 
the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in the 
wards, and also is responsible for the instruction and manage- 
ment of the pupils in the Training School. 

The course of training requires two years, and includes 
general medical, surgical, maternity, and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the Superintendent of 
Nurses and the graduate head-nurses, and the accurate daily 
drill in the wards and operating room. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed sores; the 
making and applying of bandages, applying of fomentations 
and poultices and minor dressings, cupping, the administra- 
tion of enemas, and use of the female catheter. The pupils 
are also given lessons in massage. Maternity nursing is 
taught ‘by practice in the confinement rooms, which includes 
digital examination of patients. Instruction is also given . 
the pupils how to act in the various emergencies which arise 
in childbed. Pupils are taught how to cook and serve food 
for the sick in a proper manner, the feeding of helpless 
patients, and the feeding and preparation of food for infants. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms in 
a proper manner, and the way to take care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and apphances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- ° 
piration, expectorations, the secretions and state of the skin; 
of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, etc.; of the 
condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants 
and medicines, and in the managing of cases of senility and 
senile dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies; how to 
take notes on cases, the making up of a nurse’s record, and 
the reports to the attending physician. 
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Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons not of their own kin who 
know their good character and capabilities. Upon the 
approved recommendation of the Superintendent they will 
be received for one month on probation. 

At the end of the first month candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital to 
terminate at any time the connection of any pupil for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for any 
other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, ten dollars per month during the first year and 
twelve dollars per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfil the requirements for the full 
term of two years, and pass the necessary examinations, they 
will, upon the termination of their service, receive the diploma 
of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of ser- 
vice, but accepted candidates may enter whenever vacan- 
cies occur. Pupils are required after they join the school 
to wear the Training School uniform.

RULES FOR ADMISSION TO THE LONG ISLAND 
HOSPITAL. 


Persons eligible to care in the Hospital at Long Island, 
Boston Harbor, are as follows : 

1. Any person who has a legal settlement in the City of 
Boston and stands in need of relief and is ill. 

2. Any such person who, if well, could be supported at 
his home, but who, being ill, needs special medical or surgi- 
cal care which he cannot afford to provide. 

38. Any person having no settlement in Boston and who 
is too ill to be removed to the city or town of settlement 
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(or to a State institution if without a settlement), and who 
is in need of immediate relief. 

The question of settlement will be determined by the 
Institutions Registration Department, 28 Court square ; 
office hours, 9 to 5 o’clock; on Saturdays, 9 to 1 o’clock. 
Any person able to walk should apply at that office. An 
ambulance and carriage are at the disposal of that office and 
will be sent for persons unable to walk, to carry them to 
the boat. 

Cases of contagious illness, such as scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
etc., are not received at Long Island, but should be referred 
to the City Hospital. 

In the case of a person who does not speak English it is 
desirable that he should be accompanied by a friend who 
can interpret when he makes his application at 28 Court 
square. 

It is very desirable that application should be made the 
day before it is intended that the person should go to the 
hospital, or, if an emergency case, before 12 o’clock, in order 
that the settlement may be investigated and the ambulance 
or carraige sent, if necessary. A person applying at this 
office too late for admission on the same day will be sent to 
the Wayfarers’ Lodge (men), or to the City Temporary 
Home (women). 

It is earnestly requested that if a person is advised to 
apply for admission to the Hospital at Long Island he should 
be made to clearly understand that it is the Hospital Depart- 
ment of the Boston Almshouse, as much distress has often 
been occasioned by ignorance of this fact at the time of 
going to the hospital. 

The executive force of the Hospital at Long Island con- 
sists of the Assistant Superintendent and Physician, the 
Assistant Physician, and the four House Officers, who have 
immediate charge under the direction of the Superintendent 
and Resident Physician and the Visiting Medical Staff. 
There is a Training School for Nurses, with a Superintendent 
of Nurses and assistant, six head nurses and thirty-six pro- 
bationers or pupil nurses. | 
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APPENDIX. 


Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


An ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER- 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department,the Pauper 
Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Department and the 
Institutions Registration Department, of the City of Boston, are 
hereby created as departments of said City, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said City, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor of said City without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
sixty-six of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, 
and of all other acts relating to the departments of the City of 
Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, except as otherwise 
herein provided, shall be applicable to said departments and the 
officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said de- 
partments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trus- 
tees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for 
the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without 
compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty shall be paid ‘by said city if approved 
by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring 
such expense is a member. They shall organize on the first 
Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
the choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of 
a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
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ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. 

Sect. 8. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institutions 
Department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the House of Reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the City of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the City of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton insane hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint one 
assistant. ’ 

Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
report thereon to the department interested therein ; and shall per- 
form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
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with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said de- 
partments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordina- 
tion of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Sect. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or depart- 
ments. 

Secor. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions De- 
partment of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or position 
may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, may be 
appointed to similar positions in said city at any time within six 
months of the passage of this act, without civil service examina- 
tion or enrolment. 

Seot. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall, without his consent, be transferred from such office or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and 
to be represented by counsel]. Such removal, suspension or 
transfer shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Siz, — In compliance with the provisions of chapter 3, sec- 
tion 24, of the Revised Ordinances, I respectfully submit the 
following report of the Penal Institutions Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1902. The present Commissioner 
succeeded Mr. Peter Morrison, May 8, 1901. By the 
untimely death of Mr. Morrison on April 28, 1901, the depart- 
ment suffered the loss of a most able and zealous commis- 
sioner. City Auditor James H. Dodge acted as Penal 
Commissioner pro tem. from the death of Mr. Peter Morrison, 
April 28, until the appointment of the present incumbent, 
May 38, 1901. Mr. Charles F. R. Foss has served as 
Assistant Commissioner throughout the year. 

This department has under its control the Houses of Cor- 
rection at Deer Island and South Boston. For several years 
the question of the removal of the House of Correction at 
South Boston has been considered. In 1900 the Legislature, 
by an act, authorized the removal of the House of Correction 
at South Boston to Deer Island. In pursuance of this legis- 
lation, a contract to build a women’s prison at Deer Island 
has been awarded, and the work of laying the foundation has 
progressed as fast as possible. The work, which has been 
interrupted by the winter weather, will be resumed in the 
early spring. According to the terms of this contract the 
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building is to be completed during this year. When it is 
completed it is presumed that all the inmates of the South 
Boston institution will be removed to Deer Island, as it is 
_ believed that then the facilities at Deer Island will be ample 
for both institutions. This building will be used entirely 
for women, and will contain cells, chapel, work-rooms, etc., 
and it promises to be a model of its kind. 


INMATES. 


During the past year it is encouraging to note that the 
number of inmates in both institutions has materially 
decreased. It is difficult to assign satisfactory reasons for 
this. ‘The principal reasons for this decrease may be ascribed 
to the probation system as now carried on in this Common- 
wealth and to the reduction of the term of sentence for non- 
payment of fines. ‘The discipline in both institutions has 
been maintained at its usual high standard. It is the con- 
stant aim of the department to keep up a high standard of 
discipline, as without this the object of institutions of this 
character is defeated. Every effort is used to help and aid 
the inmates. Once a week, or oftener, the Commissioner 
and Assistant Commissioner visit the institutions and confer 
with any inmate who wishes an interview. At all times the 
physical and moral needs of the inmates have been considered, 
and they have always been accorded fair treatment. 

No report of this department would be complete without 
due reference to the important work of Mrs. Florence Gar- 
rettson Spooner, who visits the institution at South Boston - 
each week and spends much time with the women. Her 
untiring devotion to encourage and help women cannot be 
properly estimated in words. ‘Throughout the institution 
she is known as the “ Women’s Missionary Friend ;” for the 
future the mission might well be called the Florence Spooner 
Prison Mission. Mrs. Spooner is, so far as I know, the only 
woman in Massachusetts who has carried on a work of this 
character, and by her peculiar qualifications for prison work 
has received the approval and endorsement of the Commis- 
sioners of the County of Suffolk. For her attention and de- 
votion to this cause, I most heartily thank her, and earnestly 
hope that she may long continue in the same. 

The statement of the agents _for discharged prisoners 
will be found elsewhere in this report. The importance of 
their work cannot be over-estimated, and more money is 
needed to accomplish the best results. Many of the dis- 
charged inmates are absolutely without money or friends, 
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and without this aid would at once become discouraged and 
return to their former criminal habits. By means of this aid 
clothing is furnished when necessary, food and lodging pro- 
vided while they wait for employment, transportation when 
home and friends are outside of Boston, and employment 
procured, and in every way they are helped and encouraged 
to reform. 

PROBATION. 


Very few permits to be at liberty have been revoked. The 
reason for this is the thorough investigation given to these 
cases before the permit to be at liberty is granted. During 
the past year a probation clerk has been appointed, whose 
duty it has been to acquaint himself with each case, and, 
during the probationary period, to see that the conditions of 
release have not been violated. This work has been most 
successful, as by this means the department has kept itself 
informed concerning the movements of those so released. 


STEAMER J. PUTNAM BRADLEE. 


I strongly.concur in the.opinion of my predecessor, that a 
new steamer is needed to take the place of the “J. Putnam 
Bradlee.” The reasons for this are stronger to-day than a 
year ago. This boat is old and not well adapted for this 
constant service, as is conclusively shown by the large ex- 
pense needed each year to keep her in repair. A modern 
boat is at once needed for this department. It should be 
borne in mind that this boat does all the work for Deer, 
Rainsford and Long Islands. 


WHARVES AT DEER ISLAND. 


The safety of people and property demands a new wharf 
at Deer Island. To ascertain the actual condition of the 
wharf an expert was engaged to examine and report upon it. 
This report shows the wharf to be in an almost dangerous 
state, and advises the construction of practically new wharves 
at the landing and coal sheds. This matter is of such ex- 
treme importance that it should receive attention without 
delay. 

The success of this department is due to the united and 
interested effort of all connected with it. To each one my 
cordial thanks are extended.

PRISONERS. 





Boston, February 1, 1902. 
ALPHEUS SANFORD, 


Penal Institutions Commissioner, Boston: 


DEAR Sir, —I hereby offer my annual report as agent for 
discharged male prisoners from the Houses of Correction of 
this department for the year ending January 31, 1902. 

The work of my office has been practically the same as in 
the preceding year, and in the majority of cases has proved 
beneficial. 

I have provided prisoners who were released in cold 
weather, and who were without suitable clothing and means 
to obtain the same, with such clothing as would keep them 
warm. 

Those who lived out of the city, and others out of the 
State, I persuaded to leave town, as I endeavored to show 
them that their place is with their families; if there is any 
good in them at all, the home is where they should be. 

I have given small sums of cash to some, and to others 
_ food and lodgings. 

I have granted hearings to over five hundred applicants 
for pardons at both institutions, and recommended one hun- 
dred and nineteen. Iam pleased to say that it is an excep- 
tional case where a man, who is pardoned after a complete 
investigation by this office, is returned to our control. I 
have in mind several instances where strangers have come to 
Boston and got into trouble, have been arrested and sen- 
tenced to either South Boston or Deer Island for the first 
time. You have been pleased to recommend a conditional 
release in such cases, and they have been sent to their 
homes. 

From many of these I have received letters, stating they 
are leading clean lives, and it is most encouraging to me 
that my efforts in their behalf have not been in vain. 

Work has been obtained for some, and for others lost prop- 
erty recovered.

PRISONERS.

DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit my annual report as 
Agent for Discharged Female Prisoners for the year ending 
February. 1, 1902. 

During the year eleven hundred and thirty-nine women 
have been advised and assisted in various ways. 

I have visited Deer Island once a week, and have had per- 
sonal interviews with most of the women confined in the prison, 
and have observed many worthy cases. Of the large number 
confined in the prison I find that the principal cause of their 
commitment is drunkenness. Many of the women are 
mothers of large families, and, upon investigation, if it is found 
to be a worthy case, I have secured pardons for the same. 

During the year seventy-four pardons have been obtained 
and in most cases have proved satisfactory. 

Employment has been obtained for two hundred women, 
which is mostly furnished in the country towns, as it is thought 
best to keep these unfortunate women from former surround- 
ings and old associations. 

Most of the women upon their release are without means 
to reach their homes, and all such individuals are supplied 
with the necessary railway tickets for their destination. 
These tickets are purchased by the Agent and given to the 
conductors, who personally see that every woman leaves for 
the place which is assigned to her, thereby preventing the 
misuse of any tickets so purchased. 

In closing, I wish to thank the Commissioner, and also the 
Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Charles F. Foss, for the many 
kindnesses shown me in various ways, and also the Judges 
and Probation Officers of the different courts. 

I also desire to mention the courteous treatment shown me 
by the different agents of the railroad stations, who have 
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forwarded the trunks and baggage of these women free of 
expense.

Penal Institutions Commissioner, Boston: 


DEAR Sir, — I respectfully submit my report as Probation 
Clerk. Since assuming office I have visited Deer Island 
once a week with Mr. Bancroft, Agent for Discharged Male 
Prisoners, and have been present at the hearings of the pris- 
oners seeking pardons. I found that by attending these 
hearings my work has been greatly facilitated, inasmuch as I 
became acquainted with the nature of the cases that I am 
later called upon to look after. This has given me an idea 
as to how I should act in case a pardon was granted. My 
duties begin only when the prisoner is released and placed 
on probation. From that time on I watch his manner of 
living until the date when his sentence would have expired. 
I find that by constantly calling on these men at their homes 
and at their work that it has been a means of keeping them 
away from temptation. I have also induced a number to 
change their places of residence in the hope that such a 
change would separate them from their former evil associ- 
ates. Since my appointment, on September 1, 1901, there 
have been but two men vearrested during their terms of 
parole. In many instances I have visited the same case five 
or six times:

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We have also received from Miss Driscoll a large quantity 
of Ave Marias, from Mrs. Edith Dougley thirty-three tract 
cards, and from the Rev. Frank J. Noyes four hundred ninety- 
one pledge cards. For all of these gifts of a literary 
character we wish to return thanks to the donors, and express 
our appreciation for their interest in the work. 

We have approximately three thousand volumes in the 
library, which includes books in the original catalogue pub- 
lished in 1897 and the two supplements issued in 1899 and 
1901. I said in my last year’s report that the library should 
be reconstructed and therefore recatologued, as many books 
were so worn as to be unfit for distribution, but we have got 
along nicely — by the additional supplement — and I see no 
reason why we may not for another twelve months. We 
have quite a quantity of books on hand asa nucleus for a new 
catologue, and I trust that one year from this time we may 
be able to issue it, as we have published either a catologue or 
supplement every two years since 1897. 

The library is a very important factor in the discipline of 
any institution, and I wish there might be a regular stated 
appropriation for its maintenance. 

The Chaplain desires to thank cordially all who have aided 
him in the work of the library, especially the Commissioner, 
Assistant Commissioner, the Master, Deputy Master, Clerk, 
Officers and Matrons, and to express his appreciation for their 
sympathy and helpfulness. 


CHAPEL SERVICES. 


The Sunday services have been held as in the past, and 
have been well attended. The Chaplain has been assisted 
by clergymen and laymen and women, who have spoken from 
time to time with good effect, and have left food for thought 
in the minds of their hearers. 

We have been indebted to our organist during the past 
year, as in the year previous, for the augmented choir at 
Easter and Christmas, all of which has been very helpful 
to the religious work. Soloists have also assisted us in the 
musical parts of the services, for which we feel most grate- 
ful. } | 

PERSONAL MINISTRATIONS. 


In speaking under this head one is reminded of what was 
said last year, which might well be said again, for this is a 
department of religious work in prisons where the Chaplain 
has an opportunity to know the men as they have to know 
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the Chaplain. The sick have been visited in the hospital, 
and those about to be discharged have been counselled and 
advised as the rules and regulations require. 

Mrs. Florence Spooner has continued the Wednesday 
afternoon services for the women, and I have played the 
organ for the hymn-singing as occasion required. 

With all these religious agencies at work I trust much 
has been done to stir up and stimulate the true Christian 
spirit among the inmates. Again [ want to put on record 
my sincere appreciation of all that my friend and co-laborer, 
the Rev. Matthew J. Flaherty, has done in assisting in every 
possible way the work in the literary and religious depart- 
ment of this institution.

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TEACHERS’ REPORT. 


SoutH Boston, January 31, 1902. 
Cou. JOHN C. WHITON, 


Master of the House of Correction: 


S1r, — I herewith submit to you the fifth annual report of 
the school attached to this institution. During the scholastic 
year just ended 151 men have entered the school; of this 
number 74 still remain as pupils, the others having been dis- 
charged, transferred or pardoned. 

The main object of this school is to instruct and teach the 
illiterate the arts of reading and writing the English lan- 
guage, and also the elements of the science of numbers as 
far as the time limit of their imprisonment will permit. This 
main object has been further supplemented and enlarged so 
as to enable the younger men confined here to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to pursue those branches of study 
comprised in the curriculum of the grammar schools of 
Boston. 

For the purpose of convenience, and also to more rapidly 
facilitate the schedule of studies determined upon, the school 
is divided into four divisions or classes : 

I. In the first division are enrolled those who have never 
attended a school, and who are absolutely illiterate. These 
are mainly Italians, or men of foreign birth, whose previous 
condition in life precluded them from the possibility of 
acquiring an education. Here the real work of the school is 
done. There are other men in this class who, while they 
speak English, cannot either read or write it. 

Hence, individual instruction is, in every instance, given 
to each of the pupils in this class, and they are never per- 
mitted or required to read aloud until they are fully com- 
petent to do so. Reading, elementary spelling, writing and 
simple numbers are only taught in this class. 

Il. To the second division belong those pupils who have 
mastered the “ Primer.” They are then given the Second and 
Third Readers, and are required to spell all the words con- 
tained in their lessons. Dictation exercises are frequently 
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given in order that new words, recently memorized, may be 
indelibly fixed in the mind. Arithmetic, as far as the 
greatest common divisor, elementary grammar, and the 
fundamental principles of Geography are also taught. 

III. In this class are found young men whom force of 
circumstances did not permit to complete their grammar 
school education. 

These young men are taught Arithmetic as far as percent- 
age, reading, writing, spelling; Geography, English Gram- 
mar, and United States History receive due attention, and 
the principles governing each are carefully explained. 

IV. ‘The fourth may be termed the graduating class, in 
which the pupils are taught the higher branches of Arith- 
metic. Admission to this class is conceded as the reward of 
proficiency, and no one is allowed to attend until he has 
given satisfactory evidence to the teacher that he has the 
ability and intention to avail himself of the opportunities 
offered. 

Special attention is paid to Syntax and the art of English 
composition. Each pupil is required to correct faulty sen- 
tences on his slate, and to give the rules governing such cor- 
rections. Original compositions are required at stated 
intervals, and it is a pleasure to note the remarkable degree 
of proficiency evidenced in many of these tasks. 

The teacher at all times is willing to direct the pupils in 
their private readings, and the majority of them seek his 
advice and judgment in the special lines to be pursued. Itis 
to be regretted that the books which should be most specially 
recommended are not to be found in the catalogue, and it is 
to be hoped that this defect may be speedily remedied. 

Such, in brief, is an outline of the work done in the school 
attached to this Institution. 

When it is considered that pupils are entering and leaving 
the school almost every day, it is surprising to notice the 
work accomplished. A man enters wholly ignorant of his 
letters, and he leaves educated and enlightened; he faces life 
with new ideals and with a firm determination to continue 
his mental improvement; he is even thankful, in a certain 
sense, for his imprisonment, and he bids his teachers farewell 
with a grateful heart. 

Of the 151 pupils who entered the school this year only 
one left of whom it can be said that he did not profit by its 
advantages. This, of itself, proves that the pupils are only 
too glad to be educated. 

It is respectfully recommended that the present copy books 
of “ Vertical-writing”’ be discarded, and that others better 
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suited to the needs of this school be substituted in their 
stead; likewise, that English Grammars of more modern date 
be introduced in order that this very essential study may be 
more speedily advanced. 

The teacher most cordially thanks Mr. John B. Davidson 
for his able and efficient assistance in the work of the school- 
room, and trusts that the same success may attend their joint 
efforts in the future as in the past. 

To the Rev. 8. Stanley Searing, our Chaplain, the teacher 
expresses his heartfelt thanks for his many kind words of 
encouragement and advice, and in a special manner does he 
thank him for his present of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, 
which filled a desideratum in the school-room. 

The teacher takes this opportunity to accord and gratefully 
express his thanks to the Master and Deputy Master for 
their many courtesies and kindnesses extended to him. They 
have always cheerfully aided him in his work, and have 
always manifested a deep interest in the cause of prison 
education.

My DEAR Sir,—I have the honor to submit my annual 
report of this institution for the year ending January 31, 
1902. 

The average number of prisoners has been much smaller 
during the past year than it was during the year ending 
January 31, 1901. On February 1, 1901, there were 701 
men, 248 women —a total of 949 prisoners — confined here. 
To-day there are but 608 men, 188 women —a total of 796 
— a falling off of 93 men, 60 women, and 153 total. 

The foundation for the new prison is partly laid. Owing 
to the cold weather I was obliged to discontinue work on the 
prison, with the exception of excavating, which has kept the 
men employed so far. I am given to understand that 
the work of laying the foundations and building will be taken 
up again in March. 

The wharf must be attended to during the ensuing year. 
I have patched it until there is not much left to patch, and if it 
is not put in better condition accidents are liable to happen. 

There is also need of a new coal shed. 

The steam-heating, cooking and dynamos should be con- 
solidated into one plant. ‘This would prove a saving in many 
ways, and would well pay the interest on the money expended 
in making the changes. Itis most desirable that these 
improvements be made before the new prison for women’is 
completed. 

The farm products were not quite as large as usual, as the 
season was not very favorable. The farm stock is in good 
condition. ‘The following table shows the products:

There has been given to discharged prisoners during the 
year 83 dresses, 93 skirts, 12 hoods, 11 shawls, 66 pairs 
women’s shoes, 218 pairs women’s hose, 223 pairs drawers, 
104 chemises, 157 coats, 271 shirts, 8 pairs overalls, 290 
pants, 702 pairs socks, 203 vests, 243 pairs shoes, 464 hats, 
68 overcoats, 27 caps and 122 full suits. 

The fines of 681 prisoners, amounting to $5,456, have 
been paid to the County Collector by me. 

I concur in the opinion of Superintendent Scott of the 
Massachusetts Reformatory that a system of pensioning the 
officers who have grown old in the prison service would be 
wise. 

My relations with my Deputy, Mr. Lorenzo D. Perkins, 
and all my officers, matrons and nurses have been very 
cordial. 

For their support and loyalty I am very grateful. 

The usual statistical tables, together with the reports of 
the Rev. W. B. Toulmin, the Rev. P. H. Brennan and 
Albert A. Taft, M.D., are annexed. 

In conclusion, I beg to state that I am not unmindful of 
the great debt I owe you and your associate, Mr. Foss, for 
the unabated interest you have taken in the welfare of this 
institution.

DEAR Str,—I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1902: 

The result of the past year’s work is encouraging. Many 
of the inmates have shown ‘an interest in a better life, and 
some no doubt have made lasting reformation. 

The regular services have been held each Sunday at Deer, 
Long and Rainsford Islands. In addition to these preaching 
services, funeral and baptismal rites have been administered, 
and many calls made on the sick in the hospitals of Deer 
and Long Islands. Social services have been held at Deer 
Island each Tuesday evening and at Long Island each 
Wednesday evening. 

Many hours have been devoted to interviews with individ- 
ual prisoners who have come for advice and help. Many 
come to ask help in obtaining work after leaving prison, and 
so far as is possible every call is faithfully attended to. 

The choir, which 1s composed of inmates, deserves much — 
credit for the enthusiasm and interest with which it works. 
Miss Baker, the organist, is ever present to assist the choir 
services. | 

As may be expected, the library continues to afford 
much pleasure and instruction, and is well patronized by 
both employees and inmates. ‘There are at the present time 
over 5,600 books and magazines in the library. The books 
are circulated weekly. I desire to express my appreciation 
of the donations from ‘the Hospital Newspaper Society. 

Thanking you for the encouragement you have given, all 
of which adds so much to the pleasure of my work, I enter 
hopefully upon the duties of the ensuing year.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


February 1, 1902. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir, —In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I beg to submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department for 
the year ending January 31, 19QQ. 

My appointment as Superintendent of Public Buildings 
having been confirmed, I took charge of the department Jan- 
uary 28,°1902. 

This department has the care and custody of the Ambu- 
lance Station, South Boston, of all buildings in use for city 
offices, market purposes, halls for public meetings, and the 
several county buildings; also, hired buildings or parts of the 
same for city offices, county courts, ward-rooms, and armor- 
ies ; also, contracts for and supplies fuel for all departments 
of the city and county, not otherwise provided for; this in- 
cludes the Police, Fire, Park, Health, Bath, Public Buildings, 
Library, Public Grounds, Cemetery, and Market Depart- 
ments, the Street Department, and Paving, Sanitary, Street 
Cleaning, Sewer, and Bridge Divisions of the same, and the 
Quarantine Station at Gallop’s Island; also, the police and 
fire boats. Requisitions are made by each department as 
needed, the quantity and quality is weighed and inspected, 
and certified to by an employee of this department. 
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Because of the fact that the several departments of the city 
have in their charge complete electrical plants for generating 
power, light, etc., it was deemed advisable, after the abolition 
of the Electrical Construction Division, to retain in the em- 
ploy of this department, an electrical engineer who practically 
had the supervision of the installation of nearly all of this 
apparatus, including the plants on all the ferry-boats, insane 
hospitals (Austin and Pierce Farms), City Hospital, all of 
the various institutions located on the islands in the harbor, 
the various drawbridges propelled by electricity, and the 
plant at the Pumping Station, Cow Pasture. 

His duties are to furnish other departments, free of ex- 
pense, at their request, with plans and expert advice on all 
matters pertaining to this line of work, also the frequent 
testing of the candle-power of the incandescent lamps fur- 
nished the city, in order that the correct standard of the same 
may be maintained, and the city receive the full advantage of 
the light charged for. The saving made to the city in this 
particular item has been considerable during the past year. 

A concise statement of the several departments which have 
taken advantage of the opportunities presented will be found 
under separate heading. 

The following buildings, or parts of the same, are hired 
for municipal purposes :

The Architect Division, formerly connected with the 
Engineering Department, was transferred to and made a 
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division of this department on May 11, 1900, and a state- 
ment of its doings will be found at the end of this report. 

The Ambulance Station is located on land leased of the 
Carney Hospital. The service began in May, 1900, and has 
proved to be a great benefit to the district, the number of 
cases handled having increased almost two-fold, which made 
it necessary to provide an additional ambulance, new horse 
and equipment.

I find that during the past four or five years the appropria- 
tions for repairs, alterations, etc., of Police, Fire and Street 
Department buildings have been made direct to the several 
departments, they doing the repairs, and having charge of 
carrying on the work. 

The following will give a general idea of the repair work 
done in the different municipal buildings during the past 
year: 


City Hall.

sidewalk in rear of City Hall; large rug in Assessors’ office ; 
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repairing and restufling two large sofas in Aldermen’s room ; 
new fireplace, grate, and fitting same, Mayor’s office; new 
mahogany roll-top desk, Street Commissioners’; putting in 
new wash-bow! in Street Department; whitening walls in 
Assessors’; bronzing radiator pipes in Council Chamber ; 
changing over steam heating pipes in basement; four new 
ventilators; new electrical and gas chandeliers in Alder- 
men’s private room; new lever and pilot valve, and fitting 
up channel irons; installing electrical exhaust fan in Asses-

for buildings; general repairs on heating system, plumbing,

Removed sink, etc., from 994 Washington street, and installed 
suitable plumbing facilities, with gas, hot water heater, for 
inspectors at new quarters in Huntington Chambers. New 
furniture, rugs, tables, etc. 


Smith School, Joy Street. 


New gravel roof in part and repairing slate roof; repairing 
doors, window sashes, etc.; installing two new galvanized 
iron ventilators; repaired plumbing and replastered entire 
interior. 


Storehouse, Wareham Street. 


Repairing plaster on walls; installing electric fixtures for 
entire buildings; hanging 18 window shades; putting in new 
doors, window sashes, cords, etc.; new hard pine flooring ; 
installing new radiators, etc., for heating system; new iron 
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pipe for waste to sewer, new trap, cesspools, tank and 
enamelled slop sink; staining and varnishing office floors ; 
lettering office doors; new large case of drawers in office ; 
installing 14 special desk lamps; installing one combi- 
nation dynamo and engine for lighting building; repair- 
ing slate roofing and flashings, galvanized iron bars and 
gutter dogs; new grates for boiler, and painting interior of 
building. 


Old Town Hall, Brighton. 


General new fitting up of ward-room and G.A.R. Hall; new 
plumbing, painting, plastering and*carpenter work ; installing 
new ventilators; repairing old roof and putting on new 
gutters; installing electric wiring and fixtures throughout 
building.

General carpenter work in basement; new hard pine stairs, 
doors, partition fences, casings, etc.; also two large circu- 
lar windows; painting interior of ward-room; tearing out 
old boiler and furnace; new cement floor in boiler room; 
bricking up holes; wire lathing, and plastering ceiling ;

General repairs on roof. 


Ward-room 20. 


Installing new boiler flue. 


Company HH, 5th Regiment. 
Putting on new conductors; installing new plumbing system, 
including urinals, closets, etc. 
Company L, 6th Regiment. 


Installing new electrical wiring and fixtures. 


Company D, ist Battalion of Cavalry. 


Tearing out and replacing old plasters; washing off ceilings, 
walls and woodwork, and tinting same throughout. 


Ambulance Station. 


Changing gas-pipes; installing electric bells; building new 
ambulance wash-stand; new drain connecting sewer and 
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wash-stand; lining wall of room with zinc; building three 
piers beneath girders to support wash-stand; repairing abut- 
ters side stone wall; excavating and laying new concrete 
driveway. 


East Boston Court-house. 


Put in new girders and cased same; built five new piers and 
put in new flooring; painted, tinted and varnished the entire 
interior of court; carpeted court officers’ platform and laid 
linoleum on main floor; repaired stairway and plastered 
and whitewashed basement; concreted basement floor. 


South Boston Court-house. 


Repaired and painted roof; new windows, and painted wood- 
work on outside of building; painted, varnished and white- 
washed Juvenile Court-room.

Ward-room 17. 


Fitted up to be used temporarily for quarters of Roxbury Dis- 
trict Court during construction of new building. New oil- 
cloth throughout; excavating for new driveway; building 
enclosed passageway for conveyance of prisoners; repairing 
cellar walls; new underpinning and concreting; repairing 
furnaces and chimneys; painting interior of building; 
changing and building new partitions; building new prison- 
ers’ dock, witness stand and judge’s bench, also cell-rooms ; 
putting in new water-closet and urinals for officers and court ; 
running new vent-pipes and repairing roof; painting chapel 
in rear two coats, and fitting up rooms in same for judges 
and clerks. Installing electrical apparatus and incandescent 
lights ; repairing leak in water-pipe; tearing off old plaster- 
ing and replastering same. New paper hanging and window 
shades. 


Brighton Court-house. 


These rooms had all been put in good condition, and when 
about finished a fire started in closet of judge’s room which 
necessitated an entire renovation, including plastering, ceil- 
ings, etc., painting entire interior, new doors, floors and 
windows, curtains, desks, tables, carpets, ete. Entire new 
hot water heating plant was installed in basement for heat- 
ing of court-rooms. 


The following will show the new work being done and 
parcels purchased during the year : 
Municipal Building, Ward 23. 


This site located at the corner of Hastings and Centre streets, 
West Roxbury, containing 9,987 square feet of land on 
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which is located a wooden frame building, and occupied as a 
club-house by the Highland Club, who were the owners. In 
the basement are located the kitchen, bowling-alleys, etc. ; 
the first floor contains parlor, reading and card rooms, also 
billiard-rooms, and the second or top floor is a large enter- 
tainment hall. The intention being to remodel this building 
for a Branch Public Library and other municipal purposes. 


Municipal Building, Upham’s Corner, Ward 16. 


This site located at the corner of Bird street and Columbia 
road, containing 13,244 square feet, was purchased of S. 
Louise Ford e¢ als. The architect, William H. Besarick, 
has prepared plans for a new municipal building, and work 
on same has just been started by The Morrill & Whiton 
Construction Company, who have been awarded the contract 
for building. 


Ward-room and Gymnasium, Ward 8. 


The estate at 17 Blossom street was purchased in 1900 of 
Lydia W. Burr, and a ward-room and gymnasium building, 
of which Mr. Harrison H. Atwood is the architect and Mr. 
Henry McGahey the builder, is fast nearing completion. 
This building which is 41 by 100 feet, is one story high, with 
very high basement, is constructed of brick with steel floor 
beams and steel roof construction, covered with flexible 
cement roofing materials and copper skylights, the building 
contains all modern appliances for heating, plumbing, etc., 
and is finished throughout with ash finish. 


New Roxbury Court-house. 


This building located on site of Old Court-house building on 
Roxbury street, Ward 18, is expected to meet the growing 
demands of the district, it sets back thirty feet from the 
street and covers an area of about 10,000 square feet, is two 
stories high, with high basement, built of red brick with Ohio 
freestone trimmings, pitched and flat roof covered with slate 
and composition. The first floor and roof is constructed of 
steel beams and expanded metal and concrete, the second 
floor is of wooden construction. In the basement are located 
the cells and heating apparatus; on the first floor are the 
ward-room, clerk’s room, toilet rooms, main stairway and 
lobby, and on the second floog are the Criminal and Civil 
Courts, Judge’s offices, probation officers and clerk’s offices, 
consultation rooms, étc. The building, of which Mr. J. Law- 
rence Berry is the architect and Messrs. W. A. & H. A. 
Root the builders, will be completed about June 1, 1902. 


Police Department, Stable and Wagon House. 


This stable and wagon house, intended for use of Police 
Department, was erected on land owned by the city, located

in the rear of Police Station 16; the plans were made by this 
department, and the contract for building awarded to Messrs. 
Howard Brothers. The building is of brick 35 by 100 feet, and 
contains accommodations for twenty horses, with all latest 
appliances for heating, ventilation, gas and electric fixtures, 
plumbing, etc. 


Grounds for Rifle Practice. 


The authorities of the City of Woburn having advised that the 
rifle practice by the City Militia, then being done, was con- 
sidered dangerous, it was considered advisable that the city 
should purchase a site of its own, which was done January 
3, 1902, by purchasing land located in Woburn and Wil- 
mington, of J. Lawrence Sullivan. 


Auditing Department Vaults, City Hall. 


This vault was built for the purpose of having the City Audi- 
tor’s records safe from fire, etc. It occupies a space of 
about 1,000 square feet, located underground in front of the 
east wing of City Hall. It is built of concrete walls and 
flooring, the roof consisting of steel beams and expanded 
metal laid with cement concrete, and the whole mopped 
with three ply tar paper and hot asphaltum, making 
same water-proof. The top is covered with three feet 
of loam which is to be graded and sodded. ‘The interior 
is lined with white enamelled brick, which is set off 
four inches from the main wall, thereby allowing a free 
current of air out through the wire grills and ventilators 
in the roof. The vault is fitted with combination locked 
iron fireproof doors; also steam heat and electric lighting 
installed.

In presenting the report of this department for the year 
1901 I would like to call attention to the fact that, begin- 
ning with this year (1902), the type-written form of record 
has been substituted for the hand-written form as being 
superior in all the details that make a presentable record for 
public convenience. : 

I would beg also to call attention to the statistical division 
of the report, which, presented last year for the first time, was 
received with favorable comment, and which is greatly im- 
proved in this report in respect to the increased amount of 
information furnished and the manner of its presentation. 
The Board of Health furnishes the death statistics of the 
city as a whole, but there has been a number of requests of 
late years for information regarding the vital statisties of the 
city based upon the area and population of the ward divisions, 
and an endeavor has been made in this report to supply this 
information from the records of this department and other 
official and authoritative sources ; and, I trust, the result will, 
in part, at least, meet the requirements of all interested in 
the vital statistics of our city. 

The work on the consolidated indexes of the records of 
births, deaths and marriages from 1882 to 1900 has made 
very favorable progress; the deaths for that period are com- 
pleted, one set of 10 years’ indexes of births, the same of 
marriages, and the cards for the remaining 9 years of births 
will be completed this year; the second set of births and 
marriages will be completed the coming year; it will then 
be possible to find the index number of any recorded event 
in this department between 1849 and 1900 in one of the four 
books of consolidated indexes covering this period, an advan- 
tage in the saving of time, and economy of space, that will be 
fully appreciated by those whose business or inclination re- 
quires a frequent consultation of the records. 

A volume of the Record Reports, No. 30 of the series, is 
nearly ready for publication; this volume will contain the 
Boston marriages from 1752 to 1809. This will be closely 
tollowed by Vol. 31, * The Boston Town Records from 1784 
fo 1796,” and Vol. 82, “The Aspinwall Notarial Records, 
1644-1651.” The work on each of these volumes is so 
nearly completed that their early publication and distribution 
can be confidently announced. 
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DEATHS IN BOSTON IN 1901. 


There were 11,305 deaths recorded by this department in 1901, 
a decrease of 365 from the number recorded in 1900, or 3.13 per 
cent. 

The population of Boston being estimated at 574,634, the fol- 
lowing table, based on that estimate, will show the mortality in 
different classes of the population and the death rates of each. 
The death rate on the whole number of deaths occurring in the 
city was 19.67.

The rate of mortality in 1901 was 1.14 per cent. less than the 
rate for 1900. 

Decedents were divided as to sex as follows: Males, 5,908, 
females, 5,397, a decrease in the number of male deaths for 1900 
of 76, or 1.27 per cent. ; the decrease in the number of deaths of 
females was 289, or 9. 08 per cent. 

The number of decedents who were residents of Boston was 
10,108 (5,194 males and 4,914 females), or 75 less males and 
222 less females than in 1900. 

The number of non-residents who died in Boston was 886 
(535 males and 351 females), which was an increase of 102 (75 
males and 27 females) over the non-resident deaths of 1900. 

The number of deaths recorded with residence unknown was 
311 (males 179, females 132), a decrease of 170 (76 males and 
94 females) from the record of 1900.

There were 648 still-born infants, which are not included in 
the total number of deaths as given above. 

The greatest age attained by a decedent in 1901 was 106 years. 
This was a white female, widowed, born in Maine, where her 
parents were also born. 

Of other deaths occurring at the age of 95 years or more, there 
were 12: 2 males, 1 female at 95 years; 2 males and 1 female at 
96 years; 2 males, 1 female at 97 years; 2 males at 98 years, and 
1 female at 99 years, in all 8 males and 4 females. Of these, 8 
were American born, 5 males and 8 females; 1 male was born 
in Nova Scotia, 1 in Germany, and 1 in Ireland, and 1 female 
in Iveland; 2 males and 1 female were married, all the others 
were widowed ; 1 female was colored. . 

Table I. shows the number of deaths in each of the wards, the 
number of non-residents, and of those whose residence was un- 
known, by age periods. ‘The greatest number of deaths in any 
ward was 640 in Ward 13, closely followed by Ward 6 with 635 
deaths. The least number of deaths in any ward was 263 in 
Ward 4. 

Table II. shows the population (estimated) of each ward, the 
number of deaths in each, and the ratios and percentages of each, 
for 1901.

Greatest and Least Mortality in Wards.—The greatest mortal- 
ity in any ward, based on the total mortality of the city, is shown 
by the table to have been in Ward 13, where 640 persons, or 5.66 
per cent. of the total mortality, died, and the lowest mortality on 
the same basis was in Ward 4, with 2638 deaths, or 2.32 per cent. 
of the total mortality; the greatest mortality on the basis of the 
ward population occurred in Ward 13, 2.73 per cent., and the 
lowest mortality was in Ward 24, 1.30 per cent. In Ward 13 
there was one death to every 36 persons, and in Ward 24, one 
death to every 74 persons. ) 

Greatest and Least Mortality of Children in Wards. — The 
sreatest number of deaths of children under 1 year was 
in Ward 6, 157, or 7.57 per cent. of the total number of deaths 
under 1 year, and the lowest mortality of children under | year 
was in Ward 11, 30, or 1.44 per cent. The greatest mortality 
among children between 1 and 5 years of age was in Ward 6, 
115, or 10.25 per cent. of the mortality of that age period, and 
the lowest number of deaths between 1 and 5 years of age was in 
Ward 11, 18, or 1.60 per cent. The greatest number of deaths 
under 5 years was in Ward 6, 272, and the least number was in 
Ward 11, 48. The total number of decedents under 1 year of 
age in the city, including non-residents and of unknown residence, 
was 2,285, or 20.21 per cent. of the whole number of deaths ; the 
whole number of deaths of children of 5 years and under was 
3,478, or 30.76 per cent. of the whole number of deaths. 


ApuLT MorTALITY. 


Of persons dying between the ages of 20 and 70 years, there 
were 5,723; this number was 50.62 per cent. of the whole number 
of deaths in the city. The greatest number of deaths in any age- 
period between these years was 643 in the 35 to 40 year period ; 
this was 11.23 per cent. of the number of deaths between 20 and 
70 years, and 5.68 per cent. of the total number of deaths. Of 
the decedents of 70 years of age and over, there were 1,391; this 
number is 19.55 per cent. of the total number of deaths of 
persons over 20 years of age, and 12.30 per cent. of the whole 
number of deaths. 


Sex AND AGE-PERIODS. 


There were 5,908 male and 5,397 female decedents in the year 
1901; 1,260 males, or 21.32 per, cent., and 1,025 females, or 
18.99 per cent., died at less than 1 year of age; 1,915 males, or 
32.41 per cent., and 1,563 females, or 28.96 per cent., died under 
5 years of age. 
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Between the ages of 5 and 20 years there were 713 decedents, 
857 males, 356 females; the males were 6.04 per cent. and the 
females 6.04 per cent. of the total mortality of the city. 

The number of deaths of males between the ages of 20 and 70 
was 3,076, or 52.06 per cent., and of females 2,647, or 49.04 per 
cent. of the total mortality. 

The male decedents 70 years of age and over were 560, or 9.47 
per cent., and the female decedents of the same age were 831, or 
15.40 per cent. of the total mortality of the city. 


Dratus oF CoLoreD Persons. (Tas Le III.) 


There were 349 colored persons recorded among the deaths for 
1901; this includes all other than white persons; there were 199 
males and 150 females. ‘These deaths were 3.08 per cent. of the 
total mortality of the year; 68 were under 1 year of age, or 
19.60 per cent., and 108 were less than 5 years of age, or 30.94 
per cent.; 186, or 53.29 per cent., died between the ages of 20 
and 70 years. ‘These deaths included 27 Chinese, all males but 
one. 

DEATHS. — REsIDENTS OF Boston. 


Sexes and Age Periods. — There were 10,108 deaths recorded 
of residents of Boston: Males, 5,194; females, 4,914. The 
whole number of deaths under 1 year was 2,074, which was 
20.51 per cent. of the total mortality of residents. As to sex, 
there were 1,133 males and 941 females; the 1,133 males were 
21.81 per cent. of the whole number of males, and the 941 
females were 19.15 per cent. of the whole number of females. 

The whole number of deaths under 5 years was 3,196, which 
was 31.61 per cent. of the total mortality, showing that nearly 
one-third of the children born in Boston do not live beyond 5 
years; there were, in this number, 1,746 males and 1,450 
females; the males were 33.61 per cent. of the whole number of 
male deaths, or more than one-third, and the females were 29.5 
per cent. of the whole number of females. 

The whole number of deaths between 20 and 70 years 
of age was 5,009, or 49.55 per cent. of the total mortality ; 
there were 2,626 males, or 50.55 per cent. of the whole number 
of males, and 2,383 females, or 48.49 per cent. of the whole 
number of females. 

The number of decedents of 70 years or more was 1,261, or 
12.47 per cent. of the total mortality; there were 502 males, or 
9.66 per cent. of the whole number of males, and 759 females, 
or 15.44 per cent. of the whole number of females. 

The greatest number of deaths of adult residents in any age 
period was 558, in the period between 35 and 40 years.

recorded; there were 535 males and 351 females; of these, 115, 
or about 13 per cent., were under 5 years of age; the greatest 
number of deaths for any age period was 80, between the ages of 
25 and 30 years. 

The deaths of non-residents in Boston were 102 less than in 
1900. 


DeratHs. — RESIDENCE UNKNOWN. 


The deaths recorded where residence was unknown were 511 in 
number, 170 less than in 1900; of these, 179 were males and 132 
females; 167, or more than half, were under 5 years of age; 
the greatest number in any adult age period was 19, in the 70 to 
75 year period. 


DEATHS. — RESIDENTS OF Boston, ConsuGaL ConpbITION BY AGE 
Periops. (Tasers IV. anv V.) 


Of the residents of Boston who died in 1901, 5,840 were never 
married, 3,057 were married at time of death, 1,659 were 
widowed, 26 were divorced, and of 28 the conjugal condition 
was unknown. 

Deaths of Single Persons, Adults. —There were 1,502 
persons above the age of 20 years who died unmarried; as the 
total number of deaths above the age of 20 years was 6,270, the 
number of decedents above the age of 20 who died unmarried 
was 24 per cent. of the whole number of decedents of that class ; 
of these, 898 were males and 604 females. ~ 

The oldest single male decedent was over 85 years of age; 
there were three unmarried female decedents between the ages of 
90 and 95 years. 

Deaths of Married Persons. — There were 3,057 deaths of 
persons who were married at the time of death, or 30.24 per cent. 
of the whole number of deaths; of these, 1,665 were males and 
1,892 were females; the married males were 32.05 per cent. and 
the married females 28.32 per cent. of the total number of males 
and females, respectively. Of married males less than 20 years 
of age there were none; of married females of the same age period 
there were 7; of married males over 90 years of age there were 
9; of married females over 90 years of age there were 2. 

The greatest number of married persons that died in any ward 
(both sexes) was 169 in Ward 153. 

The greatest number of married males that died in any ward 
was 97, in Ward 6; the greatest number of married females that 
died in any ward was 79, in Ward 138. 

The lowest number of married male decedents in any ward was 
44, each in Wards 4, 16, 25; the least number of married female 
decedents was 32, in Ward 4. 

Preponderance of Sex, by Age Periods. — In considering the 
deaths of married persons, by groups of age-periods as to prepon- 
derance of sexes, it is found that the total of the first three periods, 
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20-25, 25-30, and 30-35 years, is 282 males and 391 females, 
an excess of females of 109 in a total of 673, or 16.2 per cent. of 
these three periods, the greatest excess of females was in the 
25-30 year period, 61; the excess of females in the 20-25 year 
period was 49, in a total of 98. In the second group of age- 
periods, 85-40, 40-45, and 45-50 years, the totals are 488 males 
and 443 females, an excess of males of 45 in a total of 981, or 
4.8 per cent. Of these three periods, the greatest excess of males 
was in the 45-50 year period, 29 in a total of 279. In the next 
group of age periods, 50-55, 55-60, and 60-65 years, the total 
number of deaths is 836, and the excess of males is 188, or 16.5 
per cent. ; the greatest excess of males for any of these age periods 
is 57, in ‘the 55-60 year period, with a total of 287. The next 
group, comprising the 65-70, 70-75, and 75-80 year periods, has 
an excess of males of 154 in a total of 530, or 29.05 per cent. ; 
the greatest excess of males in any of these periods is in the 65- 
70 year period, 71 in a total of 245. The fifth and last group 
comprises the 80-85, 85-90, 90-95, and 95 and over periods, 
with a total of 87 deaths, and an excess of males of 53, or 61 
per cent.; the greatest excess of males in any of these periods 
was 39, in the 80-85 year period, in a total of 53. This was the 
largest relative male excess for any age period ; the least excess 
of males was in the 80-35 year period, 1 in a total of 321. 

Number of Deaths 6f Married Persons of each Sex before and 
after the Age of 50 Years. (See also Table V.) — Between the 
ages of 20 and 50 years, 770 married males and 834 married 
females died, an excess of females of 64 in a total of both sexes 
of 1,604, or 4 per cent; between the ages of 50 and 80 years, 
829 married males and 537 married females died, an excess of 
292 males in a total of 1,366 of both sexes, or 21.37 per cent. 
There were 87 deaths of persons over 80 years of age; of these 
70 were males and 17 females; the excess of males in this period 
has been previously stated. 

By the above statement it is shown that in the denvns of mar- 
ried persons up to 50 years of age, the females were in excess 
about 4 per cent.; and above 50 years, and under 80, the males 
were in excess about 22 per cent., and above 80 years about 60 
per cent. 

The greatest number of deaths of married males in any age- 
period was 180 in the 85-40 year pero0 and of married females 
171 in the same period. 

Deaths of Widowed Persons. — There were 1,659 deaths of 
widowed persons in 1901; this number was 26.45 per cent. of the 
whole number of deaths of persons over 20 years of age; there 
were 531 males and 1,128 females; the males were 14.60 per 
cent. and the females 82.43 per cent. of the whole number of 
deaths of persons over 20 years of age. 

Preponderance of Females among Deaths of Widowed 
Persons, by Age-Periods.—In the first three age-periods 
beginning with 20 years, the 20-25, 25-30, and 30-35 year 
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periods, there were 9 males and 18 females, the excess of females 
being 100 per cent. In the 20-25 year period there were no widowed 
males and 3 widowed females; in the 25-30 year period there 
were 5 of each, and in the 30-35 year period 4 males and 10 
females. In the second group of age-periods, 85-40, 40-45, 
and 45-50 years, the males were 61 and the females 103, an 
excess of females of 42, or 25.76 per cent. in a total of 163. 

In the third period, 50-55, 55-60, and 60-65 years, the widowed 
males were 158, the females 509, an excess of females of 151, or 
32.33 per cent. in a total of 467. 

In the fourth period, 65-70, 70-75, and 75-80 years, the num- 
ber of male deaths was 209, the females 458, an excess of 249 
females, or 37.33 per cent. in a total of 667. 

In the fifth period, 80-85, 85-90, 90-95, and 95 years and 
over, the widowed males were 94 and the females 240, an exccss 
of 146, or 43.71 per cent. in a total of 334. 

The widowed males who died before reaching the 50th year 
were 70, or 13.18 per cent., the females 121, or 10.72 per cent. 
of the whole number of widowed males and females respect- 
ively. 

The greatest number of deaths of widowed persons in. any age- 
period was 232, in the 70 to 75 year period, 65 males and 167 
females. | 

The greatest number of widowed males in any age-period was 
67, in the 75-80 period, and the greatest number of widowed 
females in any age-period was 167, in the 70—75 year period. 

Deaths of Divorced Persons. —The number of persons who 
were divorced at time of death was 26—12 males, 14 females. 
Of the males, 4 were between 30 and 50 years, and 8 between 50 
and 75 years. Of the females, 2 were between 20 and 30 years, 
7 between 30 and 50 years, and 5 between 50 and 65 years. 

— Deaths, Conjugal Condition Unknown. —The number of 
decedents whose conjugal condition was unknown was 26 — 22 
males, 4 females.

_ The number of persons that died in Boston in 1901, whose 
place of residence was elsewhere, was 886 — males, 535; females, 
351. These 886 deaths were 7.83 per cent. of the total mortality 
of the city, the males being 9.05 per cent., and the females 6.5 
per cent. of the whole number of male and female deaths respect- 
ively. 

Of these non-resident decedents, 391 were single, 366 were - 
married, 120 were widowed, and 7 were divorced. Of 2 the con- 
jugal condition was unknown; 71 were under 1 year of age, 41 
males and 30 females; 16 were between 1 and 2 years, 11 males 
and 5 females; 28 were between 2 and 5 years, 17 males and 11 
females; 68 were between 5 and 20 years, 36 males and 32 
females, and of these 1 female was married.

Deaths, Non-Residents, Single Persons, Adults. —'There 
were 209 non-resident decedents over 20 years of age who died 
unmarried, 139 males and 70 females. Of these, 88 males and 
34 females died before reaching 35 years of age, 35 males and 15 
females died between 35 and 50 years, 7 males and 11 females 
between 50 and 65 years, 8 males and 9 females between 65 and 
80 years, and 1 male and 1 female over 80 years, so that up 
to the 50th year of age the male decedents were in excess, and 
beyond 50 years the female decedents were in excess. 

Deaths, Non-Residents, Married Persons, Age-Periods. — 
There were 366 married persons recorded as non-resident deaths — 
231 males, 135 females. Of these, 77—388 males and 39 
females — died at ages between 20 and 385 years; 142 — 84 
males and 58 females — between 35 and 50 years; 97 — 71 males 
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and 26 females — between 50 and 65 years; and 50— 388 males 
and 12 females — between 65 and 80 years. 

Deaths, Non-Residents, Widowed Persons. — There were 120 
widowed persons recorded among the deaths of non-residents in 
1901. There were 56 males and 64 females. Two males and 
1 female died at ages between 25 and 35 years; 7 males and 8 
females between 35 and 50 years; 19 males and 23 females 
between 50 and 65 years; 25 males and 28 females between 65 
and 80 years; and 38 males and 4 females at 80 or more years, 
the females predominating in every age-period but the first. 

There were 7 divorced persons, 2 males and 5 females, and 2 
whose conjugal condition was unknown, both males, among the 
non-resident deaths recorded. 

Deaths, Residence Unknown, Conjugal Condition. — There 
were 311 deaths recorded with residence unknown. This number 
was 2.75 per cent. of the total mortality of the city. There were 
179 males and 132 females; 140 were under 1 year, 18 between 
1 and 2 years and 9 between 2 and 5 years. ‘Those under 1 year 
were 86 males and 54 females; between 1 and 2 years, 9 males 
and 9 females; and between 2 and 5 years, 5 males and 4 
females, a total of 167; 100 males and 67 females under 5 years 
of age, or 53.7 per cent. of the whole number of deaths recorded 
as of unknown residence, 2 were recorded between 5 and 20 years 
of age, and of the remainder 50 were single, 34 males and 16 
females; 19 were married, 11 males, 8 females; 49 were 
widowed, 13 males, 86 females; 1, male, was divorced; and of 
23—21 males and 2 females—the conjugal condition was unknown. 

Deaths: Greatest and Least Numbers of the Different Divi- 
stons of Conjugal Condition in Ward Districts ; Single Per- 
sons. — The greatest number of deaths of single persons above 
the age of 20 years in any ward occurred in Ward 12, 97; the 
least number was in Ward 4, 28. The greatest number of deaths 
of males over 20 years. of age was 81 in Ward 6; the least 
number was 8 in Ward 1. ‘The greatest number of deaths of 
females over 20 years of age was 51 in Ward 12; the least 
number, 9 in Ward 15. 

Married Persons. — The greatest number of deaths of mar- 
ried persons in any ward was 169 in Ward 13; the least number 
was 76 in Ward 4. The greatest number of deaths of married 
males in any ward was 97 in Ward 6; the least number was 44 
in each of these Wards, 4, 16, 25. 

The greatest number of deaths of married females in any ward 
was 79 in Ward 13; the least number of married females in any 
ward was 32 in Ward 4. 

Widowed Persons.—The greatest number of deaths of 
widowed persons in any ward was 114 in Ward 17. This num- 
ber is greatly in excess of the general average of each ward, and 
a portion of the excess at least is due to the number of aged 
people who make their last residence at the Home for the Aged 
Poor on Dudley street in that ward. 
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The greatest number of widowed males in any ward was 39, 
and of the widowed females 75, both in Ward 17; the least 
number of widowed males was 8 in) Ward 25, and of females 
29 in Ward 5. 


AGES, AGGREGATE AND AVERAGE, RESIDENTS OF BOsTON, 


The aggregate ages of all the resident decedents one year of 
age and over was 355 ,797 years, and the average age was 44.28 
years; the aggregate age of the males was 184,096 years, and 
the average age 45.33 years; the aggregate ages of the females 
was 171,661 years, and the average age 43.21 years. Of course, 
the deaths under 1 year are far more numerous than those of 
any other period, practically amounting to one-fifth of the total 
mortality of all ages, and, if included in the general average, 
would tend to materially reduce the average age; but as the mor- 
tality rate is reduced over 70 per cent. in the two succeeding 
age-periods, or up to 5 years of age, and in no other age-period 
rises to 80 per cent. of the number of deaths under one year, it 
seems unfair to include these deaths as a part of the basis for an 
average age. Again, as some of these infants lived but a few 
minutes, or a few hours or days at the most, they can hardly be 
considered as a factor in the population, and for that reason 
should not be regarded in making up the average. ‘ 

To make the above statement more clear the exact ages ac- 
cording to the returns of those who were less than 1 year old at 
the time of death in Ward 6, will be given. ‘This ward had the 
oreatest number of deaths under 1 year, and will therefore fur- 
nish a greater variety of duration of life than any other. There 
were 157 deaths of this age-period, and of these 39 lived less 
than one month, 53 lived more than one month and less than six 
months —in all, almost 60 per cent. that did not live six months, 
Of those that lived less than one month, 2 lived less than one day, 
and 9 less than two days, and, including these, 29 out of 39 
lived less than two weeks. In Ward 25, a suburban district, where 
the detrimental effect on the lives of infants arising from an 
overcrowded tenement district like Ward 6, does not exist, there 
were 58 deaths under 1 year. Of these 26, or almost half the 
total mortality of that age-period, did not live one month. Of 
these, 2 lived five minutes, 1 ten minutes, 1 fifteen minutes, 10 
lived one day or less, and of the whole number only 4 lived more 
than two weeks. 

Of the 58 deaths, only 15 lived more than six months. LElimi- 
nating those who lived less than one day, and ageregating the du- 
ration of life of the 84 infants who died in Ward 6, we find that 

the average age was 8 months, 25 days. If we add these deaths 
under 1 year to those over that age, and use this average in de- 
termining the general average of age of all decedents, the aver- 
age age is 35.34 years. 
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Dratus.— MontHus anp Seasons. (Tasre VI.) 


The largest number of deaths in any month occurred in Janu- 
ary, 1,074; the smallest number occurred June, 815. The greatest 
number of deaths of residents of Boston in any month occurred 
in January, 969; the least number in June, 732. The largest 
number of deaths of non-residents occurred in April, 92; and the 
least number in March, 54. The greatest number of deaths of 
persons whose residence was unknown, in any month, was in July, 
35; and the least numberwas 11 in February. In the first quar- 
ter of the year there were 3,037 deaths, or 26.8 per cent. of the 
whole number. Inthe second quarter there were 2,749 deaths, or 
24.3 per cent., making a total of 5,786 deaths, or 51.1 per cent. 
Of the whole number of deaths in the first six months of the year 
the number of deaths for the third quarter was 2,814, and for the 
last quarter of the year 2,705. The deaths of the last quarter was 
23.9 per cent. of the total mortality, and the smallest number of 
deaths for any quarter-year period. 

Deaths: Quarter- Year Periods, Residents of Boston. —'The 
greatest number of deaths of residents of Boston for any quarter- 
year period was 2,757 in the first quarter; this number was 27.2 
per cent. of the whole number of deaths of residents. The number 
of deaths of residents in the second quarter-year was 2,434, or 
24.08 per cent. of the whole number; and the total for the two 
quarter-year periods was 5,191, or 51.3 per cent. of the whole 
number of deaths of residents, in the first six months of the year. 
The deaths of residents in the last quarter-year numbered 2,411. 
This was the smallest number in any quarter-year period, and was 
24.8 per cent. of the whole number of deaths of residents. 

Deaths: Quarter- Year Periods, Non-fesidents.— Of the 
deaths of non-residents, 221 occurred in the first quarter of the 
year, 235 in the second quarter, 213 in the third, and 217 in the 
last quarter-year. 

Deaths: Residents Unknown. — Of the deaths of persons whose 
residence was unknown the greatest number for any quarter- 
year period was 95 in the third quarter of the year; the least 
number was 59. In the first quarter there were 80, and 77 deaths 
of this class, respectively, in the second and last quarter-years.

Infant Mortality. —There were 2,285 deaths of infants under 
1 year of age; divided into sexes, there were 1,260 males and 
1,025 females ; the greatest number of these deaths in any month 
occurred in August, 361 deaths, or 15.7 per cent. of the total 
mortality of this age-period; the least number in any month was 
137, in December, or 5.9 per cent. of the total in this class. The 
following table will show the number of deaths, by sexes, for 
each month, and quarter-year period, of infants under the age of 
1 year. 

The infant mortality, or deaths at less than 1 year of age, 
was 20.2 per cent. of the total mortality; the males were 21.32 
per cent. of the total mortality of males, and the females 19 per 
cent. of the total mortality of females for the city.

Deratus. — Principat Causes By Warps. (Taser VIII.) 


Residents of Boston. — Of the 10,108 deaths of residents of 
Boston, 1,249, or 12.35 per cent., were returned as having died of 
Phthisis ; this number is only 12 less than the record of 1900. As 
there was a decrease of 365 in the total mortality for 1901 from 
the figures for 1900, and, as the decrease in the deaths of resi- 
dents of this city is practically 300 deaths, it shows that this 
disease maintains its place high up on the list of death causes for 
this lecality. In 1900 pneumonia was the leading cause of death 
in this city, with phthisis a close second; in 1901 phthisis leads 
as a cause of death, with pneumonia a still closer second than the 
former was in 1900. 

The deaths by pneumonia were 1,220 in number, or 12.06 per 
cent. Table VIII. shows the number of deaths from each of the 
principal causes, and the report of the Boston Board of Health. 
Table XIV. gives this information according to the Bertillon 
system of classification. 

Deaths by Violence, Accidental, Suicide and Homicide. 
(Table XIV.) — There were 441 deaths from accidental causes, 
93 suicides and 23 homicides recorded in 1901. ‘There was an in- 
erease of 54 accidental deaths, 15 suicides and 12 homicides 
over the record of these classes of deaths for 1900, or an increase 
of about 14 per cent. of accidental deaths, 19.23 per cent. of 
suicides, and 109 per cent. of homicides. Of the accidental 
deaths, 849 were males, and 92 females, an increase of 46 males 
and 8 females over the record for 1900. Of the suicides, 65 were 
males, and 28 females, an increase of 5 males and 10 females 
over the record of 1900. Of the homicides, 19 were males and 4 
were females, an increase of 8 males, and there were no female 
homicides recorded in 1900. 

Deaths by Violence, Residents of Boston. —Of the 441 acci- 
dental deaths recorded, 326 were of residents of Boston, an 
increase of 42; there were 245 males, and 81 females, an increase 
of 37 males and 5 females over the record for 1900. 
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Of the 93 suicides, 72 were residents of Boston, or cf _more 
than in 1900; of these 47 were males and 25 females, or 7 less 
males and 9 more females than in 1900. 

Of the 23 cases of homicide, 18 were residents of Boston, or 11 
more than in 1900; and of these 14 were males, or 7 more than in 
1900, and 4 were females, and, as previously stated, there were 
no cases of female homicide recorded in 1900. 

Cause of Accident, Method of Suicide, and Manner of Homi- 
cide. — The returns of deaths to this office are not always explicit 
enough in these details to compile a perfectly satisfactory and 
accurate table. Table XIV. gives these details as far as they are 
obtainable from the physicians’ returns. The most prolific source 
of accidental deaths is falls. These happen in such a variety of 
ways — some purely accidental, some under the influence of nar- 
cotics, stimulants, etc., some from diseased or abnormal conditions 
of the body or organs or mental faculties, that the true cause of 
death, namely, the condition of mind or body or nature, or cause 
of the fall itself can alone determine how these deaths by falls 
should be properly classified. There are 64 deaths returned as 
having been caused by a ‘‘ Fall,” and in a large majority of these 
cases that one word is all the detail given regarding the nature 
of the accident which was the cause of death. In the classification 
under the head of ‘* From Fractures, Ruptures, and Internal 
Injuries, etc.,” there are returned 66 deaths, a large percentage 
of which no ‘doubt should be classified with the above+ but no 
detail is given whereby any classification of the nature of the 
accident which caused the fracture, rupture, etc., is given in the 
return of death. It would seem as though, if these statistics 
were deemed of any value whatever, that the ‘yeporting physician 
might be a trifle more explicit as to the detail of manner in which 
the accident occurred. | 

The next largest number of accidental deaths is due to burning 
and scalding. The number is 72, and is an increase of 15 over 
the number recorded under the same cause in 1900. There were 
29 males and 45 females, an increase of 2 males and 13 females 
over the record for 1900. 

The deaths by railroad accidents (both steam and electric) 
form the third classification, in point of numbers, among the list 
of accidental deaths, there being 68 cases recorded under that 
head; but, as in the case of the ‘deaths classified under the head 
of ‘* Falls,” there is no doubt but that some of those returned as 
due to, ‘* fractures, ruptures, etc.,’’ are due to accidents happen- 
ing on railroads. There is an increase of 13 deaths from this 
cause over the record for 1900, but, as just explained, no relia- 
bility as to accuracy and completeness of this record can be 
assured. The other causes of accidental deaths, and number of 
cases of each, may be found in Table XIV. But one more cause 
will here be noted, that is the deaths by inhalation of illuminating 
gas, which number 7, or just one-half the number recorded in 
1900. 
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Suicide: Method of.—The taking of life by the use of fire- 
arms, in cases of suicide, leads the list of methods of self- 
destruction used in 1901 with 24 cases, or 3 more than in 1900; 
there were 22 males and 2 females. There were 21 males who 
used this method of suicide in 1900. 

Suicide by poisoning claims the next greatest number of victims, 
there being 23 cases, or 2 less than in 1900; of thege 13 were 
males and 10 females, as against 17 males and 8 females in 
1900. ‘The methods pursued to cause death in the remaining 
cases of suicide may be found by reference to Table XIV. 

FHlomicide. —In the list of homicidal deaths, the use of fire- 
arms caused the greatest number, 9; this is 6 more than the deaths 
of the same class in 1900, and included among the victims two 
females. There were no homicidal deaths of females in 1900. 
Of the balance of cases of homicide, 3 were by cutting or stab- 
bing, 2 by the use of the electric curreat (legal), 1 by strangula- 
tion (infanticide), 1 by violent blow or push, and in 7 cases the 
manner of causing death was not given on the return. 


Deatus. — NATIVITY OF DECEDENTS BY COUNTRY OF BIRTH IN 
Warp Divisions anp BY Sex. (TABLE X). 


Natives of the United States, Including Natives of Boston.* 
— The number of decedents classified as above was 2,454, or 21.70 
per cent. of the total mortality. This number with the 4,968 
Boston-born decedents censtitute 65.65 per cent. of the total 
mortality ; that is, the percentage of the total mortality of native- 
born decedents was 65.65 per cent. 

Of the 2,454 native-born decedents, 1,275 were males, and 1,179 
females. ‘The males were 21.58 per cent. of the total mortality 
of males, and the females were 21.84 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of females. 

The 1,275 males with the 2,684 males of Boston birth make a 
total of 3,959 American-born male decedents, or 67.01 per cent. of 
the total mortality of males; and the 1,179 females with the 2,284 
female decedents of Boston birth make a total of 3,463 American- 
born females, or 64.16 per cent. of the total mortality of females. 

Deaths, American Born, by Wards. — 'The greatest number of 
deaths of natives of the United States in any ward was 386 in 
Ward 13. There were 216 males and 170 females. This number 
included 200 Boston-born males and 162 Boston-born females. 
The total number of native-born decedents was 7,422, and the 386 
~ deaths in Ward 13 is 5.2 per cent. of this total mortality. The 
greatest number of male decedents of American birth were also 
residents of this ward. There were 216, or 5.4 per cent. of the 
total mortality of males of American birth. The greatest number 
of female decedents of American birth in any ward was 201 in 
Ward 20. This number was 5.8 per cent. of the total number of 
female decedents of American birth.

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The least number of deaths of persons of American birth in 
any ward was 174 in Ward 4, or 2.3 per cent. of the total mortal- 
ity of American-born persons. There were 83 males and 91 
females; the number included 63 males and 60 females who were 
born in Boston. The ward in which occurred the least number of 
males of American birth was Ward 4, with a record of 83 deaths, 
or 2.09 per cent. of the total mortality of males of American birth. 
The least number of females of American birth for any ward was 
Ward 5, 90 in number, or 2.6 per cent. of the total mortality of 
females of American birth.

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The foreign nativity most largely represented in our population 
and mortality is Ireland. The deaths of natives of Ireland were 
1,981 in number, or 17.52 per cent. of the total mortality, and 
51.02 per cent. of the total mortality of foreign-born decedents. 
The number of deaths of persons born in Ireland was 99 less 
than in 1900; there were 5 more males and 104 less females. 

The greatest number of deaths of natives of Ireland, in any 
ward, was in Ward 138; they were 185 in number, or 9.33 per 
cent. of the total mortality of natives of Ireland. 

The least number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any ward 
is 26, in Ward 11, or 1.31 per cent. of the total mortality of the 
natives of Ireland. 

The natives of the British Provinces of North America are the 
next in order among our decedents of foreign birth. They num- 
ber 764, as against 787 in 1900. This number was 6.75 per 
cent. of the total mortality, and 19.67 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of foreign-born decedents. The ward in which the greatest 
number of deaths of natives of the British Provinces occurred 
was Ward 17. The number of deaths was 45, or 5.89 per cent. 
of the total mortality of natives of the British Provinces; the 
least number of deaths of this nativity in any ward was 10, in 
Ward 19, or less than 1 per cent. 

Great Britain was the country of birth of the next largest num- 
ber of foreign-born decedents (including England, Scotland and 
Wales). The total of deaths was 308, or 2.72 per cent. of the 
total mortality, and 7.95 per cent. of the total mortality of 
foreign-born. ‘There were 7 less deaths of this nativity than 
in 1900. The wards in which the greatest number of these 
deaths occurred were in Wards 18 and 20, 17 in each, and Ward 
6 had the least number of deaths of this nativity, 2. 

There were 188 natives of Germany among the decedents of 
1901, or 1.66 per cent. of the total mortality, and 4.84 per cent. 
of the total mortality of foreign-born. ‘There were 104 males and 
84 females, and the total number was 13 less than in 1900. 

The ward in which the greatest number of these deaths occurred 
was Ward 22, 29 deaths, or 15.42 per cent. of the total mortality 
of German-born decedents. In several wards there is but 1 death 
of this nativity recorded, and in Ward 4, none. 

Of natives of Italy there were returned 182 deaths, or 4.68 per 
cent. of the total mortality of foreign-born decedents, and 1.61 
per cent. of the total mortality of the city. There were 115 males 
and 67 females, and there were 11 more decedents of this nativity 
than in 1900. 

The ward in which the greatest number of these deaths occurred 
was Ward 6, 131 of the 182 being residents of this ward, or 72 
per cent. ‘There were 89 males and 42 females. 

The natives of Russia, Russian Poland and Finland form the 
next large element in our foreign-born population, and have the 
next largest number of deaths. The number is 135, which is 5 
less than in 1900. This number is 1.19 per cent. of the total 
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mortality, and about 4 per cent. of the total mortality of the 
foreign born. There were 67 males and 38 females. 

The ward in which the greatest number of these deaths occurred 
was Ward 8, there being 43. This number was 31.8 per cent. of 
the total mortality of natives of these countries. ‘There were 17 
males and 26 females. 

The decedents of no other foreign country specified in the table 
amounted to 1 per cent. of the total mortality. ‘There were 89 
natives of Sweden and Norway, 26 of China, 14 of France, 
10 of Turkey, 13 of Austria, 6 of Portugal, 9 of Holland, 5 of 
Belgium, 8 of Switzerland, 12 of Cuba and West Indies, and 25 
of all other foreign countries.

Both Parents Born in Boston. —The number of Boston-born 
decedents whose parents were also born in Boston is 481, or 4.25 
per cent. of the total mortality of the city, and 9.68 per cent. 
of the total mortality of natives of Boston., Of males there 
were 245; females, 236. 

The ward in which the greatest number of this class of deaths 
occurred is Ward 17; the number is 42, or 8.7 per cent. of the 
total mortality of this class. In three wards there were 9 deaths 
each of this class, the lowest number in any ward. 

One Parent Born in Boston. — Of those decedents of Boston 
birth who had one parent born in Boston there were 881, or 7.7 
per cent. of the total mortality of the city, and 17.7 per cent. of 
the total mortality of natives of Boston. ‘There were 483 males 
and 398 females. 

The ward in which the greatest number of deaths of this class 
occurred was Ward 21, and the number was 56, or 6.3 per cent. ; 
the ward in which the least number of these deaths occurred was 
Ward 6, 17, or not quite 2 per cent. of this class. 

Both Parents Native Born, not Including Boston. — There 
were 429 decedents whose parents were natives of the United 
States (excluding natives of Boston), or 3.7 per cent. of the total 
mortality of the city, and 8.6 per cent. of the total mortality of 
natives of Boston. ‘There were 230 males and 199 females. 

The ward in which the greatest number of deaths of this class 
occurred was Ward 20. The number was 45, or 10.4 per cent. 
The ward in which the least number of deaths of this class 
occurred was Ward 6, the number being 2. 

Father Native, Mother Foreign. — Of this class there were 
152 decedents, or 1.3 per cent. of the total mortality of the city, 
and 3.06 per cent. of the total mortality of natives of Boston. 
There were 90 males and 62 females. 

The ward in which the greatest number of these deaths occurred 
was Ward 12; the number was 11, or less than 1 per cent. The 
least number occurred in Wards 6 and 23, or 2 in each.

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Mother Native and Father Foreign. —Of this class there 
were 160 decedents, or 1.3 per cent. of the total mortality of the 
city, and 3.06 per cent. of the total mortality of natives of 
Boston. ‘There were 90 males and 70 females. 

The ward in which the greatest number of these deaths occurred 
was Ward 2; the number was 14, or less than 1 per cent. In 
Wards 4 and 25 there were but 2 each. 

Both Parents Foreign, Born in the Same Country.—Of this 
class there were 2,268 decedents, or approximately 20 per cent. 
of the total mortality of the city, and 45.6 per cent. of the total 
mortality of the natives of Boston. There were 1,232 males 
and 1,036 females. 

The ward in which the greatest number of these deaths occurred 
was Ward 6, or 276 deaths, which was 12.1 per cent. The ward 
in which the least number of these deaths occurred was Ward 11, 
and the number was 22. 

Both Parents Foreign, Born in Different Countries. — There 
were 284 Boston-born decedents whose parents were of foreign 
birth and born in different countries. This number was 2.5 per 
cent. of the total mortality of the city and 5.7 per cent. of the 
total mortality of natives of Boston. There were 153 males 
and 131 females. 

The ward in which the greatest number of these deaths occurred 
was Ward 2, and the number was 25, or 8.7 per cent. The least — 
number was 1, in Ward 7. 

Father Native, Mother Unknown. — Of this class there were 
13 decedents, 9 males and 4 females. There was not more than 
2 deaths in any ward in this class, and in a majority of the wards 
there were none. 

Mother Native, Father Unknown. —Of this class there were 
79 deaths, or less than 1 per cent. of the total mortality of the 
city, and 1.5 per cent. of the total mortality of natives of Bos- 
ton. There were 42 males and 37 females. 

The greatest number of these deaths in any ward was 10, in 
Ward 20. In several wards there was one each, and in many 
wards none. x 

Father Foreign, Mother Unknown. — Of this class there were 
33 deaths, or less than .03 per cent. of the total mortality; there 
were 12 males and 21 females. ‘The decedents in this class were 
less than 1 per cent. of the total mortality of natives of Bos- 
ton. There were 4 deaths in Ward 8, the highest number, and 
a number of the wards have one death each. Many of the wards 
have no deaths in this class. 

Mother Foreign, Father Unknown. — Of this class there were 
104 decedents, or less than 1 per cent. of the total mortality, 
and 2.09 per cent. of the total mortality of natives of Boston.

The ward in which the greatest number of these deaths occurred 
was Ward 20, and the number was 11, or about 10 per cent.

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Nativity of Both Parents Unknown. —'There were 94 cases — 


where the birthplace of both parents was unknown, or less than 
1 per cent. of the total mortality of the city, and less than 2 
per cent. of the total mortality of natives of Boston. Ten of 
these deaths occurred in Ward 18; this was the greatest number 
in any ward. And one death, the lowest number, is found in six 
of the wards.

The Boston Board of Health in their annual report, Table 
XIV. (already referred to), give the deaths in the City of Bos- 
ton by principal causes, according to the Bertillon classification, 
by age-periods, and show the nativity and parent nativity of the 
decedents. It is unnecessary for this department to duplicate 
their work; but it is thought that some statistics of a like nature 
regarding the decedents who were natives of the city, and the 
most of whom presumably passed the greater part of their lives 
amidst local sanitary conditions and atmospheric influences, might 
. be of value and interest, as indicating the relative importance of 
the said conditions and influences on the mortality rate of the 
city. 


AGE—PERIODS. — NATIVES oF BOosTON. 


Total Number and Deaths Under 1 Year of Age. — There 
were 4,970 decedents in Boston in 1901 who were natives 
of the city, or almost 44 per cent. of the total mortality ; 
of these, 2,686 were males and 2,284 females; the males were 
45.46 per cent. of the total mortality of males, and the females 
were 42.32 per cent. of the total mortality of females in the city ; 
2,111 of these decedents. were less than 1 year of age, this 
number being 92.39 per cent. of the total mortality of this age; 
there were 1,162 males and 949 females, or 92.22 per cent., and 
92.58 per cent. of the total mortality of males and females of this 
age-period, respectively. ; 

Deaths from 1 to 5 Years of Age.— The whole number of 
deaths of natives of Boston, between the ages of 1 and 5 years, 
was 1,044, or 9.23 per cent. of the total mortality of all ages; 
there were 562 males and 482 females, or 9.51 per cent. and 8.93 
per cent., respectively, of the total mortality of males and females 
for the city. 

Deaths Between § and 20 Years of Age. —The whole num- 
ber of deaths of natives of Boston, between the ages of 5 and 
20 years, was 454, or practically 4 per cent. of the total mortal- 
ity of all ages in the city; there were 225 males and 229 females, 
or 3.8 per cent. and 4.25 per cent. of the total mortality of all 
ages, males and females, respectively, in the city. 

Deaths Above the Age of 20 Years. —The whole number of 
deaths of natives of Boston, above the age of 20 years, was 1,361,

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or 12.04 per cent. of the total mortality of all ages in the city ; 
there were 737 males and 624 females, or 12.47 per cent., and 
11.56 per cent. of the total mortality of all ages, males and 
females, respectively, for the city. 

Principal Causes of Death: Natives of Boston. —The 
oreatest number of deaths of natives of Boston, from any 
cause, was 643, from pneumonia; this number was 12.93 per 
cent. of the total mortality of natives of Boston; there were 351 
males and 392 females, or 13.07 per cent., and 17.16 per cent. 
of the total mortality of natives of Boston, males and females, 
respectively. 

The number of deaths of natives from this cause, 643, is 49.23 
per cent. of the total mortality from this cause in the city. 

Phthisis is the second in the list as. the cause of death of natives 
of Boston, with a record of 508 deaths, or 10.22 per cent. of the 
total mortality of natives of this city; there were 279 males, 229 
females, or 10.588 per cent. and 10.02 per cent. of the total 
mortality of natives of Boston, males and females, respectively. 
These 508 deaths by phthisis of natives was 37.24 per cent. of 
the total mortality from this cause in the city.

Deaths from other specified causes were less than 1 per cent. 
of the total mortality of natives, except in the case of apoplexy, 
by which there were 81 deaths, or 1.63 per cent. 

Fourteen natives of Boston committed suicide, and 5 were the 
victims of homicide; of 15, the cause of death was unknown.

Infant Mortality.— The greatest number of deaths under 1 
‘year of age from any specified cause were those from pneumonia ; 
the deaths were 244 in number, and form 11.55 per cent. of the 
total mortality of infants less than 1 year of age from all 
causes, and 18.68 per cent. of the total mortality of the city 
from this cause. 

Marasmus claims the next highest number of victims less than 
1 year of age, 229, or 10.84 per cent. of the total mortality of 
that age-period, and 83.90 per cent. of the total mortality from 
this cause in the city. 

Next in order is cholera infantum, with a record of 153 deaths, 
or 7.24 per cent. of the total infant mortality, and 82.16 per cent. 
of the total mortality from this cause in the city. 


By! City DocuMENT No. 384. 


Bronchitis, with 74 deaths, is the cause of 3.50 per cent. of 
the total infant mortality, and 48.36 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality from this cause in the city. 

Of deaths from other causes specified in the table (Table 
XIII.) of infants less than 1 year of age there are the following : 
Phthisis, 23 ; meningitis, 181; apoplexy, 6; nephritis, 4; cancer, 
1; diphtheria, 20; scarlet fever, 7; appendicitis, 1; small-pox, 
12. Of accidental deaths there were 9, and 1 case of homicide. 

Deaths from 1 to 5 Years, Natives of Boston. — Pneumonia is 
the cause of death of the greatest number of children, between 
the ages of 1 and 5 years, who were natives of Boston; the hum- 
ber of deaths from this cause in this age-period was 241, or 28.10 
per cent. of the total mortality of this age-period, and 18.68 per 
cent. of the total mortality of the city from this cause. 

The next in the list of death causes among children of this age 
is diphtheria, the records showing 162 cases, or 15.51 per cent. 
of the total mortality of this age-period, and 51.26 per cent. of 
the total mortality of the city from this cause, or more than half 
of the deaths from diphtheria, are of children more than 1 year 
and less than 5 years of age. 

The next in rank among the causes of death in this age-period 
is meningitis, the record for the year being 135 cases, or 12.98 
per cent. of the total mortality of this age-period, and about 43 
per cent. of the total mortality of the city from this cause. 

Scarlet fever is the cause returned for 107 deaths in this age- 
period, or 10.25 per cent. of the total mortality of this age-period, 
and 53.77 per cent. of the total mortality of the city from this 
cause. 

Of the other causes specified in Table XIII. the number of 
deaths of this age-period, from each, are here given: Phthisis, 
20; bronchitis, 52; marasmus, 21; diseases of heart, 16; 
nephritis, 10; typhoid fever, 2; cholera infantum, 30; small- 
pox, 6. Of accidental deaths there were 41, and 1 case of 
homicide. 

Deaths between 5 and 20 Years of Age, Natives of Boston. — 
The greatest number of deaths from any specified cause in this 
age-period was 84, from phthisis, and of these deaths more than 
two-thirds occurred between the ages of 15 and 20 years; the 
deaths of females were almost twice as many as of males, there 
being 54 of the former to 30 of the latter; the total number of 
deaths (natives of Boston) for these age-periods was 454; the 
deaths from phthisis were 18.50 per cent. of the total mortality for 
these age-periods, and 6.15 per cent. of the total mortality of the 
city from this cause. 

The next highest number of deaths is due to diphtheria; there 
were 69 cases, or 15.19 per cent. of the total mortality (natives 
of Boston) for these ages, and 21.83 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of the city from this cause. 

The next in order is diseases of the heart, with a record of 51 
deaths, or 11.23 per cent. of the total mortality (natives of

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Boston) for these ages, and 4.62 per cent. of the total mortality 
of the city from this cause. 

The deaths by scarlet fever were 38 in number; pneumonia, 
28; meningitis, 31; typhoid fever, 18; appendicitis, 15; 
nephritis, 12; bronchitis, 3; cancer, small-pox and marasmus, 
each 2, and 1 each of apoplexy and Bright’s disease; there 
were 35 accidental deaths. 

Adult Mortality, above 20 Years, Natives of Boston. — 
Phthisis is given as the cause of death in 381 cases, the greatest 
number from any specified cause, above the age of 20 years; this. 
number is 28 per cent. of the total mortality (natives of Boston) 
of all above the age of 20 years, and the same percentage of the 
-total number of deaths from this cause in the city. 

Disease of the heart comes next in order as a death cause in 
these ages, there being 152 cases, or 11.16 per cent. of the total» 
mortality (natives of Boston) for these ages, and 18.78 per cent. 
of the total mortality from this cause, in the city. 

Pneumonia is given as the cause of death in 126 cases, the next 
highest number; this is 9.33 per cent. of the total mortality above 
the age of 20 years (natives of Boston) and 9.72 per cent. of the 
total mortality, from this cause, for the city. Of the other 
causes specified in the table, nephritis and Bright’s disease, 
classed together, were returned as the cause of deathin 75 cases 
of the former and 15 of the latter, or 80 cases of diseases of the 
kidneys, forming 5.87 per cent. of the’ total mortality above 
the age of 20 years (natives of Boston), and 19.75 per cent. of 
the total mortality from these causes, for the city. 

Of the other specified causes there were, of bronchitis, 24 cases ; 
meningitis, 16; apoplexy, 73; marasmus, 1; cancer, 47; 
typhoid fever, 26; diphtheria, 1; appendicitis, 11; small-pox, 
25; there were 30 accidental deaths, 11 suicides, and 3 homi- 
cides.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1901. (TABLE XVI.) 


There were 6,310 * marriages recorded as having taken place 
in Boston in 1901. This is an increase of 261 over the record 
of 1900. 

In 6,102 cases both contracting parties were white; in 17 
cases both parties were colored, and in 31 cases the Bice was 
colored and the bride white. 

Seasons. — June was the month in which the greatest number 
of marriages took place, 807 being the record for the month; the 
least number was in March, 277. 

The greatest number of marriages for any quarter-year period 
was 1,867 — this was in the last quarter of the year; the least 
number for any quarter-year period was 1,246 — this was in the 
first quarter of the year. 

Marriages by Religious and Civil Officials. —'There were 
5,233 marriages performed by clergymen of the various religious 
denominations and rabbis, and 1,077 by justices of the peace. 


Residents and Non-residents. 


The number of persons who were married in Boston was 
12,620; of these, 105 were residents of Boston, or 1 in every 
54.49 of the population. The marriage rate was 18.19 per 1,000 
of population. t 

The non-residents married in Boston were 2,069 in number. 

In.4,805 marriages both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 552 marriages both parties were residents of the United 
States outside of Boston. 

In 238 marriages the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides residents of the United States outside of Boston. 

In 688 marriages the grooms were residents of the United 
States outside of Boston and the brides were residents of Boston. 

In 8 marriages the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides residents of some foreign country. 

In 7 marriages the grooms were foreign residents and the 
brides residents of Boston. 

In 6 marriages the grooms were residents of the United States 
outside of Boston and the brides residents of a foreign country. 

One foreign resident married a bride who was American, but 
not a resident of Boston. 

In 5 marriages both parties were residents of a foreign country.

Marriaces: AGEs or Grooms anp Bripes. (TABLE XVII.) 


In 2,618 marriages, or 41.48 per cent. of all, the groom and 
bride were in the same division of age. 

The number of grooms marrying between the ages of 20 and 
25 years is 25.07 per cent. of the whole number of grooms; 
between 25 and 30 years, 36.21 per cent., and between the ages 
of 30 and 35 years 18.11 per cent.; so that 61.28 per cent. of 
the grooms were married before or at the age of 30 years, and 
79.39 per cent. before reaching 35 years of age. The number 
of grooms who were minors was 104, or 1.64 per cent. 

The number of brides marrying between the ages of 20 and 
25 years is 40.52 per cent. of the whole number of brides: 
between 25 and 30 years, 27.11 per cent., and between 30 and 
35 years 11.56 per cent.; so that 67.63 per cent. of the whole 
number of brides were married before reaching the age of 30 
years, and 79.19 per cent. before reaching the age of 35 years. 

The number of brides who were minors was 83, or 1.31 per 
cent. 


Marriaces: Narivitres OF Boto Parties. (Taste XIX.) 


There were 1,169 grooms who were born in Boston, or 18.52 
per cent. of the whole number of grooms; there were 49 more 
Boston-born grooms than in 1900; 622 of these grooms married 
brides who were born in Boston; of 262 the brides were born in 
the United States,-93 were born in Ireland, 112 in the British- 
American Provinces, 43 in Great Britain, 15 in Germany, 4 in 
Italy, 5.in Russia, 2 in Norway and Sweden, 1 in France, 1 in 
Austria, 1 in Portugal, 1 in Switzerland, 2 in Cuba and West 
Indies, and 5 in countries not specified in the table, as follows: 
1 in Syria, 2 in Spain, and 2 at sea. 

The grooms born in the United States (exclusive of those born 
in Boston) were 2,038 in number, or 32.29 per cent. of the 
whole number of grooms; there were 842 more grooms of this 
class than in 1900; of their brides, 5388 were born in Boston, 
945 in the United States (outside of Boston), 126 in Ireland, 312: 
in British-American Provinces, 59 in Great Britain, 19 in 
Germany, 6 in Russia, 20 in Norway and Sweden, 1 in China, - 
2 in France, 1 in Switzerland, 1 in Denmark, 5 in Cuba and 
West Indies, and 1 each in South Africa, India, and ‘‘ at sea.” 


American Brides and Foreign Grooms. 


There were 639 American-born brides (including Boston) who 
married men of foreign birth: Of these grooms 97 were born in 
Ireland, 283 in the British-American Provinces, 105 in Great 
Britain, 32 in Germany, 46 in Italy, 25 in Russia, 19 in Norway 
and Sweden, 3in France, 4 in Turkey, 5 in Austria, 5 in Portugal, 
1 in Belgium, 1 in Greece, 4 in Denmark, 5 in Cuba and West 
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Indies, 2 in Australia, and one each in India, Egypt, Syria, and 
South America. 

There were in all, 3,207 grooms of American birth, or 50.82 
per cent.; this was 171 more than in 1900. There were 3,006 
brides of American birth, or 47.63 per cent.; this was 76 more 
than in 1900. 

The number of American-born grooms who married American- 
born brides was 2,367, or 37.51 per cent.; the number was 113 
greater than in 1900. 


Marriages Between Natives of the Same ( Foreign) Country. 


There were 688 grooms born in Ireland, and 536 married natives 
of the same country, or 77.9 per cent. 

Of 835 grooms born in the British-American Provinces, 447 
married natives of the same country, or 53.5 per cent. 

Of 282 grooms born in Great Britain, 66 married natives of 
Great Britain, or 23.4 per cent. 

Of 114 grooms born in Germany, 44 married natives of the 
same country, or 38.6 per cent. 

Of 427 grooms born in Italy, 343 married natives of the same 
country, or 80.3 per cent. 

Of 419 grooms born in Russia, ie married natives of the same 
country, or 86.4 per cent. 

Of 190 grooms born in Neray and Sweden, 155 married 
natives of the same country, or 81.5 per cent. 

One native of China married a native of the same country, and 
one married a native of Germany. 

Of 14 grooms born in France, 4 married natives of the same 
country, or 28.6 per cent. 

Of 23 grooms born in Turkey, 16 married natives of the same 
country, or 69.6 per cent. 

Of 27 grooms born in Austria, 9 married natives of the same 
country, or 334 per cent. 

Of 16 grooms born in Portugal, 8 married natives of the same 
country, or 50 per cent. 

There were 3 grooms born in Holland, 1 married a German, 
one a Russian, and one a Swede. 

Five grooms were born in Belgium, 3 were married to natives 
of the same country, one married a native of Boston, and one a 
native of Ireland. 

Four grooms were born in Switzerland, three married natives 
of the British American Provinces, and one a native of Germany. 

One groom born in Greece married a native of Boston. 

Of 23 grooms born in Denmark, 10 were married to natives of 
the same country. 

Of 10 grooms born in the West Indies, but one married a 
native of those islands. 

Of the 20 grooms born in countries not specified but 7 were 
married to natives of countries not specified in the table. 
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NuMBER OF MARRIAGE. (TABLE XVII.) 


There were 5,440 grooms, and 5,614 brides who married for 
the first time; it was the second marriage for 654 grooms and 
468 brides, both parties being widowed; it was the third marriage 
of 33 widowed grooms and 22 widowed brides. There were 4 
grooms and three brides married for the second time, and 1 
eroom married for the third time, without statement on the 
return as to whether they were widowed or divorced. 

Of the 5,440 grooms married for the first time, the brides of 
5,055 were also married the first time; 250 married widows whose 
second marriage it was, 5 married widows whose third marriage it 
was, 127 married divorced brides who were married for the second 
time, 2 married divorced brides whose third marriage it was, and 
one married a bride whose second marriage it was, but whether 
widowed or divorced is not stated. 

Of the 658 grooms who were married the second time, 416 
married brides whose first marriage it was, 184 married widows 
whose second marriage it was, 13 married widows whose third 
marriage it was, 40 married divorced brides who were marrying 
the second time, and 1 married a divorced bride whose third mar- 
riage it was. 

Of 33 widowed grooms marrying for the third time, 21 married 
brides whose first marriage it was, 9 married widows whose sec- 
ond marriage it was, 2 married widows who were married the 
third time, and 1 married a divorced bride who married for the 
second time. 

One widower, married for the fourth time, had a bride whose 
first marriage it was. 

Of divorced grooms marrying the second time there were 167 ; 
of these 113 were married to brides whose first marriage it was, 
24 married widows who married for the second time, 2 married 
widows who married the third time, 27 married divorced brides 
who married the second time, and 1 married a divorced bride who 
married the third time. 

There were 10 divorced grooms who married the third time; 
the brides of 5 were married for the first time, one married a 
widow whose second marriage it was, 3 married divorced brides 
who married for the second time, and 1 married a divorced bride 
who married for the third time. 

In 5,055 cases, or 80.11 per cent. of all, it was the first mar- 
riage of both parties; the grooms marrying for the first time were 
5,440, or 86.21 per cent. of all, and the brides 5,614, or 88.81 
per cent. of all. In 209 cases it was the second marriage of both 
parties, or 30.25 per cent. 


Marriages of Divorced Persons. 


‘There were 167 divorced grooms and 198 divorced brides 
married for the second time, and 10 divorced grooms and 5 
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divorced brides married for the third time; a total of 177 divorced 
grooms and 208 divorced brides, or 880 divorced persons married 
in Boston in 1900. 


Marriage of Divorced Persons — Percentage. 


The divorced persons of both sexes married in 1901 numbered 
380, or 6.02 per cent. of all. There were 32 cases of marriage 
where both parties had been divorced, 177 cases where the groom 
had been divorced, and 203 cases where the bride had been 
divorced, including the 32 cases previously quoted.

Marriages of Colored Men and White Women. 


There were 31 cases of marriage between colored men and 
white women; in one of these the groom was Chinese. ‘There 
was one marriage where both parties were Indians. ‘There were 
two marriages in which both parties were of the yellow race. 

Clergymen officiated in 17 cases of these mixed marriages, the 
balance being performed by Justices of the Peace.

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BIRTHS IN BOSTON IN 1901. (TABLE XXV.) 


There were 15,580 births registered in this office during the 
year 1901; there were 7,944 males, and 7,636 females. 

These may be classified generally, as regards the residence of 
the parents, as follows: Parents residing in Boston, ward known, 
14,924; males, 7,652, females, 7,272 ; ward unknown, 252; males, 
120, females, 132; born in Boston of non-resident parents, 375; 
males, 152, females, 223. Total born in Boston, 15,551; males, 
7,924, females, 7,627; parents residing in Boston, children born 
elsewhere, 29; males, 20, females, 9. 

There were 648 still-births, which are not included in the above 
total. 

The birth-rate for 1901 was 27.10 per thousand of population, 
or 1 to every 36.88.

The occupations of the fathers of 14,854 children born in Bos- 
ton in 1901 are given on the returns of birth and recorded in this 
office ; there were 4,445 fathers belonging to the mercantile, com- 
mercial and professional classes, or 28.53 of the whole number 
of fathers, and 29.92 per cent. of the number of fathers whose 
occupation was given; there were 2,270 males and 2,175 
females; the number of male children is 24.79 per cent. of the 
whole number of male children, and 28.61 per cent. of the - 
whole number of female children. 

There were 10,409 fathers belonging to all other classes of labor 
or occupation, or 66.81 per cent. of the whole number of fathers, 
and 70.07 per cent. of the fathers whose occupation is recorded ;

The American-born fathers of twins are 27.8 per cent. of the 
whole number of fathers of twins. The Irish-born fathers of 
twins are 24.6 per cent. of the whole number of fathers, and 34.2 
per cent. of the whole number of foreign-born fathers of twins. 
The Italian-born fathers of twins were 8.2 per cent. of the whole 
number of fathers of twins, and 11.4 per cent. of the whole 
number of foreign-born fathers of twins. The fathers who were 
born in the British-American Provinces were 10.7 per cent. of 
the whole number of fathers of twins, and 14.9 per cent. of the 
whole number of fathers of twins. The Russian-born fathers of 
twins were 12.6 per cent. of the whole number of fathers of twins, 
and 17.5 per cent. of the whole number of foreign-born fathers 
of twins. 

The American-born mothers of twins were 26.5 per cent. of 
the whole number of mothers. The mothers of Irish birth were 
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28.4 per cent. of the whole number of mothers of twins, and 38.7 
per cent. of the whole number of foreign-born mothers of twins. 
The Italian-born mothers of twins were 8.2 per cent. of the whole 
number of mothers of twins, and 11.2 per cent. of the whole 
number of foreign-born mothers of twins.

The following pages give the more important vital statistics and 
population, together with the area, number of dwellings to the 
acre, number of persons to a dwelling, and number of persons to 
the acre, or density of population, for each of the wards in the 
city ; also the principal causes of death in each. 

It must be borne in mind that the population is estimated, and 
that the figures based upon the statement of population are not 
absolute or accurate, but it is believed that they may be relied 
upon for general purposes as giving a reasonable statement of 
the conditions. The areas are from the report of the City Engineer 
for 1896, or directly following the establishment of the present 
ward lines, and the figures regarding the dwelling-houses are taken 
from the report of the Assessing Department for the year 1901, 
and is a statement of the number of dwellings in existence on 
May 1 of that year. i 

The series of maps published with this report will give the 
highest and lowest grades in each ward, and some of the interme- 
diate grades, notably on the main thoroughfares, and of any con- 
siderable elevation above the average grade. The grade numbers 
on the maps, and the brief topographical descriptions of each 
ward, have been supplied by the City Engineer’s Department. 

The maps will also show the original areas and bounds of the 
different cities and towns that are now parts of the city, as also 
the original area and bounds of the old town. 

The ward areas in the statistics are land areas only, flats and 
water not included; neither are parks or cemeteries or other large 
tracts not devoted to residential purposes excluded; the density 
is reckoned on the total land area. 

The statistics regarding families and dwellings are from the 
United States Census reports for 1900, but the ratios will probably 
hold good for 1901 for all general purposes. In some cases the 
census reports have differed materially with the report of 
the Assessing Department regarding the number of dwellings in 
the ward, as the definition of the word ‘‘ dwelling” has evidently 
a different sense as used by the census authorities from that used 
by the assessors; consequently, where the census figures for 1900 
regarding the number of dwellings in a ward have been greatly in 
excess of the figures of the Assessing Department for 1901, a 
discrepancy which would lead to erroneous conclusions regarding 
the number of single houses in a ward, this discrepancy has been 
adjusted in several cases by subtracting the excess of dwellings 
according to the census report from the number of ‘‘ one’’ family 
buildings in the same report, as the census authorities designate 
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any place of habitation, even if it be but one room, a dwelling ; 
and that method of presentation would show a far greater number 
of single dwellings, as the term is generally understood, than is 
actually the case. The result of this adjustment may not be 
accurate, but it is more nearly so than the census report would 
indicate, particularly relating to single dwellings.

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POPULATION STATISTICS SHOWING GROWTH OF 
BOSTON PROPER AND ANNEXATIONS, 1630-1900. 
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Boston Proper (Old Boston). 


The area of the original Boston at the time of settlement in 
1630 was less than 1,000 acres;* the greatest length of the pe- 
ninsula being from Roxbury line north-northeast to the old forti- 
fication on the Neck, one mile and thirty-nine yards, and from 
thence to the Winnisimet ferry, one mile and three quarters —in 
all, about two miles three quarters and two hundred and thirty- 
eight yards. . 

The greatest breadth of the old town at the same time was 

from a point about the present location of Foster’s wharf (on At- 
lantic avenue) to the northwesterly end of Leverett street, or 
about one mile one hundred and thirty-nine yards. 
' There was no important addition to the inhabitable area of the 
town until the filling of the Mill pond, about 1807, which occu- 
pied the space at present bounded in part by Prince, Endicott, 
Leverett and Causeway streets, gave an additional fifty acres or 
thereabouts to the land area of the original town. There have 
been other additions made from time to time, notably on the 
water front, that is, the harbor side, but none so extensive as the 
one just mentioned, and they have mostly been utilized for busi- 
ness purposes, while a large portion of the ‘* Mill pond” land 
was occupied by residences for many years, and a portion of it 
is now so occupied. 

There is no precise account of the population of Boston for 
nearly a century after its settlement. In 1638 it is spoken of as 
being ‘‘ rather a village than a town, consisting of no more than 
20 or 30 houses.” In 1675 the inhabitants were estimated at 
4,000; in 1686 the taxable polls (16 years and upwards) were 
1,447; in 1698 the inhabitants were estimated at 7,000; both 
estimates probably being too great; the estimate of 1698 is prob- 
‘ably that of Cotton Mather in his ‘‘Magnalia’’ 1.31 ‘*seven 
thousand souls of us, at this hour living on the spot.” 

Estimates of the population in 1704, at 6,750, and in 1720 at 
11,000, are given for what they are worth. 

The early immigration practically ceased in 1640, and during 
the ten years since the settlement of the town 21,200 passengers 
had landed here, and about 4,000 families. 

The first enumeration now known was made in 1722, by Eneas 
Salter, by authority and direction of the selectmen. He reported 
10,567 ‘* beside those who had died or removed out of the 
town.” 

On Bonner’s map of Boston, dated 1722, it is stated that there 
were in the town at that time ‘‘ near 12,000 people.’’ In 1735 
the population was estimated at 16,000.

On account of the small-pox another census was taken in 1752, 
which gave 14,190 whites, 1,541 colored — total, 15,731. In 
1754 a colonial census of negroes was taken, which shows the 
number of slaves in Boston at that time to have been 989. 

The first efforts to take a general census in Massachusetts, so 
far as legislative records show, were made in 1763, and the 
result is shown in the colonial census of July, 1765, as follows:

Houses, 1,676; Families, 2,069. 
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In July, 1775, the population of Boston, as shown by a census 
taken by order of General Gage, was 6,573; and in 1776, at the 
close of the siege of Boston, a census ordered by the General 
Court gave the population of the town as 2,719 (Shattuck says 
these were whites only). 

In 1777 the whole number of males sixteen years of age and 
over was 2,863, but deducting the colored, those at sea and in 
the army, there were but 1,878, and many of these were * old, 
infirm, and decrepit.” 

In 1781 the number of polls was 2,260, representing a popu- 
lation, estimated on that number, of about 10,000. 

In July, 1784, the General Court ordered a census of the 
ratable polls in Massachusetts, and the population of Boston, 
estimated on this census, was 15,780, the number of polls being 
3,174. 

The following table gives the number of polls at different 
periods, and estimates of the population at about the same times :

Thus it will be seen by the above table and the preceding 
statements. regarding the population that between the settle- 
ment of the town and the peace of 1783, about one hundred and 
fifty years, the increase of the population was not marked, the 
estimate for 1780 being not more than two and a quarter times 
that of 1680, when the town, although fifty years old, may still 
be said to be in its infancy, and for forty years, from 17380 to 
1770, the population might almost be called stationary. =~ 

The number of houses in Boston in 1719, according to Daniel 
Neal, who wrote a description of the town in that year, was about 
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3,000; this statement is consistent with that of Bonner’s map, 
before alluded to, which says near 3,000 in 1722; but there is a 
wide difference in the computation of the inhabitants, Neal making 
it about 20,000 and Bonner 12,000. The census of 1742 gives 
the number of houses as 1,719, and the number of warehouses as 
166; so that, if the census of 1742 -is in any degree accurate, 
there must have been a very much greater average of persons to 
a dwelling in that year than in 1722, as the population is given 
as 4,000 greater. 

The number of dwelling houses in 1784, by actual enumeration, 
was 2,178. <A writer in the ‘‘ Columbian Magazine,” of Philadel- 
phia, describing the Boston of 1787, states that it is ‘‘ supposed 
to contain 3,000 houses and 18 or 20,000 inhabitants,” but the 
statement is made elsewhere that in 1789 the number of dwellings 
was 2,235, and the population, on the basis of 1790, was 17,880. 

From the various statements given it may be determined that 
the average population of Boston for the first ninety years of the 
18th century was. probably not more than double the figure at the 
close of the 17th century, or 13,500 for the former and 6,700 
for the latter date. The maximum number of dwellings during 
the whole period from the settlement of the town until 1790 was 
probably no greater than the number given in 1789, or 2,235. 

A table showing the number of houses and stores in given 
districts, together with the estimated population of these districts, 
is herewith appended.

Thus the population had increased from 1722, the year of the 
first regular census by town authority, to considerably more than 
twice the number, according to the U. S. census of 1800, the 
town meanwhile retaining practically the same habitable area as 
at the time of settlement. 

Soon after 1800 commenced the additions to the town area by 
filling various water areas and the reclamation of marshes, etc., 
and annexations of territory, which will be referred to under 
their respective heads.

Charlestown. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 


settled in 1629. It was not until about’1842 that the bounds of 
the district, which was annexed to Boston as the City of Charles- 
town in 1874, were finally settled. The area of the old town was 
subject to many changes during the period between its settlement 
and annexation, but after its incorporation as a city in 1847 the 
area remained intact, and the act of annexation added 586 acres 
to the habitable area of the City of Boston. There is no record 
of the population in the earlier years of its history; in 1636 
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there were 72 who had wives and children, and up to 1640 
there were admitted into the town one hundred and twenty-seven 
persons. Frothingham says that in 1640 the population was ° 
not far from 1,000. In 1658 a list of sharers in the wood and 
common lands on Mystic river side shows that upwards of 200 
families resided in the town at that time. There seems to be no 
authentic statement of the population until 1789; in 1727 there 
were 412 ratable polls which would seem to indicate a population 
of about 2,000, and just previous to the conflagration of June 17, 
1775, various authorities place the number of houses at from 
three to five hundred, and the population at from two to three 
thousand. It is from 1777 that the growth of the town must be 
reckoned, as it was almost totally destroyed in the conflagration, 
and the rebuilding had barely commenced in this year, nor did it 
become general until after the peace in 1785; at the close of 
this year there were 999 inhabitants, 978 whites and 21 colored, 
and 160 dwellings. A census of the town was taken in 1789, 
the result showing a population of 1,579, of which 867 were males 
and 812 females. 

By the U. S. Census of 1790 the population of Charlestown 
was 1,583; there were 749 white males, 809 white females, and 
288 families. 

The population of Charlestown for the U. S. Census years 
from 1800 to 1900 inclusive, is given in the following table:

South Boston. 


This district, originally a part of Dorchester, was early known 
by its Indian name of Mattapannock, and within a few years 
after the settlement of Dorchester, as Dorchester Neck and Dor- 
chester Point; it became part of Boston in 1804, and at that 
time contained about 560 acres. In 1637 the ‘* Neck,’’ as it was 
generally called, was set apart as pasture land for the cattle of 
the Dorchester towns-people, by vote of the town, and although 
there is no existing record of the first dwelling house built on the 
peninsula it is probable that there was none until 1660. The 
district retained its distinctive character as a farming and 
grazing section for about 150 years after this date, and at the 
time of annexation was inhabited by only 10 families, about 60 
persons, and there were but 19 persons who paid a poll tax as 
residents of the place. In 1810 the number was 354, and in 
1825 it had increased to 1,986. In 1835 the population was 
5,595. 

The population of the South Boston district for the U. 8S. Cen- 
sus years from 1840 to 1900, inclusive, is given in the following 
table :

The original land area of South Boston was about 795 acres ; 
its present area is a little more than 1,200 acres. 
The number of dwellings in South Boston in 1900 was 7,336. 
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East Boston. 


The largest island of those which go to make up the present 
district of East Boston, Noddle’s Island, was placed under the 
jurisdiction of Boston on the 7th of December, 1636. The area 
of the island at this time was estimated at 1,000 acres, and the 
flats about it at 1,200 acres or more, but by a survey made by 
William Taylor in 1801 it was found to contain but 666 acres of 
upland and marsh, and the flats surrounding it amounted to 
nearly 1,500 acres. 

The entire district now known as East Boston, embracing 
Noddle’s, Breed’s and Wood Islands, reclaimed marsh land, and 
flats, contains about 1,685 acres. 

In 1833, the year of the incorporation of the East Boston 
Company, which was formed for the development of Noddle’s 
Island into a residential and business section, there was but one 
dwelling house upon the island, and at no time previous to that 
date was the island used for any purposes but farming and 
grazing, and the only inhabitants were the owners of the farms; 
or their tenants, never more than a few individuals, and requiring 
at the most not more than half a dozen dwellings. On June 10, 
1775, the Provincial troops destroyed all the buildings on the 
island, and the statement was made by Thomas Greenough, the 
husband of one of the heirs of a former proprietor, that the loss 
consisted of 3 houses, 1 mansion house, 6 barns, 1 stable, and 
1 store (probably storehouse), all valued at £2,060. 

The census of the island for 1833 was 3 males, 5 females. 

In 1834, sixteen single dwelling houses and a brick block were 
built, beside buildings for various business purposes. 

In 1835, twenty-one dwellings were erected, there were 6 
births, 4 marriages, and 8 deaths. 

In 18386, there were 8 births, 1 marriage, 10 deaths. 

The following statistics, while not official, and perhaps not 
complete, are no doubt nearly so, and are interesting as the 
only record known of the vital statistics of East Boston in the 
earlier years of its development as a residential section :

Dorchester. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony ; 
the land where the earliest settlements were made was known by 
. the Indian name of Mattapan. The boundaries and area of Dor- 
chester were changed so frequently, and as only that part of the 
old township which was annexed to Boston is generally known 
by that name, it will be sufficient to state its area at the time of 
annexation, which was 5,614 acres. 

Of the population of Dorchester in the earlier years of its 
existence but little is known. ‘There were 140 persons in the first 
company that made settlement in Dorchester, and the greater 
part of these, it is evident, took up land and built habitations 
within the limits of that part of Dorchester which is now a part 
of Boston. ‘The same is true*probably of most of the arrivals 
for the years immediately succeeding the first settlement of 
the town. In 1636 nearly half of the inhabitants removed to 
Connecticut, and their places were filled by fresh arrivals from 
England, but from almost constant departures for other towns 
and settlements, and new additions from the home country and 
other parts of the colony, the population did not vary in size 
very much for a hundred years or more. 

The births in the town from 1657 to 1734, a period of seventy- 
eight years, were 2,416, while the deaths in the same period 
were only 921, which shows that many who were born in Dor- 
chester must have died elsewhere. The ratable polls in the town 
in 1641 were ‘‘not less than six score or thereabouts,’’? which 
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multiplied by five, would give 600 inhabitants. In 1692 there 
were seats provided in the church for 171 men and 180 women, 
and as every one was expected to attend church there were eyi- 
dently 351 persons of adult age, or nearly so, and it is fair to 
presume that there were as many at least younger children, so 
that the population would not be far from the figure quoted for 
1641, or fifty years earlier. In 1727 there were 252 ratable 
polls. This would give on the same computation as above made, 
including 17 slaves, 1,277. There were 117 houses at that time. 
By the census of 1765 Dorchester is shown to have 1,323 whites, 
and 37 colored persons; of the former 635 were males and 688 
females. There were 204 houses in the town, and 245 families. 
In 1776 there were 1,550 inhabitants in the town, including 35 
negroes and mulattoes. The population of Dorchester for the 
U. S. Census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusive, is shown in 
the following table :

Roxbury. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
and the sixth town incorporated in Massachusetts. Official date 
of settlement, September 28, 1630. Like most of the early town- 
ships its boundaries and area were subject to numerous changes, 
and when annexed to Boston it contained about 2,700 acres, 
which was about one-third of the area of the town at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. 
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The first estimate of the population of Roxbury is made from 
Edward Johnson’s statement, that in 1652 there were near upon 
120 dwellings in the town. ‘These would ordinarily accommodate 
about 700 persons, and that is believed to be a fair estimate of 
the population at that time. The number of inhabitants increased 
very slowly for the next hundred years, and in fact must have 
been stationary for the greater part of that time, as the colonial 
census of 1765 gives the population as 1,487, or about double 
the number in 1652; this includes 80 colored persons. Of the 
1,407 whites, there were 662 males and 745 females. There 
were at the same time 212 families and 212 houses according 
to this census. No data is found to definitely fix the population 
at any period between the dates given. 

The white population of Roxbury in 1776 is stated as 1,433. 
In 1778 the polls were 372, which would indicate a population of 
1,860. In 1781 there were 330 polls, which would give an esti- 
mated population of 1,650; and in 1784, the number of polls 
being 430, the population may be reasonably settled as being 
about 2,150. 

The U. S. Census of 1790 gives the population as 2,226. Of 
these 1,076 were white males and 1,110 white females; there 
were 287 houses and 351 families. The population of the Rox- 
bury district in- the U. S. Census years is given in the following 
table, from 1800 to 1900, inclusive. Previous to the annexation 
of Roxbury to Boston in 1868 the figures are absolute, as given 
by census returns, but subsequently the population is estimated, 
as heretofore explained.

West Roxbury. 


Originally part of Roxbury, from which it was set apart and 
established as a separate town in 1851. <A part of Dedham was 
annexed in 1853, and in 1874 the town was annexed to Boston, 
its area at that time being 8,078 acres. There are no figures 
available as to the population of West Roxbury before 1855. At 
that time it was 4,812, in 1860 it was 6,310, in 1870, 8,686. 
The population for the succeeding census years is given in the 
table of ‘* Population of Boston Proper and Annexations.” 


Brighton. 


This section was a part of Cambridge, known formerly as ‘* Lit- 
tle Cambridge’’ until February 24, 1807, when it was set apart and 
incorporated as the town of Brighton. Very little information is 
available as to its population in early times. In the ‘‘Cambridge 
List of persones and estates taken in the Month of August, 
1688,” the population of this part of Cambridge is given as 35. 
In 1777 the number of persons is given as 3809 whites, 12 blacks; 
ratable polls, 66 whites, 4 blacks. The area of Brighton at the 
time of its incorporation was 2,660 acres, 81 rods. On January 
27, 1816, a small portion of Cambridge was annexed, and when 
the town was annexed to Boston in January, 1874, the area was 
2,277 acres. The population of Brighton at the date of the an- 
nexation.-was 4,967. The population of the Brighton district 
from 1810 to 1900, in the U. S. census years, is given in the fol- 
lowing table.

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CERTAIN STATISTICS OF POPULATION OF BOSTON 
FOR THE U. S. CENSUS YEARS 1870, 1880, 1890, 
1900. (TABLE A.) 


The period immediately: succeeding the great fire of 1872, in | 
Boston, was the most remarkable in its influence upon the develop- 
ment of the city, from every standpoint, of any since the settle- 
ment of the old town. 

The annexation of the large suburban districts of-Roxbury and 
Dorchester afforded delightful residential conditions, new to town 
dwellers, which were rapidly availed of by the commercial and 
industrial classes in our population, resulting in the commence- 
ment of a wonderful development of these sections of our city 
for residential purposes that has continued with steadily increas- 
ing volume down to the present time. 

The great fire itself had a direct influence in shaping the con-. 
ditions of the period. The area which was destroyed embraced 
within its confines both residential and business buildings, and 
when, in course of time, it was rebuilt and again occupied, it was 
found that the residential portion had been entirely eliminated, 
and the influence of commercial needs had extended into the con- 
tiguous territory, with the effect of still further increasing the. 
area devoted to business pursuits, and consequently lessening that 
which had hitherto been devoted to the residence and the home. 

The old portion of the city proper was already overcrowded ; 
the 1,018 acres within its boundaries was occupied by a popula- 
tion of over 140,000, an average of 138.6 persons to the acre, a 
density hardly exceeded to-day in the most congested portion of 
our city, where there is an average of 17 persons to a dwelling, 
and often the buildings are used both for residential and business 
purposes, and the occupations of life and for the means of sup- 
port are carried on in one and the same room. 

It was obvious that families and individuals, crowded out of 
their former homes by the exigencies of business, must seek loca- 
tion outside the limits of the old city, as also those who obtained 
employment in the fast increasing business area, and who desired 

a residence conveniently and pleasantly located as nearly as pos- 
sible to the scene of their daily labor, which the suburban dis- 
tricts could alone afford. 

In the year 1867 the area of Boston, including East and South 
Boston, was approximately 3,000 acres, and the population rising 
200,000. 

In 1868 Roxbury, with 2,700 acres and a population of over 
30,000, was annexed, and on January 3, 1870, Dorchester, with 
5,600 acres of territory and a population of about 12,000, became 
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apart of Boston, so that in the latter year the first presented in 
Table F, Boston stands credited with a population of 250,526, an 
area Of 12,497 acres, with 20.04 persons to the acre, 29,623 
dwellings, and 48,188 families. 

The next U.S. census year, 1880, shows Boston’s population 
to be 362,839, an increase in ten years of 112,313, or 44.8 per 
cent. ; a portion of this increase, however, is due to the annexa- 
tion in 1874 of the city of Charlestown and the towns of West 
Roxbury and Brighton, the population of the former being about 
30,000, and of the latter 9,500 and 5,000, respectively, making 
an addition to Boston’s population of about 44,500. The addi- 
tional area brought into the city limits was: Charlestown 586 
acres, West Roxbury 7,848 acres, and Brighton 2,277 acres, a 
total of 10,711 acres, giving a total area for the city of 23,606 
acres, with 15.37 persons to the acre, 43,944 dwellings, and 
72,763 families. The births of 1870 were returned as 8,144 
in number, and in 1880 they were 10,749, an increase of 2,605, 
or 31.9 per cent.; the deaths in 1870 numbered 6,100, and in 
1880, 8,612, an increase of 2,512, or 41.1 per cent. 

The marriages in 1880 were only about 150 more than in 1870. 
In 1870 the native-born population was 162,540, and the for- 
eign-born 87,986, a proportion of 1.84 of the former to 1 of the 
latter. In 1880 the native-born were 248,083, an increase of 
85,503, or 52.9 per cent.; the foreign-born were 114,796, an 
increase of 26,810, or 30.4 per cent. 

The colored people in Boston in 1870 were 3,513 in number, 
and in 1880 they had increased to 5,873, or 67.1 per cent. 

In 1890 the U.S. census gave Boston a population of 448,477, 
‘an increase of 85,638, or 23.6 per cent. This seems small when 
compared with the increase of the previous decade, but it must 
be remembered that the actual increase, above that acquired by 
the various annexations, was only 27 per cent.; the area had 
increased less than a thousand acres, and that, of course, by 
reclaiming low or marshy lands, and filling on shore front; the 
density of the population had increased 3.14 per cent., or to 
18.51 persons per acre; the number of dwellings was 52,699, an 
increase of 8,755, or 19.9 per cent.; the number of families was 
89,716, an increase of 16,953, or 23.3 per cent. 

The number of births in 1890 was 18,355, an -increase of 
2,606, or 24.2 per cent.; the number of deaths was 10,179, as 
against 8,612 in 1880, an increase of 1,567, or nearly 19 per 
cent.; there were 5,296 marriages in 1890, as against 3,673 in 
1880, an increase of 1,623, or 44.2 per cent. 

The native-born population in 1890 had increased since 1880, 
42,262, or 17.03 per cent., at the same time the foreign-born 
population had increased 43,376, or 37.7 per cent. 

The colored population of 5,873 in 1880 had increased to 8,590 
in 1890, a gain of 46.4 per cent. “ 

In 1900 the population of Boston was 560,892, an increase of 
112,415 over the population of 1890, or 25.08 per cent., or 1.48 
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per cent. greater than the increase of the decade between 1880 
and 1890. There was but a slight gainin area. This was due 
to the reclaiming of marshy tracts, and filling of salt water areas 
on different portions of the shore front. 

The number of persons to the acre had increased from 18.51 
to 22.79, exceeding the density of 1870 by 2.75 persons. 

The increase in the number of dwellings was 13,783, or 26.1 
per cent., or 6.2 per cent. more than in the period between 1880 
and 1890. 

The number of families was 117,244, an increase of 27,528, or 
30.6 per cent., or 7.3 per cent. more than in the previous decade. 

The number of births in 1900 was ‘16,351, an increase of about 
3,000, or 22.4 per cent., as against 19 per cent. in the previous 
inter-census period. 

The deaths numbered 11,670, or 1,491 more than in 1890, or 
14.6 per cent.; this was 4.4 per cent. less than the percentage of 
increase from 1880 to 1890. 

The marriages numbered 6,049, an increase of 753 over the 
figure for 1890, or 14.2 per cent.; this percentage is a marked 
decrease from the percentage of increase in the previous decade, 
the figure for that period being 44.2 per cent. 

The native-born population in 1900 was 363,763, an increase 
over the number for 1890 of 73,458, or 25.3 per cent.: this was 
8 per cent. greater than the increase of 1880-90; in the same 
period the foreign-born population pec increased 38,957 over the 
figure for 1890, or 24.6 per cent.; this was 13.1 per cent. less 
than the percentage of increase in the previous decade. 

The colored population in 1900, was 12,809, an increase of 
4,219, or 49.1 per cent.; this was a gain of 2.6 per cent. over 
the increase for the previous decade.

The growth of the various foreign elements in the make-up of 
our population is an interesting study, and in the table here pre- 
sented the steady increase in the case of some nationalities repre- 
sented, and the fluctuations of others from one census year to the 
next, are clearly shown. 

Ireland. —'Vhe natives of Ireland are the largest factor in our 
foreign-born population. In 1870 they numbered 56,900, in 1880 
64,793, an increase of 7,893, or 13.8 per cent.; in 1890 their 
number was 71,441, an increase of 6,648 over the figure for 1880, 
or 10.2 per cent., a falling off of 3.6 per cent. compared with the 
percentage of increase of the previous decennial period. 

In 1900 the number was 70,147, or 1,294 less than in 1890, a ~ 
decrease of 1.8 percent. The net increase of natives of Ireland 
between 1870 and 1900 was 13,247, or 23.3 per cent. 

British-American Provinces. — Persons of this nativity form 
the second element in size in our foreign population. In 1870 
they numbered 18,818; in 1880 their number was 23,156, an 
increase of 9,338, or 67.5 per cent.; in 1890 the number was 
38,294, an increase of 15,138, or 65.3 per cent., or 2.2 per cent. 
less increase than in the previous decade. 

In 1900 their number was 50,282; this was an increase of 11,- 
988, or 31.3 per cent., or less than half of the increase between 
1880 and 1890. ‘The net increase for the thirty years between 
1870 and 1900 was 36,464, or 263.8 per cent. 

Russia. — The natives of Russia are the third element in point 
of numbers in our foreign-born population. In 1870 there were 
266 natives of this country in Boston; in 1880 the number was 
782, an increase of 516, or 193.9 per cent.; in 1890 the number 
was 5,259, an increase of 4,477 over the figures for 1880, or 
572.5 per cent.; this percentage was 378.6 greater than the 
increase between 1870 and 1880. 

In 1900 the number of Russians in Boston was 18,550, an 
increase of 13,291 over the numbers in 1890, or 252.7 per cent. ; 
this increase was 319.8 per cent. less than the percentage of 
increase between 1880 and 1890. The net increase: for the thirty 
years between 1870 and 1900 was 18,284, or 687.3 per cent. 

Great Britain. — Next in order of numbers comes Great 
Britain; this includes the natives of England, Scotland, and 
Wales. Their number in 1870 was 7,887, in 1880 the number 
was 11,936, an increase of 4,049, or 51.3 per cent.; in 1890 the 
number was 18,267, an increase of 6,331, or 53 per cent.; this 
was a little more than one per cent. greater.than the increase 
between 1870 and 1880. 

In 1900 the number of natives of Great Britain was 17,955, 
a loss of 312, or 1.7 per cent. 

The net increase of natives of Great Britain for the thirty 
years from 1870 to 1900 was 10,068, or 127.6 per cent.

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Italy. — The natives of Italyin 1870 numbered 264, in 1880 
the number was 1,277, an increase of 1,013, or 383.7 per cent. ; 
in 1890 the number was 4,718, an increase of 3,441 over the 
number of 1880, or 269.4 per cent.; this was 114.3 per cent. less 
than the percentage of increase between 1870 and 1880. In 
1900 the number of natives of Italy in our population was 13,738 ; 
this was an increase of 9,020, or 191.1 per cent. This was 78.3 
per cent. less than the percentage of increase for the period be- 
tween 1880 and 1890. : 

The net increase of natives of Italy in our population for the 
thirty years between 1870 and 1900 was 13,474, or 510.4 per cent. 

Germany. — Natives of Germany in 1870 were 5,608 in num- 
ber, in 1880 they were 7,398, an increase of 1,790, or 31.9 per 
cent. ; in 1890 they numbered 10,368, an increase of 2,970, or 
40.2 per cent. This increase was 8.3 per cent. greater than the 
percentage_.of increase for the period between 1870 and 1880. 

In 1900 the number was 10,739, an increase of only 371, or 
3.9 per cent. 

The net increase of natives of Germany in our population for 
the thirty years between 1870 and 1900 was 91.4 per cent. 

Austria.— The number of natives of Austria in our population 
is not large, but the percentage of increase in the last thirty years 
is very great. In 1870 the number was 170, and in 1880 221, an 
increase of 50, or 29.4 per cent.; in 1890 the number was 683, 
an increase of 462, or 209 per cent.; in 1900 the number was 
1,599, an increase of 916, or 134.1 per cent. 

The net increase of natives of Austria in our population in the 
thirty years between 1870 and 1900 was 1,429, or 840 per cent. 

The other important additions to our foreign-born population in 
the last thirty years are the natives of Sweden and Norway, taken 
together, and those of China. Of the former, the increase has 
been more gradual and steady than that of most of the other 
nations represented ; the net increase for the thirty years was 752.8 
per eent. 

Of the natives of China, there were less than 100 here previous 
to the census of 1880; in that year there were 133. The number 
in 1900 is given as 1,065, a net increase for the twenty years of 
932, or about 700 per cent. 

The increase of French natives in our foreign-born population 
has been very gradual, and in small numbers. From 1870 to 
1880 the increase was but 180, from 1880 to 1890 only 80, and 
from 1890 to 1900 only 128; the total net increase for the 
thirty years being 388, or about 63 per cent. 

Of the other nations represented in the table, none are re- 
markable for the increase in numbers, except perhaps Turkey, 
which, with 7 representatives in 1870, had increased to 600 in 
1900, and Denmark, with 76 in 1870, increased to 675 in 1900; 
Holland is represented by but 59 more in 1900 than in 1870; 
Belgium by 221, as against 31 in 1870; Switzerland by double 
the number of 1870; Spain by less than in 1870; Greece by 281, 
as against 13 in 1870, and Japan by only 36 individuals. 
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Table C shows the increase or decrease in the proportion of 
certain foreign elements in the population of ten of the great 
cities of the United States during the period from the U. S. 
Census of 1890 to that of 1900. 

The largest foreign element in Boston in 1890 was the natives 
of Ireland, at that time forming 45.17 per cent. of the foreign- 
born population. This was the largest proportion in any of the 
ten cities of natives of Ireland; Philadelphia was second, with 
41.17 per cent., and New York third, with 29.76 per cent. 

In 1900 the natives of Ireland were the largest foreign element 
in Boston, and their proportion here was greater than in any 
other city, but the percentage had fallen to 35.6. Philadelphia 
was second, with 33.3 per cent., and New York third, with 21.7 
per cent. This is a decrease of 9.47 percent. in Boston, 7.77 in 
Philadelphia, and 8.06 in New York city. It is possible that a 
part of the decrease in the latter city might be accounted for if 
the make-up of the foreign elements in the annexed territory 
included in Greater New York were considered. 

The second great element in the foreign population of Boston 
in 1890 was natives of the British-American Provinces. This 
element comprised 24.21 per cent. of the foreign-born of this 
city. It was also in a very much larger proportion in Boston than 
in any other city, the second proportion in size being that of 
Buffalo, 11.86 per cent.; the third, in Chicago, 5.39 per cent. 

In 1900 this element was also the second in proportion among 
our foreign-born residents, and the percentage was 25.5. Again 
Boston leads in the proportional size of this element, and is 
followed by Buffalo, with 16.5 per cent., with Cleveland third, 
with 6.9 per cent. 

The percentage had increased 1.29 per cent. in Boston, 4.64 
per cent. in Buffalo, and 1.59 per cent. in Cleveland. In Chicago 
the increase was but 0.51 per cent. 

Natives of Great Britain, including England, Scotland and 
Wales, formed the third important factor, in point of size, in our 
foreign-born population in 1890, its proportional percentage 
being 11.55. This proportion was exceeded in Philadelphia with 
18.06 per cent., Cleveland with 14.76 per cent., and closely 
followed by San Francisco with 10.57 per cent., so that Boston 
was third in order in the proportional percentage of natives of 
Great Britain: 

In 1900 there was a decrease in the percentage of this element 
in Boston of 2.35 per cent., in Philadelphia of 2.36 per cent., in 
Cleveland of 3.86 per cent., and in San Francisco the percentage 
was practically unchanged. Boston was fourth instead of third 
in the rate of percentage for this element in 1900. 

The German element is small comparatively in our city, its 
percentage being only 6.55 in 1890, and 5.4 in 1900. This per- 
centage is greatly exceeded in all the other cities specified, the 
nearest being San Francisco, with 20.84 per cent. in 1890, and 
30.2 per cent. in 1900; and the greatest in Cincinnati, with 69.20 
per cent. in 1890 and 66.1 per cent. in 1900. 
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In this element all specified cities show a decrease except San 
Francisco, which shows a gain of 9.36 per cent., and Buffalo, 
which maintains practically the same percentage as in 1890. 

The next element, in point of size, in our foreign-born popula- 
tion are the natives of Russia, including Poland and Finland. 
In 1890 the percentage of these people in our foreign-born popu- 
lation was 3.32. This was exceeded in all the cities specified 
except St. Louis, San Francisco and Cincinnati. 

In 1900 the percentage of this element in Boston was 9.4, and 
was exceeded only by New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore. 
In New York the percentage in 1890 was 8.68, in 1900 it was 
14.3; in Philadelphia it was 3.73 in 1890, or a little greater than 
Boston, and in 1900 it was 11.4: in Baltimore in 1890 it was 
7.23, and in 1900 it was 18.2, this being the greatest increase of 
this element in the ten cities specified. 

Italy furnishes the next large factor in our foreign population ; 
the percentage in 1890 was 2.98. This was exceeded only in 
New York, with 6.24 per cent., and San Francisco, with 4.11 
per cent. 

In 1900 the percentage of this element in Boston was 7.0, and 
this was exceeded only by New York, with 11.5 per cent. 

There has been an increase of this element in all the cities 
specified, in some yery slight, and in others quite marked, as the 
table will show. 

There is but one other nativity that has a proportion of more 
than 1 per cent. among our foreign-born population, and that is 
the natives of Sweden and Norway taken together. In 1890 the 
percentage of these natives amongst our foreign-born residents 
was 2.70 per cent.; this was exceeded by Chicago with 14.40 
per cent., and by San Francisco with 3.93 per cent.; in 1900 
the percentage in Boston was 3.4, in Chicago 12.1, in San 
Francisco 6.3. 

The percentage of each nativity represented in the table for 
the years 1890 and 1900, and the rate of increase or decrease, is 
here shown for the city of Boston.

These figures show that there has been a marked increase in 
the ten years between 1890 and 1900 of natives of Russia and Italy, . 
and a marked decrease of natives of Ireland in the same time, in 
the foreign-born population of our city; the increase and decrease 
of other nationalities has been slight, with the exception of natives 
of China, who have considerably more than doubled in the period 
between the Census of 1890 and that of 1900. 
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Table D shows the position of ten of the large cities of the 
country with relation to the proportion of their native and foreign 
population, the natives of foreign parentage and colored popula- 
tion, the latter including all other than white persons, for the 
years 1890 and 1900. 

Among these cities, in 1890, Boston ranks sixth in proportion 
of native population, its percentage being 64.73. This was 
exceeded by Baltimore with 84.12 per cent., Cincinnati with 75.95 
per cent., St. Louis with 74.57 per cent., Philadelphia with 74.26 
per cent., and Buffalo with 65 per cent. 

in 1900 the proportion of native population in Boston had not 
materially changed, it being 64.9 per cent.; but this ratio was 
exceeded by all the cities in the table submitted except New 
York, which, although the lowest on the list in this respect, had 
still increased its percentage of native-born from 57.77 in 1890 
to 63 per cent. in 1900. This increase is probably due to the 
ratio of the annexed districts which are now a part of Greater 
New York. Every city on the table had an appreciable increase 
in the proportion of its native-born population during the inter- 
census years except Boston, which has practically stood still in 
that regard. . 

In the proportion of foreign-born population, in 1890, Boston 
was fifth in order among the cities specified with a percentage of 
35.27. This was exceeded by San Francisco with 42.41 per cent., 
New York with 42.33 per cent., Chicago with 40.98 per cent., 
and Cleveland with 37.15 per cent. In 1900 Boston was the 
second city in this regard, having a percentage of foreign-born 
population of 35.1, and this percentage being exceeded only by 
that of New York city, which was 37.0. Again Boston had main- 
tained practically the same proportion of foreign-born in 1900 
that it had in 1890, while all the rest of the cities specified had 
decreased their ratios in this particular. This is largely accounted 
for, in the case of Boston, by reason of the large percentage of 
decrease in the natives of Ireland being offset by the increase of 
natives of Russia and Italy. 

In native white population of native parentage Boston stood 
third in 1890, with a percentage of 30.26, and exceeded only by 
Baltimore with a percentage of 42.95, and Philadelphia with 
390.09 per cent. 

In 1900 the positions of some of the cities in this particular 
had changed so that Boston was fourth with a percentage of 26, 
Baltimore being first with 46.3 per cent., Philadelphia second 
with 40.3 per cent., and Cincinnati third with 34.8 per cent. 

In the proportion of native whites of foreign parentage in 
1890 Boston was eighth among the cities specified with a percent- 
age of 32.88, and was followed by Philadelphia with 30.95 per 
cent., and Baltimore with 25.77 per cent. 

In 1900 Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore held the same 
relative positions as in 1890, the percentage of Boston being 36.9, 
of Philadelphia 32.0, and of Baltimore 24.6. 
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In the relative proportion of foreign-born persons of foreign 
parentage in 1890 Boston stood fourth, with 34.65 per cent. ; 
New York was first with 41.79 per cent., Chicago second with 
40.31 per cent., and Cleveland third with 36.74 per cent. 

In 1900 Boston was second in this particular, with a percent- 
age of 34.7, being exceeded only by New York with a percentage 
of 36.7, and closely followed by Chicago with a percentage of 34.5. 

In the proportion of colored population in 1890 Boston was 
sixth among the cities specified, the percentage being 2.21. 
Chicago was seventh with 2.0 per cent., New York eighth with 
1.92 per cent., Cleveland ninth with 1.51 per cent., and Buffalo 
tenth with 0.41 per cent. 

In 1900 the proportion of the colored population had not 
materially changed in Boston, the percentage being 2.3. Neither 
had its relative position changed among the specified cities, being 
still sixth in order, and followed by New York with 2 per cent., 
Chicago with 1.9 per cent., Cleveland with 1.6 per cent., and 
Buffalo with 0.5 per cent. 

A summary of the facts shown by this table in regard to our 
city will show that while the native-born population has increased 
in the decade between 1890 and 1900 more than 25 per cent., 
or 73,478, the increase by immigration of the foreign-born has 
kept pace with it — that is, in proportion, notin numbers — so that 
the proportions of native and foreign-born in our tity in 1900 are 
approximately the same as in 1890. ‘The average increase per 
year in native-born is 7,347, of foreign-born 3,895. 

The increase of native-born in the population of the other 
specified cities is very marked. Boston alone shows practically no 
increase. 

In the facts regarding the foreign population of these cities 
Boston alone maintains the same percentage. In all the other 
specified cities there has been a marked decrease in the propor- 
tion of the foreign population, but in Boston there is no material 
change in the proportions for the past decade. 

The comparison of figures for the native whites of the second 
generation for the two periods is significant. In every one of the 
specified cities except Cleveland and Boston the percentage of 
native whites of native parentage has increased in the last decade. 
In Cleveland it remains practically the same, but in Boston there 
is a very marked decrease. 

The persons born of foreign parents in Boston in 1890 were 
32.88 per cent. of the population, as against 30.26 per cent., 
which was the proportion of native-born of native parentage. 
At that time the native population was something over 83 per 
cent. greater than the foreign-born. 

In 1900 the percentage of natives of foreign parentage in Bos- 
ton was 36.9, as against 26 per cent., which was the proportion 
of natives of native parentage. In this year the native-born 
population exceeded the foreign-born by only 54 per cent., but 
there was a difference of almost 11 per cent. between the per- 
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centage figures of natives of native parentage and natives of for- 
eign parentage in favor of the latter, as against a difference of 
2.66 per cent. in 1890—a difference which shows very conclu- 
sively the decrease in births among our native-born people, and 
the relatively greater number of births among the foreign-born 
during the last ten years. 

The colored population of Boston has increased about 50 per 
cent. in the last ten years, but its relative proportion to the rest 
of the population remains approximately the same, or 2.3 in 1900, 
as against 2.21 per cent. in 1890. 

A comparison of Boston’s position among the large cities of the 
country in relation to the population statistics of the table with 
the other cities represented shows that 
Boston in population stands fifth.

Section 1 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides that 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually give 
public notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in one 
or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights and measures, to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fee shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights and measures, to be tested and sealed. 

Section 2 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended by 
section 2 of chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides that 
at any time after said notice the said Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and shops of persons 
mentioned in the foregoing section, who have neglected to 
comply with the notice given thereunder, and having entered 
the same, with the assent of the occupants, shall adjust and 
seal their scales, weights and measures, and shall be entitled 
to receive for said service the compensation set forth in 
chapter 51, section 14, of the General Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a reas- 
onable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights and measures were in use; and 
having informed the owners thereof that it was optional with 
them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this office 
or at their places of business, and in the former case no charge 
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would be made for such services, proceeded thereafter, with 
their consent, to test and seal the same.

The decrease in the earnings of this department is due 
solely to the increased demand for the paebecugn of milk and 
eream jars, which has increased from 111,206 for the year 
1898, to 645,522 for the year 1901, making a gain of 534,316 
in a year, 6,321 being pecrined as small. 

In order to meet the extra demand of the dealers, it has 
been necessary for many weeks to use the entire force of the 
department on this special work. This necessitated the 
calling in of the men from their several routes, which has 
lessened our income materially, when if fees were collected 
for testing and sealing these milk and cream jars, on the 
same basis as that charged for work done on the outside 
of the office, the revenue derived for sealing the same would 
amount to over $19,000.

CHARITY BUILDING, CHARDON STREET, 
Boston, March 1, 1902. 


Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,—In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the Soldiers’ Relief Department for the year 
ending January 31, 1902, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

On April 2, 1901, I was confirmed by the Board of Alder- 
men as Soldiers’ Relief Commissioner to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. Reuben Peterson, who had held 
the position for thirty-eight consecutive years. 

Upon assuming the duties of the office I found that the 

rooms assigned to the department were inadequate, and I at 
- once made application for additional space to the Overseers 
of the Poor, who are the custodians of the Charity Building, 
in which the department is loéated. My efforts resulted in 
securing. another room, which with the three in use gave us 
ample accommodations. 

The furniture I found to be antiquated, out of repair, and 
entirely insufficient for the proper performance of the work 
required of the department, and I therefore made a requisition 
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on the Public Buildings Department for new and modern 
furniture, which was supplied without unnecessary delay. 
Needed repairs were made to the walls, floors, ceiling, gas 
and steam fixtures, which, together with new wardrobes 
and a telephone booth, brought the department up to date, 
and made it worthy of the city of which it is a part. For 
this happy change we are indebted to Mr. Milton C. Paige, 
the then Superintendent of Public Buildings, who, after 
assuring himself, by a personal investigation, of the shameful 
condition of the rooms and furniture, lost no time in applying 
the remedy. | 

Finding that the methods then in use for the payment of 
beneficiaries resulted in the collection of long lines of aged 
and feeble men and women, totally unfitted to stand for hours 
at a time awaiting their turn to be paid, and in the over- 
crowding of the corridors and stairs to such an extent as to 
interfere seriously with the other occupants of the building, 
I adopted a system which has worked admirably, and under 
which the crowds have disappeared, the beneficiaries are paid 
without delay, and the officials in other parts of the building 
are enabled to pursue their business without any interference 
from this department. As an evidence of the completeness 
of the reform I take pleasure in quoting from a letter written 
by the Chairman of the Overseers of the Poor in charge of 
the building. 


Boston, December 20, 1901. 
Mr. Joun E. Gitman, 
Commissioner Soldiers’ Relief: 


Dear Srr, —I am very glad to say that since you have been 
Commissioner of Soldiers’ Relief the trouble which formerly 
existed during several days in each month at the Charity Build- 
ing, owing to the overcrowding of the entries by your benefici- 
aries, has entirely ceased. I have nothing but praise for the 
way in which the payment of your pensioners is now managed.

DUTIES. 


The duties of the department include the reception of ap- 
plications for aid under the various laws enacted by the 
Legislature for the relief of veterans of the Civil and Spanish 
wars, and, under certain restrictions, of the wives, widows, 
fathers, mothers and children of living and dead veterans, 
algo army nurses. | 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF DEPARTMENT. g 


The following table shows the number and disposition of 
applications during the past year, but, owing to the absence 
of sufficient data, no comparison can be made with former 
years: 
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Appropriate blanks are filled out in each case and the 
necessities of the applicant thoroughly investigated by officials 
of the department. The question of eligibility is also decided, 
and, if the decision is in favor of the applicant, the case is 
referred to the Committee on State Aid of the Board of 
Aldermen, which meets once in each month, generally the first 
or second Friday, to hear and decide cases recommended by 
the Commissioner. 

In the practical working of the laws, the State Aid Com- 
missioners are the final judges as to whether State and Mili- 
tary Aid shall be granted or withheld, and, if granted, to 
what extent, while the Aldermanic Committee has entire 
control of the amounts to be allowed as Soldiers’ Relief, 
having power to give more or less than the sum recommended 
by the Soldiers’ Relief Commissioner, or to refuse aid alto- 
gether, the refused party having, however, the right of appeal 
to the State Aid Commissioners, whose decision is final. 

Section 17 of chapter 79 of the Revised Laws provides 
that beneficiaries shall be visited from time to time, and 
investigations made into their qualifications and necessities 
in order to prevent unnecessary or undeserved aid. In obe- 
dience to this law four hundred and thirty-three visits have 
been made by the officials of this department during the year, 
many of them to towns and cities outside of Boston, where 
reside beneficiaries having a legal settlement in this city. 

Many more investigations should be made in order that the 
department may keep in touch with the persons aided, and it 
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is hoped that in the future such arrangements can be made as 
will make it possible to have each beneficiary visited at least 
once a year. 

Payments are made at the offices of the department on or 
about the first of each month. ‘The preparation of monthly 
pay-rolls for nearly three thousand persons, and the subse- 
quent payment on those rolls, taxes the clerical force to the 
utmost capacity. Iam pleased to record, however, that the 
extra labor, although involving much inconvenience, has been 
given cheerfully and ungrudgingly. 

The powers and duties of the department are fully described 
in chapter 79 of the Revised Laws, and include the execu- 
tion of the provisions of section 8, State Aid; section 9, Mil- 
itary Aid; section 18, Soldiers’ Relief, and section 20, Burial 
of Indigent Soldiers. A brief summary of the scope of the 
diffierent sections, and of the work performed under each, is 
herewith appended. 


STATE AID. — 


This is the oldest form of beneficent legislation for the 
Civil War soldiers and their dependents, the first State aid 
law having been enacted May 23, 1861, being chapter 222 
of the Acts of that year. It bas been re-enacted at various 
times, and is now known as chapter 79, section 3, of the 
Revised Laws. It provides for aid to soldiers of the Civil 
and Spanish wars, and to the dependents of living, missing 
and dead soldiers of those wars:— namely, wives, widows, 
children, fathers and mothers, and to army nurses, the prin- 
cipal conditions being that the applicant is in needy circum- 
stances, and that the soldier upon whose military service the 
claim is based is or has been an invalid pensioner, and shall 
have served to the credit of Massachusetts, or, being at the 
time an actual resident of Massachusetts, served to the credit 
of another State, or in the regular army or navy of the United 
States. The entire amount paid by the city under this Act 
during the year is reimbursed by the State on the tenth of 
December of the year following.

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MILITARY AID. 


This law dates in its various forms from 1879, being 
originally chapter 252 of the Acts of that year. It is in- 
tended for the relief of such Massachusetts soldiers of the 
Civil or Spanish wars as are not adequately provided for 
under the State Aid law, and is divided into four classes, 
Viz. : 

First Olass. Indigent persons having no pensions or State 
aid, but having a legal settlement in the city or town aiding 
them. 

Second Class. Indigent persons whose pensions and State 
aid are inadequate for their relief, and who have a legal 
settlement in the city or town aiding them. 

Third Class. Indigent persons having no pension or State 
aid, or legal settlement, but who are actual residents of the 
town or city aiding them, and of the State for the preceding 
three years. 

Fourth Class. Indigent persons having no legal settle- 
ment, whose pension and State aid are inadequate for their 
support, and who are actual residents of the town or city aid- 
ing them, and of the State for the preceding three years. 

One-half of the amount paid to persons of the first or 
second class, and the whole amount paid to persons of the 
third or fourth class, is reimbursed by the Commonwealth. 

As the benefits of this law are extended to soldiers only, 
the number relieved is comparatively small, as is shown in 
the following table:

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SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Chapter 79, section 18, of the Revised Laws (formerly 
chapter 447, Acts of 1890, and chapter 279, Acts of 1893). 

This law was originally enacted by the Legislature of 
1888, being chapter 488 of that year, and was intended to 
remove from the almshouses of the cities and towns in the 
State, the large number of Civil War veterans and their 
dependents and support them in their homes or other suit- 
able places, other than almshouses. 

Relief under this law comes entirely from thecity, there 
being no reimbursement by the State, as in the cases of State 
Aid and Military Aid. To be eligible for relief under this 
law the applicant must be in necessitous circumstances and 
have a legal settlement in Boston, and the soldier, upon 
whose military service the claim is based, must have served 
in the Civil War and received an honorable discharge: from 
all enlistments therein, and he must have had a legal settle- 
ment in some city or town in this Commonwealth. 

It will be seen by the foregoing that the possession of a 
legal settlement in Massachusetts by the soldier himself is a 
sine gua non without which no application can be favorably 
considered. In imposing this condition the Legislature evi- 
dently intended to discourage removals from other States 
into this State for the purpose of profiting by our more gen- 
erous laws. 

The very reason for the enactment of this law suggests 
the needs of the persons aided under it, namely: those who 
would otherwise have to be supported in the City Almshouse. 
The number is constantly increasing, and in all probability 
will continue to increase for some years to come. Seven 
hundred and nine persons were aided under this law the past 
year, aS compared with six hundred and one the year pre- 
vious. Of the one hundred and eight increase, seventy-seven 
were widows, who presumably were supported by their hus- 
bands until deprived of them by death, and thirty were 
veterans incapacitated for further self-support by weight of 
years or physical infirmities. 

It would be unfair to assume that the amount paid out 
under this law is an additional expense to the city, for the 
reason that, were there no such law, a large proportion of the 
beneficiaries would be compelled to seek refuge in the alms- 
house at Long Island, where it cost the city $3.83 per week 
for the support of each inmate during the past year. 

The moral effect of this generous law upon the families of 
veterans is inconceivable, and the ultimate benefit to the State

and city incalculable. The death of the husband and father 
no longer means the breaking up of the home and the distri- 
bution of the helpless family among public and private 
eleemosynary institutions, to grow up as paupers and depend- 
ents, with a consequent loss of that pride and self-respect so 
essential in the citizens of this free and enlightened country. 
Instead, the bereaved widow, with the relief received under 
this law, is enabled t6 maintain her home intact, and keep 
her children united until such time as they become bread- 
winners themselves and competent to take their places in the 
ranks of the body politic with that sense of equality so 
foreign to those to whom the words “pauper” and ‘“ poor- 
house” were familiar in their more tender years. 

The following table contains the statistics of the year in 
connection with this law:

Owing to the insufficiency of the State aid allowance for 
the proper support of our beneficiaries, many of them have 
been granted additional help in the form of soldiers’ relief. 
For this reason the figures in the foregoing tables contain 
many duplications of the same persons. The following table 
gives the exact number of individuals relieved by the depart- 
ment during the year, with the changes that have occurred 
amongst them within that time:

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BURIALS. 


Chapter 79, section 20, of the Revised Laws provides for 
the appointment, by the Soldiers’ Relief Commissioner, of 
a burial agent, who shall serve without compensation, and 
who shall not be one of the overseers of the poor, who shall 
cause to be properly interred in places not used for the burial 
of pauper dead, all honorably discharged soldiers and sailors 
of the Civil War, dependent mothers, and such wives and 
widows as were married before 1870. ‘The city pays $35 for 
each burial, the whole of which is reimbursed by the State. 

Col. Charles E. Hapgood of 88 Pemberton square has been 
burial agent for the city for several years, and he reports the 
following number of burials during the year: 
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The laws for the benefit of soldiers and their dependents 
are so largely controlled by the Settlement Laws of the Com- 
monwealth, that it is deemed wise to have both laws printed 
as an appendix to this report, not only for general knowledge, 
but for the convenience of the officials charged with their} 
execution. | 

A financial statement is also appended, showing that the 
net cost to the city for the maintenance of the department 
and for the support of its legally settled soldiers and their 
dependents is $87,350.56.

OF STATE AND MILITARY AID AND SOLDIERS’ RELIEF.

COMMISSIONERS OF STATE AID. 


Section 1. The auditor of the commonwealth, the adjutant 
general and a person to be appointed by the governor, with the 
advice and consent of the council, with a salary to be fixed by 
them of not more than twenty-five hundred dollars a year, who 
shall devote his whole time to the duties of his office and who 
shall be secretary of the board, shall be commissioners of state 
aid and shall perform the duties required of such commissioners 
under the laws relative to state and military aid. Said com- 
missioners shall investigate, so far as the interests of the com- 
monwealth may require, all payments for state or military aid 
under the provisions of this chapter. 

Suct. 2. A city or town may raise money, and, under the 
direction of the mayor and aldermen or selectmen or, in Bos- 
ton, subject to the order of the aldermen thereof as to the 
amounts to be paid to beneficiaries, under the direction of the 
soldiers’ relief commissioner, pay state or military aid to, or 
expend it for, any worthy person, subject to the following con- 
ditions : 


STATE AID. 


Sect. 3. A recipient of state aid shall have a residence, and 
shall actually reside, in the city or town from which such aid is 
recetved, shall not receive aid from any other city or town in 
the commonwealth nor from any other state, shall be in such 
needy circumstances as to require public assistance and shall 
belong to one of the following classes : 


First Class, Invalid pensioners of the United States who 
served in the army or navy of the United States to the credit of

this commonwealth either in the civil war between the nine- 
teenth day of April in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-one 
and the first day of September in the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, or in the war with Spain, which for the purposes of 
this chapter, shall be defined as having begun on the fifteenth 
day of February in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight 
and as having ended on the twelfth day of August in said 
year ;—— or who served in such army or navy in the military 
organizations of this commonwealth known as three months’ 
men, ninety days’ men, or one hundred days’ men, mustered into 
the service of the United States in April, May, June or July in 
the year eighteen hundred and sixty-one, or in April, May, July 
or August in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-four ; — or 
who, having their residence and actually residing in this com- 
monwealth at the time of their enlistment, either served to the 
credit of any other state in such army or navy, between the nine- 
teenth day of April in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-one 
and the eighteenth day of March in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-two, or served in such army or navy, having been 
mustered into the service of the United States, at some time 
between the first day of May and the first day of October in the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-two, while having a residence 
and actually living in this commonwealth and while a member 
of one of the organizations of the volunteer militia known as the 
Boston cadets, the Salem cadets, the eighth battery of light 
artillery, or Company B of the seventh regiment of infantry ; — 
or who served in such navy, being one of the persons included 
in the list of officers, sailors and marines, prepared by the 
adjutant general in accordance with chapter fifteen of the 
resolves of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five and 
chapter eight of the resolves of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty, having been appointed or mustered into and having 
served in such naval service of the United States while an actual 
resident of this commonwealth ; — or who served in the regular 
army or navy of the United States either in the civil war or in 
the war with Spain, having been appointed or having enlisted 
in said army while a citizen of this commonwealth, having a 
residence and actually residing therein ; which pensioners have 
been honorably discharged from their said service in the army 
or navy and from all appointments and enlistments therein, and 
are so far disabled by such service as to prevent them from 
following their usual vocations. 

Second Class, Dependent relatives of soldiers or sailors who 
have served in the manner and under the limitations described 
for the service of said invalid pensioners, and who, if they did 
not continue in the service of the United States awaiting dis- 
charge upon the official proclamation ending the war with Spain 
or did not die in the service above defined for invalid pensioners, 
were honorably discharged therefrom, as follows: — The wives 
and widowed mothers of said invalid pensioners who served in 
the civil war, and the widows and widowed mothers of soldiers 
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or sailors dying in such service or after their honorable discharge 
therefrom, and the widows, children and widowed mothers of 
soldiers or sailors who served in the war with Spain, dying in 
such service at any time previous to said official proclamation or 
dying after their honorable discharge therefrom of wounds or 
disease incurred in such service, or dying while in receipt of a 
pension of the United States and the state aid of this common- 
wealth, and the wives, children and widowed mothers of said 
invalid pensioners who served jin the war with Spain. Such 
children shall not be more than: fourteen years of age, and shall 
have been born prior to their father’s discharge from such ser- 
vice and prior to the date of said proclamation. 

Third Class, Dependent wives, widows and widowed mothers 
of soldiers or sailors who served in either of said wars in the 
manner required of said invalid pensioners who appear on the 
rolls of their regiments or companies in the office of the adjutant 
general to be missing or to have been captured by the enemy 
and who have not been exchanged or returned from captivity, 
and whom the city or town officers granting such aid have no 
good reason to believe to be alive, and the dependent children 
of such soldiers and sailors who would be entitled to receive 
aid in the second class if their fathers had been invalid pen- 
sioners because of service in the war with Spain. 

Fourth Class, Recipients of state aid as dependent fathers or 
mothers prior to the eleventh day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven who were precluded from its receipt 
thereafter by the provisions of chapter one hundred and thirty- 
six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-seven ; 
also fathers or mothers, the fathers being living, of soldiers or 
sailors who served in the war with Spain, in the manner and 
under the limitations described for the service of said invalid 
pensioners and who died in such service, if such parents were 
receiving aid on the eighteenth day of May in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-nine. No aid shall be granted to persons 
of this class unless in each case the mayor and aldermen, select- 
men or, in Boston, the soldiers’ relief commissioner are satisfied, 
on evidence first reported to the commissioners of state aid and 
satisfactory to them, that justice and necessity require a con- 
tinuance of the aid to prevent actual suffering. 

Fifth Class, Women who were appointed as nurses by the 
proper authorities of the United States or by the governor of 
this commonwealth and served as such for not less than three 
months in the army hospitals of the United States between the 
nineteenth day of April in the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one and the first day of September in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five, and were honorably discharged from such service, 
who, for three consecutive years next prior to the date of appli- 
cation for aid, shall have been actually resident in this com- 
monwealth and who shall not be in receipt of an annuity from 
this commonwealth; if the municipal authorities are satisfied, 
on evidence first reported to and found satisfactory by the com- 
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missioners of state aid, that justice and necessity require the 
granting thereof. The amount of such aid and its duration 
shall be determined by the commissioners of state aid. 

Secr. 4. A wife or widow of a discharged soldier or sailor 
shall not be held to belong to any of the foregoing classes nor 
receive state aid unless, if the service of the soldier or sailor 
was in the war with Spain,/she was married to him before his 
final discharge from such service and before the eighteenth day 
May in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine, and if his 
service was in the civil war, unless she was, if his wife, married 
to him prior to his final discharge from such service, and if his 
widow, prior to the ninth day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty. The words “pensioner,” “soldier” and 
“sailor” as used in this chapter shall be held to include a com- 
missioned officer, and the word “sailor” shall be held to include 
a marine. 

Secr. 5. Of the persons specifically designated and to or for 
whom state aid is paid under any special act or resolve passed 
after the first day of June in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-nine, or to or for whom state aid was then being paid 
under any special act or resolve then repealed, all soldiers and 
sailors shall be held to belong to the first class, and all depend- 
ent relatives of soldiers and sailors to the second class, of section 
three, notwithstanding the limitations of such classes; and state 
aid may be paid to or for such persons in the same manner and 
with the same limitations as it is paid to or for other per- 
sons of their respective classes; but no aid shall be paid to or 
for any person under the provisions of this section contrary to 
any limitation or condition of the original special act or resolve 
authorizing state aid to be paid to or for him. — 

Sect. 6. No state aid shall be paid to or for a person of the 
first class of section three exceeding in any one month three- 
fourths of the monthly amount of his pension, nor exceeding six 
dollars in any one month; or to or for a person of the second, 
third, fourth or fifth class of said section exceeding four dollars 
in any one month; and no more than eight dollars shall be paid 
to or for all the dependent relatives of any one soldier or sailor 
in any one month. State aid shall not be paid to or for any 
soldier or sailor on account of service in the war with Spain, or 
to his dependent relatives, unless he enlisted or was appointed 
in the service of the United States after the fourteenth day of 
February and prior to the twelfth day of August in the year 
eighteen hundred ninety-eight; but it may be allowed to or 
for volunteers mustered into the service of the United States in 
Massachusetts regiments after said twelfth day of August but’ 
prior to the first day of January in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-nine who shall otherwise be qualified to receive the 
same and to or for their dependent relatives. 

Srct. 7. Applicants for state aid shall, before any payment 
thereof to them, state in writing under oath the name, age and 
residence of the person for whom such aid is sought, his relation 
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to the person who rendered the service entitling the applicant 
to aid, the company, regiment or vessel in or to which the officer, 
soldier or sailor enlisted or was appointed and in which he last 
served; the date and place of such enlistment, if known; the 
duration of such service and the reason upon which the claim 
for aid is founded; and furnish such official certificates of record, 
evidence of enlistment, service and discharge as may be required. 
The original papers in each case shall be filed with the commis-* 
sioners of state aid, who shall from time to time provide each 
city and town with blank forms for the use of applicants for aid. 
Srecr. 8. The commissioners of state aid shall be a board of 

appeal to determine all controversies between invalid pensioners 
and city and town authorities relative to claims for state aid, and 
their decision shall be final. They may refuse to decide upon 
the necessity of the claimant for aid, but if they determine that 
he is entitled thereto, they may authorize its payment to him, 
monthly, for not more than one year, under such limitations as 
they may impose. 


MILITARY AID. 


Sect. 9. The recipient of military aid shall belong to and 
have the qualifications of one of the four following classes: 

First Class, Each person of the first class shall have his set- 
tlement in the city or town aiding him; shall have served as a 
soldier, sailor, marine or commissioned officer in the manner and 
under the limitations prescribed in the first class of section 
three; shall have been honorably discharged from such United 
States service and from all appointments and enlistments therein; 
shall be poor and indigent and, by reason of sickness or other 
physical disability, in such need as would entitle him to relief 
under the pauper laws; shall not be, directly or indirectly, in 
the receipt of any other state or military aid, or of any pension 
for services rendered or disabilities incurred either in the civil 
war or in the war with Spain; and shall not, under the laws of 
the United States or under the rules governing any national 
soldiers’ or sailors’ home, be entitled to admission thereto, and 
his disability must have arisen from causes independent of his 
military or naval service aforesaid; but the mayor and aldermen, 
selectmen or, in Boston, the soldiers’ relief commissioner, if sat- 
isfied, upon evidence first submitted to, and found satisfactory 
by, the commissioners of state aid, that justice and necessity 
require such aid to prevent actual suffering, may grant it to an 
applicant for a pension while his application is pending, or to 
an unmarried applicant for a pension who cannot obtain assist- 
ance at a national soldiers’ or sailors’ home. 

Second Class, Each person of the second class shall have his 
settlement in the city or town aiding him and be an invalid 
pensioner entitled to receive state aid whose pension and state 
aid are inadequate for his relief and who would otherwise 
receive relief under the pauper laws. 
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Third Class, Each person of the third class shall have all the 
qualifications of persons of the first class, except settlement; and 
he shall have been a continuous resident of this commonwealth 
during the three years last preceding his receipt of military aid, 
and he shall be a resident of the city or town aiding him. 

Fourth Class, Each person of the fourth class shall have all 
the qualifications of persons of the second class, except settle- 
ment; and he shall have been a continuous resident of this 
commonwealth during the three years last preceding his receipt 
ot military aid, and he shall be a resident of the city or town 
aiding him. 

Sxcr. 10. <A city or town shall not render military aid to a 
person of the third or fourth class until it has furnished to the 
commissioners of state aid such evidence as they require that he 
is entitled to receive aid and have received from said commis- 
sioners an order fixing the maximum amount which may be 
paid a month, and the period during which aid may be allowed 
and stating such other conditions as the commissioners may 
impose relative to such aid. Such order may berevoked or modi- 
fied by the commissioners by giving written notice to the city 
or town which procures it. 

Secor. 11. No person shall be compelled to receive military 
aid without his consent. No person shall receive military aid 
on account of his service in the war with Spain unless he was 
enlisted or appointed in the service of the United States afore- 
said after the fourteenth day of February in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight and prior to the twelfth day of August 
in said year; but military aid may be allowed to or for volun- 
teers mustered into the service of the United States in Massa- 
chusetts regiments after said twelfth day of August but prior to 
the first day of January in the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
nine, who shall otherwise be qualified to receive the same. No 
person shall be compelled to receive military aid in an almshouse 
or other public institution, unless his physical or mental condi- 
tion requires it or unless he so elects; and, except in such case, 
it shall be paid to or expended for those persons only who live 
separate from persons receiving support as paupers. The mayor 
and aldermen, selectmen, soldiers’ relief commissioner or the 
commissioners of state aid may require a person to whom mili- 
tary aid is granted to pay over his pension to them to be 
expended for his relief before he shall receive such aid. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Secr. 12 No person shall at the same time receive both state 
and military aid. 

Sect. 13. State and military aid shall be paid to or applied 
solely for the benefit of the person for whom it is intended, and 
only so much shall be paid to or for him as may be necessary to 
afford him reasonable relief or support. It shall not be paid to 
or for any person who is able to support himself, who is in 
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receipt of income or who owns property sufficient for his sup- 
port, nor to an amount in excess of such amount as is necessary, 
in addition to his income and property, for his personal relief 
or support, nor to or for any soldier, sailor, pensioner, depend- 
ent relative or nurse if the necessity therefor is caused by the 
voluntary idleness or continuous vicious or intemperate habits 
of the soldier, sailor or pensioner on whose account such aid is 
sought, nor to or for any person who has been dishonorably dis- 
charged from any national soldiers’ or sailors’ home or from the 
soldiers’ home in this commonwealth, unless the commissioners 
of state aid, after a hearing, shall otherwise determine. State 
aid shall not be subject to the trustee process, and no assign- 
ment thereof shall be valid. No back state aid shall be paid, 
nor shall state aid be paid to or for any person convicted of 
crime unless the municipal authorities and the commissioners of 
state aid otherwise determine, nor shall state or military aid be 
paid if the pensioner, soldier or sailor deserted from the service 
of the United States either in the war of the rebellion or in the — 
war with Spain or is wilfully absent from his family and neglects 
to render them such assistance as he is able to give. 

Sect. 14. The full amount expended for state or military aid 
by any city or town, the names of the persons aided and the 
classes to which they severally belong, the amounts paid to or 
for each person, the reasons therefor, the names of the persons 
on account of whose services the aid was granted, the names, if 
any, of the companies, regiments or vessels in which they re- 
spectively enlisted, or to which they were appointed, and in 
which they last served, and the relationship of each person who 
was aided to the soldier or sailor on account of whose services 
the aid was granted, and such other details as the commissioners 
of state aid may require, shall, within the first ten days of the 
month following the month in which the expenditure was made, 
be certified, under oath, by the mayor, treasurer and city clerk 
of any city or a majority of the selectmen of any town disburs- 
ing the same, to said commissioners on blank forms to be pro- 
vided by and in a manner approved by said commissioners. 
The commissioners shall examine the certificates thereof and 
allow and indorse thereon such amounts as in their judgment 
have been paid and reported according to the provisions of this 
chapter, and transmit the certificate to the auditor. Said com- 
missioners may decide upon the necessity of the amount paid in 
each case, and may allow any portion thereof which they may 
deem proper and lawful and which, in cases of payment to or 
for persons of the third or fourth class entitled to receive mili- 
tary aid, they shall also find to have been made according to 
their orders, but they shall allow and indorse the amounts which 
they have specifically authorized to be paid under and according 
to their decisions authorized and provided for by section eight. 
The whole of the amounts legally paid as aforesaid and so 
allowed for state aid, and all payments to or for persons of the 
third or fourth class entitled to military aid, and one-half of all 
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payments made to persons of the first or second class entitled to 
military aid, but none of the expenses attending the payment of 
. State or military aid, shall be reimbursed by the commonwealth 
to the several cities and towns on or before the tenth day of 
December in the year after such expenditure. 

Secr. 15. The commissioners may, with the consent of the 
governor, appoint, as occasion may require, one or more disin- 
terested persons who shall investigate any claims against the 
commonwealth for state or military aid, may examine any per- 
sons to or for whom such aid has been paid, investigate the 
reasons therefor and all matters relating to the granting of such 
aid, and shall report their doings to the commissioners. The 
reasonable expenses of the commissioners, and the expenses and 
compensation of any such disinterested person, approved by 
said commissioners and allowed by the governor and council, 
shall be paid by the commonwealth. 

Sect. 16. The provisions of the preceding sections of this 
chapter and of special acts or resolves now or hereafter author- 
izing the payment of state or military aid to persons therein 
named, unless expiring by limitation of their own provisions, or 
unless otherwise provided, shall continue in force until the first 
day of January, in the year nineteen hundred and five; but 
such provisions as relate to the settlement of accounts for aid 
rendered by cities or towns previous to said date and to the 
reimbursement thereof shall continue in force for one year after 
said date. 

Srcr. 17. Municipal authorities who grant state or military 
aid shall from time to time after its original allowance make 
such investigations into the necessities and qualifications of the 
person aided as to prevent any payment thereof contrary to the 
provisions of this chapter. 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Sect. 18. If a person who served in the army or navy of 
the United States in the war of the rebellion and received an 
honorable discharge from all enlistments therein, and who has 
a legal settlement in a city or town in the commonwealth, 
becomes, from any cause except his own criminal or wilful mis- 
conduct, poor and entirely or partially unable to provide main- 
tenance for himself, his wife and minor children under the age 
of sixteen years, or for a dependent father or mother; or if 
such pérson dies leaving a widow or such minor children or a 
dependent father or mother without proper means of support, 
he or they shall receive such support as may be necessary by 
the city or town in which they or either of them have a legal 
settlement. Such relief shall be furnished by the mayor and 
aldermen or the selectmen or in Boston, subject to the direction 
of the aldermen thereof as to the amount to be paid to bene- 
ficiaries, by the soldiers’ relief commissioner, at the home of the 
beneficiary or at such other place as they deem proper. A 
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beneficiary shall not be required to receive such relief at an 
almshouse or public institution unless his physical or mental 
condition requires it, or unless he or, if he is a minor, his 
parents or guardian so elects. Printed reports of cities and 
towns shall designate such expenditures as soldiers’ relief. 

Szcor. 19. The mayor and aldermen of a city or the select- 
men of a town shall furnish such relief without a vote of the 
city council or of the town authorizing them thereto. Such 
relief shall be furnished only by, through or under the agency 
or direction of city or town officers who are authorized to dis- 
burse state or military aid. If the mayor and aldermen or the 
selectmen fail to furnish it, any person who is aggrieved may 
apply to the commissioners of state aid, who shall forthwith 
make a thorough investigation of the qualifications and circum- 
stances of the applicant and shall determine the amount of 
relief, if any, to be given to him. Their decision shall be final, 
but may at any time be amended or reversed by them. 


BURIAL OF INDIGENT SOLDIERS. 


Srct. 20. The mayor of each city and the selectmen of each 
town or, in Boston, the soldiers’ relief commissioner shall desig- 
nate a burial agent, who shall serve without compensation, shall 
not be one of the overseers of the poor or be employed by 
them, and who shall, under regulations established by the com- 
missioners of state aid, cause to be properly interred the body 
of any honorably discharged soldier, sailor or marine who 
served in the army or navy of the United States during the 
war of the rebellion, and his wife, widow or dependent mother, 
if they die without sufficient means to defray funeral expenses ; 
but no wife or widow of any soldier or sailor shall be entitled 
to the benefits of this section unless she was married to him 
prior to the year eighteen hundred and seventy. If an inter- 
ment has taken place without the knowledge of the burial 
agent, application may be made to him within thirty days after 
the date of the death, and if upon investigation he shall find 
that the deceased was within the provisions of this section and 
the rules of the commissioners of state aid, he may certify the 
same as provided in the following section : 

Sect. 21. The expense of such burial shall not exceed thirty- 
five dollars. It shall not be made in any cemetery or burial 
ground which is used exclusively for the burial of the pauper 
dead, or inany portion so used of any cemetery or burial ground. 
Relatives of the deceased who are unable to bear the expense of 
burial may be allowed to conduct the funeral. The full amount 
so expended, the name of the deceased soldier, sailor or marine, 
the regiment, company or vessel in which he served, the date of 
death, place of interment, and in case of a wife or widow the 
name of the husband and date of marriage, and such other details 
as the commissioners of state aid may require, shall be certified 
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under oath to them, in such manner as they may approve, by 
the burial agent and the treasurer of the city or town expending 
the same, within ninety days after the burial; and said commis- 
sioners shall endorse upon them their allowance of such amounts 
as in their judgment have been paid and reported according to 
this chapter, and shall transmit such certificate to the auditor. 
The amounts legally paid and so allowed, but with no expense 
for disbursement, shall be reimbursed by the commonwealth to 
the several cities and towns on or before the tenth day of 
December in the year after the expenditures have been made. 


STATE PENSION AGENT. 


Sect. 22. The governor, with the advice and consent of the 
council, shall appoint a citizen of this commonwealth to be a 
state agent for the settlement of pension, bounty and back pay 
claims of citizens of this commonwealth against the government 
of the United States. He shall receive an annual salary of two 
thousand dollars and shall hold office until his successor is 
appointed and qualified. He shall be provided with a suitable 
office and clerical assistance and shall be allowed his travelling 
expenses when necessary to visit the city of Washington, and 
may expend for such purposes and all other expenses necessary 
to the proper performance of his duties such sums as the general 
court may appropriate. 

Secor. 23. He shall furnish information, prepare papers and 
expedite the adjudication of claims, and assist claimants in prov- 
ing their cases, keep a record of the work done in his office and 
make an annual report thereof to the general court. 


BOUNTY MONEY OF MINORS. 


Sect. 24. The bounty and pay of a minor who is enlisted in 
the military or naval service of the United States shall not be 
subject to legal process on account of debts due from his 
parent, and the transfer of such bounty or pay by the parent to 
such minor shall not be deemed fraudulent as to creditors. 


: CHAPTER 80. 


OF THE SETTLEMENT OF PAUPERS. 


Section 1. Legal settlements may be acquired in any city 
or town in the following manner, and not otherwise : 

First, A married woman shall follow and have the settlement 
of her husband if he has any within the commonwealth ; other- 
wise, she shall retain her own at the time of marriage if she 
then had any 

Second, Legitimate children shall follow and have the settle- 
ment of their father if he has any within the commonwealth ; 
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otherwise, they shall follow and have the settlement of their 
mother if she has any. 

Third, [legitimate children shall have the settlement of their 
mother at the time of their birth if she then has any within the 
commonwealth. 

Fourth, A person of the age of twenty-one years who has an 
estate of inheritance or freehold in any place within the eom- 
monwealth and lives thereon three consecutive years shall 
thereby acquire a settlement in such place. 

Fifth, A person of the age of twenty-one years who resides 
in any place within this commonwealth for five consecutive 
years and within that time pays all state, county, city or town 
taxes duly assessed on his poll or estate for any three years 
within that time shall thereby acquire a settlement in such 
place. 

Sixth, A woman of the age of twenty-one years, including a 
married woman who has no settlement derived by marriage 
under the provisions of the first clause, and a widow, who resides 
in any place within the commonwealth for five consecutive 
years, shall thereby acquire a settlement in such place. 

Seventh, A person who is chosen and actually serves one 
whole year or for such period as is included between two suc- 
cessive annual town elections as clerk, treasurer, selectman, 
overseer of the poor, assessor, constable or collector of taxes in 
any place shall thereby acquire a settlement therein. 

Eighth, A settled ordained minister of the gospel shall 
acquire a settlement in the place wherein he is settled as a 
minister. 

Ninth, A minor who serves an apprenticeship to a lawful 
trade for four years in any place, and actually sets up such trade 
therein within one year after the expiration of said term, being 
then twenty-one years of age, and continues there to carry on 
the same for five years, other than as a hired journeyman, shall 
thereby acquire a settlement in such place. 

Tenth, A person who was enlisted and mustered into the 
military or naval service of the United States, as a part of the 
quota of a city or town in this commonwealth, under any call of 
the President of the United States during the war of the rebel- 
lion or who was assigned as a part of the quota thereof after 
having been enlisted and mustered into said service, and who 
served for not less than one year, or died or became disabled 
from wounds or disease received or contracted while engaged 
in such service, or while a prisoner ot the enemy, and his wife 
or widow and minor children, shall be deemed thereby to have 
acquired a settlement in such place ; and any person who would 
otherwise be entitled to a settlement under this clause, but who 
was not a part of the quota of any city or town, shall, if he 
served as a part of the quota of the commonwealth, be deemed 
to have acquired a settlement in the place where he actually 
resided at the time of his enlistment. But these provisions shall 
not apply to any person who was enlisted and received a bounty 
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for such enlistment in more than one place unless the second 
enlistment was made after an honorable discharge from the first 
term of service, nor to any person who has been proved guilty 
of wilful desertion, or who left the service otherwise than by 
reason of disability or an honorable discharge. 

Eleventh, Upon the division of a city or town, every person 
having a legal settlement therein, but being absent at the time 
of such division, and not having acquired a legal settlement else- 
where, shall have his legal settlement in the city or town con- 
taining the last dwelling place or home which he had in the city 
or town so divided; and if a new city or town, composed of a 
part of one or more other cities or towns, is incorporated, every 
person legally settled in the places of which such new city or 
town is so composed, and who actually dwells and has his home 
within the bounds of such new city or town at the time of its 
incorporation, and any person duly qualified as provided in the 
tenth clause of this section, who, at the time of his enlistment, 
dwelt and had his home within such bounds, shall thereby acquire 
a legal settlement in such new place; but no person residing in 
that part of a place which upon such division is incorporated 
into a new city or town, and who then has no legal settlement 
therein, shall acquire any by force of such incorporation only ; 
nor shall such incorporation prevent his acquiring a settlement 
therein within the time and by the means by which he would 
have gained it there if no such division had been made. 

Srcr. 2. No person shall acquire a settlement, or be in proc- 
ess of acquiring asettlement, while receiving relief as a pauper, 
unless, within five years after the time of receiving such relief, 
he reimburses. the cost thereof to the city or town furnishing 
the same. 

Srot. 38. No person who actually supports himself and his 
family shall be deemed to be a pauper by reason of the commit- 
ment of his wife, child or other relation to an insane hospital or 
other institution of charity, reform or correction by order of a 
court or magistrate, and of his inability to maintain such wife, 
child or relation therein. 

Srecr. 4. No person who has begun to acquire a settlement 
by the laws in force at and before the time when this chapter 
takes effect, in any of the ways in which any period of time is 
prescribed for a residence, or for the continuance or succession 
of any other act, shall be prevented or delayed by the provisions 
hereof; but he shall acquire a settlement by a continuance or 
succession of the same residence or other act, in the same time 
and manner as if the former laws had continued in force. 

Sect. 5. Except as hereinafter provided, every legal settle- 
ment shall continue until it is defeated or lost by the acquisition 
of a new one within this commonwealth; and upon the acquisi- 
tion of such new settlement all former settlements shall be 
defeated and lost. 

Secr. 6. Any settlement which was not fully acquired sub- 
sequent to the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
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sixty is hereby defeated and lost, unless such settlement pre- 
vented a subsequent acquisition of settlement in the same place ; 
but if a settlement acquired by marriage is so defeated, the 
former settlement of the wife, if not also so defeated, shall be 
revived. A person who is absent from the commonwealth for 
ten consecutive years shall lose his settlement.

Str, — We have the honor to submit the following report 
of the work of this Department for the year ending January 
31, 1902: 

The Board of Aldermen, on May 13, 1901, confirmed the 
appointment by Mayor Hart of Dr. Davis R. Dewey to serve 
as Statistics Trustee for the five years ending April 380, 1906. 
Dr. Dewey, who was one of the original members of the 
Board, succeeds himself, having been appointed by Mayor 
Quincy to serve for four years from May 1, 1897. 

Our office force consists of a secretary, chief clerk, editorial 
clerk, statistical clerk, stenographer, and office boy. Mr. 
Brooks, the editorial clerk, who had been absent on account 
of ill health nearly a year on leave of absence, returned to 
duty July 15, 1901. Mr. Frank 8. Abercrombie, who was 
transferred by permission of the Civil Service Commissioners 
from the service of the Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics of 
Labor to the service of this Department in 1898, severed his 
connection with this Department on July 15, 1901, to accept 
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a better paid position in the service of the United States 
Government. On July 8, 1901, the appointment of Mr. 
Edward H. Davis as statistical clerk was made permanent, 
as he had served satisfactorily on probation since November 
16, 1900. 

At the time of our last report Special Publications No. 6 
and Special Publications No. 7 were in the hands of the 
printer. They, together with Special Publications No. 8, 
have been issued within the year. Special Publications No. 
5 is now in the printer’s hands. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS No. 6. 


This volume, including eight pages of index, comprises 
218 pages, and relates to Extraordinary Receipts and Expen- 
ditures for the five years 1893-97. Inasmuch as the scope 
and character of this study were set forth fully in our last 
report, a general description of it may suffice in this connec- 
tion. 

The first thirty pages are devoted to a series of summary 
tables which show: 

I. The relation of this class of extraordinary receipts and 
expenditures to the other classes and to the total of receipts 
and expenditures is shown in a series of five consolidated 
financial statements, one for each year. 

II. A summary table of extraordinary receipts and expen- 
ditures gives a balanced account for each of the five years, 
with the expenditures classified under thirteen heads. 

III. Another summary table contains an analysis of the 
income and outgo of the entire period by thirteen main 
classes of expenditures. The balances at the beginning and 
end of the period, the loans issued, and the receipts and expen- 
ditures are here assigned to their proper classes, e.g., City 
Buildings, Library, Schools. 

IV. Still another summary table (filling 17 pages) 
analyzes the total of each of the thirteen classes referred to. 
This table shows the status of each of the special appro- 
priations (amounting to more than 400), so that each 
appropriation presents a balanced account for the period. 

V. The remainder of the publication explains in detail 
the facts set forth in the summary tables II., II]. and IV., 
and furnishes such additional information as is necessary to 
show the relation of expenditures made within the period 
under consideration to expenditures of previous years upon the 
same specific objects. This portion of the publication, equal 
to nearly nine-tenths of the whole, is naturally divided into 
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two parts: Part I. examines each item of extraordinary 
income, states the nature of the receipts, the source from 
which they were derived, and their final disposition. Part 
II. analyzes in detail the expenditures from each of the 
special appropriations set forth in the summary described 
in IV. 

Each piece of work is treated in great detail. The nature 
of the work performed is described. The history of the 
progress of the work is followed from its beginning to its 
completion, or to the end of the period under consideration, 
and a history of each appropriation is given with references 
to the orders of the City Council or acts of the Legislature 
authorizing the expenditure. A balanced statement of each 
appropriation is also given. 

The various pieces of work are moreover grouped accord- 
ing to their nature, each group forming a separate portion or 
chapter in Part II. The titles of these portions or chapters 
sufficiently indicate their contents, as follows: (I.)_ City 
Buildings, (II.) County Buildings, (III.) Police Depart- 
ment, (IV.) Fire Department, (V.) Institutions, etc. All 
of these thirteen chapters are contained in this publication, 
except Chapter VII. 

The detailed history of the special appropriations included 
in Chapter VII., on Streets, Sewers, etc., is not contained in 
the publication under consideration. The labor involved in 
tracing the history of the 229 appropriations grouped under 
this head has been very great, and has been considerably 
complicated by the system of special assessments. As a 
large amount of work still remained to be done on this 
eroup of appropriations, it was thought best to omit the 
detailed description belonging to Chapter VII. for the pres- 
ent. It is our purpose to publish this description of the 
street work as a separate publication. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS No. 7 AND No. 8. 


No. 7 relates to Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary 
Revenue for the five years 1895-1899. It contains 149 
pages. No. 8 contains 149 pages and affords a comparison 
of the Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue for 
the five years 1896-1900. 

These publications are in continuance of the series of 
tables relating to estimates, appropriations, and ordinary 
expenditures, begun in our Special Publications No. 1, and, 
taken in connection with Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, affords a complete 
review of the ordinary receipts and expenditures of the city 
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for the fiscal years 1892-93 to 1899-1900. Special Publica- 
tions No. 9, now in preparation, will continue the series and 
include the figures for the year 1900-01. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS No. 5d. 


This publication as originally published in the form of 
Advanced Sheets, consisted of ten tables specially prepared 
at the instance of Mayor Hart to show the actual receipts 
and expenditures of the city in each of the fiscal years 
1885-86 to 1899-1900. In view of the significance of the 
facts subjected to statistical analysis for the fifteen years 
1885-1899 we have undertaken to prepare similar tables for 
the preceding fifteen years, z.e., 1870-1884, in order to 
indicate in summary form the growth of actual receipts and 
expenditures for equal periods before and aiter the establish- 
ment by statute in 1885 of the $9 tax limit, which was 
changed by Chapter 899, Acts of 1900, to the present limit 
of $10.50 per $1,000 on the average assessed valuations for 
the preceding three years. In its expanded form this pubhl- 
cation will contain some sixty-five pages, and will constitute 
a comprehensive survey of the financial operations of the 
city for thirty years. 

For the most part the tables (which fall into two groups, 
viz., 1X. and XIX V.), besides showing the facts for each 
year, give aggregates and averages for each 5 and 16 year 
period. 

Table I. is a general exhibit to show (1) Actual Income 
(which is subdivided into Taxes and Other Income, and 
Loans); (2) Total Actual Expenditures, and (3) Excess or 
Deficiency of Income. For the sake of comparison, “« Be ie 
tion” and “ Assessed Valuation” are also given. 

In Tables Il.—X., the totals of “Income” and “ Expendi- 
tures,’ summarily stated in Table I., are subjected to a much 
more particular analysis; Tables IL., II., I1J.A, VII., VIIA, 
and VIII., being devoted to Income, Tables IV., [X., and X. 
to Expenditures, and Tables V. and VI. to analysis of the 
Treasury Balance. Income from Liquor Licenses is analyzed 
in a separate unnumbered table. 

Table XI. gives a Consolidated Financial Statement of 
Receipts and Expenditures for each of the 380 fiscal years 
1870-1899. Total Receipts and Expenditures, together with 
Balances at the beginning and end of the year, are given 
under the heads of (1) Ordinary, (2) Extraordinary, (3) 
Trust Funds, and (4) Book-keeping Items. 

Each subdivision of Table XI. is separately treated by 
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years, in the form of an expanded balanced statement of 
receipts and expenditures; Table XII. being devoted to 
Ordinary, XIII. to Extraordinary, XIV. to Trust Funds, and 
XV. to Book-keeping Items. Reference to the analytical 
tables of the first series discloses the principal items which 
make up the more significant totals given in the second 
series. 
MontTayuy BULLETIN. 


The Monthly Bulletin established in 1899 has been con- 
tinued during the past year. Each number bears the date 
of the last preceding month for which complete returns are 
available. ‘The following is a descriptive list of the principal 
special studies which we have published in the Ag eh to 
the Bulletin : 


Bulletin No. 11, Volume LL, November, 1900. 
(1.) Boston Hlections, 1890-99. 


The three tables contained in this article constitute an 
additional chapter in our study of the relative interest shown 
by the voters of Boston in various electoral questions. (See 
No. 12, Vol. I, Boston Election Statistics, 1890-99, and 
Nos. 6-8, Vol. II., Boston Elections, 1899.) As in our 
analysis of the results of the State and City Elections of 
1899, we again make use of the percent. of actual to possible 
vote as the measure of interest. Tables I. and II. show: 
(1) the possible vote; (2) the actual vote; (3) per cent. of 
actual to possible vote; (4) relative per cent. on the scale of 
100, as regards the elections held for President, Congress- 
amen, Governor, Mayor and School Committee in the decade 
1890-99. Table III. shows the same facts (1)-(4) as 
regards the elections of Mayor, Street Commissioner, Alder- 
men, Councilmen, and School Committee, together with votes 
on the question of licensing the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in the five years 1895-99. In calculating «relative per 
cent., etc.,” the mean per cent. of actual to possible vote for 
Rreadent for ten years, viz., 85.38, has been taken as 100. 
It appears that the relative interest shown in elections, 
1890-1899, was for: President, 100.00; Mayor, 91.78; 
Congressmen, 91.05; for Governor, 88.69; and for School 
Committee, 74.36. The mean percentage of actual to possible 
vote cast for the principal city officers, and on the question of 
license in the five years 1895-1899, appears from Table III. 
to be as follows: For Mayor, 80.12; for Street Commis- 
sioner, 71.36; on License, 69.23 ; for Aldermen, 68.43; for 
Councilmen, 67.52; and for School Committee, 62.80. 
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Tables I. and II. show a falling off of interest on the part 
of voters in all of the elections noted therein (excepting the 
election of Mayor), when the period 1890-1894 is compared 
with the period 1895-99. This is most notable as regards 
the gubernatorial elections, whose relative per cent. was 
95.49 for the first half and 82.97 for the second half of the 
decade. 


(2.) Boston School Census, 1896-1900. | 


This article contains a table, compiled from the manuscript 
returns of the school census takers, showing the distribution 
and annual increase or decrease, by wards, of persons 5-15 
years of age, for each of the five years 1896-1900; together 
with a summary statement which shows for the same years 
the number and annual increase or decrease for the city of 
persons between 5-15 years of age classified as (1) in 
public schools, (2) in private schools, and (3) not attending 
school. It appears that in the five years, (1) the total 
number of persons 5-15 years of age increased 11,5838, or 
14.74 per cent. (2) that the number in the public schools 
increased 10,477, or 17.82 per cent.; (3) that the increase 
in private schools was 1,852, or 15.14 per cent., and (4) 
that the number not attending school decreased 746, or 
9.89 per cent. 


Bulletin No. 12, Volume I1., December, 1900. 


The appendix of this Bulletin contains (1) Summary 
Tables for the year 1900, which relate among other subjects 
to Causes of Death by Sex, according to the Bertillon No- 
menclature, and the Movement of Population in the Penal 
Institutions and the Institutions for Paupers, Children and 
the Insane;.(2) Analysis of Votes on Referenda, 1890-99. 
During the decade twenty-one questions were decided by 
a referendum vote —in all cases save one the votes were 
cast by men. Asa rule the interest shown by the voters in 
this class of questions was less than in electoral contests for 
the principal offices. Of the twenty referenda on which only 
men voted, ten (relative to licensing the sale of intoxicating 
liquors) recurred annually, and ten (relating to a variety of 
questions) occurred at irregular intervals. During the decade 
the per cents of actual to possible vote on license ranged 
between 75.38 in 1899, and 57.00 in 1898, the mean per 
cent. for ten years being 67.15; while in respect to referenda 
on questions other than license the per cents ranged between 
75.63 in 1899 on the question of Replacing Street Railway 
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Tracks on Tremont Street, and 33.40 in 1894, on Incorpo- 
rating the Elevated Railway, the mean per cent. for the period 
being 61.389. As arule, more interest was shown in questions 
submitted to the voters at City than at State or Special 
Elections. 


Bulletin No. 1, Volume III., January, 1901. 


Registration and Actual Vote, by Precincts, of Women Voters 
for Boston School Committee, 1899. 


These tables show (a) the distribution of women voters, 
(6) the number of women registered, number who voted, and 
per cent. who voted for School Committee, in precincts which 
gave the Democratic candidate for Mayor a majority in 1899, 
(¢) the same in precincts which gave the Republican candi- 
date a majority. Of 10,385 women registered, 7,090, or 
68.27 per cent., voted. In the ninety-two Democratic pre-. 
cincts 2,373 women registered, of whom 1,547, or 65.19 per 
cent., voted. In the ninety-nine Republican precincts 8,012 
women were registered, and 5,543, or 69.18 per cent., voted. 


Bulletin No. 2, Volume IIL, February, 1901. 
This Bulletin contained no Appendix. 


Bulletin No. 3, Volume III., March, 1901. 
Boston Elections, 1900. 


Six special tables relating to election statistics are con- 
tained in this Bulletin. Table I. shows the possible and 
actual vote by wards at the municipal election for Street 
Commissioner, Aldermen, Councilmen and School Commit- 
tee; the per cent. of interest, #.e., per cent. of actual to 
possible vote, being shown in Table II. Comparison of the 
interest shown by the voters in certain questions at the 
municipal elections of 1899 and 1900 is afforded by a tabu- 
lar statement. Tables III. and IV. afford a comparison of 
the interest shown by the voters in the municipal and State 
elections of 1900, respectively. Table V. presents a com- 
parative view of the absolute numbers, increase and per cent. 
of increase as regards (1) Population, (2) Assessed polls, 
(3) Registered voters, (4) Votes cast, and (5) Per cent. of 
interest at each-of the Presidential elections, 1876-1900. 

Table VI. shows the per cent. of interest shown in the 
elections for President, Congressmen, Governor and Mayor 
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in the period 1890-1900. These tables corroborate the con- 
clusions of our previous studies of election statistics to the 
effect that while the voters of Boston show most interest in 
the elections of President, they are more interested in the 
election of Mayor than in the election of Governor or Con- 
eressmen, except in the years of Presidential elections, and 
are less interested in the contests for local representatives, 
e.g., Councilmen, Representatives in the General Court and 
the School Committee. than in any other elections. Inci- 
dentally it appears that the interest in the election of Presi- 
dent has steadily declined since 1876, while interest in the 
mayoralty election has increased since the Mayor’s term of 
office was extended to two years. 


Bulletin Nos. 4 and 5, Volume LIL, April and May, 1901. 
General Ward Statistics, 1900. 


Table I. gives absolute numbers, showing by wards the 
Area (land, flats and water), Population (persons, persons to 
the acre, persons five to fifteen years of age by sex), Voters 
at municipal election (registered and actual voters by sex), 
Assessed valuation (real estate, personal estate) and Taxes 
(on polls, real estate, personal estate and total). Table II. 
gives proportional numbers, 7.e., per cents for the facts set 
forth in Table I.; and Table III. shows the rank of the sey- 
eral wards in respect to the same facts. Table IV. shows 
the Assessors’ statistics as of May 1, 1900, by wards, in re- 
spect of buildings taxed, vacant dwellings, houses erecting, 
etc. ‘Table V. contains a classification of the population of 
the city in 1895 by wards and by sex, under the heads of 
Native Born, Foreign Born and Total — both absolute num- 
bers and percentages being given. 


Bulletin No. 6, Volume III., June, 1901. 


Tau Rate, Valuation and Indebtedness of Massachusetts 
Cities, 1900. 


This table is similar to a table bearing a corresponding 
title, giving facts for the year 1898, published in Volume L., 
first issue, and another giving facts for the year 1899 in 
the first issue of Volume II. 

The table is supplemented by tabulated statements of the 
relative rank of the cities and their change from 1899. It 
appears that Boston in 1900, with the largest population, 
valuation and net debt, had a lower tax-rate than any other 
city, except Waltham and Springfield; having the largest 
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net debt, it nevertheless had a smaller per capita debt than 
Newton by $45.84, while nineteen cities had a larger per- 
centage of net debt to assessed valuation. 


Bulletin No. 7, Volume IIL, July, 1901. 


Distribution of Population of Boston, by Wards, 1900, accord- 
ing to Sex, Nativity, and Parent Nativity. 


Two tables are presented: (1.), which shows for 1900 the 
absolute numbers and per cent. of native and foreign-born 
males and females in each of the wards; and (II.), which 
shows by wards, sex and color, the number and per cent. of 
native and foreign-born, the whites being further classified 
under the heads of (1) Native Parents and (2) Foreign 
Parents. It appears that of Boston’s total population, viz., 
560,892, the native-born numbered 863,768, or 64.85 per 
cent. (males, 180,992, females, 188,771), against 197,129 
foreign-born, or 35.15 per cent. (males, 93,930, females, 
103,199). 

The white population of the city numbered 548,083, or 
97.72 per cent. of the whole. Of that number, 146,193, 
or 26.67 per cent., were natives born of native parents ; 
206,937, or 37.76 per cent., were natives born of foreign 
parents ; and 194,953, or 35.57 per cent., were foreign-born 
of foreign parents. ‘The whites of foreign parentage num- 
bered 401,890, or 71.47 per cent., of the total population. 


Bulletin No. &, Volume ITI., August, 1901.. 


Distribution of Population of Boston, by Wards, 1900, 
showing Color, Nativity, Sex, and School, Military, 
and Voting Ages. 


Two tables are presented. The first shows the distribu- 
tion, by wards, of the white and colored population; the 
last named being subdivided into (1) negroes, and (2) 
Chinese, Japanese, and Indians. The second table shows 
for each ward (1) the number of persons 5-20 years of age, 
classified according to color, sex, and nativity; (2) the 
number of males of military age, z.e., 18-44 years, classified 
by color and nativity; and (8) the number of males of 
voting age @.e., 21 years and over, classified similarly. 
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Bulletin No. 9, Volume IIL, September, 1901. 
Persons Engaged in Medicine, 1895. 


This table shows, by sex and nativity, the distribution of 
persons engaged in medicine in the thirteen principal geo- 
graphical sections of Boston in 1895, when the last enumera- 
tion by occupations was made. There were at that time 
1,787 such persons (males, 1,478, females, 314), of whom 
1,334 (males, 1,108, females, 226) were classed as physicians 
or physicians and surgeons —the remainder being dentists, 
veterinary surgeons, etc. ‘The proportion of practitioners of 
medicine was 26.8 in the 10,000 of population for the city, 
varying per 10,000 from 824.0 in the Back Bay District to 
9.0 in South Boston. In the decade 1885-1895 the per 
cent. of increase in practitioners of medicine was 42.22, 
against an increase in total population of 27.28. In 1895, 
of the total number of physicians and surgeons in the State 
32.43 per cent. were found in Boston, against 28.89 per 
cent. in 1885. 


Bulletin No. 10, Volume IID., October, 1901. 
Woman Suffrage in Massachusetts, 1890-1900. 


The article presents a statistical analysis of: (1) the 
women’s vote by years and groups of years, eg., 5 years, 
10 years, and in Boston for the 22 years 1879-1900; (2) 
their total vote in the State, in the cities as a whole and the 
towns as a whole, and by individual cities, in 1895, on the 
question of extending municipal suffrage to women ; (8) the 
returns relating to the vote for School Committee by the women 
of Massachusetts for the State, for the cities as a whole, for 
the towns as a whole, for the five principal cities taken 
together, and for Boston; and (4) the annual registration of 
women and the vote cast by them in Boston, Worcester, Fall 
River, Lowell, and Cambridge, in the period 1890-1900. 
The tables suggest that the interest of women voters fluctu- 
ated widely and on the whole diminished during the decade ; 
and that the cities, especially the larger cities, as compared 
with the towns, are the chief centres of activity on the part 
of the women voters. Boston, with 20 per cent. of the 
population of the State, furnished 65 per cent. of the women’s 
vote in the State in 1900. In Boston the interest of the 
women voters in the election of School Committee, as meas- 
ured by the proportion of votes cast to voters registered, 
declined considerably in the period 1879-1900; thus the 
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mean per cent. of votes cast to registration was 93.79 for 
the first and 79.40 for the second ten years; 90.28 for the 
first five years and 94.31 for the second, against 92.26 and 
68.21 for the third and fourth five years respectively. 


Bulletin No. 11, Volume III., November, 1901. 
School Census, 1901. 


This article contains two principal tables, viz., (I.), which 
shows by wards the results of the School Census in Septem- 
ber, 1901, and (II.) the distribution and annual increase or 
decrease by wards of the school population in the five years 
1897-1901. To facilitate comparison of the results of the 
School Census of 1901 with those of previous years, sum- 
mary statements are introduced which show the total number 
of persons between 5 and 15 years of age in the city; also 
the number in public schools, in private schools, and the 
number not attending school; and the annual gain or loss in 
each class in each year 1896-1900, with averages for the 
five years. In 1901 the increase of persons 5-15 years of 
age for 1900 was 38,187, against an average annual increase 
of 2,598 in the five years 1896-1900, while the correspond- 
ing increase of this same class in the public schools was 
2,997, against an annual average increase of 2,143 for the 
previous five years. 


MUNICIPAL REGISTER. 


This Department, in accordance with a vote of the Joint 
Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, has 
been intrusted with the work of compiling the copy for the 
Municipal Register of 1901, and seeing it through the press. 
Our efforts to secure an early issuance of the Register were 
frustrated, in a measure, by untoward delays encountered in 
printing. At our suggestion, the Joint Committee on Rules 
and Orders again authorized the publication of a document 
edition of the Register in addition to the usual edition bound 
in cloth. 

The Register for 1901, which conforms to the make-up 
adopted in 1899, contains 802 pages, including an index of 
seven pages, against 296 pages, including index, in 1900. 
This increase in the number of pages is owing to the inser- 
tion of new tables relating to (1) Results of the School 
Census of September 1, 1900, (2) Proportional Distribution 
of Population by wards in 1895 and 1900, and (38) General 
Ward Statistics, both absolute numbers and per cents being 
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given for the Area, Population, Voters (registered and actual 
by sex), Assessed Valuation, and Taxes of the several wards 
in 1900. The Alphabetic List of the City Council, pages 
178-204, has been completely revised and corrected, each 
name having been compared with the original signature in 
the oath-books of the City Clerk, or when that was impos- 
sible, with the original lists in the manuscript records of the 
Board of Aldermen and the Common Council. 


Early in 1901 the Executive Committee of the National 
Municipal League instituted a special Committee, made up 
of economists, publicists and expert accountants, on Uniform 
Municipal Accounting and Statistics. The Secretary of this 
Department was invited to join the Committee, and has 
served as its chairman since its organization. In the. tenta- 
tive schedules presented as a part of its first report in May 
last, at Rochester, N.Y., the Committee has adopted the 
principle of grouping departmental receipts and expenditures 
according to the functions of the several departments, e.g., 
General Government, Protection of Life, Health and Prop- 
erty. It may be noted that this method of classifying 
municipal expenditures was urged by us in our first report 
in 1898. We propose to arrange the receipts and expendi- 
tures of Boston for the fiscal year 1899-1900 in conformity 
with the schedules of the Committee —as a contribution to 
the second report of the Committee to be rendered to the 
National Municipal League at its forthcoming meeting in 
May next, in this city. 

At the request of a sub-committee of the Managers of the 
Franklin Fund, this Department last spring made a report 
to that Board respecting the organization and cost of certain” 
of the principal people’s institutes and trade schools in the 
United States, the report being based on data obtained 
through correspondence with the authorities of the leading 
cities of the United States and Canada. 

In addition to work already in hand, viz., the preparation 
of (1) a detailed account of leans and special appropriations 
for Streets, Sewers, Bridges and Ferries, for the five years 
1893-1897, (2) the Municipal Register for 1902, we have 
undertaken several special studies, among which we may men- 
tion a statisical study of the epidemics of small-pox which have 
visited Boston since 1721; a comparative study of the death- 
rates of certain leading cities of the country in intercensal 
years ; a detailed statistical study of births, marriages and 
deaths in Boston in 1900; tables showing the death-rates by 
sex and by individual years of age for Boston in 1900 and 
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such other census years for which available data exist; a 
study of the night schools in the city, to show the character 
of the instruction offered in the classes for workingmen and 
workingwomen, whether by private institutious or by the 
School Committee, together with an exhibit of the number 
of persons who avail themselves of the instruction offered; a 
compehensive study of the interest shown by the voters of 
Boston in all referenda submitted to them since the adoption 
of the Constitution of Massachusetts in 1780. 

The distribution of the public documents of the city 
among individual libraries, and to the executive departments 
of other cities, and the securing of municipal and govern- 
mental reports and publications in return, continues to form 
a considerable and important part of our work. 

During the year 689 persons or institutions have received 
regularly one or more of our publications (exclusive of their 
regular distribution among the departments of the city) ; 
there are included in the foregoing statement 97 cities and 
36 statistical offices. Thanks to the facilities afforded us by | 
the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, our exchange of 
documents and publications with foreign cities, etc., has been 
effected with a minimum expense and trouble. We have 
forwarded to our correspondents, through the Smithsonian 
Institution, 1,359 packages.

Sir, —In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year 1901 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department during the past year has 
been carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891, and 
as amended in 1895, the several divisions of the depart- 
ment being as follows : 


Central Office. Paying Division. 

Boston and Cambridge] Sanitary Division. 
Bridges. Sewer Division. 

Bridge Division. Street-Cleaning Division. 

Ferry Division. Street-Watering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 
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The Boston and Cambridge Bridges are managed by two 
commissioners, the Superintendent of Streets being the com- 
missioner for the City of Boston, the other commissioner 
being appointed by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for Street Department work for the 
past year was made available under the following appropria- 
tions : 

First. — Maintenance: From income of the city raised by 
_ taxes. Previous to the commencement of the financial year, 
February 1, the department estimates of the amounts neces- 
sary for the proper maintenance of the various divisions are 
submitted to His Honor the Mayor, who makes such recom- 
mendation as he may deem proper to the City Council. 
The maintenance appropriations, as passed by the City Coun- 
cil, were as follows:

From the moneys provided, as shown in the preceding 
schedule, the maintenance force of the department has been 
permanently and constantly employed during the year, and 
large amounts of work have been performed by contract, as 
required by the provisions of many of the Acts providing 
loans for expenditure by this department. 

Specific features of the work are referred to under the 
headings which follow, and the work of the divisions is fully 
shown in the appendices attached to this report. 


DowWN-TOWN PAVING. 


The down-town business district has been extensively 
repaved, and streets that have been.a source of complaint for 
years have been reconstructed in the most modern manner 
with large granite blocks with Portland cement grout or 
pitch joints on a concrete base, the most durable pavement 
for heavy team traffic known. 

The details of construction will be found in the report of 
the Deputy Superintendent of the Paving Division, Appen- 
dix C. 
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WoopEN BLock PAVING. 


The demand for a noiseless pavement, and one easily 
cleaned and maintained, led to the introduction of wooden 
blocks as a surfacing material. 

These blocks are of long-leaf Georgia or Florida yellow 
pine, and are laid on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base. 

The joints are filled with paving pitch or Portland cement 
grout, and the entire paving is guaranteed by a surety com- 
pany bond for ten (10) years. 

This paving has been laid on a level grade on Newbury 
street and on steeper grades on Harvard bridge, Boylston 
and Tremont streets. That on ‘Tremont street, between 
Winter and Park streets and at the intersection of Beacon 
and ‘Tremont streets, has been in service about eighteen 
months, and to-day shows little evidence of wear. It has a 
smooth appearance, does not crawl or show wavy or billowy, 
as does asphalt, and the entire paving.seems impervious to 
moisture. Close joints (made by driving the blocks together. 
after every sixth row laid) on grades over 3 per cent. prove 
more slippery than joints of from one-quarter to one-half an 
inch filled with Portland cement grout. 

This latter joint is laid on Boylston street, and is appar- 
ently better suited for up grades than the close joints on 
Tremont street. 

Another recommendation for this paving is that excava- 
tions may be made and the surface easily repaired, and within 
a short time no trace of the patching will be noticeable, so 
well does the pavement unite. 

Some fault has been found from the fact that blocks 
“bled,” as the action of the sun in drawing the creo-resin- 
ate from them is called, but the proportions of creosote and 
resin have been changed in preparing new blocks, and no 
more trouble from this source is anticipated. 


BILL—BOARDS. 


The practice of bill posters in removing paper from bill- 
boards and throwing it into the streets has been a source of 
annoyance to this department and a prominent factor in 
adding greatly to complaints from the public as to street 
litter. During the past year an inspector was detailed to 
carefully watch bill posters and prevent the throwing of 
paper into the streets, and the results obtained by this 
method warrant his permanent employment. 
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SMOKE NUISANCE. 


Under the existing law it is almost impossible to prevent 
the smoke nuisance or to secure a conviction in court of an 
offender who wilfully violates the law. 

Some steps should be taken to lessen the time allowed for 
the continuous emission of smoke, as complaints from citi- 
zens and business houses inconvenienced by this nuisance 
are continually being received at this office. 


NEw HEAD-HOUSE AND COAL ELEVATOR. 


Plans and specifications have been prepared and a con- 
tract awarded for the erection of a new head-house at the 
East Boston landing of the South Ferry. This work will be 
completed early in the coming year, and the accommodations 
for the public, as well as the division, will then be all that can 
be desired at this ferry. The coal elevator, contracted for in 
the early part of 1901, has been completed, and the facilities 
for the storage of coal have been greatly increased — a matter 
that has given the department much concern in the past. 


West END YARD AND BUILDINGS. 


Attention is called to the statement made in the last 
report in reference to the stables and buildings at this yard. 

An appropriation should be provided for the purpose of 
equipping a model Street Department yard at this placé, as 
the cost of keeping the present structures in repair greatly 
increases year by year, and makes the demand for new build- 
ings imperative. 


PROPOSED DORCHESTER YARD. 


The department purchased in 1901 a lot of land on Free- 
port street, Dorchester, with the intention of installing a 
Sanitary and Street-Cleaning yard for this district. 

Plans and specifications for a brick stable have been pre- 
pared, and a permit for seventy-two horses was granted by 
the Board of Health, but owing to the protests of the resi- 
dents no action was taken. 

The work of collecting and removing ashes and garbage in 
this district is now done by contract, and this method of 
doing the work is always more or less unsatisfactory, and I 
respectfully urge the establishment of a yard in this district 
that the department force may take charge of these 
collections. 
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Another matter which seems to have been lost sight of is 
the contract existing between the New England Sanitary 
Product Company and the City of Boston, which provides 
that the city shall deliver the offal of all the districts of the 
city, excepting West Roxbury and Brighton, at five places 
along the water front. 

The offal of Dorchester has never been delivered under 
this contract on account of the lack of a necessary wharf and 
dump. 

Dumps. 


The question of providing dumps for the disposal of 
material collected is becoming a grave one with this depart- 
ment. 

In the outlying sections particularly, the long hauls to 
dumps increase the cost of collecting and removing very 
materially, and the ashes of the North and West Ends are 
now being hauled:to Cambridge, where we pay the sum of 
ten (10) cents for each load dumped. 

The available dumps in South Boston, Dorchester and 
Roxbury are being rapidly filled up, and the outlook to-day 
points to the establishment of scow dumps for the purpose of 
carrying this material to sea. 


STREET LITTER. 


The problem that is perhaps causing more discussion than 
any other among the municipalities of this country to-day is 
that of cleaning streets and keeping them in a presentable 
condition. 

The public demand clean streets, but in a great many cases 
the individual is to blame for the unsightly appearance, and per- 
haps unconsciously so ; however, the fact remains -that surface 
your streets with the most modern paving, and place your 
patrol sweepers where you will, if the public persist in 
throwing papers, fruit parings, store sweepings, etc., into the 
streets, the surface cannot be kept in a clean condition. 

The Board of Police have very kindly detailed two officers 
to assist in preventing this violation of the ordinances, but 
more attention should be paid by the police, and offenders 
should be warned against throwing refuse into the highway, 
and if necessary prosecution should follow all violations of 
this ordinance.

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BRIDGE DIVISION. 
Haupenditures. 


Maintenance. Specials. 


$170,866.18 $5,484.10 


Necessary repairs have been made to a great many bridges, 
fences and piers have been rebuilt, electrical apparatus 
repaired, etc. 

Money should be provided for the rebuilding of the Shaw- 
mut-avenue bridge as in the opinion of the City Engineer a new 
structure is required at this point and further repairing is 
simply a waste of money. 

A new brick stable and workshop, thoroughly equipped to 
meet the needs of the division, has been erected on Broad- 
way near Dorchester avenue. 

The new Malden bridge, under construction by the En- 
gineering Department, has been completed, and is now open 
for travel, and is in charge of this division. 

The City Council should provide money for the rebuilding 
of Mt. Washington-avenue and Congress-street bridges, as 
to-day the demands of traffic are such that these bridges are 
unable to cope with them. 


FERRY DIVISION. 
Expenditures. 


Maintenance. Specials. 


$248,754.06 $41,988.16 


The new coal elevator has been completed, and the storage 
facilities for coal at the ferry wharves has been increased 
about 2,700 tons, thus making it possible to take advantage 
of the coal market at favorable times. 

The piers and drops have been repaired, and are now in 
good condition. 

The new head-house will be completed about the first of 
June next, and with this open to the public the terminal 
facilities at the ferries will be all that is required to meet the 
demands for some years to come. Money should be provided 
for fitting out the machine and other shops connected with 
the head-house, that the many repairs necessary to the proper 
maintenance of the boats, etc., of the division can at all 
times be promptly made. 
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PAVING DIVISION. 


Hxpenditures. 
Maintenance. Specials. 


$931,349.52. $644,943.00 


A large area of down-town streets have been paved with 
eranite blocks with cement grout joints on a concrete. base, 
among them being Atlantic avenue and Commercial street. 

These two thoroughfares, connecting as they do the North 
and South Stations and lined on the water side by wharves, 
are very heavily travelled streets, and their reconstruction 
was urgently requested for years by the teaming interests of 
the city. 

The work of down-town paving, so called, should be 
carried on, and money provided, to the end that every street 
in the business section will be surfaced in a first-class man- 
ner, thus providing what is essential to every progressive 
municipality, well-paved streets in the teaming district. 

A new stone-crushing plant, with a daily capacity of 500 
tons, has been erected at the Columbia-road ledge, near 
Brunswick street. This plant was made necessary by the 
heavy demands on the division for crushed stone for new 
macadam roads in the outlying districts of the city. 

About 80,000 square yards of asphalt on a concrete base 
have been laid, under a ten-years’ maintenance guarantee. 

Work on “323” streets has progressed rapidly, and 34 
streets and 21 public alleys have been under construction. 





SANITARY DIVISION. 


Expenditures. 
Maintenance. Specials. 


$623,000.50. $24,578.96 


The work of this division is greatly hampered by the 
scarcity of available dumps for clean ashes, and relief might 
be had, particularly in the North and West Ends, by the 
purchase and location of a Barney dumping boat at the old 
Charles River-avenue bridge, to which material collected 
could be delivered and thence towed to sea. 

Money should be provided for this purpose, as we now 
haul to Cambridge and pay for the privilege of dumping. 

A dumping platform for ashes should be provided at the 
South End yard for the disposal of the collections in the 
section south of Massachusetts avenue. 

The necessity of establishing a yard in the Dorchester 
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district grows more urgent with the increase of population in 
this section. 

Money is available for buildings, and money should be 
provided to purchase the necessary plant as soon as possible, 
thus doing away with the contract system, and doing the 
work with the department force, a method much to be 
preferred. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


Hxpenditures. 
Maintenance. Sewerage Works. 


$345,669.05 $883,931.18 


The Sewer Division has been engaged in the construction 
of house sewers and surface drains in a large number of 
«323 ” streets, many of which have been completed. 

Work has progressed rapidly on Stony brook as far as 
outlined, and the question of the location of the brook 
towards Forest Hills should be taken up at once that the 
work of construction may not be delayed. 

It is imperative that money be provided for the cleaning 
of sewers and catch-basins as upon investigation so much 
deposit has been found in the sewers that their capacity has 
been greatly reduced, and complaints from abutters as to 
flooded cellars, etc., have been the result. 

The constant increase in the miles of sewers built demands 
a proportional increase in the amount of the appropriation 
for maintenance as imperfect sewerage facilities are a menace 
to the health of every community. 

Work at the pumping station in preparation for the new 
engine has progressed very favorably, and the pump wells, 
masonry settings, etc., will be built during the coming year 
so that no delay to the installing of the new 72,000,000 
gallons engine may occur when it is delivered. 

Attention is called to the exhaustive statement and map 
shown in Appendix E outlining the policy of the division for 
future years, and steps should be taken and money provided 
that these recommendations may be carried out. 


STREET-CLEANING DIVISION. 


Expenditures. 
Maintenance : ; : : $356,445.72 


On account of the great amount of new paving in the 
down-town district and the construction of a large number 
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of public alleys, the patrol work of this division has been 
greatly increased. 

The additional large area to be cared for, particularly in 
the business district, means a great increase in the work 
and an extension of the service. Money should be provided 
at the earliest possible moment for this work. 

The condition of some of our asphalt streets and the 
carelessness of some drivers led to the purchase of a sanding 
machine, which has given good satisfaction wherever used. 

The number of well-built residential streets in Dorchester 
calls for the establishment of a street-cleaning force in this 
district, and, as noted in the Sanitary Division statement, the 
only solution of this question is the establishment of a yard 
in this district. The stables, sheds, etc., of this division are 
in an almost dilapidated condition, and money should be pro- 
vided for the purpose of thoroughly repairing or rebuilding 
them. 


STREET-WATERING DIVISION. 
Expenditures. 
$164,259.36. 


The cost of watering the streets during the a year has 
been paid from the tax levy in accordance with the action of 
the City Council. The service was well performed, as fewer 
complaints were received this year than ever before. 

The constant increase in the miles of streets constructed 
should occasion an increase in the appropriation for street 
watering, as macadam roads to be well kept should be 
frequently watered.

BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


Hxpenditures. 


$18,394.97. 


The paving of the roadway and draw of Harvard bridge 
with wooden blocks was begun last year, and will be finished 
early in the coming spring. 

The paving is laid under a ten years’ maintenance ouaran- 
tee, and provides a better travelling surface than the old 
one of sheathing with 2-inch spruce. 

The work of supervising this construction, as well as all 
other matters pertaining to the management of these bridges, 
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has been borne almost entirely by my fellow-commissioner, 
Mr. William J. Marvin, of Cambridge, to whom should be 
accorded the credit for the efficient manner in which the 
bridges have been conducted.

DAR Sir,—I respectfully submit herewith the annual 
report of the expenditures, income and operations of the 
Bridge Division of the Street Department for the financial 
year ending January 31,1902. Embodied in this report will be 
found a detailed statement of the expenditures, a description 
of the work done on each bridge, also a tabulated account 
of the bridges supported wholly or in part by the City of 
Boston, widths of bridges and of draw-openings, widths of 
roadways and sidewalks, kinds of pavement, number of open- 
ings made for navigation, and a list of the property of the 
City of Boston in charge of the Bridge Division, etc. 

The total number of bridges is 153, not including culverts. 
Hight of these bridges, namely, Harvard, Canal, Prison Point, 
West Roston, Essex street, Cambridge street, Western ave- 
nue to Cambridge, and North Harvard street, all connecting 
Boston and Cambridge, are in charge of two commissioners, 
one of whom is appointed by the Mayor of the City of Bos- 
ton and the other by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge. 

One hundred and thirteen bridges are supported wholly or 
in part by the City of Boston, 28 of these are tide-water 
bridges provided with a draw. Forty bridges are supported 
wholly by railroad corporations. Of the tide-water bridges 
there are 13 of great importance, namely, Mt. Washington 
avenue, operated by hand power; the new Malden bridge, 
Charlestown bridge, Summer street, Chelsea North, Federal 
street, Dover street, and Meridian street, all operated by 
electricity ; Warren, Broadway, Congress street, L street, 
and Chelsea, South, operated by steam power. 

Work necessitating new floor beams, new deck and sheath- 
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ing has been done on Berkeley street, Federal street, Massa- 
chusetts avenue, and Commercial Point bridges. New steps 
have been put on Irvington street footbridge. New side- 
walks on Beacon street, L street, and Massachusetts avenue 
bridges. Ironwork has been scraped and painted on Berke- 
ley street, Federal street, Beacon street, Berwick park, Irv- 
ington street, West Rutland square, Columbus avenue, Chel- 
sea, South, Meridian street, Charlesgate West, Massachusetts 
avenue and Boylston street bridges. Fences have been 
painted on Milton, Huntington avenue, West Newton street, 
Byron street and Commercial Point bridges. 

The stable at North Yard, drawhouse at Warren bridge, 
gates on the drawbridges, and the doors to the storehouses 
under the roadway of the new Charlestown bridge, have also 
been painted. 

The opening to Mt. Washington-avenue bridge has been 
widened on the South Boston side, new hinges on Nepon- 
set draw, abutment walls of Huntington avenue and Com- 
mercial Point bridges have been repaired, trucks on Federal 
street draw have been overhauled, piles under Cottage 
street bridge, East Boston, have been braced. ‘The up- 
stream end of the pier of Broadway bridge has been rebuilt. 
The new Malden bridge, between Boston and Everett, the 
construction of which has been in charge of the Engineering 
Department, has been completed and is now open to travel. 

A brick stable and workshop have been erected on the lot 
owned by the City of Boston, 168-170 Broadway, near the 
corner of Dorchester avenue. An iron stairway has_ been 
erected on Summer-street bridge over B street. The wires 
which supply the power to operate Federal-street bridge have 
been replaced by lead covered cables to insure more perfect 
insulation. . 

Repairs have been made to the electrical apparatus and 
machinery of the draw of Meridian-street bridge. Congress- 
street and Mt. Washington-avenue bridges are in need of 
extensive repairs, also the piers and waterways of Meridian 
street, Chelsea South, Neponset, and Broadway bridges. 

The force employed on the tide-water bridges are all work- 
ing on an 8-hour basis, which necessitated an increase of 40 
per cent.’ of the force in order to cover the day of 24 hours. 

The work performed by the men in charge of these bridges 
has been generally satisfactory. They have kept the prem- 
ises in good condition, and no accident has been reported that 
could have been attributed to their carelessness or negligence. 

The inland bridges have all been carefully looked after, 
and thoroughly swept each week. 
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The Shawmut avenue bridge over the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, and .the 
Boston & Albany Railroad needs rebuilding, and a special 
appropriation should be provided for this work. 

_ The City Engineer has called the attention of this depart- 
ment to the dangerous condition of this bridge. Several 
times during the past two years needed repairs were made at 
various times in order to make it safe for travel. Early in 
the present year it was found necessary to remove the iron 
parapets, and after this had been done on one side of the 
bridge a thorough examination was made by the City Engi- 
neer, who reported that the bridge needed rebuilding in the 
interest of public safety, and requested. that it be made safe, 
temporarily, for public travel. This has been done, and the 
City Council should now be asked to provide money to 
rebuild this bridge, as further repairs would be a_ useless 
expenditure of money. 

In order to avoid delay to navigation and street traffic the 
Engineering Department has been requested to prepare plans 
for six new trucks of different sizes, to be kept on hand in 
case of accident to those now in use, investigation having 
brought out the fact that except in one or two cases there 
was no provision made for such a contingency. This will 
necessitate the expenditure of at least $2,500. 

Additional expense will be incurred in the purchase of 
duplicate sets of gearing and machinery, so that in cases of 
accidents repairs can be made without delay to traffic and

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT 
OFS THEA PERRY “DEVISION: 


NorTH FERRY, EAST Boston, February 1, 1902. 


Mr. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, —I herewith submit the annual report of the 
expenditures, income, and operation of the Ferry Division, 
for the financial year ending January 381, 1902, and the 
amount of property and the condition of the same. 

South Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Lewis street, and covers an area of 58,725 square 
feet of land and water. On these premises are one head- 
house, with canopies ; one work-shop for carpenters, machin- 
ists, and blacksmith, both of the above buildings being at 
present time in course of construction; one storehouse and 
temporary waiting-room, one new modern coal-pocket, three 
new piers, which form the two slips; two drops and tanks, 
one new wharf and dock, where boats are laid when not in 
use, or while undergoing repairs. 

South Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Eastern avenue, and covers an area of 38,185 square feet of 
land and water, on which are one head-house, with canopies ; 
one gate-room, three piers, which form the two slips and 
two drops and tanks. 

_North Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Battery street, and covers an area of 45,000 square feet of 
land and water, on which are one head-house, with canopies ; 
one gate-room, three piers, which form the two slips and 
two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Border street, and covers an area of 62,138 square 
feet of land and water, on which are one head-house, with 
canopies; one boiler and oil-room, one stable, one coal shed, 
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three piers, which form the two slips and two drops and 
tanks. 

The wharf property adjoining the premises at South Ferry, 
Boston side, was leased by the East Boston Ferry Company, 
for 999 years, at an annual rental of $4,000, which lease was 
assigned to the Ferry Department, when the city bought 
these ferries, and this expense has been borne by this division 
since then. 

The whole of it is sub-let to the Penal Institutions Depart- 
ment for $2,000 per year, which is returned to the City 
Treasury, making a net loss to this division of $4,000 per 
year; the payment of this lease should be transferred to the 
department using the wharf, and should not be charged to 
this division, as we do not use or receive any benefit from 
the same. 

A new and modern coal elevator or pocket has been 
erected at South Ferry, East Boston side, at a cost of about 
$20,000. This pocket was seriously damaged by fire after 
erection, caused by the combustion of coal, and should be 
carefully watched in the future, to avoid a repetition of the 
same. 

As the engine, machinery and tools for carpenters, machin- 
‘ists and blacksmiths were stored under this coal pocket and 
exposed to the weather after the fire, it will in some cases be 
more economical to replace them with modern tools in order 
to keep in line with the class of work we are compelled to 
operate and repair. 

A contract has been awarded to build a new head-house 
and building for use of mechanics at the South Ferry, East 
Boston side, which calls for the completion of same before 
April 1, 1902. 

New piers, wharves and landings have also been erected at 
this ferry during the past year. On the completion of the 
head-house this landing will be entirely new, with as good 
facilities as at any other place. These improvements have 
been agitated for several years, and it is a source of satisfac- 
tion to the people of East Boston to see them under way with 
the intention of having them finally carried out. 

The ferry-boat “ Revere,” the oldest boat in the fleet, has 
been in commission since 1875, and is now in such condition 
that it is almost useless to attempt to fit her for ferry service 
on account of the expense attached, and steps should be 
taken to provide for her disposal at auction. 

An appropriation should be provided for the construc- 
tion of a new propeller ferry-boat to take the place of the 
« Revere.” 
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The decks of all the boats need calking, and should be 
attended to whenever the cross planking needs renewal. 

Two new shafts are needed on the “ General Hancock,” 
and will be installed as soon as practicable. 

The “ Noddle Island” and “ General Sumner” will have 
to be coppered as soon as possible in order to prevent wearing.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE PAVING DIVISION.

Hon. JAMES Donovan, Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures and income of the Paving Division of the 
Street Department for the financial year ending January 31, 
1902, showing the nature of the work, the number and 
variety of permits issued, and the details of expenditures 
involved in paving, macadamizing, regulating, and construct- 
ing various streets. 


The Paving Division has charge of the following work: 

The maintenance and rebuilding of street surfaces and 
sidewalks. 

The placing of street signs. 

The numbering of buildings. 

The issuing of permits to open or to occupy the streets, or 
for such other purposes as may be required under the ordi- 
nances. 

The removal of snow and ice from the streets and gutters. 

The cleaning of streets in the outlying sections of the 
city not covered by the Street Cleaning Division. 

The division is in charge of a Deputy Superintendent, 
with a clerical force under the direction of a chief clerk, and 
an engineering force under the direction of a chief engineer. 


WorkK DONE. 


The past year has been one of great activity, the amount 
of work completed exceeding any previous year in the 
history of the division. The amount of work accomplished 
in the down-town, or business section of the city, has not 
only added to the general appearance but greatly improved 
the condition of the streets in that section. A great deal 
remains to be done, however, in order to properly surface the 
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streets that are subject to the heavy traffic of the business 
district. Many of these streets have not been paved for years, 
and teaming is made difficult and even dangerous by the 
uneven surface caused in many cases by the settlement of 
trenches and openings made by corporations occupying the 
streets. The most important work was the reconstruction 
of the following streets, which were paved with large granite 
blocks with Portland cement grout joints on a concrete base : 

Atlantic avenue, between Oliver and Commercial streets. 

Commerctal street, between Hull and Fleet streets. 

Commercial street, Fleet to Clinton street. 

Congress street, from Atlantic avenue across Exchange 
place, including Post Office square. 

Dartmouth street, Huntington avenue to railroad bridge. 

Fanewl Hall square, north and south. 

Franklin street, from Washington across Oliver street. 

Dock and Adams squares. 

Green street, between Bowdoin square and Chambers 
street. 

High street, between Summer and Broad streets. 

Pearl street, between Milk street and Atlantic avenue. 

Portland street, between Hanover and Traverse streets. 

Union street, between Dock and Haymarket squares. 

Milk street, between Washington and Congress streets, and 
from Pearl across Oliver street. | 

Milk street, between India street and Atlantic avenue. 

East First street, between L and P streets, and Washington 

- street, between School and Green streets, were paved with 

large blocks on gravel base. 

Tremont street, Castle across Berkeley street, and 

Lincoln street, between Kneeland and Beach streets, were 
paved on gravel base with Portland cement grout joints. 


Crushing Plant. 


During the year the crusher at the Rosseter-street ledge 
was shut down. This crushing plant has been in use a num- 
ber of years, and is now in need of a thorough overhauling 
in order to put it in good working order. : 

The largest and most complete crusher in this section of 
the country was erected this year by the Paving Division, at 
Columbia road and Intervale street, Ward 20. It is equipped 
with all the modern appliances and has a daily output of 
500 tons. 

The new crusher, erected last year between Iffley and 
Montebello roads, in West Roxbury, has about served its 
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purpose in its present location. It has a capacity of 300 
tons per day, and is thoroughly built. If a suitable ledge 
were found this crusher could be removed as it is good for 
several years’ service without any extensive repairs. 

The Kenney-street crusher is in good working order, and 
is now located on the Kenney ledge, Kenney street, Roxbury, 
having been removed from the Bleiler ledge two years ago. 

The Centre-street crusher in West Roxbury, the Chestnut- 
hill crusher in Brighton and the Dimock-street crusher in 
Roxbury, were overhauled and repaired last year and are 
now in good working condition. 


Atlantic avenue, from Oliver street across India square, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, with Portland cement grout joints. 
Within the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
Philadelphia blocks were used, on a concrete base with grout 
joints, the stock and labor being paid for by this company. 

The paving and regulating was done under contract by 
Jones & Meehan. The old pavement was removed and the 
roadway excavated by the Street Department. Former 
pavement, granite blocks with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Atlantic avenue, from India square to Eastern avenue, 
was divided into two sections; the part from India square 
across Clinton street was done by Dennis Kiley, and from 
Clinton street to Eastern avenue by D. F. O’Connell. The 
roadway on the west side was widened two (2) feet by 
reducing the width of the sidewalk. The roadway was 
paved with large granite blocks on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base, with Portland cement grout joints. 
The Boston Elevated Railway Company paid for the work 
done within its tracks. 

The old 8-foot corners were taken up and replaced by cir- 
cular edgestones cut on a longer radii. The old pavement 
was removed and the roadway excavated by the Street 
Department. Former pavement was granite blocks on gravel 
base with gravel joints. 

Commercial street, from Hull to Hanover street, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base with Portland cement grout joints, 
including the area within the tracks, which was paid for by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The paving and 
regulating was done under contract by A. A. Libby & Co., 
‘who also removed the old pavement and excavated the road- 
way. Former pavement, granite blocks with gravel joints 
on gravel base. 
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Commercial street, from Eastern avenue across Hanover 
street, was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base, with Portland cement grout 
joints, including the area within the tracks, which was paid 
for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The paving 
and regulating was done under contract by H. Gore & Co., 
who. also removed the old pavement and excavated the road- 
way. Former pavement, granite blocks with gravel joints 
on gravel base. 

Commercial street, from Fleet street across Clinton street, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base with Portland cement grout 
joints. The paving and regulating was done under contract 
by John Turner & Co., who also removed the old pavement 
and excavated the roadway. Former pavement, granite 
blocks with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Congress street, from Atlantic avenue to Milk street, and 
from Milk street across Exchange place (Post Office square) 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base, with Portland cement grout 
joints. At the north corner of Milk street and Post Office 
square the roadway was widened by cutting into the granite 
flagging of which the sidewalk is composed, around the 
Post Office building; this relieves the congestion at that 
point by giving space for teams to pass between the cars 
and the curbing. The paving and regulating was done 
under contract by A. A. Libby & Co., who also removed the 
old pavement and excavated the roadway. Former pave- 
ment, granite blocks with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Dartmouth street, from Huntington avenue to the railroad 
bridge, was paved with granite blocks, on gravel base with 
pitch-and pebble joints. The paving and regulating was 
done under contract by E. 8S. Fogerty. Former pavement, 
granite blocks on gravel base with gravel joints. 

Dock and Adams squares, between Faneuil Hall square 
and Elm street was paved with large granite blocks, on a 
6-inch American cement concrete base, with Portland cement 
grout joints, including the area within the tracks, which was 
paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The 
work was done under contract by D. F. O'Connell. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street 
Department. Former pavement, granite blocks with gravel 
joints on gravel base. 

Hast First street, between L and P streets, South Boston, 
was paved with large granite blocks, on a gravel base with 
gravel joints. The paving and regulating was done under 
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contract by J. B. O’Rourke, who also excavated the old 
macadam surface and prepared the road-bed. 

Faneuil Hall square, north and south, was paved with 
large granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with Portland cement grout joints. The paving and 
regulating was done under contract by D. F. O’Connell. 
The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated by 
the Street Department. Former pavement, granite blocks, 
with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Franklin street, between Washington street and Pearl 
street, was paved with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, with Portland cement grout 
joints, including the area within the tracks, which was paid 
for by the Boston Elevated*Railway Company. ‘The paving 
and regulating was done under contract by James Doherty, 
who also removed the old pavement and excavated the 
roadway. ‘The former pavement was granite blocks with 
gravel joints on gravel base. 

Green street, from Bowdoin square to Chambers street, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, with Portland cement grout joints, including 
the area within the tracks, which was paid for by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. The paving and regulating 
was done under contract by $. D. Payson, who also removed 
the old pavement and excavated the roadway. Former 
pavement, granite blocks with gravel joints on gravel 
base. 

High street, from Summer to Broad street, was paved 
with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, with Portland cement grout joints. The 
paving and regulating was done under contract by Frank 
Bachelder, who also removed the old pavement and excavated 
the roadway. Former pavement, granite blocks with gravel 
joints on gravel base. 

LInneoln street, from Kneeland to Beach street, was repaved 
with granite blocks on a gravel base, with Portland cement 
grout joints, including the area within the tracks, which was 
paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The 
paving and regulating was done under contract by Frank 
Bachelder, who also removed the old pavement and excavated 
the roadway. Former pavement, granite blocks with gravel 
joints on gravel base. 

Milk street, from Washington to Congress street and from 
Pear! across Oliver street, was paved with large granite blocks, 
on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, with Portland 
cement grout joints, including the area within the tracks, 
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which was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
The paving and regulating was done under contract by H. 
Gore & Co., who also removed the old pavement and 
excavated the roadway. Former pavement, granite blocks 
with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Pearl street, from Milk street to Atlantic avenue, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, with Portland cement grout joints. The 
paving and regulating was done under contract by H. Gore 
& Co., who also removed the old pavement and excavated 
the roadway. Former pavement, granite blocks, with gravel 
joints on gravel base. 

Portland street, between Causeway and Hanover streets; 
the contract for paving and regulating was awarded to Den- 
nis- Kiley, who began work on July 8, 1901, and suspended 
August 80,1901; the sewerage works not being completed. 
Within the tracks the work was done by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, as far as the work progressed, on a gravel 
base with gravel joints. Outside the tracks the blocks are 
laid on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, with Port- 
land cement grout joints. The old pavement was removed, 
and the roadway excavated by the contractor. Former pave- 
ment, granite blocks, with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Tremont street, from Castle street across Berkeley street, 
was paved with granite blocks, on a gravel base, with Portland 
cement grout joints. The paving and regulating was done 
under contract by D. F. O’Connell. The old pavement was 
removed, and the roadway excavated by the Street De- 
partment. Former pavement, granite blocks, with gravel 
joints on gravel base. 

Union street, from Haymarket to Dock square, was paved 
with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement con- 
crete base, with Portland cement grout joints. The paving 
and regulating was done under contract by D. F. O’Connell. 
The old pavement was removed, and the roadway exca- 
vated by the Street Department. Former pavement, granite 
blocks, with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Washington street, between School and Green streets, West 
Roxbury, was paved with granite blocks, on gravel base with 
gravel joints, including the area within the tracks, which was 
paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The 
old pavement was removed, and the roadway excavated by 
the Street Department. The paving and regulating was 
done under contract by Jones & Meehan. Former pave- 
ment, macadam. 

Condor street, between Meridian and Brooks streets, was 
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paved with granite blocks, on gravel base with gravel joints. 
The paving and regulating was done under contract by John 
Turner & Co. The former pavement, which was macadam, 
was removed by the Street Department. 

Neponset avenue, east side; between Adams and Minot 
streets, Dorchester, was paved with large granite blocks, on 
a gravel base with gravel joints. The paving and regulating 
was done under contract by D. F. O’Connell. The old 
macadam was excavated, and the west roadway was resur- 
faced with macadam by the Street Department. 

The force of the Paving Division has been employed in 
the care and maintenance of the streets of the city. 

About thirty-nine (89) miles of macadam str eets, with an 
area of 499,000 square yards, have been resurfaced.

The old pavement was removed and the roadway 
excavated by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement, ors 
blocks on gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Arlington street, between Beacon and Boylston streets, was 
paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad Lake 
asphalt wearing surface, with one and one-half (14) inches 
of asphaltic cement concrete binder, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Com- 
pany. The old macadam surface and vitrified bricks were 
removed and the road-bed prepared by the Street Department. 

Athens street, between C and D streets, was paved with 
two (2) inches of Sicilian Rock asphalt, on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The 
edgestones were reset, the brick sidewalks relaid, and the 
roadway excavated by the contractor. Former pavement, 
macadam. é 

Avon street, between Washington and Chauncy streets, 
was paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad 
Lake asphalt wearing surface, with one and one-half (14) 
inches of asphaltic cement concrete binder, on a 6-inch

American cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. The old pavement was removed and the 
roadway excavated by the Street Department. Former pave- 
ment, old blocks on gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Beacon street, west side between Charles and Arlington 
streets, was paved with one and one-half (14) inches of 
Trinidad Lake asphalt wearing surface, with one and one-half 
(12) inches of asphaltic cement concrete binder, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company; the old pavement was granite blocks 
occupied by car tracks, it being the terminus of the last rem- 
nant of the Boston Elevated Railway horse railroad. The 
company abolished the line and removed the tracks. The 
Street Department prepared the road-bed for the concrete 
base. 

Beacon street, between Arlington and Dartmouth streets, 
was paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 
6-inch American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. The old macadam surface was removed and the 
road-bed prepared by the Street Department. 

Bowen street, between C and E streets, was paved with two 
inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old macadam sur- 
face was removed and the road-bed prepared by the con- 
tractors, who also reset the edgestones and relaid the side- 
walks. 

Copley square, streets bounding, was paved with one and 
one-half (14) inches of Trinidad Lake asphalt wearing sur- 
face with one and one-half (14) inches asphaltic cement 
concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. A brow about one 
foot wide was paved each side of the rails of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company’s surface tracks. The old macadam 
surface was removed and the road-bed prepared by the Street 
Department. 

Essex place, between Essex and Tufts streets, was paved 
with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Com- 
pany. ‘The old pavement was removed and the road-bed pre- 
pared by the Street Department. Former pavement, granite 
blocks, with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Gold street, between B and D streets, was paved with two 
(2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American ce- 
ment concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old macadam 
surface was removed and the road-bed prepared by the con- 
tractors, who also reset the edgestones and relaid the brick 
sidewalks. 
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India street, between Milk street and India square, 
was paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, ona 
6-inch American cement concrete base, by the Boston As- 
phalt Company. The old pavement was removed and the 
road-bed prepared by H. Gore & Co. The former pavement, 
granite blocks, on gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Lawrence: street, from Lawrence avenue across Miller - 
street, was paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock as- 
phalt, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by Jones 
& Meehan. The old macadam surface was removed and 
the road-bed prepared by the contractors. 

Marlborough street, between Arlington and Clarendon sts., 
was paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 
6-inch American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. ‘The old macadam surface was removed and the 
road-bed prepared by the Street Department. The edgestones 
were reset and the brick sidewalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. 

‘Mason street, from West street, about 213 feet southerly, 
was paved with two inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 
6-inch American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. The old pavement was removed and the road-bed 
prepared by the Street Department. Former pavement, 
granite blocks, with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Massachusetts avenue, from Beacon street across Hunting- 
ton avenue, was paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock 
asphalt, on a 6-inch American Portland cement concrete base, 
except the portion occupied by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. The brows for eighteen (18) inches outside the 
tracks were paved with granite blocks on a concrete base with 
pitch and pebble joints. The work was done under contract 
by the Boston Asphalt Company. The edgestones were re- 
set and the brick sidewalks relaid by H. Gore & Co., who 
also removed the old macadam surface and prepared the road- 
bed for the concrete base. 

Miller street, between Main and Lawrence streets, was 
paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6- 
inch American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. 
The old macadam surface was removed and the road-bed pre- 
pared by the contractors who reset the edgestones and relaid 
the brick sidewalks. 

Otter street, from Beacon street to the Charles river, was 
paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6- 
inch American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. The old macadam surface was removed and the 
road-bed prepared by the Street Department. The edge- 
stones were reset and the brick sidewalks relaid by H. Gore 
& Co.

Salem street, from Endicott to Prince street, was paved 
with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company.

Former pavement, 
granite blocks on gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Silver street, between B and D streets, was paved with 
two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old 
macadam surface was removed and the road-bed. prepared by 
the contractors, who also reset the edgestones and relaid the 
brick sidewalks. 

Tudor street, between C and D streets, was paved with two 
(2) inches of-Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old 
macadam surface was removed and the road-bed prepared by 
the contractors, who also reset the edgestones and relaid the 
brick sidewalks. ? 

Tufts street, between Kingston and South streets, was 
paved with two inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. The old pavement was removed and the road- 
bed prepared by the Street Department. Former pavement, 
granite blocks on gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Tyler street, between Oak and Harvard streets, was paved 
with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. ‘The old macadam surface was removed and the 
road-bed prepared by H. Gore & Co., who also reset the 
edgestones. , 

Warren street, between Winthrop and Soley streets, was 
resurfaced with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on 
existing American cement concrete base, except the portion 
occupied by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The 
brows for eighteen (18) inches outside the tracks were paved 
with granite blocks on a concrete base, with pitch and pebble 
joints. The work was done under contract by the Boston 
Asphalt Company. Former pavement asphalt. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


Under the provisions of chapter 323, of the Acts of 1891, 
and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, twenty- 
five (25) new streets and nineteen (19) public alleys have 
been constructed, and nine (9) streets and two (2) public 
alleys partially constructed. 
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The construction of that part of Blue Hillavenue between 
Walk Hill street and Mattapan square is now under way 
and will be completed during the coming season, giving a 
broad avenue from Grove Hall to the Neponset river. 

Columbia road, from Blue Hill avenue to Edward Everett 
square, will soon be completed, as the work of finishing the 
boulevard and the approaches thereto is well under way, and 
the bridge of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad . 
at Richfield street has been finished. 

Hancock street, from Columbia road to Bowdoin street, 
has been relocated and widened. The work of construction 
is practically completed. The street is sixty (60) feet wide, 
consisting of a roadway forty (40) feet wide, and two side- 
walks ten (10) feet wide. 

On Northwood street, East Boston, a flight of hard pine’ 
steps has been built, giving access from Leyden street, 
opposite the Blackinton School, to Gladstone street, with an 
ascent of 51.5 feet and a distance in a westerly direction of 
182 feet. The steps are ten (10) feet wide, with risers of 
74 inch, and tread of one foot, entirely enclosed by a picket 
fence. These steps were constructed by this division, be- 
ginning work April 8, 1901, and finishing May 238, 1901. 


The following streets were constructed under chapter 323, 
of the Acts of 1891, and the acts in amendment thereof or 
in addition thereto : 

Ashley street, from Breed to Walley street, is about 650 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty, September 21, 1900. 
Work was begun October 1, 1900, and completed July 1, 1901. 
It is a 6-inch macadam roadway, with crushed stone side- 
walks. The crushed stone and gutter blocks were furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. The edgestones’ were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor to the site 
of the work. The flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. 

Alford street, west side, from Malden bridge, about 1,100 
feet northerly. ‘Filling and Slope Paving.” ‘The contract 
for this work was awarded to William L. Miller, July 22, 
1901. Work was begun July 29,1901. The work consisted 
of “filling and slope paving’ on the west side to complete 
the widening between Malden bridge and the Everett line. 
All the materials used were furnished by the contractor. 

Barry street, from Richfield to Quincy street, is about

1,356 feet long. The contract for surfacing this street was 
awarded to the Dorchester Construction Company, May 20, 
1901. Work was begun August 5, 1901, and completed 
December 16,1901. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway, with 
brick sidewalks. The crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor to the site of the work. ‘The bricks for the sidewalks 
were delivered on the street by the city. The flagging for 
the crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Blue Mill avenue, from Mattapan square to Walk Hill 
street, is about 3,400 feet long. The contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this boulevard was awarded to James 
Doherty, July 28,1901. Work was begun July 80, 1901, 
and was suspended January 11,1902. ‘This boulevard is 
120 feet wide between Walk Hill and Norfolk streets, and 130 
feet wide between Norfolk street and Mattapan square. 
There are two telford-macadam roadways, with a 25-foot 
reservation in the centre for car tracks, and the sidewalks 
are each 15 feet wide, 10 feet of which is crushed stone, the 
balance being grass, bounded by granite curbing. The 
telford, crushed stone and gutter blocks were furnished on 
the line of the work by the city; the edgestones were fur- 
nished by the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor. The flagging for crosswalks and also the loam 
for the planting spaces were furnished by the contractor. 

Boston street, from Columbia road to Mt. Vernon street, is 
about 950 feet long. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Thomas F. Welch, July 
10,1901. Work was begun July 22, 1901, and completed 
September 16, 1901. It is a granite block pavement on 
gravel base, and gravel joints, with brick sidewalks. The 
granite blocks and edgestones were furnished by the city, 
and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. The 
bricks for the sidewalks were delivered on the street by 
the city. The flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the 
contractor. 

Brooks street, between Holton and North Beacon streets, is 
about 1,185 feet long. The contract for constructing the sus- 
face of this street was awarded to John F. McBride and Jesse 
Moulton, July 2, 1901. Work was begun July 11, 1901, and 
suspended December 14,1901. It is asix (6) inch macadam 
roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. 

Cambridge street, from Brighton avenue to Washington 
street, is about 3,642 feet long. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to J. L. Byrne & Co. 
Work was begun October 26, 1899, and suspended December 
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23, 1899. The work was subsequently abandoned by the 
contractors, who surrendered their contract. 

The contract for finishing this street was awarded to J. H. 
Sullivan, October 30,1900. Work under this contract was 
begun November 6, 1900, and completed August 20, 1901. 

It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway, with crushed stone 
sidewalks, a change being made subsequent to the signing of 
the contract, and a coal tar sidewalk substituted on the north 
side of the street. ‘The crushed-stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractor. The flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Carlow street, from Albany to Chadwick street, is about 
265 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Dorchester Construction Com- 
pany, April 16, 1901; work was begun May 9, 1901, and 
completed June 15, 1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, with brick sidewalks. The edgestones, gutter 
blocks and crushed stone were furnished by the city, and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractors. The 
bricks for the sidewalks were delivered on the line of the 
work by the city. The flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractors. 

Columbia road, that portion between Ceylon, Hamilton and 
Richfield streets, left uncompleted on account of the bridge 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany. Columbia road proper is to be telford-macadam road- 
ways, while the approaches are to be six (6) inch macadam. 
The contract for constructing the surface was awarded to the 
Barnes, Ruffin Company, October 1,1901. Work was begun 
November 18, 1901, and suspended December 19, 1901. 
The work will be completed early the coming season. 

Conrad street, from Sumner street, about 224 feet easterly. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to the Dorchester Construction Company, April 16, 
1901. Work was begun April 18, 1901, and completed May 
15, 1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. The crushed stone, gutter: blocks, 
and edgestones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractors. The flagging for cross- 
walks was furnished by the contractors. 

Corinth street, from Washington to Brandon street, is about 
614 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham, October 19, 1900. 
Work was begun October 26,1900, and completed July 1,1901. 
It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway, with crushed stone 
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sidewalks. The crushed stone, gutter blocks, and edgestones 
were furnished by the city, and hauled by the contractor to 
the site of the work.. The flagging for crosswalks was fur- 
nished by the contractors. 

Dixfield street, from Old Harbor to Covington street, is about 
300 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Philip Doherty, September 25, 
1901. Work was begun October 1, 1901, and completed 
October 22, 1901. It is a macadam roadway with brick 
sidewalks. ‘The edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished 
by the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor. The crushed stone for roadway and bricks for 
sidewalks were delivered on the lne of the work by the 
city. The flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the 
contractor. 

Draper street, from Robinson to Bowdoin street, is about 
1,722 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Philip Doherty, May 20, 1901. 
Work was begun June 28, 1901, and completed September 
38,1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway with 
crushed stone sidewalks. The crushed stone, gutter blocks 
and edgestones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor. The flagging for cross- 
walks was furnished by the contractor. Subsequent to the 
signing of the contract, artificial stone sidewalks were sub- 
stituted for crushed stone sidewalks from Bowdoin street, 
about 582 feet easterly, on petition of the abutters. 

Fairfax street, from Carruth to Beaumont street, is about 
626 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Philip Doherty, October 9, 1901. 
Work was begun October 16, 1901, and completed November 
20, 1901. It is a six (6) ich macadam roadway with 
artificial stone sidewalks. . The crushed stone, gutter blocks 
and edgestones were furnished by the city, and were delivered 
on the street by the city. The flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. ' 

The contract for the construction of the artificial stone 
sidewalks has been awarded, but on account of the late 
season no work has been done. 

Forest Hills street, from Washington street to Glen road, 
is about 1,305 feet long. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Jones & Meehan, 
May 20, 1901. Work was begun August 12, 1901, and 
completed November 15,1901. It isa six (6) inch macadam 
roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. The crushed stone, 
gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished by the city, and 
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hauled by the contractor to the site of the work. The 
flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Gainsborough street, from St. Stephen to Hemenway 
street, is about 800 feet long. The contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this street was awarded to Thomas F. 
Welch, September 11, 1901. Work was begun September 
17, 1901, and completed November 3, 1901. It is a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway with crushed stone sidewalks, except 
on the east side between Hemenway street and a private 
way about 100 feet north of St. Stephen street, where 
artificial stone sidewalks were built instead of crushed stone. 
The crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were fur- 
nished by the city, and were hauled by the contractor to the 
site of the work. ‘The flagging for the crosswalks was fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

Hancock street, from Columbia road to Winter street, is 
about 2,400 feet long. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty, August 
23, 1901. Work was begun September 4, 1901, and com- 
pleted December 16, 1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. The crushed stone, 
gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished by the city, and 
were hauled to the site of the work by the contraétor. The 
flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Hancock-street wall, The contract for building the wall 
in front of the Dorchester paving yard was awarded to 
' James Doherty. It is a rubble wall, laid solid in cement and 
surmounted by a wooden picket fence. 

Leeds street, from Woodward street to Dorchester avenue, 
is about 380 feet long. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to 8S. J. Cowin & Co., 
April 16, 1901. Work was begun April 24, 1901, and com- 
pleted June 1, 1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway 
with brick sidewalks. ‘The crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
edgestones were furnished by the city, and were hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor. The bricks for the side- 
walks were delivered on the street by the city. ‘The flagging 
for the crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. » 

Leonard street, from Duncan to Adams street, is about 
473 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Dorchester Construction Com- 
pany, April 17,1901. Work was begun May 31, 1901, and 
completed July 20, 1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. The crushed stone 
paving blocks and edgestones were furnished by the city, and 
were hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. The 
flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 
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Millet street, from Park to Athelwold street, is about 482 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street, was awarded to the Barnes, Ruffin Company, Septem- 
ber 11, 1901, and suspended December 2,1901. It is a six 
(6) inch maeadam roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. The 
crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished 
by the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractors. The flagging for the crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractors. 

Milk street, from India street to Atlantic avenue, is about 
602 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Frank Bachelder, November 7, 
1901. Work under this contract was begun November 9, 
1901, and completed December 2,1901. Itisa granite block 
pavement on a six (6) inch American cement concrete base, 
with Portland cement grout joints, and brick sidewalks. 
The paving blocks were furnished by the city, and hauled to 
to the site of the work by the contractor; the bricks for the 
sidewalks, the crushed stone for the concrete base and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city, and delivered on the line 
of the work. 

Moseley street, from Crescent avenue to Columbia road, is 
about 1,085 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. B. O’Rourke, 
October 9,1901. Work was begun October 23, 1901, and 
suspended November 30,1901. It is asix (6) inch macadam 
roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. 

Normandy street, from Lawrence avenue across Grove 
street, is about 284 feet long. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the Dorchester 
Construction Company, May 20, 1901. Work was begun 
October 7, 1901, and suspended December 5,1901. Itisa 
six (6) inch macadam roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. 
The crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were fur- 
nished by the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractors. The flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractors. 

Nottingham street, from Bullard street to Bowdoin avenue, 
artificial stone sidewalks, about 626 feet long. The contract 
for laying the walks was awarded to W. A. Murtfeldt Com- 
pany, October 5, 1900. Work was suspended December 8, 
1900, and resumed in the spring of 1901, the contractors 
completing the work July 20, 1901. 

Perkins street, from Centre street to Jamaicaway, is about 
1,779 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Jones & Meehan, May 20, 
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1901. Work was begun July 24, 1901, and suspended 
December 2, 1901; the contractors not being able to complete 
their contract on account of the Metropolitan sewerage works 
at Centre street. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
with crushed stone sidewalks. The crushed stone, gutter 
blocks and edgestones were furnished by the city, and hauled 
to the site of the work by the contractors. The flagging for 
the crosswalks was furnished by the contractors. 

Shepton street, from Dorchester avenue to Florida street, is 
about 1,057 feet long. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty, April 
17,1901. Work was begun April 23, 1901, and completed 
July 8,1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway. ‘The 
crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished 
by the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor. |The flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the 
contractor. 

Shepton street, artificial stone sidewalks. The contract for 
laying these walks was awarded to W. A. Murtfeldt Com- 
pany, May 10, 1901, and completed September 24, 1901. 

Spencer street, from Athelwold to Harvard street, is about 
336 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Dorchester Construction Com- 
pany, May 20,1901.’ Work was begun June 20, 1901, and 
completed August 2,1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway. ‘The crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones 
were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractors. The flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractors. 

Storer street, from India square to Atlantic avenue, is about 
172 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Jones & Meehan, July 30, 1901. 
Work under this contract was begun August 2, 1901, and 
completed August 258, 1901. It is a granite block pavement 
on, concrete base. The granite blocks and granite flagging 
were furnished by the city, and were hauled by the contract- 
ors to the site of the work; the bricks for sidewalks were 
furnished on the line of the work; the crushed stone for the 
concrete was furnished by the contractors. 

Stratford street, from Anawan to Clement avenue, is about 
985 feet long.

Wainwright street, from Centre street to Welles avenue, is 
about 827 feet long. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Philip Doherty July 10, 
1901. Work was begun July 15, 1901, and completed 
September 14, 1901. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway 
with crushed stone sidewalks. The crushed stone, gutter 
blocks and edgestones were furnished by the city and were 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. The flag- 
ging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Westbourne street, from Cornell to Beech streets, is about 
610 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Thomas F. Welch April 17, 1901.

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PuBLIC ALLEYS. 


During the year twenty-four (24) public alleys were 
ordered constructed and nineteen (19) were completed. 

The sidewalks in many of the alleys were found defective, 
the bricks were loose and falling away, causing depressions 
which were accounted for by the yards being below the level 
of the sidewalks; the old wooden bulkheads or earth embank- 
ments not being sufficient to retain the sidewalk foundation. 
To remedy this defect a system of concrete walls was 
designed to be built on the fence line under the sidewalks and 
to’ extend two (2) feet below the level of the yards. 

The work, of constructing the alleys was in most cases 
done under two (2) contracts; one for the preliminary work 
of building the concrete walls, setting edgestones, etc., and 
another for asphalting the surface of the roadway. Im the 
alleys that were paved with granite blocks the preliminary 
work and surfacing was done under one contract, and the 
city furnished the paving blocks, edgestones, flagging and 
bricks.

All bonds excepting those of corporations are guaranteed by 
some one of the surety companies authorized to do business in 
the State of Massachusetts. 

There are now on file 1,147 such bonds, and there have been 
375 bonds cancelled during the year. 

About 400 notices were sent early in the year to storekeepers 
and householders in connection with selling fruit, etc., from 
doorways, windows and areas, and care has been taken to see 
that the premises have been kept clean. 

There have been 16,132 notices sent to the various foremen dur- 
ing the year, directing them to repair defects in the public streets 
which had been reported by the police, inspectors and others ; also 
5,940 letters and notices to departments, corporations and private 
parties to repair the streets where they had received permits for 
openings, and the resurfacing had been improperly done, and to 
owners of estates where coal-holes or sidewalk lights were 
defective. 

Notices have been sent to departments, corporations and owners 
of abutting estates on streets where improvements were about to 
be made in 3,318 instances. 

Three hundred and four notices have been sent to departments 
and corporations at the request of the Chief Engineer of the Pay- 
ing Division, calling for various changes on account of street 
improvements. In each case permits have been inclosed allowing 
them to do the work. 


INSPECTORS. 


Inspectors are now located at the various paving yards, with 
the exception of those required in the office for emergency work. 
They report each day by mail to the permit office, regarding 
defects in the public streets, and notices are sent to the proper 
parties directing repairs to, be made. 

There have been other inspectors detailed to serve with and at 
the expense of the various corporations excavating in the streets, 
who make a written report weekly on blanks prepared for the 
purpose. 

ARTIFICIAL STONE SIDEWALKS. 


One hundred and sixty-seven of the permits issued from this 
office have been for the construction of these walks, which have 
been completed and inspected this present year by the inspector 
detailed for this purpose. 

All walks constructed in 1896, and maintenance guarantee 
expiring this year, have been carefully examined and all, except- 
ing those with small defects, were repaired by the different con- 
tractors and put in good condition under the terms of their 
contract. 
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In connection with the general inspection of artificial stone 
sidewalks, 180 inspections have been made on accident cases and 
claims in connection with the work of the Street Department. 


STREET NUMBERING. 


During the year ten whole streets were numbered or renum- 
bered, 534 parts of streets were numbered and 3,055 metallic 
figures were supplied. 

The appended table explains the work done by districts, and in 
addition gives the number of estates numbered, and the number 
of changes made necessary by renumbering or other cause.

The ever-increasing complaint about bill boards has received 
proper notice, and an inspector has given special attention to 
this matter. 

A list showing the location of each bill board in this city has 
been prepared, so that if a complaint is made against any par- 
ticular board the owner is promptly notified. 

Very many of the boards are located on private land just back 
of the line of the sidewalk, and therefore are beyond the control 
of this department; but the inspector has been able to have the 
streets kept clean from paper which has been torn or blown off 
from such boards, and the complaints against bill boards have 
been very few the past year as compared with previous years.

DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income and operation of the Sanitary Divi- 
sion of the Street Department during the financial year end- 
ing January 31, 1902. 

The Sanitary Division has charge of the removal of house 
offal, waste, rubbish, house dirt and ashes accumulated from 
burning of material for heating buildings and domestic pur- 
poses. 

North of Massachusetts avenue this division collects ashes 
under what is known as the “block system.” Ashes are 
removed from hotels and business buildings daily, from pri- 
vate residences twice a week; waste and rubbish, including 
store dirt is removed in this section twice a week before 8.80 
_A.M., in order that pedestrians may not be inconvenienced. 
Offal is removed from hotels daily, from restaurants where 
such removal is requested and from private residences twice 
a week. 

South of Massachusetts avenue, and in the outlying dis- 
tricts, ashes and offal are removed once a week except in the 
summer months, when offal is collected twice a week. 

Suitable dumping places are becoming scarce, and the 
matter of increased expense to the division on this account is 
a subject to be carefully considered. Some relief in the dis- 
position of ashes collected in Charlestown and portions of 
the North and West Ends might be had by the location of a 
dumping scow in the vicinity of Charles River avenue, as 
during the past year 16,036 loads of ashes were dumped at 
East Cambridge, the nearest obtainable dump to the West

End, for which privilege the division paid the sum of 
$1,026.70. 

The rapid increase in population and taxable property of 
Dorchester should entitle it to the same improvement in the 
collection and disposal of offal that other sections of the city 
are now enjoying. 

This has been neglected in the past on account of the wide 
area covered by the district, and the necessity of greatly in- 
creasing the expense to accomplish the work, owing to the 
lack of facilities to readily handle the material after collec- 
tion. The first step in the solution of this problem was 
made in 1901, by the purchase by the city of a parcel of land 
and flats admirably adapted to meet the requirements of this 
division. As a tide-water location is a necessary adjunct for 
the economical disposition of material collected, it would be 
difficult to find a better location anywhere in Dorchester than 
the one now owned by the city, as the wharf will set back 
400 feet from the street and 550 feet from the nearest resi- 
dence and all possibility of objection on account of prox- 
imity to residences is removed, and as the department is 
bound by contract to deliver the offal of Dorchester to the 
New England Sanitary Product Company into scows pro- 
vided by the company, this location will furnish an ideal 
berth for carrying out the contract. 

The Street Department has plans for the construction of 
the most approved dumping arrangements obtainable in 
modern practice, a design for a practical dump which fulfils 
every requirement that could be imposed for the transfer of 
the materials collected in the district that require disposition 
other than being used as a filling. 

The wharf facilities could be made ample for the reception 
of paving materials of all descriptions, lumber, etc., drain 
pipe, and other necessary articles used in the work of the 
Street Department. In fact, the present location is admirably 
adapted to the needs of a combination Street Department 
yard for this district, and as such, if the necessary funds for 
equipping it can be obtained, would prove almost invaluable. 

The City Government of 1900 authorized a loan of 
$75,000 for the purchase of land and erection of buildings 
for the Sanitary and Street Cleaning Divisions in the Dor- 
chester district. A wharf property located on Freeport 
street was purchased for the sum of $22,500, plans, estimates 
and specifications were drawn for stables and shops, and 
other incidental expenses brought the total expended to 
$24,578.96, leaving an unexpended balance of $50,421.04. 
This money should be used for the purpose designed, namely, 
the establishment of a Sanitary and Street Cleaning yard 
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for the Dorchester district, and an additional $50,000 should 
be provided to equip the yard for this division and put it on 
a working basis equal to the yards in other districts. 

Some opposition was raised to the establishment of a sani- 
tary yard on Freeport street, owing to the intention of the 
department to dispose of the garbage collected in this district 
from that point. 

The opposition was needless, as the dump designed to be 
used for the final disposition of the ashes and garbage con- 
templated a method that would be free from objection, that 
_ is, the dump was to be a covered one, and particular care was 
to be paid to its sanitary arrangements, so that no refuse 
could get overboard to contaminate the waters of the bay. 

The Street Department consulted the New England Sani- 
tary Product Company, the present contractors -for the final 
disposition of the garbage, and was assured by the company 
that the boats used would be kept clean, and the garbage 
removed at the direction of the Street Department, so that 
the quantity of offal collected in this district (amounting 
approximately to 10 per cent. of that collected in the entire 
city) could be handled without giving offense.

South Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and sheds, with accommodations for 19 horses, located 
317 and 319 First street, South Boston, 


East Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and sheds with accommodations for 15 horses, located 
at 324 East Eagle street, and are occupied jointly by Paving, 
Sewer, Street Cleaning and Sanitary Divisions. 


Charlestown Stable. 


With accommodations for 25 horses, situated on Rutherford 
avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; stable built in 
1875, cost, $5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings built in 1879. 


Brighton. 


Accommodation is provided by the Sewer Division at its stable 
on Western avenue for five horses of the Sanitary Division. 


Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for 72 horses on the old Almshouse lot, 
Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There is 
on this lot a brick stable, built in 1873, which cost $88,594.13. 
On this lot is an offal-shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of 
$1,160.12. The offal-shed was abandoned April 1, 1897, and in 
1900 part of it was remodelled and is now used as a carriage house 
and wash-room. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The lot 
belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, and con- 
tains 90,780 feet. 
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The stables and buildings connected therewith are of brick. 
There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for stor- 
ing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty-three 
horses are kept in sheds. Total original cost, exclusive of land, 
$79,089.23. In 1899 a Veterinary Hospital was built and 
equipped for the purpose of caring for sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint and 
harnessmakers’ shops, in which wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., 
used by this and other departments are constructed and kept in 
repair; also, a horseshoeing shop for shoeing the horses of the 
department, located in this section of the city. 


West Stables and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 
feet by 50, located on North Grove street, built in 1860, with 
outbuildings attached to same. It has accommodations for 90 
horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 
square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was estab- 
lished for the purpose of shoeing the horses of the department 
stabled in this section of the city. 


Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the Sanitary 
Division; used as a dumping-station for the city’s garbage and 
refuse, and as a mooring-place for dumping boats and scows 
which convey this material to sea and to the plant of the New 
England Sanitary Product Company; cost of constructing plat- 
form and dredging dock, $6,219.33. There are three Barney 
dumping boats, one of which was purchased during the past year, 
and these are in continual use, and are towed to sea by the 
Department tug-boat ‘* Cormorant.’’ 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning Divi- 
sion as a locker for patrol push carts, etc., and a Ee is In use by 
the Paving Division. 


Packard’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 464 Atlantic avenue, used as a berth for dumping 
boats in connection with Fort Hill Wharf. Leased from the 
widow and heirs of Henry C. Snow. 


Hechts Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing about 
35,460 square feet; leased from Jacob H. Hecht, March 1, 1898, 
for a period of ten (10) years. This wharf adjoins Fort Hill 
Wharf, and is occupied in part by the New England Sanitary 
Product Company as a berth for their scows, and also by the 
buildings of the City Refuse Utilization Company for the disposal 
of waste and rubbish. This property is now owned by the Mid- 
dlesex Trust.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
SEWER DIVISION. 


30 TREMONT STREET, Boston, February 1, 1902. 
Mr. JAMES DONOVAN, Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, — I respectfully submit report of the expendi- 
tures, income and operation of the Sewer Division for the 
financial year ending January 31, 1902, together with recom- 
mendations as to the future development of the sewer 
system. 

The work of the Sewer Division is as follows: 

The preparation of plans for sewerage works, the construc- 

tion and maintenance of all drainage works, including the 
investigation of complaints in regard to defective drainage, 
the granting of permits for sewer connections and the prepa- 
ration of plans for the assessment of the cost of construction ; 
also the examination of the plans of other corporations pro- 
posing to construct works in public streets, with reference to 
their probable interference with sewerage works, and approval 
of lines and grades of private streets with reference to the 
requirements of this division. 
' The five-year period, for which an agreement had been 
made with the Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Board for 
the handling of the Metropolitan sewage, having expired, the 
city during the past year made a new agreement with the 
aforesaid board, covering a period from 1901, “ until other 
provision for the discharge of the sewage from said sewerage 
districts shall be made.” Following is the agreement: 


‘¢ Aoreement between the Metropolitan Water and Sewerage 
Board, of the State of Massachusetts and the City of Boston, 
relative to the pumping of sewage of the Metropolitan districts 
by the main drainage works of the City of Boston.” 

‘¢The Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Board, to which, 
by chapter 168 of the Acts of the year 1901, was trans- 
ferred all the power, rights, duties and liabilities of the 
Metropolitan Sewerage Commissioners, acting for the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and the Mayor of the City of Boston, 
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acting for the city, hereto authorized by chapter 502 of the Acts 
of the year 1897, and by an agreement entered into thereunder by 


-the Board of Metropolitan Sewerage Commissioners and the Mayor 


of the City of Boston, dated December 31, 1897, hereby agree 
and determine as follows : 

The Commonwealth shall, after the year 1901, pay to the City 
of Boston, in the month of January in each year, as follows: 

For the year 1901, a total sum, on account of the sewerage 
districts referred to in the Act of 1897 and agreement, of eighty- 
three thousand, eight hundred and ninety-two dollars and eleven 
cents. ($83,892.11) ; and for each year hereafter, until other pro- 
visions for the discharge of the sewage from the said sewerage 
districts shall be made, the sum of eighty-three thousand, eight 
hundred and ninety-two dollars and eleven cents ($83,892.11), 
increased by four hundred and fifty dollars ($450) and by the 
amount of. three and twenty-five hundredths per cent. (3.25%) 
of twenty-three and eighty-twp hundredths per cent. (23.82%) of . 
the cost of construction of the sewers and works forming a part 
of said portion of said City of Boston’s system of sewage discharge 
and works lying between Gainsborough street and the point of 
discharge into the water at Moon Island, between Granite avenue 
bridge, Dorchester, and Moon Island, as shall have been paid 
after January 1, 1902; provided, however, that no part of the 
cost of construction of any such sewer or work which the said 
Board and said Mayor shall agree, or, in case they cannot agree, 
which a third person selected by the said Board and Mayor, shall 
find ought not to be paid by the Commonwealth, shall be used in 
determining any such amount. 

Inasmuch, however, as said sum of eighty-three thousand, eight 
hundred and ninety-two dollars and eleven cents ($83,892.11) is 
in part made up of interest at the rate of three and nine hundred 
and eighty-seven thousandths per cent. (3.987%) on the original 
capital expenditure of five million dollars ($5,000,000), it is 
agreed that if there shall be in any year a reduction in the rate of 
interest from said percentage, by refunding or otherwise, paid by 
the City of Boston on its said capital expenditures, then the 
Commonwealth, through the Metropolitan Water and Sewerage 
Board, shall receive the proper proportional benefit of such 
reduction. 

The above payments do not include any sum to be paid to the 
City of Boston for the sewage of the City of Quincy under its 
agreement with the City of Boston.

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The above agreement will provide for the payments from 
the Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Board to the city 
until such time as the new high level system is put in 
operation. ‘This system will, in all probability, be in condi- 
tion to receive some sewage in 1903, and will be in full 
operation in 1904. The inset map in this report shows the 
territory of the City of Boston which will be diverted from 
Boston’s main drainage system and the Moon Island outlet, 
and taken care of by the Metropolitan high level sewer. 

In view of the fact that this system will be put into opera- 
tion so soon, and that a large portion of the territory of the ° 
City of Boston will be involved in the new South Metropoli- 
tan District, as the district which will be tributary to the 
high level system is now called, it now becomes proper to 
consider the work which the City of Boston must do in order 
to receive the benefit which will be conferred by this new 
system, and it also now becomes possible and proper to out- 
line the future development of the whole sewerage system of 
the City of Boston. | | 


First. As to the Work which the City must do. 


There are thirty-four (84) square miles of territory be- 
longing to the City of Boston now tributary to the main 
drainage system of the city, that is, all the city’s territory 
except Charlestown and East Boston, which latter contribute 
to the North Metropolitan system. Of, these 34 square 
miles 21 will be intercepted by the high level sewer and 
the branches which the city will construct, leaving 13 square 
miles of low level territory forever tributary to the Boston 
main drainage system. In order to connect the sewer sys- 
tems of the 21 square miles of high level territory with the 
Metropolitan high level intercepter the City of Boston will 
have to construct about twelve and one-half miles of branch 
intercepters, at a total estimated cost of about $1,500,000. 

The map published with this report shows the two classes 
of territory, viz.: the territory which will be tributary to the 
high level South Metropolitan system (colored blue) and 
that which will remain tributary to the Boston main drain- 
age works (colored buff). The map also shows the Metro- 
politan system of sewers, the system of tributary intercepters 
which the city must build, the points of connection of these 
and all existing sewer systems with the high level and the 
' Boston main drainage sewers. The Stony brook valley 
sewer is also shown on this map for purposes of discussion. 

The largest and longest of these branch intercepters is the 
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one starting at the high level sewer near its crossing with 
the Neponset Valley Intercepter, near the Hyde Park line, 
running through Mattapan, Dorchester Lower Mills, Ash- 
mont, Meeting House Hill, and terminating at the crossing 
of Blue Hill avenue and Moreland street. This sewer is 6.5 
miles long, and is 4 feet 9 inches in diameter at its connec- 
tion with the high level, diminishing to a 15-inch pipe at 
its upper terminus. 

The next largest intercepter is the one starting from the 
high level near the corner of Ashland and Canterbury 
streets, crossing Walk Hill street, Morton street and Blue 
Hill avenue, and terminating at the corner of Norfolk street 
and Talbot avenue. ‘This, in some respects, is more impor- 
tant than the first mentioned intercepter, as it will afford a 
sewer outlet for Morton street, will do away with the Callen- 
der and Lyons street pumping station and will afford a new 
outlet for the rebuilding of the Talbot avenue sewer at a 
lower and more satisfactory grade. ‘This sewer varies in size 
from 4 feet 3 inches to 8 feet 9 inches. 

The third large branch intercepter is the one lying in 
Green and Washington streets and passing through Egleston 
square. This ranges in size from 5 feet to 3 feet, and in- 
volves the building of a 60-inch iron pipe syphon about 
1,600 feet long in Green street. 

In addition to these large branch intercepters there are five 
smaller intercepters to be built at Arnold arboretum, Harri- 
son street, Mt. Hope street, Rowe street, Canterbury 
street west, and four direct connections, namely, at Spauld- 
ing street, Keyes street, Grotto Glen and Gainsborough 
street. 

It is evident that all the foregoing work cannot be done 
in a year or two. When the Metropolitan high level sewer 
is completed and ready for use assessments will be levied 
upon the cities and towns fer which it is designed without 
regard to whether they have*availed themselves of opportuni- 
ties to make connections with it or not. The chief item of 
assessment, 2.e., for interest and repayment of principal, is 
already operative, and contributions for maintenance will be 
assessed as soon as this item of expense begins. ‘This is, 
of course, right and necessary on the part of. the State, the 
State having assumed the obligation, incurred the expense 
and provided the facilities for drainage. - It must, therefore, 
meet its obligations and make its assessments on the parties 
benefited, or who might be benefited had they availed them- 
selves of the opportunity. The assessment on the City of 
Boston will be about $95,000. This will be based on 21 
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square miles of high level territory. The city will, of 
course, receive the benefit of having the sewage from the 
territory tributary to the Charles-river and Neponset-river 
intercepters immediately diverted from the Boston main 
drainage system to the high level system, but will receive 
no further benefit until the intercepters and connections pre- 
viously mentioned are built. The territory which will be in 
this manner diverted immediately upon the completion of the 
high level system will be about 42 per cent. of the 21 
square miles ultimately to be so diverted, or 8.82 square 
miles, leaving 12.18 square miles of high level territory 
still tributary to the main drainage. ‘The assessment will, 
of course, be the same whether 8 square miles or 21 square 
miles are drained. Figured out in dollars, unless the high 
level connections are ready at the time the high level 
system is ready to receive them, the City of Boston will pay 
58 per cent. of its assessment, or $55,100, for absolutely no 
service. This, of course, is ruinous policy. 

It is therefore evident that work should be begun this year 
on these connections which it will take the longest time to 
finish, namely, the main Dorchester connection, running 
through Ashmont and Meeting House Hill, the Canterbury 
branch connection, running through the Lauriat-avenue and 
Talbot-avenue district, and, if possible, the Green-street con- 
nection. The Harrison-street connection should be built 
either this year or next, for, although a work of compara- 
tively small magnitude, it will divert a large amount of ter- 
ritory into the high level, as it cuts off all of the Stony brook 
valley system south of its location, and, of course, will afford 
a great relief to this overcrowded sewer throughout the re- 
mainder of its course to the intercepter at Elmwood street. 
This important sewer is shown on the map, and is the house 
sewer outlet for practically the whole Stony brook valley in 
West Roxbury and southerly portion of Roxbury. 


Second. As to the Future Development of the Sewerage System 
of the City of Boston. 


The high level territory tributary to the South Metropoli- 
tan system must be considered separately from the low level 
territory tributary to the Boston main drainage system. The 
high level territory, colored blue on the map, is, speaking in 
general terms, the territory which is only partially sewered, 
and therefore is the territory in which active sewer building 
is now going on. The high level intercepter is designed to 
take house sewage only, with a small allowance for rain 
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water, the act of the Legislature authorizing the building of 
this sewer being mandatory in this respect. 

It is therefore evident that the systems of common sewers 
which contribute to it will have to be built upon the separate 
system; that is, those which are now upon the combined 
system will have to be converted to the separate system, and 
all new sewerage works will have to be designed upon the- 
separate system. 

IT assume that at first there will be no objection on the 
part of the Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Board to con- 
nections from our existing combined system, but as the flow 
in the high level increases in the course of time and begins 
to approach its limit, they will, of course, insist upon the 
separation of all systems tributary to it. It is therefore 
evident that it should be the policy of the city to build all 
new work in this territory upon the separate plan, and to 
effect the separation of the existing systems as fast as it is 
practicable to do so. The existing systems will be brought 
to work upon the separate system by the building of surface 
drains in every street to connect with large lines of surface 
conduits or relief sewers which have been started in many 
places throughout this district. The surface drains, by re- 
ceiving the flow from the catch-basins, will carry off the 
street water to the surface-water conduits, leaving the sewers 
on practically a separate basis. This programme involves 
the improvement of the natural water courses in West Rox- 
bury, Dorchester,.and throughout the valley of Stony brook, 
at least to an extent sufficient to fit them for receiving catch- 
basin drains from the streets of the high level territory. 
These lines of water courses include the brooks tributary’ to 
Charles river in West Roxbury; in Dorchester, the Oakland, 
Mattapan and Davenport brooks, the upper branches of the 
Tenean brook system; the separation of the Dorchester 
brook sewerage system in Dorchester and Roxbury is also 
involved. In Stony brook valley it necessitates the improve- 
ment of the Williams-street branch, Canterbury branch, 
Roslindale branch and the Bussey brook. 

The policy to be pursued in the high level territory, as 
indicated above, is comparatively simple; but in the thirteen 
square miles of low level territory, or Boston main-drainage 
territory, the problem is more complex. This is the territory 
which is substantially well sewered, and almost entirely upon 
the combined system. The question, of course, arises as to 
whether it is necessary for sanitary reasons or justifiable 
financially to separate the sewer system throughout this 
territory. 
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In order to discuss this problem it is necessary to distin- 
guish between the very lowest of this territory and that 
which lies at a higher elevation. 

There are four districts which have a direct cohnection 
with the intercepting system. These are districts in which 
the cellars are lower in general than in any other section of 
the city, and it was the intention of the designers of the 
improved sewerage to favor these districts by draining from 
them a large portion of the surface water into the intercept- 
ers ; therefore, connections were made without any regulator, 
and these connections are open all the time. The connec- 
tions are not large enough to discharge all surface water into 
the intercepter, for the flood discharge from these districts 
may equal 200,000,000 gallons per twenty-four hours. 
They are throttled down somewhat, but do discharge 
enough of it to keep the level of sewage in these districts 
down many feet below the tide and below the level of the 
cellars during storms. These districts — the Dedham, Dover, 
Beach and Church street districts — have been especially 
favored in this manner ever since the intercepting system 
has been built, and it is evident that this policy must be con- 
tinued, for if the level of the sewage in these systems is not 
kept down by means of the influence of these direct connec- 
tions with the pumping plant at Calf pasture, general flood- 
ings of these low cellars will take place whenever a severe 
storm occurs at high tide. 

The question to be determined, then, is whether, in view 
of the relief which the main drainage system will get from 
the diversion of the high level territory, it will be necessary to 
introduce the separate system throughout the low level terri- 
tory, including the four districts previously mentioned; or, if 
the separate system is not so introduced, whether the main drain- 
age works will have pumping capacity sufficient to handle the 
storm water of small storms and prevent frequent overflows, 
and also to continue the practice of pumping down storm 
water in the four districts named. This, of course, is almost 
entirely a question of pump capacity. The first effect upon 
the city’s main drainage system which will be experienced 
when the high level system is put in operation will be one 
of great relief to the pumps. Still further relief will be ex- 
perienced as the high level branch interceptors are built and 
the process of introducing the separate system throughout 
the high level territory goes on. 

In addition to the relief above described, the capacity of 
the pumping station will be greatly increased within a year 
or two by the installation of a new pump of a nominal ca- 
pacity of 72,000,000 gallons per day. The present capacity 
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of the pumping station, with the four pumps running at a 
fair rate of speed, is 118,000,000 gallons per twenty-four hours. 
They may be speeded for a short period to 122,000,000 gal- 


lons. 


areas. 


When the new engine is installed the capacity of the 
plant will be increased to about 181,000,000 gallons, making 
a fair allowance for slip. This is more than the capacity of 
the tunnel, which until some alterations are made in the de- 
posit sewers is limited to 154,000,000 gallons, which may there- 
fore be regarded as the limit of the capacity of the pumping 
station for the purposes of discussion. 
The following table shows the estimated yearly average flow, 
maximum dry-weather flow, and maximum flow including 
allowance for storm water from Boston main drainage terri- 
tory — that is, from the 13 square miles which will be left 
tributary to the Boston main drainage after the diversion of 
the 21 square miles .of high level territory. In making 
these forecasts of sewerage flow it has of course been neces- 
sary to estimate future increases in population. In making 
up this table only a slight increase in population has been 
allowed for in the city proper north of Dover street, for the 
reason that much of this territory is so thickly populated that 
there can be but little increase, and this increase will be 
largely offset by encroachments of business upon residential

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The foregoing table indicates that although the system will 
have a large surplus capacity for the handling of storm 
water after the installation of the new pump and the diver- 
sion of all the high level territory, which we hope to have 
accomplished by 1910, this surplus capacity will diminish 
and will entirely disappear about the year 19384, the capacity 
to handle the storm water being estimated to be the difference 
between the maximum capacity of the system (154,000,000 
gallons) and the estimated maximum flow as indicated in the 
last column of the foregoing table. The figures in this 
column include the same allowance for storm water as was 
made in the original main drainage calculations, namely, 
¢-inch rainfall in 24 hours. It is proper to include this in 
figuring the maximum flow of sewage, for the reason that the 
flow of surface water from storms of small magnitude is 
equally as foul as the house sewage proper. When the time 
arrives at which the maximum dry-weather flow, with this 
small allowance of storm water, equals the capacity of the 
tunnel, namely, 154,000,000 gallons per day, the capacity of 
the whole system may be regarded as exhausted, and meas- 
ures must then be taken to enlarge or supplement it. The 
same result will be reached at substantially the samé time, 
whether the system is made a separate one or remains a 
combined system governed by regulation. 

During the latter part of the period under consideration, 
that is, from, 1910 to 1934, as the capacity of the system 
approaches exhaustion the overflows would become more and 
more frequent until at last a very slight rain will be sufficient 
to cause the regulators to close and the overflows to come 
into operation. (This subject has been fully discussed by 
Mr. F. P. Stearns, then Chief Engineer of the State Board 
of Health, in report dated January, 1889, on the Sewerage of 
the Mystic and Charles River Valleys — Senate Document 2 
of 1889). 

The only advantage that would be gained by the separa- 
tion of the existing and combined system throughout the 
main drainage territory would be the avoidance of these 
frequent overflows during the later part of the period under 
consideration, and a reduction to some extent of the amount. 
of pumping during thaws and slow rains. Even in the 
lowest main drainage territory, that is, the four districts - 
previously mentioned, no other advantage would be obtained 
from separation, as there will always be enough pump capacity / 
to keep down the level of the sewage of these districts during 
storms when all the other districts are shut off by the regu- 
lators. To reduce pumpage and to avoid frequent overflows, 
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is of course desirable. The pumpage is increased, roughly, 
50 per cent. during times of thaws and rains not heavy 
enough to close the regulators. Frequent overflows are very 
undesirable on some parts of the water front, but not so 
injurious on other parts. Complete separation of the system 
would accomplish both these objects, and of course it would 
be desirable to do this if it could be done for any reasonable 
cost. This brings up the question of the probable cost of 
effecting this separation of the system. 

Separation would be effected in most cases by building 
surface drains to take the flow from the catch-basins and 
relieve the existing sewers. The cost of doing this would 
of course vary in different localities, estimates having been 
made running from $570 to $1,100 per acre, estimating that 
a single surface drain in the street would be ail that is 
required, but in the congested business parts of the city a 
single surface drain would not be sufficient. It would require 
a drain on each side of the street near the curb line, and 
would also require remodelling of the plumbing system of 
the buildings in order to get the roof water from the back 
parts of the buildings and paved yards and courts in the rear 
into the surface drainage system. Unless all this were done 
it would be impossible to build a really separate system in 
the business parts of the city. A system which removed 
only surface water from the streets and such roof water as 
came down the leaders of the buildings (in front) would take 
less than half the surface water of a district, for the area of 
roots and yards is about 70 per cent. of the total. Sucha 
system would not be a separate system at all, but would 
consist of a combined system from which a portion of the 
surface water had been removed, namely, 30 per cent., and a 
surface drainage system carrying that 30 per cent. 

To provide a separate system by means of a surface drain 
on each side of the street would bring the cost per acre to 
probably $1,500, and would also put the owners of all the 
buildings to the expense of making an additional connection 
with the surface drain for roof and yard water and such 
changes in their internal system of drainage as would be 
* required to convey the storm water from the back portions of © 
the estates to the surface drains instead of the sewer in the 
street. This double system of surface drains would be 
necessary, probably, throughout the business section of the 
city. The total cost of separating the existing systems 
throughout the thirteen square miles of main drainage terri- 
tory may be estimated at about $6,000,000. This may be 
regarded as equivalent to a perpetual interest expenditure of 
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$240,000 per annum. It is therefore apparent that this 
division is not justified in undertaking the separation of the 
entire system,.- but there are sanitary reasons which will 
justify the separation of a portion of the system, namely, 
those portions of the system, the overflows from which take 
place into the two partially landlocked bodies of salt water — 
the Charles river basin and the South Bay. 

Overflows becoming more and more frequent, and at the 
same time carrying a larger percentage of sewage in the 
storm water at each overflow as time goes on, will become 
at last intolerable, because they will tend to convert these 
two bodies of water into sewage pools. Overflows into the 
Charles river basin are objectionable, even now in its present 
condition, and will be more objectionable in the future if any 
scheme of damming the river to produce a water park is 
carried out, as seems likely to take place in the course of 
time. Overflows into the South bay are and always will be 
objectionable, because there is no current to produce a change 
in the volume of the water of the bay. 

It therefore seems necessary to plan for a systematic pro- 
gressive separation of the sewer systems of the main drain- 
age territory south of Dover street, and of the systems which 
overflow into the Charles river basin south of Craigie’s 
bridge, and the South Boston systems finding an overflow 
outlet at B and Seventh street. This process of separation 
should be begun now and carried on at such a rate as will 
insure its completion before the time when the main drainage 
system becomes overcrowded again from the natural growth 
of population, say in 1920, assuming that the system will 
have reached the limit of its capacity in 1984. 

This programme includes the separation of the system 
throughout the Stony brook valley, and also Dorchester brook 
valley. On the Dorchester water front sewer overflows are 
not particularly more objectionable than around the city 
proper, but as the sewer systems in these large valleys are 
entirely too small to carry storm water, relief storm sewers 
and large surface drains are in process of construction in 
many of these drainage areas. The case differs from that of 
the city proper, where the sewers are in general large enough. 
Of course, where these relief sewers must be built to provide 
adequate capacity, the rational thing to do is to build them 
in the form of storm-water conduits, leaving the old sewers 
to perform the duty of carrying house sewage. In this way 
this system would naturally be developed into a separate one, 
not because it is absolutely necessary, but because it is the 
most desirable way to augment the capacity of the sewer 
system. 
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To summarize, the programme is as follows: 

To build the high level branch intercepting sewers and 
inaugurate a separate system throughout the high level or 
south metropolitan territory. 

To inaugurate and carry to completion at or about 1920 
the separation of the existing combined system in the 
low level or main drainage territory naturally tributary to 
the Charles river basin and the South bay, including the 
valleys of Stony brook and Dorchester brook and the eastern 
part of South Boston territory having its storm water outlet 
at B and Seventh streets. 

Also to separate the system of those drainage areas on the 
Dorchester water front where large surface drains have been 
found necessary to supplement the capacity of the sewer sys- 
tem. This includes the valleys of the Crescent avenue 
brook, Freeport street brook, Tenean creek, Pine Neck creek 
and Davenport brook. 

To allow forever to remain upon the combined system the 
remaining territory of the city proper and South Boston. 

Charlestown and East Boston have not been involved in 
this discussion, as they are tributary to the North Metro- 
politan system, but in order to complete the programme may 
now be considered. The same principles apply here as else- 
where. The sewers of Charlestown and East Boston are 
large enough in general, and therefore extensive rebuildings 
are not necessary.. Overflows from the combined system are 
not particularly objectionable, and they may therefore be 
allowed to remain upon the combined system, with the excep- 
tion of the Breed’s Island territory. As this is in process of 
development there is no reason why it should not be 
developed upon the separate instead of the combined system. 

A general statement of the most important work done by 
the division during the year, accompanied by recommenda- 
tions as to the work required in the immediate future, is 
given in the succeeding pages and is classified according to 
districts. | 


SoutH Boston. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
9,997.01 linear feet of pipe sewer, 1,070.17 linear feet of 
brick sewer, and 9381.14 linear feet of pipe surface drain, 
making a total of 11,998.32 linear feet, or 2.272 miles. 

The principal works completed are: 

D street, from West Second street to Broadway. This 
sewer was badly broken down and of insufficient capacity. 

B street, between West Fourth and Silver street. This 
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sewer was built to provide an outlet for the sewer in Silver 
street. 

Silver street, from B street to D street. This sewer was 
an old dilapidated wooden sewer built many years ago, and 
has been replaced with 18-inch pipe. 

West Seventh street, from B street to D street. This 
sewer was built of wood and having broken down in several 
places, is now being replaced with a 4-ft. brick conduit. 
This is the main trunk sewer for a large district, and is built 
with a view to the future development of this district. 

Tudor street, from C street to D street. This sewer was 
badly needed, as the old one, a wooden and pipe sewer, was 
in very bad condition. 

Sewers and drains have also been built in East First 
street, between L street and P street; Columbia road, between 
G street and H street; Ninth and L streets. 

Leeds street and Dixfield street have been built “ under 
the 323 Act,’ and private parties have built sewers in 
Melcher, Swallow, Stillings, K and Midway streets. Contract 
has been let for sewer in Bowen street, construction on 
which has not been started. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


D street, from Dorchester avenue to Seventh street. This 
sewer is too small, is badly settled, greatly overcharged in 
time of storms and should be rebuilt at a greater depth, of 
larger size and on a pile foundation. 

Athens street, from D street to E street. 

Mitchell street, from Ninth street to the railroad. This 
sewer is broken down and stopped up and is the cause of 
many complaints. 

F street, from West First street to West Second street. 
This is a single ring brick sewer, and is in very poor con- 
dition. 

ROXBURY. 


There have been built. in this district during the past 
year, 18,460.26 linear feet of pipe sewer; 1,427.19 linear feet 
of brick sewer; 4,902.13 linear feet of pipe surface drain ; 
4,316.76 linear feet of brick surface drain — making a total 
of 24,106.34 linear feet, or 4.56 miles. 

The principals works completed are: 

Brookline avenue, Longwood entrance to Riverway. In 
this avenue all sewerage works necessary under chapter 323 
of the Acts of 1891 were constructed and included in the 
system are surface water outlets for the Vila street and 
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Francis street districts. This system built in Brookline 
avenue therefore furnished the beginning for the separation 
of the sewer system throughout this territory. 

Smith street district. A surface drain for this district has 
been built in Smith street, from Stony brook channel in Parker 
street to Whitney street, and in Whitney street from Smith 
street to Tremont street, and is now being built in Tremont 
street, between Whitney street and St. Alphonsus street. 
The work now done in this district has already demonstrated 
its ability to relieve the district. Last fall during heavy 
rainfalls the cellars were dry that had been flooded for years 
by less severe storms. Surface drains should be constructed 
in the lower part of this district, that is, around Longwood 
avenue and Ward street. 

Ruthven street, surface drainage. This included the 
building of a 3 foot 9 inches brick drain in Walnut avenue, 
Ruthven street and Humboldt avenue, and has entirely 
abated the extensive flooding which frequently took place at 
the corner of Humboldt avenue and Ruthven street. 

George street, from Rockford street to Clarence street. 
Here a 12-inch pipe sewer, totally inadequate to carry the 
heavy flow, has been replaced with a 24-inch pipe, laid at 
a greater depth, thereby abating a long standing nuisance. 

Burnham, Southampton and Atkinson streets. This work 
has been started, being the main trunk sewer for the so-called 
“Swett street district.” 

Humboldt avenue, from Waumbeck street to Harrishof 
street. This has been built through solid ledge, and will 
serve to take the surface water which has always been a 
nuisance at’ this location. 

Ritchie street and private land, between Columbus avenue 
and Marcella street. This sewer has been completed and 
has provided an adequate outlet for the overcrowded sewers 
in the vicinity of Washington and Kingsbury streets. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Vila street district. The outlet for this district in Brook- 
line avenue has been constructed. ‘The part between Brook- 
line avenue and Vila street can now be built. On account 
of the low grade of the land the street should be filled before 
sewers are constructed. This sewer will act as an overflow 
for the Vila street sewer, which now has no outlet when the 
regulator of the Metropolitan sewer is closed, and as outlet 
for the catch-basins when the surface drain system for the 
district is completed. 
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Fenway lands. The surface drains of this district are 
still discharging on to the private land as mentioned in last 
year’s report. Nothing can be done in this district until the 
Jersey street system is built. 

Muddy river. Nothing has been done to the wooden con- 
duit in Brookline avenue, although it is in’ very poor 
condition, the arch being held up for a length of about 600 
feet by wooden braces. If this conduit, which is 9 feet by 11 
feet, built of wood, with a concrete arch, should collapse 
a dangerous hole would be made in the avenue. 

Francis street district. The building of the surface drains 
in Brookline avenue have provided an outlet for surface 
water of this district. A start has been made towards chang- 
ing this district to the separate system. Now that the outlet 
sewers are in, it should be done as soon as possible as the 
storm flow at present has to pass through a small pipe across 
the Muddy river into the Brookline sewer. When the district 
around Kenwood road is built up it is sure to be flooded by 
the surface water from the hill above Francis street, unless 
the catch-basins are connected with the surface drains. 

Hammond street. ‘This sewer is too small to carry the 
flow, and too high to properly drain the cellars. 

Ruggles street district, comprising Warwick, Westminster 
and Cabot streets, should be rebuilt of a larger size and ata 
lower grade. | . 

Cottage terrace, Marshfield street, Coventry street and 
Davenport street. These are old sewers built by private 
parties, and are badly sunken in places, too high and badly 
out of line and grade. 

Elmwood street overflow. This is needed as a relief for 
the overcrowded trunk sewer in this district. 

Fenner street surface drain. Thisis needed to complete 
the Ruthven street drainage system, and to relieve the flood- 
ing which is bound to oceur on Cobden street. 

Private land between Marcella street and Beech Glen 
street. This is needed as an outlet for the storm water on 
Beech Glen street, which now runs on to private land. 

Renfrew street. Too high, and in general bad condition. 

Ritchie street and Winthrop street. Already ordered built 
“under chapter 3238 of the Acts of 1891.” 

Sewers should also be built in the following streets: 
Mountfort street, Blandford street, Cummington street, 
Jersey street, Newland street, between West Newton and 
West Brookline streets, Queensbury street and Fisher avenue. 
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DORCHESTER. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
25,318.78 linear feet of pipe sewer and drain, 168 linear feet 
of brick sewer, 17,587.31 linear feet of pipe surface drain, 
6,994.72 linear feet of brick surface drain, making & total of 
00,008.81 linear feet, or 9.47 miles. 

The.principal works completed are: 

Hancock street, from Columbia road to Winter street. 
This street has been widened to sixty feet, and has called for 
an immense amount of sewers and surface drains. 

Freeport-street brook. This drain, when completed, will 
serve as an outlet for the large amount of surface water 
coming from Hancock street and Columbia road, and will 
abate the flooding which has occurred so long in Rill, Trull 
and Howe streets. 

The Dorchester intercepting sewer at the junction of 
Dorchester avenue and Freeport street has been rebuilt fora 
distance of 187 feet. This was done at considerable trouble 
and cost, owing to the fact that the flow from the entire 
Dorchester district had to be maintained while the work was 
in progress. | 

Columbia road, at the crossing of the Midland Division of 
the N. Y..N.H. GH. R.R. This system had been at a stand- 
still for some time, owing to the uncompleted railroad bridge 
at this point, but was put in first-class condition during the 
past year. 

York and Glenway streets. This 30-inch brick drain has 
relieved a well-improved residential district from the flooding 
which occurred after nearly every storm. 

Tenean creek, Geneva avenue to Marlowe street, started. 

Avondale place. A house sewer to connect with the 
Dorchester Lower Mills trunk sewer in private land _be- 
tween Dorchester avenue and Washington street, south of 
Codman street, and a surface or catch-basin drain to empty 
into Davenport brook, are under construction. When com- 
pleted and in use they will relieve a small district, which 
has been the subject of a number of communications from the 
Board of Health. 

In Bismarck street, Mattapan, on each side of Oakland 
street, a large stone conduit has been built for a part of 
Oakland brook, the course of which it was necessary to 
change on account of the work attending the elimination 
of the grade crossings on the Midland Division of the N.Y., 
N.H. & H. R.R. This work was done in connection with 
the building of a culvert across Oakland street by the con- 
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tractor for the railroad company, and should be extended 
down stream. 

On Blue Hill avenue, between Walk Hill street and the 
Neponset river, the sewerage works have been continued and 
are nearly completed. 

The house sewers between River street and the railroad, 
just north of Fremont street, are all done; between the rail- 
road and Walk Hill street work is now in progress. . 

The conduit for Mattapan brook has been finished from 
the Neponset river to a point north and east of Blue Hill 
avenue and Fremont street. 

A little work on catch-basin drains between Fremont street 
and the railroad remains to be done. Between the railroad 
crossing and Walk Hill street considerable catch-basin drain 
work remains to be done on the west side of the avenue. 

On Bushnell street, Ashmont, between Van Winkle street 
and Peabody square, a catch-basin drain tributary to Daven- 
port brook was built, which will relieve in some degree a 
house sewer which was so overcrowded with surface water 
that cellars of houses connected with it were flooded after 
every rain storm. 

Canterbury branch of Stony brook. Considerable work 
has been done for the permanent improvement of this brook 
during the year. A tributary of it, known as the Wentworth 
street branch, has had built on it a large pipe structure with. 
manholes and catch-basins appurtenant in Norfolk street, 
between Bernard and Wentworth streets; in Wentworth 
street, between Norfolk and Torrey streets; and in ‘Torrey 
street, between Wentworth and Withington streets. 

A short section of brick conduit on the Oakland Garden 
fork remains unbuilt in Millet street and Wheatland avenue, 
the plans for which are ready. 

A catch-basin drain tributary to it is being built in Wheat- 
land avenue, Whitfield street and West Tremlett street, 
formerly Clarence place. 

The lower end of the Oakland Garden fork is very near 
completion in Franklin field, a small part remaining unbuilt 
on account of the drainage ditch, which remains in service 
until the completion of the new proposed conduit near 
Talbot avenue, between Blue Hill avenue and Nightingale 
street. 

The main channel of Canterbury branch has been having 
built for it a conduit varying in diameter from 10 feet to 4 
feet 9 inches, extending through the field from Lyons street 
to Kingsdale street, and thence in the existing drainage ditch 
to the culvert near Blue Hill.avenue and Harvard street. 
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A long stretch of open ditch has been dug for another trib- 
utary of this branch near the corner of Morton street and 
Nortolk street, proposed Board of Survey streets being util- 
ized as far as possible, so that in future, when the streets are 
laid ont, permanent catch-basin drains can be put in at a very 
small additional cost. 

On Capen street, between Preston and Green Hill streets, 
a house sewer was built with the necessary outlet in Mill 
aud Preston streets to the Dorchester intercepting sewer near 
Houghton street. 

River street, between Weslingitn street and Idaho street. 
Work has been commenced on house sewers and catch-basin 
drains in River street, between Washington and Idaho 
streets, the Board of Health having for a number of years 
called attention to the unfavorable state of affairs in the 
vicinity. 

The outlet for the catch-basin drain will be into the 
Neponset river, by way of Central avenue and the Metropol- 
itan Park Reservation, the lower part of the system being a 
30-inch pipe structure, which should be continued through 
Sturbridge street and beyond. 

Torrey street, between Wentworth and Washington streets. 
Sewerage works are completed in Torrey street, between 
Wentworth and Washington streets. In the accomplishment 
of this there was built in Wentworth street, between Nor- 
folk street and Torrey street, a small part of the conduit 
which was necessary in the improvement of the Wentworth 
street tributary of the Oakland Garden fork of the Canter- 
bury branch of Stony brook. 

West Selden street, from Morton street to Manchester 
street. The surface drainage structures in this street were 
built this year. This included a section of the Mattapan 
brook conduit. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Dakota street, Faystone street, Vinson street, Wayland 


street and Bird street, “323” streets ordered but not, yet 


built, should be constructed in the near future. 

Crescent avenue brook, from Shoreham street to Crescent 
avenue. This will take the surface water from the Crescent 
avenue district and abate the flooding on Spring Garden 
street and other streets in this vicinity. 

Freeport street brook, from Hancock street to Dorchester 
avenue. This is needed as an outlet for surface drains in 
Hancock street and private land, and serves as an overflow 
for the overcrowded sewers in this district. 
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Harvard street district. Considerable surface drainage 
will have to be undertaken here to relieve the Talbot avenue 
main trunk sewer, which has caused so much trouble by 
flooding in the recent past. This work includes the build- 
ing of a brick drain in Harvard street, from Blue Hill ave-- 
nue to Wales street, and one in private land, from Talbot 
avenue to Blue Hill avenue, together with pipe drains in 
adjoining streets. 

Private land between Westville street and Homes avenue. 
This is made necessary by the large amount of surface water 
brought down from Hamilton street and Draper street, which 
have no outlet, overflowing private land and causing consid- 
erable damage to private estates. 

‘ Surface drains are also needed in Normandy street ex- 
tension and in private land between Hancock street and 
Hendry street, formerly Draper court. 

Davenport brook. A small piece of conduit was built at 
Bailey street and Burt street in continuation of what was 
built last year. 

The improvement of this brook should be continued, as it 
is the subject of numerous complaints, on account of stag- 
nant water in cellars and lots, and deep pools along the 
channel being a menace to life and health. 

There remain to be built between the part built in Van 
Winkle street about three years ago, and the part built in 
Bailey street about two years ago, about 1,520 linear feet in 
private land, Dorchester avenue, Fuller street and Hillside 
terrace. The takings have been made and plans are ready 
for this work. 

To continue the improvement between Burt street and 
Washington street, near Armadine street, calls for 1,040 lin- 
ear feet of structure. The channel should be deepened 
below Magdala street, as there is now a piece of conduit at. 
the lower end of which the water is nearly three feet deep 
at times. 

Below Adams street the bed should be deepened, and 
thereby relieve a deep pool which has been complained of by 
residents in the vicinity. 

Mattapan brook. Permanent connection has been made 
with the Neponset river at Blue Hill avenue bridge. The 
conduit has been built from Fremont street along Blue Hill 
avenue, and through land of private parties and the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, to a point between 
Blue Hill avenue and Norfolk street. Above this point 
there remain 3,875 linear feet to be done to close the gap 
now remaining open to a 4-foot 83-inch conduit, built last year 
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in West Seldon street and private land near Morton street. 
The bed of the brook has been deepened below the conduit 
to a point near Delhi street. 

Oakland brook, on River street, Mattapan, near Hyde 
Park. Plans have been made and contract let for the build- 
ing of a small part of a section of the Oakland brook conduit 
across River street, near Hyde Park. The culvert across 
River street, which will be eliminated by this work, is an old 
stone culvert, in bad condition. 

Tenean creek, or Smelt brook. In the work which was 
done in Wainwright street, between Centre street and Welles 
avenue, under the “323 Act,” the necessary conduit was built 
for that part of Tenean creek, or Smelt brook, which was 
called for. This should be extended to Centre street, near 
Seaborn street, in the taking which was made some years ago. 

Conduits on the branches of this brook should be built in 
Rosemont road, northeast, and in Adams street, between 
King street and Lonsdale street, and in Florida-street exten- 
sion, between Wrentham street and Ashmont street. 


West Roxpury. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
12,784.09 linear feet of pipe sewer, 6,569.12 linear feet of 
pipe surface drain, 485.71 linear feet of brick surface drain, 
399.10 linear feet of wood surface drain, making a total of 
20,238.02 linear feet, or 3.83 miles. 

The principal works completed are: 

The most important work has been the building of surface 
drains in Clement avenue, Stratford avenue and Park street, 
from New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad to Anawan 
avenue. 

The building of sewerage works in Forest Hills street, 
between Washington street and Glen road. A conduit for 
Kirk-street brook in private land in Centre and Montview 
streets. The rebuilding of the culverts under La Grange 
street, near Weld street, and under Weld street, near La 
Grange street, and the completion of Goldsmith brook con- 
duit in Centre street and Joseph street to connect with park 
conduit at Woodman street. Sewerage works in Spring 
street, between Gardner and Centre streets, were partially 
completed, the house sewer being entirely finished, the sur- 
face drain, catch-basin and house drains remaining to be done. 
Work in Walter and Centre streets is in progress. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


For the coming year it would be very desirable to build 
culverts for the Roslindale branch of Stony brook, and 
deepen and improye the open brook from Cohasset street up 
as far ag Central station. This is necessitated by the fact 
that, owing to the small size of the culverts and the shallow- 
ness of the brook, it overflows at every rain, and floods many 
cellars along its course. 

A sewer is badly needed in Summer street, between Powell 
street and the summit, with an outlet in Powell street to 
Spring street. 

It is likewise desirable to build a sewer in Montclair ave- 
nue, and surface drain in Boylston and Lamartine streets, to 
relieve the congested condition of the sewers in time of 
storm. 

Surface drains should be built in the Mt. Hope district, so 
called. 

CHARLESTOWN. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
2,458.47 linear feet of pipe sewer, and 2,234.74 linear feet 
of pipe surface drain, making a total of 4,693.21 lnear feet, 
or 0.89 mile. ; 

The principal works completed are: 

Surface drains and catch-basins built in Alford street, 
between the Mystic river and Everett line. 

The old and leaky sewer in Frothingham avenue, between 
Main street and Rutherford avenue, has been rebuilt, and the 
sewer laid in Mead street, between Russell and Bunker Hill 
streets. In Prescott street, between Main and Washington 
streets, the old defective sewer has been rebuilt. 

The sewerage works in Roland street, between the Boston 
& Maine Railroad and Somerville line, have been begun. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


For the ensuing year it is desirable to rebuild the sewers 
in the Beacham-street district, and make the necessary con- 
nections with the Metropolitan sewers. ‘These sewers will be 
on the separate system. The connection with the Metropoli- 
tan sewer at Warren avenue should be made, and the tide- 
gate chamber and overflow built; this was not done at the 
time the Charles River avenue connection was made, as the 
Charles River avenue bridge at that time was not completed. 
Tt will probably be necessary to close the Warren avenue 
bridge to team or car traffic for at least two weeks while this 
work is going on, and it may require a month. 
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The Rutherford avenue sewer should be rebuilt from 

Cambridge street to outlet near Dunstable street, as well as 
the sewers in Tibbett’s Town Way and Tufts street. 


East Boston. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
4,967.64 linear feet of pipe sewer; 62 linear feet of brick 
sewer; 1,390.87 linear feet of pipe surface drain; 3861 linear 
feet of wood sewer, and 159.25 linear feet of wood surface 
drain — making a total of 6,940.76 linear feet, or 1.31 miles. 

The principal works completed are: 

The Putnam street outlet has been rebuilt, thus relieving 
the residents of this locality from a great nuisance. ‘This 
matter had been agitated for several years. 

Sewers, surface drains, catch-basin drains, house drains 
and catch-basins have been built on the north side of 
Bennington-street boulevard, between the Boston & Maine 
Railroad and sluiceway, near Trumbull street; also the 
culvert rebuilt under the boulevard near the Revere line. 

Marginal street sewer, between Ruth street and a point 
400 feet westerly, concerning which many complaints were 
received, has been rebuilt, and is now in a satisfactory 
condition. | 

The sewer for Walley street and Farrington street, between 
Gladstone street and Orient avenue, has been started and 
work is now progressing as t1apidly as the weather will 
permit. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


During the coming year it would be very desirable to 
continue the sewer in Farrington street, from Orient avenue 
to a point about 2,000 feet westerly, as the ground is saturated 
with sewage and the condition dangerous to the health of the 
residents. 

The East Boston low level sewer should be started, part of 
which will be in the Bennington-street boulevard. This will 
drain the low lands on Breed’s Island, which stand little 
chance of being developed until this sewer is built. It will 
also be the outlet for an intercepting sewer, which must in 
the near future be built to intercept the sewage of the 
easterly end of East Boston. The sewage now flows into 
the harbor from some four outlets, no provision for inter- 
cepting it having been made by the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commissioners. 

An intercepting sewer should also be built from Eagle 
_ square, along the Chelsea creek shore of East Boston to 
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intercept Putnam street and Glendon-street sewers. On the 
map, accompanying this report, the sewered, but unintercepted 
portion of East Boston is shown by buff hatching. This 
territory is all sewered on the combined system, and the dry 
weather flow is still being delivered continuously upon the 
flats and shores of East Boston, and the city is paying to the 
State its assessment for the pumping of this sewage without 
securing the benefit. 


BRIGHTON. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
8,195.04 linear feet of pipe sewer; 778.52 linear feet of pipe 
surface drain ; and 1,133.39 linear feet of brick surface drain — 
making a total of 10,106.95 linear feet, or 1.91 miles. 

The principal works completed are as follows: 

The most important work has been the building of the 
Faneuil valley brook conduit practically along the natural 
course of the brook, from Parsons street to Faneuil streets ; 
size, 11 feet by 9 feet. 

Sewer in Summit avenue and Allston street, nearly all of 
which was in rock. | . 

Sewerage works in Brooks street, between Boston & Albany 
Railroad and Holton street. These were necessitated by the 
depression of the street under the railroad and its extension 
across the Metropolitan parkway lands to North Beacon 
street. The sewer in Warren street, from Allston street to 
Brookline line has been built. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


During the coming year it is desirable to build a conduit 
for what is known as Shepard brook, between Wool pond and 
Shannon street; also the easterly branch of this brook, from 
Charles river to Everett street. Both of these will be brick 
structures of large size, and their construction would relieve 
the sewers which are much overcrowded in time of storm and 
prevent the flooding of cellars, which very frequently occurs 
in the water-shed of these brooks. The brooks themselves 
have in many places been taken into the sewers where they 
cross streets, and much of their original bed totally obliterated. 

An outlet for the Faneuil valley and Shepard-street brooks 
is at present a 4 feet by 5 feet stone culvert, running under- 
neath the northeasterly abutment of the iron bridge on North 
Beacon street, and thence to the river by a wooden box cul- 
vert, both being much too small forthe duty required of them. 
Already floodings of the street have occurred under this 
bridge several feet in depth, and whatever work is done on .

either of the brooks above mentioned will increase the severity 
of these floods. 

The time has arrived when the building of the outlet to 
Charles river must be prosecuted. This will be a very diffi- 
cult work, the conduit being of large size (12-foot circular or 
its equivalent), and the route being either through the high 
railroad embankment, or in North Beacon street under the 
bridge. Careful explorations of the nature of the ground and 
estimates by each of these lines will have to be made in order 
to decide upon which is the least objectionable. 

The Salt creek conduit should be completed, and a begin- 
ning at least made on surface drains in the Aberdeen dis- 
trict. 


City PROPER. 


There have been built in this district during the past year, 
3,882.49 linear feet of pipe sewer and-2,241.49 linear feet of 
brick sewer — making a total of 6,123.98 linear feet, or 1.16 
miles. 

The principal works completed are: 

India street, between Custom House street and Central 
street. In this street an old wooden sewer of large size 
finally became so decayed as to break down, and there was 
much complaint of floodings of cellars from sewage leaking 
through the walls. The sewer was rebuilt in India street, 
between Central street and Custom House street. There 
are many sewers of the same kind in this vicinity, and the 
rebuilding of the India street sewer furnishes a starting point 
for rebuilding this system. 

A large number of public alleys were put in condition, as 
far as sewerage works were concerned, on the basis of 323 
streets, that is, everything that it was foreseen would ever be 
required was put in, including house sewers and catch-basins, 
the work being done before the alleys were surfaced. The pub- 
he alleys on which work was done as above described are as 
follows: Nos. 414, 415, 416, 417, 418, 422, 423, 424, 426, 
427, 428, 429, 430, 438, 434, 435, 4386, 488, 440, 441, 442, 
443, 444, 502, 5038, 706. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Church street district. The outlet for the Church street 
district sewer should be rebuilt of a larger size. Charles 
street has been flooded over one foot deep, between Beacon 
and Boylston street, the flood extending into the Common 
and Public Garden for several hundred feet. This has hap- 
‘pened a number of times. 
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State street. Sewers in State street, between India and 
Washington streets, will be destroyed by the East Boston tun- 
nel. They will bereplaced by sewers on each side of the 
street, the work being done by the Transit Commission. As 
the subway will probably pass through Court street at a high 
elevation, the sewer will have to be rebuilt on each side of the 
street, and the one on the southerly side will be taken into 
the State street system, thereby increasing the size of the 
sewer on that side of the streét. The sewer on the north 
side can run into Washington street, as it now does. Sewers 
on the line of the subway that are to be rebuilt should be 
lowered where possible, as nearly all new buildings in the 
business part of the city are making the cellars much deeper 
than in the past. They therefore should have a deeper sewer 
‘ where one is rebuilt, provided the outlet is at such a grade as 
to permit. 

With this object in view, when the Canal street relief sewer 
was built in Commercial street, across State street, the bull’s- 
eye for State street sewer was placed as low as possible. The 
Transit Commission is rebuilding the sewer in State street at 
India street around’a shaft which is to be a permanent 
structure. The sewer is being placed on a lower grade, and 
sewage will rise temporarily into the present sewer just be- 
low the shaft. After the tunnel is built to the shaft this 
division should rebuild the sewer from where the commission 
leaves it to the bull’s-eye on the Canal street relief sewer. 

Kneeland street. The sewer in Kneeland street, between > 
Utica and South streets, was built in 1900 at a low grade, 
and turned temporarily into the South street sewer, which is 
higher than the Kneeland street sewer, with the intention of 
shortly carrying it on to the sewer in the railroad yard at 
Atlantic avenue which connects with the intercepting sewer. 
This work, however, has not been done, but should be, as there 
must be a large amount of sludge depositing in the sewer. 

Norman street. When the sewer in Green street, between 
Staniford and Norman streets, was built, a house drain near 
Norman street was encountered which was too low to be 
taken into the sewer. It was decided to drop the grade at 
that point and run into the Norman street sewer. Large 
pipes were found to be in the way, and as there was no time 
to move them without delaying the work of the Paving 
Division and the Boston Elevated Railway, it was decided to 
run under these pipes and let the sewage rise in the Norman - 
street pipe sewer until such time as the sewer could be 
extended to the brick sewer in Norman street. 

Prospect and South Margin streets. The sewer in South’ 
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Margin street is broken down where it crosses Staniford 
street. It has been temporarily repaired, but is in danger of 
stopping up at any time. This sewer discharges into the 
Prospect street sewer, which is also in bad condition between 
South Margin street and Lowell street. 

Renna. street. Sewer in Traverse street, between Canal 
street and Portland street, is being rebuilt. It is completed 
to near Friend street. The new sewer will be about: three 
feet lower than the present one, and will furnish a much- 
needed improvement in the outlet for the sewers which run 
into it at Portland street. , 

Beverly street overflow. It was suggested in last year’s 
report that the Beverly street overflow be reopened, a short 
piece of sewer and a pair of tide gates being needed to put 
this outlet in commission. This is very desirable, as the 
outlets at the North Station, Clinton street and Central 
street are not sufficient for this large flat district. As the 
district is covered with business houses the floodings are 
especially disastrous. 

Buckingham street. The sewer in Buckingham street is 
badly settled, and should be rebuilt. There is no way of 
providing an outlet for the sewer low enough to drain the 
present cellars without going to an expense out of proportion 
to. the necessity. A good sewer can be built and run into 
the Columbus avenue sewer which would drain cellars at 
grade 12, but will not drain cellars on the street that are 
down to grade 8.50. 

Wall and Cotting streets. The sewer in Wall street finds 
an outlet through private land to the sewer in Lowell street. 
This sewer is broken down and frequently causes trouble. 
The part through private land should be abandoned and sewer 
built in Wall street and Cotting street to connect with the 
Lowell street sewer. 

Sewers should be rebuilt in the following streets: 

Salem street, Brighton street, Barton street, Essex street 
(between Kingston and Chauncy), Thacher street (Wash- 
ington street, north, to Endicott street), Endicott street 
(Thacher to Cooper street). 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


These works consist of the main and intercepting sewers 
throughout the city, including overflows and tide-gates, the 
pumping station and deposit sewers at the Calf pasture, 
Dorchester, the reservoir and outfall and discharge sewers at 
Moon Island, and the pumping station at Lyons street, 
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Dorchester. The care and maintenance of the above, with 
that of the channels of Stony brook, comprise the work of 
this branch of the Sewer Division. 


MAIN AND INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


The care of main and intercepting sewers consists of the 
building, repairing and cleaning of all tide-gates, sumps, 
overflows and regulators, connected with the Metropolitan 
sewer in Brighton, East Boston, Charlestown and Dorchester. 

The building, repairing and cleaning of all gates, regu- 
lators, overflows and sumps connected with the main sewer, 
east side, west side, Stony brook, Roxbury canal, and 
Dorchester interceptors. 

The cleaning of the main sewer and all interceptors in the 
city proper, with the repairs of all manholes and coverings. 

The following is the number of regulators, gates, sumps 
and overflows to be cared for:

These gates, regulators, sumps and overflows must be in- 
spected and cleaned after each storm or heavy rise of sewage. 

The length of sewers to be inspected and attended to in 
the city proper is twenty-four miles. 

The following is an account of the work done during the 
year: 

Sewers cleaned, 2 miles; connections built, 7; vapor tide- 
gates built, 16; regulators repaired, 43; tide-gates repaired, 
128; flushing gates repaired, 4; manholes repaired, 91; 
sumps repaired, 21; manhole steps put in, 145; tide-gates 
cleaned, 5,228; regulators cleaned, 2,764; overflows cleaned, 
336, and sumps cleaned, 4,235. 

The work in Stony brook district consists of cleaning the 
covered channel from Back Bay fens to Green street, Jamaica 
Plain, with repairs of all manholes, coverings and overflows 
on this section. 

The cleaning of the open channel from Green street, 
Jamaica Plain, to the Hyde Park line, the care of the banks 
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on both sides of this channel, and repairs of fences and stone 
walls along this section of the brook. 

The cleaning of the old overflow channel, from the 
premises of the Boston Belting Company down-stream to the 
Back Bay fens, with the care of all overflows and repair of 
fences and stone walls on this channel. The total length of 
water-course to be cared for is six and one-fourth miles. 

The following is an account of work done in this district 
during the past year:

An inspection of the open channel was made after each 
storm. 


PUMPING STATION. — CALF PASTURE. 


At this point the sewage is lifted up by the pumps about 
36 feet and settled in the deposit sewers before flowing 
through the tunnel under Dorchester bay to Moon Island. 

The following repairs and alterations were made during 
the year: 

New steam chests on the high pressure of Nos. 1 and 2 

pumps. 

New brass sleeves on plunger rods of Nos. 1 and 2 pumps. 

Two new composition valve frames on Nos. 1 and 2 pumps. 

New cylinders on valve motion of Nos. 38 and 4 pumps. 

New railing on oiling galleries of Nos. 3 and 4 pumps. 

Renewals on and new stop-valves for main steam-piping. 

General repairs on piping. 

Repairs on salt-water pump of No. 1 pump. 

Rotary pump for auxiliary salt water injection. 

Turning of exhaust from all jackets into new receiver, 
and new pump to force same to heater. 

A large amount of new work will have to be done here on 
account of the new large pumping engine that will be deliv- 
ered this season. It will be necessary to start construction 
without delay on the necessary pump foundations. The main 
building will have to be extended or space furnished else- 
where to make room for a machine shop, stock-room, lavatories, 
etc., as the space now occupied for these purposes is the location 
for the new pump. Borings were made last April to deter- 
mine the character of the subsoil on the site of the proposed 
extension of the building. 

A temporary machine shop will have to be erected for use 
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while the alterations are going on. New boilers, carrying J 85 
pounds steam pressure, will have to be furnished to run the 
new pump. ‘The location of these boilers brings up a matter 
which should not be deferred any longer, but settled at this 
time. There is no room in the boiler-house for additional 
boilers, unless the location. of the present boilers is changed. 
These boilers have been in use, day and night, for nearly 
twenty (20) years, and it has been necessary for some time 
to make repairs repeatedly. The State Inspector has been 
reducing the steam pressure from time to time, until now only 
ninety pounds is allowed, which is insufficient to do the 
work required. Any. further reduction of the pressure will 
practically throw the boilers out of commission. 

In view of all-the circumstances, and the question of the 
possible danger of using the boilers at all after so long ser- 
vice, I would recommend that the old boilers be removed and 
a new battery be installed sufficient to run the whole plant 
when the new pump is set up. Before doing this it will be 
necessary to set up a temporary battery of boilers outside the 
boiler-house to run the plant while the old boilers are being 
removed and new ones put in. 

New feed-water pumps and steam-piping will be necessary 
on account of the extra steam pressure to be carried. An in- 
crease in the capacity of the electric See will also be 
necessary. 

Before the new pump can be set up the pump- -well gates 
will have to be renewed. ‘The iron in them has been so eaten 
away by the action of the sewage in the many years since the 
works were started that it would not be safe to depend on 
them and have men working: behind them in the galleries 
setting up the new pump. 

The cages at the filth hoist are rapidly going to pieces. 
New ones will have to be put in as soon as possible. 

There has been a day gang only for the whole season on 
the removal of deposit from the deposit sewers. During the 
times of a heavy flow in these sewers the work cannot go on 
on account of the lack of head room, but during the period of 
lower flow the extra accumulation can be readily handled. 
The new return pipe from the sludge tank which was laid 
last September, connecting the tank with the pump wells 
instead of the west shaft, is a great improvement, and enables 
the deposit to be removed with ease. 


Lyons STREET PUMPING STATION. 


At this station there has been no special work outside of 
the regular repairs and maintenance. 
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Moon ISLAND. 


The outlet to the city’s system is at this point. After 
leaving the pumping station the sewage flows through the 
tunnel under Dorchester bay and is received at the reservoirs 
at the island, where it is held until the time of discharge. 
The discharge takes place at a certain time of the ebb tide, 
and as this time changes with each successive tide, it neces- 
sitates some one on watch day and night who can attend to 
the discharge of the sewer and later the flushing out of the 
reservoir. 

The extension of the reservoir necessitated a new method 
of flushing after the discharge. This flushing is now done 
from the side of the reservoir opposite the gate-house, and, 
in order to enable the man on watch at the gate-house to do 
the work, a system was installed whereby these gates could 
be operated from the gate-house by means of compressed air 
and eleetricity. The working of the system is perfectly 
satisfactory, and the gate-man has perfect control in handling 
the gates, although 1,500 feet away from this part of his 
work. This method of handling the gates was installed and 
the gate-houses over these gates were erected the past year. 

The contract for sea-wall, wharf extension, boat-house and 
grading will be finished some time the coming spring. 

The following new construction or renewals should be 
attended to as far as possible the coming season, viz.: 

Paying of the slope on the easterly side of the island, 
between the sea-wall at the northeasterly pomt of the island 
and the reservoir. The storms continually eat into this 
slope, causing it to fall at the top of the beach, and then 
washing it away. This is the only portion of the shore 
which is not at present protected with rip-rap or paving. _ 

New fencing is needed around the reservoir; also, the 
fencing along the roadway, on the embankment, from the 
island to Squantum, should be renewed. This fence was 
constructed at the time the works were built, and is in such 
condition that more or less of it is blown down with every 
heavy storm. 

A new stable and storehouse should be constructed as soon 
as possible, as the old stable is not only unfit for the horses, 
but is actually unsafe. 

The relaying of salt-water mains for washing the reservoir 
walls should be attended to. 

The original rip-rap, for at least 1,000 feet in length on 
the north side of the discharge sewer, should be relaid. The 
continual storms have moved it to such an extent that when 
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there is a severe storm there is liability of damage to the 
discharge sewer embankment. 

The -average daily amount of sewage received at the 
reservoir, Moon Island, from the pumping station, from 
January 31, 1901, to February 1, 1902, was 85,649,000 
gallons. For the corresponding period of the year 1900 the 
average daily amount received was 75,292,000 gallons. 


STONY BROOK. 


Construction work on the 15-foot 6-inch by 17-foot brick 
conduit was stopped in September, 1900, at a point about 
eighty feet north of the north line of Cornwall street, and 
work was resumed May 10,1901. The flow of the brook 
was carried at that time through a temporary flume in Corn- 
wall street to the 9-foot by 93-foot conduit in Boylston 
avenue. Before carrying the work across Cornwall street, a 
48-inch pipe was laid in Green street, connecting the double 
stone channels in Green street and Brookside avenue with 
the 9-foot by 93-foot brick conduit in Green street, near the 
corner of Brookside avenue, and the flow of the brook was 
diverted at Green street into the brick conduit in Boylston 
avenue. In the fall of 1901 the 48-inch pipe was replaced 
by a 9-foot wooden flume, in order to leave the channel in 
safe condition for the floods in the coming winter. From 
Cornwall street to Brookside avenue the lne of the new 
conduit followed very closely the bed of the brook. Near 
Brookside avenue the work was of a very heavy and difficult 
character, the line being a succession of curves, the curve 
passing between and partly under the buildings. The storm 
of July 29, 1901, caused some little damage, washing out 
sheeting and bracing, and bringing down one end of a stable 
which abutted on the brook. The foundation of this stable 
and also the foundations of three other buildings were 
replaced in the progress of the work. This large brick 
conduit carries on its easterly side a brick sewer, 2 feet wide 
by 8% feet high, called in this office the West Roxbury low- 
level sewer, for the purpose of affording better drainage to 
the low territory adjacent to Stony brook. 

It is very desirable that the Stony brook conduit, together 
with the West Roxbury low-level sewer, should be carried 
through Jamaica Plain, at least as far as the Washington 
street crossing, as in this vicinity there are many estates 
which are very poorly served by the existing sewer system. 
Surveys, borings and estimates are being made to find the 
best line for the work south of Green street. Borings show 
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a deep bed of quick-sand near the corner of Brookside avenue 
and Green street and extending southerly for a considerable 
distance. , 

The pollution of the Fens ponds by the waters of Stony 
brook is a subject which has been the cause of much com- 
plaint and correspondence with the Park Department. 

These ponds have now become practically pools of sewage, 
a menace to public health and a common nuisance. 

In order to explain how this deplorable state of things has 
come about, it is necessary to review a little the history of 
Stony brook and the Back Bay Fens park. 

When this Parkway was planned, the fact was recognized 
that the open waterway was a part of the channel of Stony 
brook and Muddy river, and that these two water courses 
flowing through populous districts could not be expected to 
run clear at all times, and that it was therefore an essential 
feature of this kind of a park system to provide a covered 
channel through which the flow of these water-courses could 
be turned directly to Charles river without going through 
the ornamental ponds whenever such flow was foul; and 
large covered channels were built for both Stony brook and 
Muddy river. At that time the only channel of Stony brook 
was the old channel, located in Bryant street and Parker 
street. The gate chamber was built at this point, and 
a T-foot circular wooden conduit built from the gate chamber 
to the river, and gates were so arranged that the flow of 
Stony brook could be turned in either direction, as it might 
be either clear or foul. 

A similar arrangement was made on Brookline avenue at 
the parkway, a gate chamber being built here of similar 
design, and a 10-foot by 11-foot wooden conduit carried 
down Brookline avenue and Deerfield street to the river. 

These provisions were wise and answered their purpose 
at the time, the large channel formed by the ponds furnish- 
ing an ample outlet for the clear water of freshets, and the 
covered channels being available for the foul flow caused by 
small and moderate rainfalls. 

When the Stony brook flood of 1886 occurred a commis- 
sion was appointed by Mayor O’Brien in accordance with 
the following order of the City Council: 

February 15, 1886. 

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to appoint a 
commission of three persons, who shall examine the whole subject 
of the surface drainage of the section of the city flooded during 
the late storm, and see if a plan can be devised for preventing 
such floods in the future; the expense of such commission to be 
paid from the appropriation for Incidentals. 
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As the order only referred to the prevention of floods, the 
commission confined itself to that question and devised a 
plan, which has been carried out since that date, in part, and 
which is still in process of construction. By this plan a new 
route was selected for the channel of Stony brook, between 
the Roxbury crossing and the Fens ponds, and a new entrance 
made near the crossing of Parker street and Huntington 
avenue. No provision was made by this commission for any 
foul-flow channel similar to the one with which the old chan- 
nel had been furnished, nor did they touch upon this point 
in their report. ‘To the failure of the city to make this pro- 
vision is due the present condition of the Fens ponds. 

Stony brook is a stream having its rise in the town ofs . 
Hyde Park, and flowing through West Roxbury, Roxbury 
and the Back Bay. In its upper reaches it drains large 
areas of unsewered territory, but in its lower reaches flows 
through a thickly-settled district. Comparatively few branch 
surface drains have as yet. been extended to take surface 
water directly from the catch-basins to the main brook chan- 
nel, the surface water being still conveyed to the brook 
through the common sewers, and discharged into the brook 
during rains by means of overflows. Of course, some sewage 
is necessarily mingled with the storm water, and during hight 
and moderate rains the admixture of sewage is large com- 
pared with the rain water. 

Another circumstance which aggravates the condition of 
things is that the main sewer in the Stony brook valley is 
but little larger than is necessary to carry the dry-weather 
flow, so that comparatively light rainfalls cause overflows of 
but slightly diluted sewage into the brook. 

The consequence of this state of affairs is that the Fens 
ponds have been growing more and more foul year by year. 
The water in the ponds is actually offensive in warm weather. 
This is a disgrace to the City of Boston, and a foul blot 
upon the otherwise beautiful park system. The condition 
has become so bad that, unless some remedy is applied at 
once, the whole character of this beautiful water park will 
have to be changed, a covered channel provided for the 
brook and the Fens filled in, thus sacrificing the distinctive 
characteristic of this part of the park system, namely, that of 
a water park. Even this cannot be done, in my opinion, 
without incurring greater expense than by the plan which 
will be presently outlined. | 

This state of things is nothing new. In 1898 the condi- 
tion of the ponds had become so bad that this division went 
to the expense of about $25,000 to partially cleanse them 
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by dredging out the largest deposits and flushing them out 
through the seven-foot wooden channel previously referred to. 

This, of course, was only a temporary amelioration of con- 
ditions, and the ponds are now in as bad a state as they were 
then. 

The effect of these pools of sewage upon property in the 
vicinity should also be considered. The Fenway lands are 
naturally fitted to be developed into the finest residential 
and hotel district in the City of Boston; but that develop- 
ment is being retarded, and, in my opinion, will be held in 
check indefinitely until the Fens ponds can be purified and 
kept pure. It is inconceivable that any one will put 
large sums of money into the building of residences or hotels 
in this vicinity while the ponds remain in their present con- 
dition, for it cannot be denied that they are actually a menace 
to health. 

The remedy is a simple one, but not inexpensive. It is to 
provide the new channel of Stony brook with a foul-flow or 
by-pass channel which will perform for it the same function 
which the existing covered channels do for the old channel 
of Stony brook and for Muddy river. 

This office has made a study of what it is desirable to 
build, and has designed a twelve-foot by twelve-foot covered 
channel for this purpose, with a gate-house to be located at 
or near the terminus of the Commissioners’ channel at the 
Huntington avenue entrance of the park and extending to 
Charles river, substantially parallel with the existing seven-foot 
channel which connects with the old Stony brook channel 
at Bryant street. This channel will be large enough to carry 
the flow of Stony brook during storms whose magnitude 
does not amount to that of a freshet. 

During freshets the flow of Stony brook is clear enough 
to cause no nuisance in flowing through the open channel of 
the Fens, and flows clear for such a long time after sewer 
overflows cease that it will sweep out any offensive material 
that may come down at the beginning of the freshet. 

The gate-chamber is designed to be furnished with sluice- 
gates operated by hydraulic rams, which will be set in motion 
automatically when the flood in Stony brook reaches a given 
height. These gates will therefore remain closed during all 
except freshet times, and all ordinary flow of Stony brook 
will be carried by the new channel directly to the river. 

The cost of this channel, including the sluice gate-house, 
is estimated at three hundred thousand (300,000) dollars. 

The condition of the old channel of Stony brook, between 
the gate-house at Bryant street and the premises of the 
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Boston Belting Company, was fully discussed in last year’s 
report, and it is hardly necessary to add anything to what 
was then said, except to mention the fact that this also is 
a source of pollution to the Back Bay Fens. ‘The foul flow 
is, of course, turned through the 7-foot channel which was 
provided for that purpose, as has been previously described, 
but during floods large amounts of sewage sludge which had 
been previously deposited in this channel, encumbered as it 
is with interior bracing in many places to keep it from fall- 
ing in, is necessarily carried over into the Fens ponds. It is 
impossible to prevent this accumulation of foul matter in 
this old stone channel, except by rebuilding the channel and 
providing proper house sewers connecting with the intercept- 
ing sewers to carry the drainage of the abutting estates 
which are too low to drain into the existing sewer system. 

The estimated cost of rebuilding this channel, together 
with the pipe intercepting sewers on each side, is $302,000. 

Tables and statements are appended showing the amount 
of work done during the past year. 


ENTRANCE FEES, PERMITS, AND ASSESSMENTS. 


Entrance fees to the amount of $3,505.27 have been col- 
lected from estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever 
paid, in accordance with chapter 38, section 10, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898. 

Bills for sewer assessments, amounting to $1,932, have 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates. 
assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amend- 
ments thereto, which have been connected during the year 
with the sewers for which they were assessed. 

One thousand nine hundred and fifty-four (1,954) permits 
have been issued to licensed drain-layers to make connections 
with the public sewers, and the work done under these 
permits has been inspected, and a record of the same made on 
the plans of this division, in accordance with the provisions. 
of chapter 38, sections 6 and 10, of the Revised Ordinances. 
of 1898. 

One thousand and sixty-six (1,066) permits have been 
issued to district formen and contractors for construction 
and repairs of sewers and catch-basins. _ 

Plans for the assessment of estates benefited by sewer 
construction have been furnished the Street Commissioners,. 
representing 109,188 feet of sewers, costing $805,788.75.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
STREET CLEANING DIVISION.

DEAR Str, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of this division during the financial year 
ending January 31, 1902: 


METHODS. 


The work in this division has been carried on in a*man- 
ner similar to that of the previous year. The paved streets 
have been swept at night with machines, and many of them ~ 
patrolled during the day by push-cart men. This method 
seems to be the most effective, the sweeping at night 
with machines being, of course, more thorough than hand 
work, there being no teams or obstructions on the street to 
contend with at that time. The patrol work in the daytime 
is necessary to keep the streets in a neat looking and clean 
condition. At the present time the regular force in this 
division consists of about 370 men, an increase of nearly 
twenty over last year. All these men have been carried on 
full time during the entire year. 

The following table shows the work done on the streets 
during the year:

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ENLARGED SWEEPING AREAS. 


There has been during this year a large increase of paved 
streets. In some districts many streets have. been newly 
paved, and in the business district many have been repaved. 
Some of our streets naturally receive more attention than 
others, according to the location of the street and the amount 
of traffic through it, and for these reasons some streets are 
swept but once a week, where others receive sometimes six 
sweepings. With our present force, streets that should 
receive more attention are thus somewhat neglected. There 
has been an increase, in consequence, in the push-cart work, - 
and there is still field for a much larger extension of this 
service resulting from our newly-paved streets in the resi- 
dential parts of the city, and those repaved in the business 
parts which call for constant care. Many of these have never 
been patrolled, and as they are now in first-class condition, 
such service would be of much value, and should be extended 
as far as possible. This, however, would call for a much 
larger appropriation. 


PAPER PATROL, ETC. 


The question of paper patrol, etc., on our streets is a 
very serious one. Although itis not a sanitary question toa 
very large extent, it is still a matter vitally concerning the 
appearance of our streets, as a very little paper on the streets 
mars all our good work. The litter occurs, first, from the 
placing of the waste barrels on the sidewalks for the Sanitary 
Division, and the lack of care taken in so placing or in filling 
them, and the scattering by the scavengers of the contents 
in picking them over. More stringent rules should be made 
governing this, and the people forced to be more careful. In 
the second place, more of this litter comes from the throwing 
of rubbish into the streets in some of the dwelling districts. 
To obviate these nuisances as much as possible a paper 
patrol service was organized during the summer months. 
At one time fifteen teams patrolled the streets every day and 
picked up the rubbish. By allotting to each team a certain 
district we were able to do considerable work, and the effect 
was very noticeable; but some streets cleaned one day were 
just as dirty the next. The Board of Police has the power 
to prevent these violations, as they are contrary to law, and 
some arrangements should be made looking to the prosecution 
of the offenders. There is really no need of all this rubbish, 
and as along as it is permitted many of our streets will never 
be in a very clean condition. 
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STOCK. 


In regard to the stock, many valuable additions could be 
made to this division. At the present time we have 109 
horses, an increase of eight over last year. Many of these 
horses have been in this division for years, and are unfit 
for the use to which we put them. Much more efficient work 
could be done if they could be replaced by new horses. 
There have been ten carts and six sweeping machines 
purchased this year, and, though much of our rolling stock 
has been thoroughly repaired and is in very good condition, 
still some of the old carts should be condemned and new ones 
purchased. In the estimates for this division for the year 
ensuing a request has been made for an appropriation for the 
purchase of stock in accordance with the foregoing statement. 


DUMPS. 


The question of dumps is a very serious one, and in some 
districts calls for immediate attention. 

In Charlestown the present dump is very nearly filled, and 
we must soon seek some other place. There are no available 
dumps in Charlestown ; and it either means a longer or more 
expensive haul out towards Somerville or the placing of a 
scow somewhere on the water front, say the site of the old 
Charles-river bridge. 

The facilities of the scow at Atlantic avenue are often 
overtaxed and sometimes to our great disadvantage, especially 
when we are working at night and are cut off from its use. 
Several times we have been obliged to leave the dirt, swept 
into piles on the street, or haul it to a very distant dump. 

The Back Bay district is also at a disadvantage, and soon 
the hauling of the dirt to the dumps available there will 
be at a heavy expense-and a consequent lessening of .the 
efficiency of the service. 


STABLES. 


This division is badly cramped for stable room, and out- 
side of South Boston we have no chance for expansion. In 
some places there is hardly room enough to store our carts. 
The old stable which was leased for this division in South 
Boston is to be torn down by the Park Commission, and we 
have been ordered to vacate by February 1,1902. A five-year 
lease has been made for a new stable at the corner of H 
and Second streets, which will meet all the demands of this 
district. ‘Some provision must soon be made in the other 
districts for stable and shed room, as in many cases teams 
are often exposed to the weather. 
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SLIPPERY PAVEMENTS. 


We have had considerable trouble on account of the 
slippery character- of some of the asphalt streets, and we 
have often been obliged to sand them, especially when it has 
rained, and during the winter months. To meet this emer- 
gency a sanding machine was purchased which has given 
good satisfaction; but one machine cannot cover all the 
area to be sanded, particularly as the streets become very 
slippery in a short space of time, and at least one other 
machine should be procured. During part of the summer 
the asphalt on Tremont and part of Boylston street was 
flushed at night; a one and a half-inch wire-wound hose, con- 
nected with the city hydrants, was used, and the streets 
cleaned with squilgees and brooms afterwards. ‘This method 
was very effective, removing the deposits which made the 
streets slippery, but the coming of cold weather put a stop 
to this flushing. 


WorRK IN DORCHESTER DURING THE YEAR. 


Our South Boston gang has cleaned Dorchester avenue as 
far as Peabody square about twice a month. ‘This of course 
takes them from their work in South Boston, and, besides, 
such service is inadequate for the work necessary on such a 
thoroughfare as Dorchester avenue. An appropriation is 
available for a Street Department yard in Dorchester, and 
steps should be taken to install a plant there at as early a 
date as is possible. 


PuBsuic ALLEYS. 


Quite a number of public alleys have been completed this 
year, especially in the Back Bay, and the cleaning of these 
sometimes takes the gang in that district an entire day; 
this is a much-needed improvement, but funds should be pro- 
vided for this work, as it is an extra, not a regular, expense 
of this division.

DEAR SiR, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the Street Watering Division of the Street Department for 
the financial year ending January 31, 1902. 

In accordance with the recommendation of His Honor the 
Mayor the Board of Aldermen adopted the following order 
December 17, 1900: 


Ordered, That hereafter streets in all the Street Watering dis- 
tricts of the city be watered at public expense. 


Accordingly the watering of the past year was done at the 
general expense, and an appropriation of $175,000 provided 
from the tax levy. 

The season opened March 8 and practically ended Novem- 
ber 18. it was what might be termed a wet season, particu- 
larly the spring and fall months, and the reduced expenditure 
is ina great measure directly chargeable to the weather. 

The work done during the past year was generally satis- 
factory, and but very few complaints were received. 

The increase in the number of carts over that of 1900 was 
due to the increased service on main thoroughfares and the 
watering of newly constructed streets in the suburban dis- 
tricts; and, as this is a natural increase in the work of the 
division, the coming year in all probability will call for a 
corresponding addition. 

The streets of the Back Bay district were watered daily 
from four to six times, those of the City Proper and South 
End four times, and in the outlying districts the main thor- 
oughfares three and four times, and the other streets at least 
twice. 

The property in charge of the division is in excellent 
condition, and especial care has been taken in using the 
standpipes, so that breakage and leakage might be prevented. 
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The expenditures of this division are controlled largely 
by the weather conditions, and in consequence the amount 
necessary for maintenance in any one year is purely a 
matter of approximation; but using the cost in past years 
with the increase in efficiency and in the street area, as a 
basis for comparison, it would appear that the sum of 
$190,000 should be appropriated for the use of the division 
during the coming year. 

This amount will enable the division to water during 
the winter months, and will thus remove a constant source 
of complaint, as a period of cold, dry weather, accompanied 
by high winds, makes street watering necessary on the 
eround of public health; but funds have not been available 
heretofore to do this service, as required in every section of 
the city. 

The division is indebted to Mr. J. W. Smith, local forecast 
official, for daily weather reports.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS FOR THE BOSTON 
AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE. 


The decayed decking was replaced, the surface sheathed 
with two-inch spruce plank, and the houses on the pier were 
painted. The four-inch hard-pine plank removed from Har- 
vard bridge to make room for larger timbers was carted to 
this bridge for decking. The drawtenders swept the bridge 
every week, and in winter removed snow and ice from side- 
walks and piers. 


CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


A new draw-pier was built, the old one being so broken 
up that it was unsafe. 

New oak piles were driven, hard pine timber placed in 
position, and the surface of the pier covered with two-inch 
hard pine plank. 

The paving from the draw to the Cambridge end of the 
bridge was relaid, the drawtenders’ house was shingled, and 
a new end built on the Cambridge side. 

The draw was repaired by placing hard pine timber under 
it, and a new. deck was laid and sheathed. 

The bridge has been cleaned once a week, all ordinary 
repairs and keeping the bridge free from snow and ice being 
cared for by the drawtenders. 

Next year it will be necessary to build a new bulkhead 
on the Boston side, and repair the one on the Cambridge 
end, and to lay about ten hundred and sixty feet of new 
sidewalk, as well as building a new deck and sheathing the 
draw. These repairs will cost about thirteen thousand 
dollars. 
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ESSEX-—STREET BRIDGE. 


The roadway was sheathed for about the whole length of 
the bridge, the sidewalk was repaired by putting new stringers 
under the planking, and repairs were made on other parts of 
the bridge. 

The drawtenders swept the bridge every week, and kept 
the sidewalks free from snow and ice, and made all ordinary 
repairs. 

HARVARD BRIDGE. 

The roadway of this bridge was in very bad condition 
and had to be looked after very carefully. Heavy teams 
several times broke through the sheathing and deck, and in 
one instance it was necessary to use jacks to get the team 
out. The sheathing was from time to time repaired, and 
almost the entire surface was renewed. 

Heretofore the roadway of the bridge was sheathed with 
two-inch plank once a year, and after six months’ traffic a 
great deal of patching was necessary, as the surface was 
badly worn, and splinters from the plank were a source of 
annoyance to the public. . 

The traffic over the bridge has increased every year, and 
now it is so enormous that, if the old surface was to be con- 
tinued, it would have been necessary to sheathe the roadway 
twice a year, at a cost of about six thousand five hundred 
dollars. When the bridge was built horse cars only were in 
use, and timbers of sufficient strength to carry them were 
placed, but now heavier timbers are required under the rails 
on account of the electric cars. 

The floor of the bridge was in such bad condition that the 
Commissioners deemed it necessary to give the bridge a thor- 
ough repairing. The Boston Elevated Railway Company 
placed large timbers under its tracks for the entire length of 
the bridge, and under the rest of the roadway many decayed 
stringers were taken out and new ones put in their place by the 
Commissioners. All of thé old and new stringers were coated 
with Cabot’s conservo to preserve the wood. The old deck- 
ing on the stringers was of four-inch spruce and somewhat 
decayed, having been in place thirteen years. This was 
removed and replaced with three-inch hard pine, treated with 
creoresinate, which we think will last many years. While 
the bridge was uncovered, the ironwork, where it could not 
be got at any other way, was painted. 

The new wooden block paving is of longleaf Georgia or 
Florida yellow pine four inches deep, treated with creoresinate 
mixture. The blocks are treated as follows: 
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They are placed in an air-tight cylinder, and when the 
doors are closed the dry heat is raised to 215 degrees Fahren- 
heit, without pressure, for one hour, for the purpose of getting 
rid of the moisture. Then the heat is increased, pressure 
applied, and both raised gradually, to avoid injury to the 
fibre, for two hours, until the heat has reached about 285 
degrees and the pressure about 90 pounds, and both held 
there for one hour. The heat is then shut off and the tanks 
allowed to cool gradually for one hour. At the end of this 
time the heat is reduced to 250 degrees and the pressure to 
about 40 pounds. The pressure is then blown off and the 
heat still further reduced. Vacuum is then applied until 
about 26 inches is reached, and while under vacuum the 
creoresinate mixture is run into the cylinders at a tempera- 
ture of 175 to 200 degrees, and hydraulic pressure, reaching 
200 pounds per square inch, is applied, and kept at this 
point until 21 to 22 pounds of mixture per cubic foot has 
been absorbed. The liquid is then run off and the wood 
placed in another cylinder, and milk of lime at a temperature 
of about 150 degrees run in, and hydraulic pressure of about 
200 pounds applied for from one-half to one hour. 

The blocks are laid close, with the grain vertical, upon the 
planking, and at such an angle to the curb as may be directed 
by the Commissioners, and are driven together as tighly as 
possible at every sixth row. Proper expansion joints are 
provided at curbs. 

The joints are filled with dry, screened sand and rammed 
or rolled until the blocks present a firm, uniform and unyield- 
ing surface. The joints are then filled with creoresinate 
mixture heated to 300 degrees Fahrenheit and poured as 
nearly as practicable at that temperature. 

The surface of the paving when completed is covered with 
t-inch deep dressing of clean, screened sharp sand, or crushed 
stone screenings. 

The work that was done to strengthen the floor of the 
bridge and to put new decking down would have had to be 
done whether the floor was sheathed or paved with blocks. 
Quite a saving each year will be shown between the yearly 
cost of planking and the yearly interest on the cost of paving 
with wooden blocks, and the saving made in the labor of 
cleaning the bridge. 

The asphalt sidewalks are very much broken up, and 
should be removed and replaced with hard pine plank two 
inches thick. 

The electric lights on the bridge are giving good satisfac- 
tion. Drawtenders make all ordinary repairs, clear the side- 
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walks from snow and ice, clean the globes used on electric 
lights, and the bridge twice a week. 

The benefit the public derive from this bridge is best shown 
by the following statement of traffic: Between the hours of 
6.45 A.M. and 7.45 A.M 118 cars pass over the bridge, and 
from 4 P.M. to 5 P.M. the same number cross over. For the 
rest of the day the average is 60 cars per hour.

It being a dull day, and raining, there were not so many 
teams as on a pleasant day. Ona pleasant day the number 
would be from 2,000 to 2,400 teams. 

This bridge is 2,017 feet long; draw, 149 feet long; width 
of bridge over all, 72 feet; width of draw over all, 50 feet. 


PRISON PoInt BRIDGE. 


This bridge, being the only direct route from Cambridge 
to Charlestown, and from the freight sheds at the North Ter- 
minal station to Boston proper, carries a large amount of 
heavy trucking, which is constantly increasing, and great 
care is required to keep the roadway in a condition safe for 
travel. 

Should this bridge be closed for any length of time, serious 
inconvenience and considerable expense would be encountered 
by truckmen and others accustomed to use it, as they would 
be obliged to go through Boston or Somerville to get to 
Charlestown from Cambridge or from Cambridge to Charles- 
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town, a matter, of travelling perhaps three miles out of the 
ordinary way. 

It is understood that the Boston & Maine Railroad Com- 
pany is going to construct the overhead street at this point 
from Cambridge to Charlestown this spring. Should this be 
true a bad grade crossing will be eliminated, as at the present 
time travel is delayed and made dangerous by the many rail- 
road trains crossing at this point. The ordinary repairs were 
made, and the bridge kept free from snow and ice by the 
drawtenders. 

The drawtenders’ house was shingled, a new hard-pine 
floor laid, a window built into the house, and the bridge and 
draw repaired and sheathed. 


NortH HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE. 


The decking of this bridge was very much decayed. All 
of it was removed and four-inch plank put in (some of this 
brought from Harvard bridge), and the whole surface covered 
with two-inch sheathing plank. Bulkhead timbers were 
found very rotten; replaced them by putting in new timbers ; 
placed new guards in position; put new posts in fence, and 
secured them to guards with iron braces. The draw was 
thoroughly repaired. Some of the piles to support the bridge 
were decayed ; the upper part of them was cut off and spliced 
- with new material; part of brace or spur-shores to keep the 
bridge in position had to be sawed off and bolted to piles. 
The bridge structure is now in fair condition. 

This bridge is old and narrow, and should be replaced by 
a modern structure of the same width as the streets leading 
to it. 


WESTERN—AVENUE BRIDGE. 


A new guard was built by driving oak piles, and spur- 
shores, firmly bolted to piles and capped with hard pine 
timber. The under planking was repaired and the bridge 
sheathed where necessary. 

The drawtenders on this bridge perform the same duties 
on Cambridge-street bridge, they having the care of both 
bridges. 


West Boston TEMPORARY BRIDGE. 


The drawtenders’ house was moved from near the draw of 
the old West Boston bridge towards the draw of the tem- 
porary bridge, as its position interfered with the work of the 
contractors on the new Cambridge bridge. 

New bolts and washers were put on all the timbers the 
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whole length of the under side of the bridge; the roadway 
was repaired and sheathed for the entire surface of the 
bridge. A new dolphin was built to protect the bridge by 
driving five oak piles and bolting them together. 

The drawtenders made all ordinary repairs, and swept the 
piers and sidewalks, and kept them free from snow and ice. 
The surface of the bridge was cleaned every week. 


IN GENERAL. 


The usual statement is appended showing the number of 
draw openings and the number of vessels which passed 
through. 

The amount of revenue for rents, dockage, etc., during the 
year has been $780, one-half of which has been paid to each 
city. 

The following is a statement of the payments made by the 
City of Boston on account of the Boston and Cambridge 
bridges from February 1, 1901, to January 31, 1902:

Sir, — I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done for the Street Department during the year ending 
January 31, 1902: 


ALFORD STREET, WIDENING. 


In May, 1901, plans were made for the widening of Alford 
street, north of Malden bridge, by filling a strip twenty feet 
wide on the west side and protecting the slope with slope 
paving. : 

BENNINGTON STREET. 


A contract for filling a part of Bennington street, East 
Boston, was awarded to Jones & Meehan, November 20, 
1899. Work under this contract was begun January 16, 
1900, and completed February 9, 1901. The total amount 
of filling furnished was 126,043 cubic yards. 

A second contract for furnishing and depositing additional 
filling in the vicinity of the bridge over the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn R.R. was awarded to Jones & Meehan, March 
18, 1901, at the rate of sixty-three (63) cents per cubic yard 
measured in the cut. Work under this contract was begun 
March 19, 1901, and completed August 238, 1901, the total 
amount of filling furnished was 44,870 cubic yards. 

A temporary gravel roadway, a plank sidewalk, and a 
fence were constructed on the newly-filled part of Bennington 
street, between Leverett avenue and the Revere town line, 
about 1,330 feet in length. A contract for this work was 
awarded to Coleman Bros., July 10, 1901. Work under this 
contract was begun July 17, 1901, and completed August 
23, 1901, at a cost of $2,286.07. 
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A contract for extending the abutments of the bridge on 
Bennington street (formerly Leyden-street bridge), over the 
Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn R.R., was awarded to John 
Cashman, July 8, 1901. Work under this contract was 
begun August 3, 1901, and completed December 238, 1901, 
at a cost of $16,014.48. : 


BROADWAY BRIDGE. 


Plans and_ specifications were made for repairing the 
up-stream end of the draw-pier, and a contract was made 
with William J. Lawler for doing the work. ‘The work was 
done in March at a cost for contract work of $843, and 
consisted in driving and capping nineteen new oak piles, 
recapping one bent of piles, and building a new floor of 
stringers and plank for thirty feet. 


Brooks STREET, RETAINING WALLS. 


Plans and specifications were prepared early in the year 
for building retaining walls on that part of Brooks street 
which is to be depressed so as to pass under the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. This depression is to occupy the central 
portion of the street for a width of 40 feet, and for a length 
of about 350 feet southerly from the railroad. The remain- 
ing width of the street on each side of the depressed portion 
is to be built at higher grades, and these two side roadways 
are to be connected at the ends adjoining the railroad by a 
bridge 35 feet wide over the sunken roadway. 

A contract was made on July 2 with John F. McBride 
and Jesse Moulton for building the retaining walls, and on 
November 22, with the American Bridge Company for build- 
ing the bridge superstructure. The work is not yet com- 
pleted. 

During the progress of the work a temporary foot-bridge 
has been maintained across the excavation for the central 
roadway.. ; 

The sewer, water and gas pipes have been relocated and 
laid in the side roadways. 


CARLETON STREET, RETAINING WALL. 


_ Plans and specifications were prepared for building a 
retaining wall along the westerly side line of Carleton street, 
adjoining the tracks of the Providence Division of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad between Yarmouth 
and West Newton streets, and a contract was made with 
John Cashman for doing the work, dated October 19, 1901. 
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Up to the date of this report the only work done has been 
the excavation of the trench for the foundation and the 
driving of a few piles. 


COLUMBIA ROAD. 


The filling under the contract with Simon J. Donovan, 
dated October 25, 1898, is not yet completed, there having 
been deposited 123,044 cubic yards. 

The street work for the bridges over Old Colony avenue 
and the Plymouth Division of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, and over Shoreham street, is in place, 
but the floors of these bridges have not been finished. 

On March 12 a contract was made with John Cashman for 
building the abutments and pier for the bridge which is to 
earry Columbia road over Shoreham street, and also for build- 
ing a retaining wall on the southerly side of Mt. Vernon 
street where the grade of the latter is separated from that of 
Columbia road. This work is nearly finished. 


DOVER-STREET BRIDGE. 


The work of removing the old draw foundation and re- 
pairing the piers mentioned in the last report was completed 
by William J. Lawler in February at a cost of $3,629.87. | 

All of the old draw foundation not being used in connec- 
tion with the water pipes was removed, and the remaining 
part was sheathed over. 

The piers (except the part built in 1894) were redecked, 
the stringers and caps found in poor condition were renewed, 
the water way of the up-stream pier was replanked and a 
new flight of stairs was built from the street to the pier. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


South Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Plans having been made 
and approved for a new head-house and other buildings, and 
a change in position of the drops, plans and specifications 
were prepared by this department for rebuilding the piers 
and wharves, and May 8, a contract was made with William 
J. Lawler for doing the work. A new middle pier was built, 
the outer piers were rebuilt in part, the drops were placed in 
new position, having new guide-piles and additions to the 
foundations; two new wharves were built, and the slips were 
dredged. The south roadway was rebuilt at a higher grade, 
using part of the old foundation. The work was completed 
December 138, at a cost of $19,975.35. 
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The northerly drop foundation was raised at a cost of 
$37.70. 

Lines and grades were given for building the coal elevator. 

North Ferry, Boston Side. — Specifications were made for 
renewing one pile in the head of each of the outer piers, the 
entire head and five other piles in the middle pier, and 
replanking 58 feet of the northerly face of the middle pier. 
The work was done by George Hayes & Co., and was 
completed July 11, at a cost of $1,986.71. 


Mount WASHINGTON—AVENUE BRIDGE. 


February 26 the steamer “ Vizcaina” was stuck in the 
southerly draw-way of the bridge, and the capping of the 
bridge was cut away to release her. It being decided to 
widen the draw-way, plans were made for increasing its 
width from 42 feet 3 inches to 43 feet 9 inches; the work 
was done by William J. Lawler at a cost of $1,900, and was 
completed April 6. 


STAIRWAY FROM SUMMER-STREET BRIDGE TO B STREET. 


Plans were prepared for a flight of iron stairs leading from 
the bridge on Summer street, over B street, to the easterly 
sidewalk of the latter street, and a contract made with the 
New England Structural Company for building the same for 
the sum of $759. 

The foundations for the stairs were built by Joseph Ross, 
and the treads and landings were provided with safety treads 
furnished by the Universal Safety Tread Company. 


WINTHROP BRIDGE. | 


The work of renewing the piles damaged by the “ Lim- 
noria”’ and making other repairs, mentioned in the last 
annual report, was completed March 18, 1901, by William 
L. Miller, contractor, at a cost for contract work of $1,990.22. 
Thirty-one new oak piles were driven, nine bents were . 
recapped, the sidewalk was replanked, the northerly fence 
was rebuilt, and other miscellaneous work was done without 
closing the bridge to travel.

An estimate and plans were made for establishing a 
garbage depot on Tenean street.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SMOKE INSPECTOR. 


64 PEMBERTON SQUARE, 
Boston, February 1, 1902.

Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR S1r,—I herewith submit a report of the work per- 
formed under chapter 889, Acts of 1895, section 116; 
chapter 175, Acts of 1897; and section 99, chapter 47, 
Revised Ordinances, 1898, relative to abatement of the 
smoke nuisance in this city. 

The combustion of soft coal without producing smoke in 
offensive quantities is a problem which is constantly being 
agitated in this city; the experience of Boston is similar to 
that of every large city, and the fact that over 550,000 tons 
of Nova Scotia coal, representing a market value of nearly 
$700,000, is annually imported into Boston, is an important 
factor as showing how general is the use of soft coal to-day. 
There is probably not a consumer of bituminous coal in 
Boston who permits a nuisance to continue from mere wan- 
tonness ; carelessness is responsible for some cases of smok- 
ing chimneys, and lack of knowledge of smoke-consuming 
devices and methods for perhaps the majority of others. 
Nearly all the owners of large steam plants visited during 
the past year have come to understand the importance of 
careful and intelligent: stoking as one of the most effective 
methods of reducing the smoke evil to a minimum. 

The present smoke nuisance act may be complied with by 
any device that causes the complete combustion of coal, but 
to secure the abolition of the smoke nuisance in its entirety 
it will be necessary by legislative action to reduce the length 
of time allowed for the continuous emission of smoke. 

On account of its cheapness, bituminous coal is generally 
used by owners of steam plants in preference to anthracite, 
and the enforcement of the smoke nuisance law is made 
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much more difficult on this account. Many of the steam 
railroad companies have equipped their engines with smoke- 
consuming devices, and complaints as to the nuisance from 
this source have been few as compared with previous years. 

The plants of the Boston Elevated Railway Company and 
‘the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, Atlantic avenue, 
both of which are equipped with all modern appliances for 
furnishing power, have been inspected and were found to be 
fitted with devices for the prevention of the smoke nuisance. 

During the year 163 short observations of three to five 
hours each have been taken by the inspectors in the several 
districts. Seventeen observations lasting from five to nine 
hours were taken throughout the city, seven of these not 
on account of complaints, but at the request of the owners of 
steam plants, and as a result R. Marston & Co., J. F. & W. 
H. Falvey, The Boston City Hospital, Boston Belting Com- 
pany, Fobes, Haywood & Co., Houghton & Dutton, and 
Heywood Brothers and Wakefield Company have equipped 
their boilers with smoke-consuming devices.

DEAR Sir, —I submit herewith a report of the work per- 
formed in connection with the Civil Service Commission, 
together with a statement of the force employed and eligible 
for employment for the year ending January 31, 1902. 

One hundred and forty three applications were made 
upon the commission for 1,314 men of various grades, and 
of this number 2 were for promotion and 1 for reinstatement. 

Two thousand and thirteen names were submitted, from 
which 219 were selected and appointed, 21 of whom were 
veterans and 80 were appointed provisionally under Civil 
Service Rule 36. 

Of the 2 applications for promotion both were granted. 

Twenty-nine transfers were made from other city and state 
departments, with the approval of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, as follows: 8 from the Bath Department, 14 from 
the Park Department, 8 from the Department of Public 
Grounds, 1 from the Water Department, 1 from the Ceme- 
tery Department, 1 from the Engineering Department and 
1 from the Hospital Department. 

Notices of the discharge of 18 men were forwarded to the 
Civil Service Commission. 

The records of the department show that there are now 
3,236 persons eligible for employment in the several divisions, 
and of that number 8,086 were upon the January, 1902, pay- 
rolls.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


STREET LAYING—-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1901-1902. 


Boston, February 1, 1902. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The Board of Street Commissioners present 
the following as the report of the Street Laying-Out 
Department, including a statement relating to public 
lands in their care, for the year ending January 31, 
1902. 

Under the orders for laying out, widening and ex- 
tending streets passed by the Board during the year, 
land to the amount of about 95,824 square feet was 
taken for street purposes. Streets having a total mile- 
age of 4.78 were made public ways. Under authority 
of the acts of the Legislature of 1891, for the assess- 
ment upon abutting property of the cost of laying out 
and constructing streets, there has been assessed upon 
eleven streets a total of $36,281.96, and for five public 
alleys a total of $4,665.31. For benefits of sewerage 
works assessments to the amount of $161,285.92 have 
been made. The total of benefits assessed for streets 
and sewerage works during the year is the sum 
$202, 233.19. 

The Board has issued seventy-three orders of notice 
of intention to lay out, widen, relocate, extend and 
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discontinue streets or parts of streets and public alleys, 
calling for public hearings. It has considered eighty- 
seven petitions for street improvements. For the lay- 
ing of sewers and surface drains there have been 
seventy-four petitions presented to the Board during 
the year. In the settlement of damages for takings of 
land, etc., for various changes in the city’s streets 195 
cases have been acted upon by the commissioners. 
Claims for damages for sewers and surface drains 
ordered have been settled to the number of twenty- 
seven. Fourteen petitions for release of assessments 
have been received and the releases made by the Board 
under authority of the acts empowering them to release 
parts of estates from assessments for sewers and side- 
walks upon payment of the proportional parts due upon 
the parcels released. 

Under the provisions of acts of the Legislature giving 
the Street Commissioners authority to take land for 
and order the construction of sewerage works, orders 
have been passed for the improvement and relocation 
of various natural streams or water courses, and sur- 
face drainage has been supplied for territories needing 
it, as follows: At Dorchester — Davenport brook, 
between Dorchester avenue and Fuller street, between 
Fuller street and Bailey street, and in Hillside terrace ; 
Freeport-street brook, between Hancock street and Trull 
street, and between Hancock street and High street ; 
Franklin park brook, between Blue Hill avenue and 
Talbot avenue ; Mattapan brook, from the New England 
railroad to Blue Hill avenue; Oakland brook, across 
River street, in private land, and in Tokio street ; and 
Tenean creek, in Rosemont road, 8.E. At Brighton — 
Franklin Valley brook, between Parsons street and 
Hobart street, and between Hobart street and Faneuil 
street. At West Roxbury—Canterbury branch of 
Stony brook, from previous taking to Morton street, 
and a conduit for said brook from Cornwall street to 
Green street.

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of this division for the year is shown in the 
following : 
PLAN 5. 


The work done on this plan consisted of the prepara- 
tion and filing of nine sections, the bulk of the field 
work, besides all the draughting having been done 
within this period. 

On X 39, the territory covered is practically bounded 
by Washington street, Tremlett street, Allston street 
and Kenwood street. Nothing was done in this locality 
in the way of introducing new streets for future devel- 
opment, the system of streets already existing being 
an ample provision for any future contingency. On 
X 40, 41, 60, 61 and 80, the territory is bounded approxi- 
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mately by Melville avenue, Dorchester avenue, Street 
No. 891, and thence by an imaginary line running north- 
erly and in a manner approximately parallel with and 
from 1,000 to 1,500 feet from Dorchester avenue. 

The treatment here consisted of a definition of the 
old street lines and grades, and the addition of a few 
new streets for the large tracts where necessary. A 
40-foot street (No. 1947) was introduced, to leave 
Centre street from the northerly side near its junction 
with Remington street, embracing a 15-foot passage- 
way known as Centre place, and extending beyond 
this to Mather street ; from this street (No. 1947), at a 
point about midway between Centre street and Mather 
street, departs a 40-foot street (No. 1946), running 
along the rear line of the lots fronting on Mather 
street, and.in the rear of the Industrial School and the 
Old Dorchester High School, to Dorchester avenue. 

Midway between Nixon street and Clement park and 
from the opposite side of Centre street, the street 
known as Samoset street is shown in an Official filing, 
from Centre street to Welles avenue, with an extension 
to Barnes street; a 30-foot street leaving Dorches- 
ter avenue nearly opposite Edwin street, and running 
northwesterly to the Shawmut Branch Railroad, which 
has been embodied in the street system; parallel with 
Barnes street and just south of it are located Northam 
park and Simpson’s park, extending from Dorchester 
avenue to the Shawmut Branch Railroad. 

From Samoset street, at a distance of about 225 feet 
from Centre street, is projected a 40-foot street running 
parallel with Centre street to Dorchester avenue ; be- 
fore reaching the latter, however, a bend is made in 
the street so that it can be allowed to enter the avenue 
at nearly right angles. From Samoset street is pro- 
jected a street which runs easterly, parallel with and 
about 200 feet from the last described 40-foot street, to 
Dorchester avenue. . 

In X 60 and X 61, the work consisted in simply 
adjusting and defining the old street lines, establishing 
grades where necessary, etc. A readjustment was 
made of the lines of the old street existing in the exten- 
sion of Fuller street from Dorchester avenue to the 
railroad. A curve was introduced into the old Fuller 
street, about half way to the railroad, which permitted 
an entrance from Dorchester avenue to be made at 
right angles to same; and provided for the discontinu- 
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ance from this point of the straight portion to Dorches- 
ter avenue. 

This street, with a 25-foot way extending southerly 
from the point at which the curve departs, is known as 
Brunswick street. The 25-foot portion has been pro- 
vided with a widening to 30 feet, the widening being 
made about equally from either side. 

Section X 80 shows Street No. 893 (a portion of which 
had been previously filed on Section X 79) extended to 
Dorchester avenue, opposite Beale street. 

The continuation to Dorchester avenue of two other 
40-foot streets, No. 891 and No. 892, has been projected. 
Portions of these streets had previously been filed from 
Washington street, thus making with the filing of this 
section the work complete on these streets from Wash- 
ington street to Dorchester avenue. 

Becket street, departing from Van Winkle street, 
near the junction of the latter with Dorchester avenue, 
and running southeasterly to Codman street, is em- 
braced in the system filed, as is Magdala street, also 
running between the same two streets and at a distance 
of about 170 feet northeasterly from Becket street. 

From Magdala street, about 250 feet and in a parallel 
manner with Van Winkle street, a 40-foot street is 
projected northeasterly, terminating at the Shawmut 
Branch Railroad; only a small initial portion of this 
street is filed, the major portion of it being left for 
future action. 

Sections X 75, X 76, and X 77 cover a territory lying 
south of Norfolk street and reaching easterly along 
either side of Evans street for a distance of from 500 to 
1,000 feet. The improvements filed vary but slightly 
from the system which had been already introduced and 
now largely developed and, in portions, quite com- 
pactly built upon. A sufficient number of additional 
streets are provided for a complete future development. 

In X 75, the additional streets suggested consist of 
Hunter street, which, leaving Norfolk street from its 
southeasterly side, nearly opposite Willowwood street, 
extends southerly at nearly right angles, thence turn- 
ing and running parallel with the New England Rail- 
road to Morton street. 

A new street of a width of 40-feet is filed from 
Evans street to Norfolk street; and is distant about 200 
or 250 feet from Nelson street; from this point depart 
two 30-foot streets, No. 1136 and No. 1137, being about 
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160 feet apart and entering Capen street on either side 
of Dyer street. From Dyer street, at the bend in same, 
is projected northwesterly a 40-foot way, through the 
Ufford estate, known as Ufford street, to connect with 
Norfolk street. 

Norfolk street, as shown in this locality and as it is 
throughout, is provided with a widening to 60 feet. 

During the year two hearings were held under 
authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898, being on the same day, viz., February 21, 
1901. 

The first was on territory shown on Sections X 24 
and X 37, and was in relation to a change of grade of 
Kilton street from Park street to Harvard street. 

The second was on territory shown on W 50 and was 
in relation to the elimination of Street No. 377, now 
shown as running from Samoset street to Dorchester 
avenue, nearly opposite King street. 

The plans showing these changes have not yet been 
filed.

The force engaged upon the work on this plan 
(Brighton) was also employed at times throughout the 
year upon the various other plans, establishing initial 
points for the work in these territories and connecting 
them with the triangulation system of the city for co- 
ordinate purposes. 

The completed work isconsequently somewhat limited, 
being confined to four sections, viz.: O 138, O 14, O 27 
and O 34. These sections embrace a part of a territory 
known as Bigelow Hill, from Faneuil street to its summit 
and extending easterly across Brook street to the por- 
tion of Faneuil street extending between Oakland street 
and Hobart street; thence southerly across Fanueil 
street and Washington street and partially up the 
northerly slope of Nonantum Hill along Lake street to 
and beyond Rogers Park. The improvements for de- 
velopment filed consist of a forty-foot street (No. 1728), 
departing from Hardwick street distant about 175 feet 
from Bigelow street ; thence running around the rear 
line of the deep lots fronting on Hardwick street, Bige- 
low street and Dunboy street and entering Hardwick 
street again at a point about 200 feet east of where it 
departed from that street. This street will pro- 
vide for a proper development for the very deep lots 
above mentioned, fronting on these streets, the rear 
portion of which at the present time cannot be utilized. 

A second forty-foot street (No. 1725) is projected from 
Bigelow street, about 175 feet from and parallel with 
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Hardwick street, and which when near Dunboy street 
is made to bend in order that it may enter Dunboy 
street at its junction with Webster street. From Web- 
ster street, at a point nearly opposite the entrance of 
the last-named street, is projected a forty-foot street, 
which, after following the incline of the hill for a short 
distance, turns and runs westerly, following the con- 
tours of the hill to Bigelow street, thus providing as 
feasible a way as possible, without heavy gradients, for 
the development of this rather steep hillside lying 
between Faneuil street and Webster street. From 
Washington street, about 150 feet east of Dunboy 
street and nearly opposite Montfern avenue, was intro- 
duced a forty-foot street (No. 1734), which extends as 
far as the grade will permit, northerly for about 300 
feet ; thence turning at right angles and running east- 
erly, connecting with Brooks street. 

O 14 shows a 40-foot street (known as Hobson street) 
running from Faneuil street at a distance of about 180 
or 190 feet from Brooks street, and continuing practi- 
cally parallel with the latter to Hobart street. 

From Hobson street departs a 40-foot street, 200 feet 
from and parallel with Hobart street, which leads to 
Faneuil street; this street is known as Donnybrook 
road. Two hundred feet from and parallel with 
Donnybrook road is shown Newcastle road, and 200 
feet from and parallel with Newcastle road is located 
Bothwell road, both of these streets extending from 
Hobson street to Faneuil street. 

The result of the studies on O 27 and O 34 is shown 
in the projection of Arlington street at a width of 60 
feet from its present ending to Faneuil street; and the 
filing of the initial plan showing this feature from 
Faneuil street for a short distance easterly to the 
boundary of the section, and eventually, by subsequent 
filings, continued over Arlington street and Sparhawk 
street, widened to 60 feet (10 feet on either side) to 
Washington street; thence through Warren street to 
the Brookline boundary line, and within the limits of 
that town, through Winchester street to Beacon street, 
thus providing a fine continuous thoroughfare of 
moderate width sufficient for carriage driving, and 
connecting Longwood and the easterly part of Brook- 
line with the western part of Brighton, uniting with 
Faneuil street at the foot of Bigelow Hill; thence 
through Faneuil street, which it is proposed to widen 


x 
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to 70 feet, to Oak square, and by the new thoroughfare 
recently devised and filed, to connect with Hunnewell 
avenue in Newton, forming an independent and direct 
route to that city, which, by avoiding streets having 
heavy gradients and other thoroughfares, many of 
which are even at the present time burdened with car 
tracks and heavy traffic, makes the thoroughfare one 
most desirable, particularly for pleasure travel. 

The large tract of land belonging to the Taylor 
estate, lying between Washington street, Fairbanks 
street, Faneuil street and Oakland street, is developed 
with equal satisfaction to the owners and to the city, 
by the introduction of two 40-foot parallel streets, 
‘No. 1906 and No. 1985, leaving Faneuil street at points 
200 feet apart and running southerly to connect with 
Washington street; the more easterly of these two 
streets entering Washington street at a point nearly 
opposite Lake street. One hundred and eighty feet 
easterly from this to the latter street is another street, 
No. 1919, of the same width, which, leaving Faneuil 
street, continues parallel with those above-described 
streets and connects with Oakland street. 

From Fairbanks street, midway between Faneuil 
street and Washington street, is introduced a 40-foot 
cross street (No. 2015), running almost due east, inter- 
secting all the above-mentioned streets at about right. 
angles. 

An extension is shown for Fairbanks street, south of 
. Washington street in the same general direction for a 
distance of about 100 feet, when it turns at nearly © 
right angles, and following along the contours of the 
north side of Nonantum Hill, enters Lake street at a 
point about 300 feet south of Washington street. Some 
200 feet farther up the hill, in O 34, is shown Street No. 
1460, a portion of which has previously been filed, 
but which in this section is extended to Lake street, 
while nearly opposite is located a 40-foot street, No. 
1180, which extends near the northwestern boundary 
of Rogers Park, from Lake street to Foster street, 
while also from Lake street along the northeasterly 
boundary is located a street, No. 1918, of equal width, 
which connects with Foster street: 

Improvements in which the general public of the en- 
tire ward — in fact, entire city, perhaps — is concerned, 
are Faneuil street, shown as 70 feet in width ; Wash- 
ington street, also at 70 feet; Arlington street, at 60 
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feet ; Lake street, at 90 feet, and a widening is provided 
for Oakland street, making it 40 feet. 

Two hearings were given during the year under 
authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898, on the following dates: July 12, 1901, and 
October 4, 1901. 

The hearing given on July 12 was held on territory 
shown on Sections N 11, N 30, O 20 and O 21, and was 
in relation to the elimination of the lines of widening 
of Webster street and Webster avenue. 

The plans showing these changes have not yet been 
filed. 

The hearing held on October 4 was on territory shown 
on Sections N 11, N 30 and O 30, and was in relation to 
the extension of Allston square to Griggs place (Street 
No. 402), the elimination of that part of Street No. 807, 
from Hano street to Cambridge street, a relocation of 
Street No. 812, Street No. 813 and Str eet No. 818, and 
the introduction of a 40-foot street running parallel 
with Street No. 818 to Cambridge street. 

The plans showing these changes have not yet been 
filed.

The completed work for the year on this plan 
consists of the preparation and filing of seven sections 
lying either partially or entirely within its limits... 

The territory treated lies upon the most westerly 
limits of the plan, in fact, of the city itself, upon the 
borders of the Charles river, an approximate boundary 
for which isas follows: Spring street, from the Charles 
river to the West Roxbury Branch Railroad, thence 
along the railroad to the Charles river, and thence by 
the Charles river to Spring street. 

This territory includes a large tract of land consisting 
of about 43 acres and occupied by one of the institu- 
tions of the city, viz., the Parental School. From this 
tract is eliminated any treatment for a street system 
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with the exception of an 80-foot boulevard along the 
. river front, which in its course necessarily crosses the 
grounds of the school. ° 

The Metropolitan Park Commissioners have been 
considering the taking of land along the banks of the 
Charles river, to be used as a public reservation and 
for the preservation of the river banks. The takings 
for this have not been made, nor is the work towards 
that end actually completed, but it is in harmony with 
what has been shown on these filings, which are the 
result of consultations with the engineers of that 
department. 

Sections Cc 9 and Cc 11 are divided diagonally from 
northeast to southwest by Spring street, which being 
the boundary between Plan 10 and Plan 11 places 
practically one-half of each section on either plan, 
while Cc 10 is disposed of almost entirely in Plan 11, 
but a small portion of it extending easterly from 
Spring street, the boundary line. 

The portion of Cc 9, lying within this plan, needed 
very little developing in the way of additional streets ; 
in fact it is confined to the single suggestion of a 40-foot 
street (No. 1970), which, when future needs demand its 
construction, will connect Cypress street with Moreland 
street at points in each about midway between Spring 
street and Prospect street; this street leaves both 
Cypress street and Moreland street at right angles, 
running towards the centre of the block where the 
connection is made by a curve. Cc 11 les well upon 
the river bank, and affords little opportunity for treat- 
ment, the public lands, and those proposed for such, 
occupying such a large proportion of its area. Across 
these, however, has been projected an 80-foot boulevard, 
designed to run upon the proposed Metropolitan Park 
reservation, and includes the portion lying within this 
section of the private way known as Charles street. 

In Cc 30, Coe 31, Ce 82, and Cc 49, the principal 
feature shown is this 80-foot boulevard before mentioned, 
along the Metropolitan Park reservation on the banks 
of the Charles. 

This thoroughfare, after crossing Spring street, con- 
tinues southeasterly over Charles street, which will be 
widened 40 feet to meet the required widths as far as 
a bend in same, located about 200 feet south of Pros- 
pect street, when it departs and continues through an 
entirely undeveloped territory, known ag Caledonian 
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Grove, and as near its easterly boundary as expedient, 
in varying distance from 300 feet to 800 feet from the 
river itself ; and after having assumed a direction some- 
what parallel with the West Roxbury Branch Railroad, 
at a distance of about 250 feet therefrom, continues to 
the boundary line between Boston and Dedham. Charles 
street is shown extended from its present ending at its 
full width to Street No. 1304. 

To develop the deep lots lying on either side of Charles. 
street a 40-foot street (No. 1973) is introduced to con- 
nect the 80-foot boulevard with Washington avenue. 
This street is located about 240 feet south of the east- 
erly bend in Charles street, and is at right angles to 
Charles street and Washington avenue. Street No. 
1321, whose lines are placed equidistant from the divi- 
sion lines of the deep estates fronting on Charles street 
-and Washington avenue, is designed to properly develop 
the interior of same, and to connect Prospect avenue 
with Street No. 1304. A continuation of Belle avenue 
(shown on previous filings), at a distance of about 30 
feet from the railroad, at a width of 30 feet (a reduc- 
tion from that shown on previous plans) is shown as 
far as and connected with Street No. 479, a continuation 
of a street previously suggested and filed, and now 
shown to continue over the railroad at a high grade into 
Section. Z 49, entering the 80-foot boulevard at a point 
about 250 feet north of the Dedham line. 

A hearing was held on August 16, 1901, under author- 
ity of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, 
on territory shown on sections numbered Z 61, Z 62, 
Z 63 and Z 64, and was in relation to the increase in 
the width for the widening of Brandon street and Bel- 
grade avenue from 40 feet to 60 feet between Dudley 
avenue and Beech street. 

The changes were made in accordance with the peti- 
tion, and Z 61, Z 62 and Z 63 were filed January 30, 
1902. The widening was only carried as far as Anawan 
avenue; it therefore became unnecessary to refile Z 64.

Work during the year was carried on more exten- 
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Sively upon this plan than upon any other; several 
parties were kept in the field all summer, in fact, tak- 
ing advantage of all pleasant weather during the year, 
while during the stormy or bad weather they were 
engaged in the office upon computations and platting. 
Quite an amount of work was finished and the result 
is Shown in the sections filed, some fifteen in number. 
Like the work upon the contiguous plan (10), with 
which it is in conjunction, the field of operations was 
located at the westerly extremity of the city, from 
Spring street, northwesterly, to the boundary line in 
the Charles river, opposite the towns of Dedham and 
Needham. 

From Spring street northwesterly, for about three- 
quarters of a mile, the territory considered extends 
easterly and northeasterly to the vicinity of Gardner 
street, including the locality known as Cow Island. 

Several large tracts of land that are practically 
exempt for treatment for proposed development, viz., 
the land of the Parental School, containing about 43 
acres; land belonging to the town of Brookline, where 
is located a portion of its water works, including a 
pumping station; besides these is the reservation pro- 
posed to be taken by the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sioners, along the river bank, which will average 200 
feet in width. 

It is along the boundary line of this proposed reser- 
vation, one side being coincident with it, that there has 
been located the 80-foot boulevard previously spoken 
of in Plan 10. This boulevard is designed to follow 
from Spring street, northwesterly on the reservation 
line, to a point in same not far from the ice-house 
belonging to the Highland Ice Company at Cow Island, 
at the base of the slope, where it is slightly diverted so 
that the water-works reservation may as much as 
possible be excluded; it would be next to an impossi- 
bility to avoid it completely, without breaking the 
continuity of the projection. 

In Aa 82, the new development shown, consists of 
the projection of three streets, Nos. 1552, 2008, 2009, 
from the boulevard, extending northeasterly parallel 
with High street, and 200 feet apart. 

In Aa 81 the boulevard intersects Morrison street 
and High street at a point located in same, a little less 
than half way from Gardner street to West street. 

Near the ice-house, before spoken of as belonging to 
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the Highland Ice Company, a 40-foot street (No. 1537) 
is projected from Gardner street to follow northeasterly 
over and to include the right of way, in which is located 
the aqueduct of the Brookline Water Works. 

From this street, at its junction with Gardner street, 
is projected a 40-foot street (No. 1541), running south- 
easterly, parallel with and about 100 feet from the 
railroad, belonging to the Highland Ice Company. 
From Street No. 1541 is laid out another 40-foot way, 
Street No. 1539, ‘which runs northeasterly from it, 
parallel with Street No. 1537, as far as the section line 
of this section; the major portion of all these last 
mentioned streets having been filed some time pre- 
viously. South of the Highland Ice Company’s rail- 
road, parallel and 100 feet from it, is shown still 
another 40-foot street (No. 1551) departing from 
Gardner street easterly; this street is here shown filed 
in this direction as far as the section line, then after an 
interval represented by unfiled work (Z 91), it continues 
southeasterly, crossing Heldun street to Baker street, 
opposite Street No. 768, which is in continuation of it. 
Heldun street departs from Gardner street at a point 
about 400 feet west of Baker street, and runs northerly 
to the tracks of the railroad of the Highland Ice Com- 
pany. From Heldun street about 150 feet, and parallel 
with Gardner street, Dunwel streét is located, to 
connect with Baker street. Webster street, running 
contiguously with the northeasterly boundary line of 
the Parental School lot, is made 40 feet wide to Linden 
street. Linden street is shown at a width of 40 feet, 
while it is deemed expedient to allow Montgomery ’ 
street to remain at a width of 35 feet, from Spring 
street, opposite Cypress street, to Linden street. 

From the junction of Montgomery street and Linden 
street is projected a 40-foot street (No. 2014), designed 
to run almost due north, intersecting Whiting street at 
right angles, and entering Gardner street at about the 
same angle. From Whiting street a 30-foot street is 
projected, to leave at right angles, continuing southerly, 
connecting with Loretto street, and making a continuous 
street of same from Spring street to Whiting street. 

Gardner street is provided with a widening to 40 feet, 
the takings to be made.on the DOT ASR Y side, from 
Spring street as far as Cow Island. 

Spring street is shown widened to 80 feet for all por- 
tions appearing in these filings.

The completed work for the year is represented in 
the six sections filed. As in Plan 13, a large amount 
of field and office work has been done, and other plans 
were prepared almost to completion for filing, but were 
finally withheld for further consideration. 

The sections filed are composed of isolated groups, 
located in different quarters of this territory. One 
group, consisting of three sections, Y 386, Y 387 and 
Y 43, being located along the line of the Providence 
Division of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad, from a point about 2,000 feet south of Forest 
Hills Station, and extending easterly as far as Forest 
Hills Cemetery. Walk Hillstreet cuts Sections Y 37 and 
Y 43 nearly in halves from northwest to southeast, a 
large part of Y 37 and the larger part of Y 43 lying 
within the limits of the cemetery, thereby obviating 
the necessity of consideration. Another group, con- 
sisting of two sections, Y 65 and Y 76, has Hyde Park 
avenue for a base, whose northern limit rests at Mount 
Hope Station, and extends directly east for 1,000 feet 
and south for 2,000 feet. The last portion of the field 
work is shown on Section Dd 22, which lies on the 
boundary line between Boston and Hyde Park, only a 
small portion of the section falling within the limits of 
Boston. 

In Y 36 and Y 37, the territory treated comprised 
principally two large estates, viz.: that of Andrew J. 
Peters, containing about 24 acres, and the William 
Minot estate, containing about 32 acres, only portions 
of which, however, are considered under the present 
filings ; the remainder of the territory shown in these 
two sections is made up of estates held by the President 
and Fellows of Harvard College, the Boston and Provi- 
dence Railroad Corporation, and a few holders of small 
parcels. 

A 40-foot street (Patten street) departs from Hyde 
Park avenue at a point nearly opposite the northerly 
end of the old Catholic Cemetery ; this street continues 
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parallel with and 225 feet from Walk Hill street, south- 
easterly, crossing Bourne street to Street No. 1411. 

An extension of Wachusett street is shown to con- 
tinue into this section for about 400 or 500 feet, after 
which it assumes a position somewhat parallel with and 
175 or 200 feet from Hyde Park avenue, and continues 
far beyond the limits of this section. From this exten- 
sion of Wachusett street departs Rodman street at a 
width of 40 feet, which, following the contours of the 
land, enters Patten street at a point about 300 feet 
northwest of Bourne street. From near the junction 
of Patten street and Rodman street another street 
(Nathan street) leaves Patten street to run southwest- 
erly to connect with Eldridge road. 

Eldridge road lies, so far as this section is contarnnes 
upon its southerly border, and extends from the point 
where Nathan street joins it at a width of 50 feet to 
Hyde Park avenue, entering it at right angles, crossing 
same and continuing to the location line of the Provi- 
dence Division of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. It is not intended to provide for a 
crossing of the railroad at this point, but the street is 
projected from the other side of the railroad at the 
same width and in the same line; the filing of the 
initial portion of the street is here shown. 

From Eldridge road to Street No. 1406 is projected a 
40-foot street (No. 1491), designed to follow along the 
Providence Division of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. 

More than one-half of Section Y 387 consists of a 
portion of the grounds of Forest Hills Cemetery. Treat- 
ment here is of course prohibited. 

About two-thirds of the territory in Y 43 is cemetery 
grounds. On the estate lying opposite the cemetery on 
the southwest of Walk Hill street, about midway 
between Bourne street and Canterbury street, three 40- 
foot streets, No. 1414, No. 1472 and No. 1471, distant 
apart about 200 feet, are projected to run southwesterly 
to connect with Eldridge road. 

In Y 65 the portion immediately adjacent to Hyde 
Park avenue had previously been partially privately 
developed by the introduction of two streets, Jewett 
street and Folsom street, the division of the land into 
lots, with the result of its being partly built upon ; it 
was therefore deemed advisable to embrace them in 
whatever system was adopted for development here. 
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Jewett street leaves Neponset avenue at a width of 30 
feet, extends southerly, makes quite a sharp bend, 
assumes another direction and connects with Mt. 
Hope street at its junction with Folsom street. This 
latter portion (from the bend to Mt. Hope street) 
being projected only at a width of 25 feet, it was 
thought desirable to provide for it a widening to 40 
feet, from Mt. Hope street as far as the bend; from 
this point a 40-foot street, No. 1477, was projected to 
run in an easterly direction at nearly right angles, to 
the portion of Jewett street shown as 30 feet wide. 
This street continues in this direction for about 300 feet, 
when it bends and runs southeasterly so as to enter 
Brook street at right angles. 

Parallel to the portion erected at right angles from 
Brook street, and 200 feet from it, is located another 40- 
foot street (No. 1977), designed ‘to also connect Brook 
street with Jewett street. 

From the northerly side of Neponset avenue, opposite 
Jewett street, a 40-foot street (No. 1481) is introduced 
to connect with Florencé street ; from 150 to 200 feet 
northeasterly from this street is ‘another 40-foot street 
(No. 1479), which runs from Neponset avenue to 
Florence street, in a manner somewhat parallel with 
Street No. 1481. From Neponset avenue, opposite this 
street (No. 1479), Street No. 1974 is projected at a width 
of 40 feet to connect with Street No. 1477, at the bend 
in same. Parallel with this latter street, and 200 feet 
from it, is located Street No. 1976, from Neponset avenue 
southeasterly to Street No. 1477. 

In Y 76 two 40-foot streets, No. 1978 and No. 1979, 200 
feet apart, are located 200 feet from Mt. Hope street, 
connecting Hyde Park avenue with Canterbury street. 
Bradstreet avenue, at present a narrow 15-foot way, 
departing from Mt. Hope street, nearly opposite 
Brook street, is shown widened to 40 feet, and extended 
across Streets No. 1978 and No. 1979 at right angles; 
at a point about 75 feet south of Street No. 1979 a 
curve is introduced, changing the direction of the street 
and continuing it across the end of Wiedeman street, 
meeting and merging into an extension of Hammatt 
road. 

Mt. Hope street is shown widened to 50 feet. 
Bourne street is widened to 40 feet for its entire length. 

It is proposed to widen Hyde Park avenue to 80 feet, 
and the sections which have been prepared for filing, as

well as those filed, so show it. The widening is made 
from either side. 

Upon Y 36 it is made entirely from the westerly or 
railroad side. In Y 65 it is principally from the same 
side; as it approaches Mt. Hope street, however, it 
begins to change over to the easterly side, and from 
thence on through Y 76 it is made entirely for the 
easterly side. 

Walk Hill street is shown widened to 80 feet, the 
widenings being made from either side. 

Of Dd 22, as before stated, but a small proportion of 
its territory lies within the limits of the city. The 
streets shown are Randolph road, formerly known as 
Bird lane, previously a narrow way, now under the 
influence of private enterprise, shows, widened to 40 
feet, the same influence being responsible for the exist- 
ence of two other 40-foot streets, which intersect 
Randolph road and extend southwesterly to the 
boundary line between Boston and Hyde Park. 

The work here consists entirely in the definition of 
the lines of the streets and the revision and perfection 
of the grades from them. No new streets were deemed 
necessary for further development.

The sectional plans completed and filed show the 
visible result of the work done during the year in this 
territory, though it by no means represents the entire 
work, which consisted of a very large amount of field 
work and lengthy computations in the preparation of 
these and a number of other sections not yet filed. 

The sections filed are detached portions of a territory 
lying partly in Roxbury and partly in West Roxbury, 
and can be approximately described as follows : 

S 19 hes upon the southerly slope of Parker hill, 
near its middle, and extending from. Fisher avenue to 
and across Heath street, which bisects this section from 
west to east as far as Minden street, and extending 
practically 500 feet east and west on either side of Day 
street. 

The projection for development on this section con- 
sists of an extension of Wensley street (No. 1251) ata 
width of 40 feet, from Bucknam street westerly for 
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about 500 feet to Street No. 1854, which extends across 
the block from Fisher avenue to Lawn street, providing 
for the future needs of the territory north of Heath 
street. 

South of Heath street is shown a street (No. 1095), 
a practical extension of Minden street, connecting with 
the portion previously filed in S$ 18. From this street 
(No. 1095) are projected two 40-foot streets running 
northwesterly to connect with Heath street, the first 
(No. 1349) being 200 feet from Day street, and the 
second (No. 1348) about 150 feet from and parallel 
with it. 

A widening of Day street to 50 feet is provided in 
this section, the takings being made from its north- 
westerly side. Heath street it is proposed to widen to 
70. feet for its entire length, the widening being made 
from either side. 

This section, S 38, whose northernmost boundary rests 
at the junction of Day street and Centre street, and 
near the point where crosses the old boundary line 
between Roxbury and West Roxbury ; from thence the 
section extends southwesterly for about 1,000 feet, 
Centre street bisecting it equally in about this direction. 
The new work suggested for this territory is somewhat 
limited, as it is largely built upon, and where not its 
ruggedness is rather- a prohibitory element for free 
treatment. | 

A 30-foot street (No. 2004) provides for the develop- 
ment of a portion of the vacant land lying on the 
northeast side of Paul Gore street. Ata point about 
150 feet from Centre street the street leaves Paul Gore 
street and runs northeasterly about 120 feet; thence 
turning at right angles and running southeasterly 
about 260 feet; thence turning at right angles and run- 
ning southwesterly to Paul Gore street again. 

Centre street is shown widened to 80 feet for its 
entire length. 

This section, 5 56, lies upon the easterly bank of 
Jamaica pond and is 1,000 feet square, its central point 
being about opposite the foot of Pond street. A pri- 
vate way, known as Lakeville place, lies at its north- 
easterly extremity, while its southernmost point lies 
just beyond Burroughs street. 

One-third of this section is embraced by Jamaica 
pond, the major part of it being within the limits of 
the pond itself. The development shown is a widening 
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of Lakeville place on its southwesterly side and an 
extension upon these lines to the Jamaicaway, affording 
a thoroughfare from Centre street to Jamaica park. 

From the point where Lakeville place turns at right 
angles a 40-foot street is projected on the portion run- 
ning northeast and southwest, to connect with the 
street (No. 1346) filed on previous sections, and which 
continues northwesterly across Lochstead avenue 
through the centre of the old Curtis estate to Perkins 
street, thus forming a fine intermediate street for 
future development of this fine tract of land between 
Centre street and Jamaicaway. 

From Myrtle street, about 200 feet from the angle in 
Myrtle street, a 40-foot street is projected, which runs 
northeasterly, parallel with the portion of Myrtle street, 
which is at right angles to Pond street. By subsequent 
filings this street will be continued to Pond street. 
From Myrtle street, at a point about half-way between 
Pond street and the point where it makes a right angle, 
another 40-foot street (No. 1512), which first takes a 
southerly direction, then a southwesterly one substan- 
tially parallel with old Pond street and the Jamaicaway 
to Burroughs street, providing for a development for 
the rear of the deep estates fronting on the park, 
between Pond street and Burroughs street. It is de- 
signed to make Centre street 80 feet wide for its entire 
length, as shown on sections filed. 

Two hearings were held during the year under 
authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898, on March 1, 1901, and on August 16, 1901. 
The hearing held on March 1 was on territory shown on 
S 24 and § 37, and was in relation to a relocation and 
rearrangement of Street No. 1765 from a substantially 
elliptical form to one having two branches similar in 
form to a tuning-fork. 

HAS plans showing these changes have not yet been 
filed. 

The hearing held on August 16 was on territory 
shown on Section § 28, and was in relation to a reduc- 
tion of the width of the lines of the ways formerly 
known as Hyde street and Priesing terrace to 35 feet, 
making Bynner street extend from Jamaicaway to 
Creighton street. 

The changes were made in accordance with the peti- 
tion and shown in green on this plan, and filed October 
22, 1901.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — I herewith transmit the annual report of the trans- 
actions of the Treasury Department, which includes the re- 
ceipts and payments of the City of Boston and of the County 
of Suffolk for the financial year, beginning February 1, 1901, 
and terminating January 31, 1902. 

I append a statement of the debt of the City of Boston, 
and of the County of Suffolk, and of the Trust Funds in the 
custody of the Treasurer. 

I wish to take advantage of this opportunity to record 
my testimony as to the results attained in this department 
through the long and faithful service of my predecessor, the 
late Alfred T. ‘Turner, who died May 30, 1901. 

I doubt if many of our citizens realize the magnitude of 
the transactions of the department, and the care required in 
devising machinery for their proper conduct. As will be

seen by reference to the figures in the body of this report, 
the grand total of the receipts and expenditures reaches the 
sum of more than one hundred millions of dollars in a single 
year. Of this sum considerably more than a million dollars 
is paid out every month in the year in actual cash. The 
number of separate cash payments each month is over forty 
thousand. | 

It is due to Mr. Turner’s careful and painstaking efforts 
that this department has been so honestly and efficiently or- 
ganized that for many years these immense sums of money 
have been paid out and received without serious error or loss. 

While this department has been exempt from the opera- 
tion of the Civil Service Laws of the Commonwealth, the 
merit system, both in the matter of appointments and of 
promotions,.has been strictly observed. ‘The result of this 
has been a highly efficient, honest and satisfactory office 
force, which I believe cannot be excelled in any private or 
corporate organization in the city. ‘This record is one in 
which our citizens may take a just pride, and stands as a 
monument to the worth of a faithful public servant.

By the will of ARCHIBALD BABCOCK, who died August 10, 1862, the 
sum of $3,000 was bequeathed to the City of Charlestown, and accepted 
by the City Council of that city, November, 1862, upon the conditions 
and for the purposes expressed by him in his last will and testament:

The abatements allowed on account of 1901 assessments, amounting to $23,113.73 
were due to changes in occupancy of premises, changes in ownership, vacancies, 
errors in valuations and assessments, inaccuracy of meters as proved by tests, under- 
ground leaks for which the owner could not be held entirely responsible, and for 
other reasons, which, in the judgment of the General Superintendent, entitled the 
water-taker to consideration. 

The abatements on account of 1896, 1898, 1899, and 1900, were due to bills uncol- 
lectible, changes of ownership, failures, shut-off for non-payment, cleaning up old 
accounts.

Main pipes, in danger of collapse through the operations of 
various contractors and corporations, were watched night and 
day with an attendant expense to the department of $1,300. 

The pipes in the harbor were watched and cared for, and where 
necessary protected from the incursions of tide-water. 

Test holes were dug along the line of the 40-inch main in 
Brookline avenue, also in Causeway street, to enable the Engi- 
neering Department to determine the condition of the pipes. 

The cost of making various repairs in main pipes as scheduled 
in, the foregoing statement varied in amount from $1.11 to 
$1,503.91. The most costly breaks were those in Warren street 
Brookline ($1,503.91), Dewey square ($917.99) and Dean road, 
Brookline ($692.13). 

The work of replacing an 8-inch sleeve on the 8-inch main in 
Shirley gut was a particularly difficult and expensive job, owing 
to the extraordinary conditions under which it was done. ‘The 
total cost of the job was $1,744.98. 

Inspectors were constantly employed looking after the interests 
of the Water Department where corporations and contractors 
were at work. Conduits and other underground fixtures are 
almost continually being laid in the already overcrowded streets 
of the city, and it is always a great temptation to those in charge 
of this work to either lay their conduit over our main or else so 
near to it as to make it impossible to reach it to‘make repairs 
when necessary. ‘This is a serious matter, and nothing short of 
eternal vigilance on our part serves to protect us. 

An item of ever increasing proportions is that of ‘‘* Service 
Pipes moved from way of various corporations,” chief of which 
is the Sewer Division of the Street Department, which is establish- 
ing a new system of high level surface drainage in several sec- 
tions of the city. The masonry work of this drainage system 
seems to comein contact with our service pipes quite frequently, 
and it is necessary to either raise or lower them so as to avoid pass- 
ing through the sewer. It is more often the case that they are 
raised and in some cases this brings the pipes so near to the sur- 
face of the street that it is necessary to insulate them as a pro- 
tection against frost. - All this means additional expense and the 
consumption of time that could be used to advantage otherwise. 

The same’ conditions as mentioned in the preceding paragraph 
apply to our main pipes and hydrants as well.

The labor in doing the same amounted to $895. 

Made 230 repairs on tools. Aggregate cost of same, $1,630.24. 

Performed 144 odd jobs, improving condition of shops. Aggregate 
cost, $880.60.

Water Commissioner : 


Sir, — I herewith submit the following report for the past 
year of the work done and the records kept: 

During the year 18.9 miles of main pipe have been laid 
and 12.7 miles abandoned, making a total length in the 
system of 719.6 miles. The following is some of the most 
important work done: 

The 30-inch H. 8S. main in Washington street, Dorchester, 
was extended from Talbot avenue to Walton street, a distance 
of 792 feet. 

A 30-inch L. S$. main and a 16-inch H. 8. main were laid 
in Bowdoin street, from Beacon street to Ashburton place, 
after the grade of Bowdoin street had been lowered, on - 
account of the construction of the State House park. 

The 24-inch H. 5. main in Columbia road was connected 
between Ceylon and Quincy streets, greatly reénforcing the 
water supply in the H. 8. districts of the northerly portion of 
Dorchester and of South Boston. 

Two 20-inch L. S. pipes were laid in Southampton street 
over the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R.; to be connected at a later 
date with the 30-inch main, when it is raised in the new 
street. 

Sixteen-inch mains were laid in Causeway, Lowell, Willard, 
Spring and Allen streets, from Prince street to Charles street, 
and in Staniford street, from Causeway street to Cambridge 
street, a total distance of 5,110 feet, connections being made 
with the 30-inch L. 8. main, in Causeway street at Haverhill 
street and at Cambridge street; the pipes relaid were old, 
and in addition to being too small for present needs, were, in 
many cases, dangerously weak. 

A 16-inch H. 8. main was laid in Blue Hill avenue, Rox- 
bury, replacing an 8-inch main from Maywood street to 
Holborn street, a distance of 889 feet. 

A 16-inch L. S. main was laid in Mason street, Charles- 
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town, from Front street to Bow street, replacing a 4-inch 
main. 

A 16-inch L. S. main, replacing a 6-inch main, was laid in 
Miller street, Charlestown, from Rutherford avenue to Main - 
street, a distance of 675 feet. 

A 16-inch main was laid .in Columbia road, South Boston, 
between G street and Q street, a distance of 2,288 feet. 

The 16-inch main in Blue Hill avenue, Dorchester, was 
extended from Walk Hill street to Collins street, a distance 
of 1,188 feet. 

A large part of the work done during the year has been 
the replacing of old mains with sizes that are adequate for 
present and estimated future needs; this policy has been 
consistently carried on for several years past, and the result 
has been a great improvement in the fire protection of the 
city. 

The only supply of South Boston, east of Fort Point chan- 
nel and north of West First street, is from the low service, 
through a single 30-inch main in D street; this main should 
be extended across Fort Point channel at Congress street or 
Northern avenue to afford a second main supply pipe in case 
of emergency. 

The high service should also be carried from the city 
proper into this territory, to supply adequate fire pipe and 
sprinkler service. ‘The main for this purpose would cross 
Fort Point channel in the same location as the 30-inch low 
service, and would ultimately connect with the existing high 
service in the older portion of South Boston. The assessed 
valuation of buildings in this part of South Boston is $3,712,- 
500, an increase of $2,088,100 in the past ten years. 

I recommend that the present siphons under Fort Point 
channel at Dover street be widened to sixty feet at an early 
date.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLIns, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, —I herewith submit the annual report, showing the 
appropriation, expenditure, also work performed by the Wire 
Department, from February 1, 1901, to February 1, 1902. 

This department was created by an Act of the Legislature, 
chapter 454, Acts of 1894. This Act, with acts in addition 
and amendments thereto, namely, chapter 228, Acts of 1895, 
chapters 249 and 268 of the Acts of 1898, gives the Com- 
missioner of Wires full powers relating to overhead, under- 
ground and interior wires. 

Chapter 454 of the Acts of 1894 gave the Commissioner 
mandatory powers to order underground overhead wires in 
the district bounded as follows: Southerly by Dover street, 
northerly by Charles river, easterly by Boston harbor and 
Fort Point channel. It also gave full supervision of all 
electric wires in this city The underground work in the 
above described district has been completed. 

Chapter 228 of the Acts of 1895 refers to the proper in- 
sulation of poles and posts used for the transmission of 
electricity, and the Commissioner has full powers relating to 
same. 
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Chapter 249 of the Acts of 1898 gives the Commissioner 
mandatory powers to prescribe two miles of streets in the 
city each year for ten years in which the overhead wires 
shall be placed underground, so that by the year 1910 
twenty miles of streets will have been cleared of overhead 
wires in addition to the streets cleared by chapter 454, Acts 
of 1894. The prescribed streets for 1902 are as follows : 

That portion of Washington street from the southerly 
side of Northampton street to the northerly side of Dudley 
street, distance 8,255 feet; that portion of Tremont street 
beginning at the southerly side of Dover street and extending 
to the southerly side of Cottage place, distance 7,351 feet —a 
total distance of ten thousand six hundred and six (10,606) 
feet; exceeding the amount (2 miles) prescribed in chapter 
249, Acts of 1898, by forty-six (46) feet. 

This district has been advertised according to law. 

Chapter 268 of the Acts of 1898 defines the powers of the 
Commissioner relating to interior wiring. Acting under 
authority given in this chapter, all electrical companies and 
contractors doing business in this city were notified that on 
and after August 1, 1901, the provisions of this chapter 
would be strictly enforced. The companies furnishing cur- 
rent for heht, heat and power purposes were notified not to 
turn the electric current on to wiring which had been in- 
stalled until they had received a permit from the Commis- 
sioner so to do, showing that said wiring had been inspected 
and approved. By the strict enforcement of this chapter 
the public have been greatly benefited, not having current 
turned on to defective wiring, and atthe same time no one 
has suffered a hardship on account of the action of the 
department. 

The Laboratory has been installed and has proven its use- 
fulness In many ways. 

Electrical devices which might, on their face showing, have 
been accepted, have been tested and rejected. Without 
the laboratory these results could not have been attained. 
Samples of electrical goods and appliances have been sent 
from other cities for test, to determine whether or not they 
would meet with the requirements of this department for 
use in this city. 

The Telephone Exchange installed in the office has proven 
its worth and saved its cost many times in aiding the quick 
dispatch of business of the department. 

The removal of the office from the Old Court-house has 
proven a great benefit to the department in the conduct of its 
business, and I believe meets with general approval.

~ year bave shown their value many times, and have saved the 
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The rules and requirements which have been issued this 


public and employees of the department time and trouble, be- 
sides obviating many complications which existed previous 
to the issuance of same. 

This year the consoldation of the Edison Electric Illumi- 
nating Company, Boston Electric Light Company and Subur- 
ban Light and Power Company has taken place. This should 
result in there being a less number of poles, also overhead 
wires, inthe streets of the city, and it may prove a benefit 
to the taxpayers and the public on account of not having 
the surface of the streets disturbed so frequently. Another 
advantage of the consolidation of these companies is the op- 
portunities of simplifying the various distribution systems 
used by the three companies. With this end in view it has 
been decided to discontinue the series are lighting, the single 
phase electric lighting and the five hundred volt motor circuits 
north of Dover street, connecting all business in that district 
to the Edison underground system. It will probably be nec- 
essary to distribute this work over a number of years, but a 
substantial start has already been made, as twenty-five thou- 
sand incandescent lamps have been transferred, and five 
hundred series arc lamps have been discontinued, low 
potential arc lamps feeding from the Edison system replac- 
ing same. 

It is also proposed to gradually discontinue the commercial. 
series are lighting and the five hundred volt motor circuits 
south of Dover street, including all the outlying district, it 
being the intention to use alternating currents for both power 
and lighting purposes. 

The previous plan of supplying five hundred volt current 
for power necessitated duplicate wiring on all poles and in 
many instances duplicate wiring in buildings. In order to 
avoid this, what is known as the three-phase system of distri- 
bution is to be employed. ‘This necessitates three wires in- 
stead of two, and means the introduction of alternating motors 


in place of direct current. This will be a distinct advantage 


to the consumer as well as to the company, owing to the 
much greater simplicity of the alternating motor, and also to 
the fact that it enables current to be distributed at a more 
even pressure, and thus gives better service. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company started their ele- 
vated system this year, using the third-rail system. 

The work of the department has increased largely over the 
previous year. Details of same will be found under their 
respective division headings. 
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The employees of the department have be »f{ 1 in thei. 
duties, thereby helping to increase the efficic. .y —ereof. 

The use of electricity for ight, heat and powe  irposes 4 
has greatly increased in this city. The loss of pr *ty. due 
to electrical causes, has been very small. No fires m puiid- 
ings have been traced to this source during the past year 
where the electrical installation has been inspected and ap- 
proved by this department, thereby showing that the super- 
vision of same has been thoroughly performed. 

With the above record, this department may be ‘properly 
considered an important branch of the municipal service.

lie streets from which poles and overhead wires were 
ordered to be removed during the year 1901 were Northamp- 
ton street, beginning at easterly side of Shawmut avenue 
and extending to Columbus avenue, a distance of 1,511 feet; 
Columbus avenue, from south side of Northampton street to 
Massachusetts avenue, a distance of 276 feet; Massachusetts 
avenue, from easterly side of Columbus avenue to Beacon 
street, a distance of 4,387 feet; and Washington street, from 
south side of Dover street to Northampton street, a distance 
of 4,259 feet — making a total distance of 10,433 feet, being 
127 feet short of the amount (two miles) prescribed by 
chapter 249, Acts of 1898. 

On these streets were a large number of wires owned by 
the Fire-alarm Branch (B. F. D.), Police Signal Service 
(B. P.D.), Boston Electric Light Company, Suburban Light 
and Power Company, Postal Telegraph Cable Company, New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company, and Western 
Union Telegraph Company, beside a number of private wires, 
which have all been removed, and in most cases placed under- 
ground. 

On all of the streets named are surface cars, and on one 
street (Washington street) are both surface and elevated 
tracks, and by the removal of these overhead wires on the 
streets named a source of danger has been removed, as in 
case of wires and poles breaking and falling on the trolley 
wires or elevated structure (which is very lable to occur in 
the event of sleet, wind or snow storms ) serious results 
would be apt to follow. 

On account of the underground service of the different 
companies many wires have been removed from streets which 
were not in the prescribed district, there being no further use 
for them after underground connections were completed. 

Whenever any company desires to select pole locations on 
a public street or avenue a call is made on this department 
for a representative to accompany their employees, and 
together the site is agreed upon before any action is taken by 
the Board of Aldermen. This arrangement, which is strictly 
adhered to, has proven to be beneficial, as the interest of all 
concerned is carefully considered. The total number of 
inspections of this kind for the year was 1,375. 

The companies are painting or repainting their poles, and 
had made fair progress up to the stormy season, which will 
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hold them back somewhat; but what bas been a 
much improved the looks of the poles, waich ai 
at best, on our streets. While poles are being reniover 
certain districts of the city, the number of poles is in 
ing, owing to the extension of the systems requiring sa.neé 
the suburban districts. This is unavoidable until the under- 
eround system is complete throughout the city, or some other 
means devised. 

Most of .the larger poles which have been set or removed 
during the past few years have been handled by means of a 
derrick, mounted on a platform wagon, with horses for motive 
power. This method is safer, and at the same time more 
economical, than the old way of handling them with pike 
poles. 

All new poles are required to be stepped before arms and 
wires are attached, thus avoiding cutting the poles with 
spurs. 

Many of the old poles have recently been stepped, and 
this character of work is progressing in a satisfactory 
manner. 

High and low potential wires next to pole are required to 
be not less than thirty (380) inches apart, to enable linemen 
to pass without coming in contact with the wires. This re- 
quirement is being closely followed on new work, and many 
changes are made in old work to conform to same. 

In the streets in which the structure of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company has been erected the iron poles 
have been removed, and the feeders and trolley wires for the 
surface cars have been attached to the elevated structure. 

A pole survey has been made to determine the number of 
poles erected in the city, and to determine the exact location 
of each pole. This is now complete, and the total number 
of poles standing in the streets, exclusive of the iron poles of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company used for the support 
of trolley and feeder wires, is fourteen thousand and nine- 
teen (14,019). The locations of these poles have been care- 
fully noted, and a record of same kept on books and atlases 
provided for that purpose; removals, changes, renewals, etc., 
which are of daily occurrence, are carefully watched and 
noted on books and atlases, so that at a glance the location, 
owner, and condition of the poles can be determined. 

All the old iron posts used to support street are lights. 
have been removed, and the approved wooden pattern substi- 
tuted, except in Charlestown, where a few, known as the 
‘¢‘ Buckner” post, still remain. These are to be removed at 
an early date.

117 ver of poles set during the year, exclusive of Boston 
_‘levated Railway Company poles, is eleven hundred and forty- 
eight (1,148), all of which have received attention to deter- 
mine whether the construction conformed to the require- 
ments of this department. 

As in past years, it has been found that wires have been 
abandoned, and all evidence that would indicate the owner- 
ship removed ; such wires have been removed by this depart- 
ment. This class of wire is more dangerous than working 
wires, as there is no one responsible for their condition, and 
they are frequently found in contact with other wires, and 
low or laying on roofs, etc. Most wire of this kind has been 
found outside of the underground districts, and is of very 
little value. 

This department has received the cordial support of the 
management of all interested companies in carrying out the 
rules and requirements which have so far proven to be a bene- 
fit to all, and the improved condition of overhead construction 
is found largely due to the enforcement of these rules. 

The division of the city into districts, and an inspector 
assigned to each district, has proven to be a step in the right 
direction, the inspector covering the ground in his district 
as often as possible, thus keeping himself not only familiar 
with the new work, changes and repairs which may occur in 
his district from day to day, but also giving the old work 
that supervision which it so urgently requires. 

Perhaps the good effect of the above division of the city 
into districts can best be shown by the following comparison : 

In the year 1900, previous to this change, as seen by last 
year’s report, we sent out twenty-one hundred and forty-seven 
(2,147) defect notices, which covered five thousand and forty- 
one (5,041) defects: while this year (1901) we have sent out 
forty-four hundred and nine (4,409) defect notices, covering 
eleven thousand two hundred and fifteen (11,215) defects. 

Plans are on file in this office showing proposed and actual 
pole locations, also locations of underground conduit con- 
struction, photographs of overhead, interior and under- 
ground construction, fires, accidents, ete.

UNDERGROUND WORK. 


The underground work performed during the past year 
compares very favorably with that of previous years, though

duct from that laid the previous year, although 1 t.e var’ 
part of the year they obtained permits for enough worl 
more than equal that performed in any previous year. 

The number of inspections and electrical approvals ex- 
ceed last year’s figures. 

The district for the year nineteen hundred and one com- 
prised about ten thousand four hundred thirty-three (10,483) 
feet, or less than two miles, of street surface to be cleared of 
poles and wires. This distance is only about 13 per cent. 
of the total amount of conduit laid during the year. 

The above will give an idea of the amount of underground 
work the different companies have performed, aside from that 
ordered by law, showing that they favor the underground 
system. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company has installed con- 
duits leading out from its Charlestown power station, via 
Hamblen, Dorrance and Alford streets, and Arlington avenue, 
which will enable it to remove the heavy lines of feeders and 
returns in these streets, and in and about the Sullivan Square 
Terminal Station. 

Attention is called to this system of conduits, as it will 
illustrate the lesson which experience has taught of the need 
and desirability of separating conduits and feeder systems 
into smaller units to secure greater safety and reliability in 
the operation of the company’s service. 

Outside of the basement of the station are constructed 
three distinct manholes, separated from each other by a 
twelve-inch brick wall. From these manholes three distinct 
conduits lead out, being separated from each other by a con- 
crete wall varying from three to twelve inches in thickness. 
The conduits are carried along in this manner through Ham- 
blen street and Arlington avenue to Dorrance street, each one 
having its separate system of manholes. One conduit garries 
feeder wires furnishing power for the Everett and Malden 
sections, another supphes power for the Medford and Somer- 
ville sections, and the third carries the feeder wires for the 
“I,” system. At the junction of Arlington avenue and 
Dorrance street the Everett and Malden conduit leads off 
alone, while the other two conduits proceed as separate sys- 
tems through Dorrance street to Main street. 

By above method of construction the feeder wire systems 
are kept separate and isolated from each other from the 
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TREMONT STREET, SOUTH FROM LENOX STREET

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4g districts into which they feed, and, if 
| irnouts occur on one system of feeders, other sec- 
ms will not be affected, as is often the case when all the 
eders are carried in one conduit. 

To secure greater safety for the large feeders which sup- 
ly the « L” system, the “ L” conduits were constructed of 
extra heavy vitrified clay pipes, which, when laid side by 
side, give a wall between the two ducts of over two inches 
in thickness. 

These conduits, which were constructed voluntarily by the 
railway company, and outside the prescribed district for 
1901, include seventy-six thousand ninety-one (76,091) feet 
of duct and thirty-two (82) manholes. 

The company will be enabled to remove, approximately, 
fifty-one thousand eight hundred ten (51,810) feet of over- 
head wires from the streets.

In that portion. of the city north of Dover street, or the 
original underground district, sixty-four (64) different streets 
have been opened during the year by the different companies for 
the purpose of building new conduits or enlarging their old-ones, 
as owing to the increase in business it has been found neces- 
sary in a number of cases to enlarge the old conduits.

addition to the-natiratl increase in the work of this di- 
V ol due to the constantly increasing use of electricity for 
light, eat and power purposes, the consolidation of the Edison 
Electric [luminating Company, Boston Electric Light Company 
1d Suburban Light and Power Company, which occurred during 
_the year, has caused a large amount of extra work, as, since the 
consolidation, hundreds of installations have been transferred 
from the system from which they had been feeding to one of the 
other systems from which it was considered more advisable to 
have them feed, necessitating many changes and a large amount 
of work in connection with the installations before the transfers 
from one system to the other could be made. 

‘Owing to the limited force of inspectors in the Interior Di- 
vision and the excessive amount of work which they had to attend 
to, section 1, chapter 268, of the Acts of 1898, which reads as 
follows — 


Every corporation or person proposing to place wires designed to 
carry a current of electricity within a building shall give notice 
thereof to the Commissioner of Wires of said city before commenc- 
ing the work; and shall not turn the current on to wires that are to 
be used for electric lighting, heating or power until permission to 
do so has been given by said Commissioner -— 


had not been enforced. 

Believing that the time had arrived when it was advisable and 
practicable to enforce this provision of the law, the enforcing of 
same being made possible by the addition of five deputy in- 
spectors to the existing force of the division, I caused to be 
issued and sent to the proper parties circulars which read as 
follows : 

Boston, July 11, 1901. 

GENTLEMEN,—TI hereby request that on and after August 1, 
1901, you turn no current on interior wiring intended for electric 
lighting, heating or power purposes, until permission to do so is 
given by the Commissioner of Wires, as provided for in chapter 
268 of the Acts of 1898. 

Permit to turn current on may be obtained within twenty-four 
hours after notice of completion of work and application for permis- 
sion to turn current on same has been received, provided work is 
found to be satisfactory.

The results following this action have been very gratifying, 
and it is no more than just to say that to a considerable extent 
its immediate success was due to the prompt and hearty co- 
operation of the various corporations supplying electricity for 
light, heat and power purposes in this city. 

One of the immediate results of the enforcement of the law 
was the repression of the practice, followed by a certain class of 
contractors, of installing work without sending notification of 
same as required by law. It had been the practice of these par- 
ties to intentionally fail to send notifications of some of their 
work, that is such cases as they thought not likely to come to our 
attention, and, upon the turning on of current by the electric 
lighting company, they would collect their bill; the person for 
whom the work was done, being unfamiliar with the requirements 
for the safe installation of electric wiring and apparatus, natu- 
rally considering that when installation was put into operation it 
must be all right. The company supplying current would be in- 
nocent in the matter, as they make no inspections, and, providing 
they were not notified to the contrary, would assume that work 
had been inspected and found satisfactory. 

A contractor can at present install electric work and fail to 
notify of same, but when it is desired to put the work into service 
the company requested to supply current will refuse to turn it on 
until they receive a permit to do so. This condition of affairs 
makes it necessary for the contractor, in self-interest, to send 
proper notification, and to do work in a manner that will pass 
inspection. 

As much attention has been given to the inspection of old wiring 
installed previous to the organization of the Wire Department, 
and to the reinspection of work installed since that time, as has 
been practicable without neglecting the inspection of new electri- 
cal construction. 

As has been the custom in the past, wiring and electrical appa- 
ratus of our theatres, halls and other places where a serious fire 
might mean a loss of human life as well as destruction of prop- 
erty, has been given special attention. Weekly inspections have 
been made at the theatres of wiring and electrical apparatus 
forming a part of the equipment of the various theatrical compa- 
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th ile ] engag#fments in, this city. In many instances 
of this @§,.are Was 19 ad to be in absolutely dangerous 
mn, and its use was hou permitted until such changes were 
‘Ss would alow1is use without danger. 

‘res pid accidents reported as having been due to electrical 
veceived prompt attention both day and night, and fires 
“which two or more alarms were given have been attended by 
members of the department, who rendered such assistance to the 
Fire Department as the circumstances required, and also took 
note of such electrical matters as might be of interest to the Wire 
Department. 

Care has been exercised that underground services for buildings 
enter in safe and proper locations, and with that object in view 
an inspector has examined proposed locations, and if those selected 
by representatives of the company installing service were not 

satisfactory, other locations were mutually agreed upon by the in- 
spector and the company’s representatives. 

During the year there has been no fire caused by wiring ap- 
proved by this division. 

There has been twenty-seven accidents to persons, six of which 
resulted fatally. Three of the victims of the fatal accidents 
were killed while at work on live wires of the companies by 
whom they were employed. ‘The other three fatal accidents oc- 
curred to employees of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
who came in contact with the live third rail of system. Of the 
victims of the remaining accidents, twenty-one in number, six- 
teen were employees of the companies upon whose systems they 
were at work at the time accidents occurred ; two occurred to boys 
who climbed poles and came in contact with high potential wires ; 
one occurred to a carpenter, who caused a short circuit by per- 
mitting a steel square which he was using to come in contact 
with terminals of cutouts on a five hundred volt circuit; one was 
caused by a brakeman, who was standing on top of a moving 
freight car, coming in contact with a street railway trolly wire; 
and one was burns sustained by a person while in the act of 
extinguishing burning clothing of one of the victims of an elec- 
trical accident. 

During the year heavy currents of electricity have entered four 
buildings over service gas pipes, causing slight fires in two build- 
ings, and in the other two buildings melting some holes in pipes. 
Source of current was in every case underground street mains in 
which burnouts were in progress at time current entered buildings. 

Fires which have occurred during the year, known to be due to 
electricity, have been mainly insignificant in character. There 
were, however, two fires the combined insurance loss of which 
was three thousand five dollars and eighty-seven cents ($3,005.87). 

During the year many tests have been made in the department 
laboratory of appliances designed for use in connection with the 
distribution of electric energy. Some of these appliances were

FIRE AND MISCELLANEOUS TROUBLES DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


February 12,1901. AboutS A.M. No. 93 Oliver street. Slight 
fire, for which members of Ladder 8 were called on a still alarm. 
It was caused by the grounding on gas pipe, above insulating joint, 
of current from wires of a two-light ceiling fixture, due to the joint 
between fixture and circuit wires being improperly taped and pushed 
up on pipe side of insulating joint. Damage confined to fixture and 
charring of, laths and floor timbers in the immediate vicinity of 
where fixture was attached to pipe system of building. 

February 13. At 5.49 P.M. Nos.65 and 69Summer street. Box 
52. Fire in basement where high potential arc wires passed up 
through show window. Probable cause was the grounding of cur- 
rent from this circuit as a result of insulation of wires being injured 
by water leaking from a water conductor a few inches from wires. 

February 23. At 4.31 P.M. Nos. 31-33 North street. Box 11. 
A burnout occurred in service box of underground service of the 
Edison Electric Uluminating Company in basement of Nos. 31-33 
North street. Damage was confined to service and charring of wood 
and floor beams, etc., in the immediate vicinity of same. 

February 25. At1.50 A.M. No. 541 Tremont street. New Eng- 
land Electric Vehicle Transportation Company. Fire occurred in a 
shed rear of main building, in which shed were installed resistance 
coils, switches, etc., used in connection with charging batteries of 
automobiles. Fire was caused by an improperly installed resistance 
coil becoming overheated and igniting wood partitions upon which it 
was installed. A hole several feet in area was burned through two 
seven-eighths (4) inch wood partitions. No other damage except that 
to apparatus. 

March 2. At10.830 P.M. Bedford street, opposite Columbia street. 
Explosion of illuminating gas in a manhole of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company; manhole cover blown off and broken into 
three or four pieces. 

March 3. At2.30 A.M. Church Green, opposite Lincoln street. 
Explosion of illuminating gas in manhole of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company; manhole cover blown off and broken into 
halves. Cover was replaced, the break in the centre being treated 
the same as the edges. At about 9.30 P.M. a second explosion of 
illuminating gas occurred in this manhole, as a result of which 
cover was blown off and broken into several pieces. 

March 2. Corner South and Kneeland streets. Employees of the 
Boston Gas Light Company while trying to locate a supposed leak in 
their pipes drove a bar through.a tube of the Edison Electric [lumi- 
nating Company, causing a short circuit, as aresult of which a burn- 
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out occurred in a four-way catch box 
this location. ) 

Marchs. Manhole, Devonshire, opposite Wate™™wrreet. 
out occurred in cables of the Boston Electric Light Compa 
result of which thirty cables in the manhole were damaged 
was probably the failure of insulation of one of the cables, . 
rent from conductors grounding on lead sheath of cable, conseyu. 
are communicating trouble to the other cables in the vicinity. No 
damage except to cables. 

March 12. At6.45 P.M. Explosion in manhole of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, near crosswalk at corner of Washington 
and Essex streets. Manhole cover was blown about four feet into 
the air. Inaconduit at a point about seventy-five feet from man- 
hole, a heavy burnout occurred in a 500,000 c.m. feed-cable of said 
company, due to deterioration of insulation of conductor, current 
grounding thereby on lead sheath of cable. To this burnout was 
undoubtedly due the explosion. ‘There may have been illuminating 
or other gas in manhole, same being ignited by burnout, or explo- 
sion may have been hot air, or gas generated from the fusing of 
conductors, etc., as a result of short circuit. 

March 17. About 2.30 A.M. Washington street at Boylston 
street. Burnout in underground cables of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, trouble being communicated to two other cables. 
Breakdown in insulation of cable, current grounding through lead 
sheath of cable and iron pipe. 

March 26. At 2.55 P.M. No. 1625 Washington street. Slight 
fire, due to the grounding of current from a high potential are cir- 
cuit of the Suburban Light & Power Company. At a point on 
outside wall of building, where wire was fastened with a porcelain 
cleat to a ledge covered with metal flashing, current grounding 
through screw of cleat to said flashing, a hole was burnt in flashing, 
wood beneath charred and wire (No. 6 B & S gauge) was burnt off. 
No other damage. <A severe rainstorm was in progress at the time 
and had been for several hours. 

April 5-7, St. Cecilia street. (St. Cecilia Church). On April 
5, eleven one hundred four (104) volt lamps were destroyed by an 
excessive current, the source of which was not determined at that 
time. The insulating joint at fixture where lamps were destroyed 
was found defective and was replaced with a new one. 

April7. Employes of the Boston Electric Light Company, while 
taking voltage, were informed of the occurrence of the 5th, and upon 
making test found a difference of potential between secondary wir- 
ing and ground of over six hundred volts. Cause of this condition 
was found to be due to a defective transformer, there being a leak 
from primary to secondary coils of same. 

April 6. Rear 19 Ellery street, South Boston. Arcing of current 
between primary alternating wires of the Boston Electric Light 
Company. Carpenters, building addition to house, had boxed in ~ 
and jammed wires against transformer. A severe rainstorm was in 
progress at time of trouble, and insulation of circuit broke down. 
Members of Fire Department called on still alarm. 

April 27. At 7.26 P.M. Haymarket place at Avery street. A 
burnout occurred in underground mains of the Edison Electric Ilumi- 
nating Company, and current passed to tubing containing mains, 
thence to a service pipe of the New England Telegraph & Telephone 
Company, terminating in stand-pipe on building No. 20 Avery 
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‘hich pipe a thirty (80) pair lead-covered cable emerged.

Perilzs. At 8.21 P.M. No.:258 Beacon street. Dr. D. W. 
Farlow. Slight fire, due to injury to the insulation of service wires 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. Service entered 
beneath front steps, which place was used for storing purposes. 
Wood shelving was piled upon service wires in such a manner as 
to injure insulation of wires, and caused them to ground at point 
where they left ‘*‘ niggerhead ”’ of service. Insulation of wires was 
destroyed and woodwork and shelving was somewhat burned. 
Damage slight. 

April 28. At9.50 A.M. Engine 33 and Ladder 15 was called to 
the house of Rev. F. B. Allen, No. 132 Marlboro’ street, on account 
of the appearance of smoke in a closet on second floor. No fire was 
found, neither was anything found to explain the smoke. At the 
same time that this was occurring the insulation of some bell wires 
in the kitchen of the house on the opposite side of the street, num- 
bered 123 and occupied by Mr. E. C. Johnson, was found to be 
burning, and was extinguished with wet towels by occupants. 
Trouble was found to be due to a current of electricity entering 
buildings over gas-pipes, the source of current being an underground 
set of mains in Marlboro’ street, belonging to the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company. A burnout occurred in mains (probably due 
to the sagging of tube, on account of excavations made beneath 
same for “the purpose of laying water-pipes), current passing back 
over tube to service gas-pipe of 123 Marlboro’ street, then entering 
this building, also 132 directly opposite, over the service gas-pipes 
of same. In No. 132 a gas leak was caused, and when leak was 
located,-May 1, it was found to be at a ground joint coupling of gas- 
pipe beneath floor of second floor hall, “which coupling bad been so 
heated by the passage of a current of electricity as to badly char 
wood floor boards which were in contact with joint. The charring 
of these floor boards was evidently the source of the smoke discov- 
ered on the 28th, the closet being just the other side of the partition 
from same. Service gas-pipe one and one-half (13) inch for 123 
Marlboro’ street was melted off in street where it was in contact with 
Edison tube. 

May 2. No. 711 Boylston street, Box 79, at3.46 A.M. The insu- 
lating joint of a one-light wall bracket was defective, flexible cord 
with which bracket was wired grounded on shell of bracket, thereby 
causing a short circuit, as current was supplied from a grounded sys- 
tem. A hole was melted in shell, and flash of short circuit, or flying 
hot metal resulting from it, ignited inflammable material piled 
beneath bracket. Current supplied by the Edison Electric Illuminat- 
ing Company. Insurance loss, $2,082.07. 

May 3. Hotel Touraine, corner Tremont and Boylston streets. 
Alarm from Box 55, at 4.59 P.M. Cause: In room 303 isa wall 
pocket, from which, by means of a plug and long flexible cord,a stand 
lamp was supplied with current.’ Loose cord, of which there was 
considerable, had been wound around a portion of a steam radiator 
(which was in use at the time of the fire) in this room. Heat of 
radiator broke down the insulation of the cord, grounding it on steam 
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radiator, resulting flash igniting lace curtains at window, 
communicated to draperies and furniture. Insurance loss, ° 

May 6. At 10.30 P.M. Park Theatre, 619 Washington » 
Slight fire due to a poor connection at a stage-pocket, said to I 
been caused by one of the persons on stage tripping over the co! 
thereby partially pulling plug from pocket. No damage except 
pocket and plug and the slight charring of floor boards immed 
above stage-pocket. 

May 9. Tree fire, Norfolk street, Mattapan. .Cause: Wires of a 
primary alternating. circuit in contact with limbs of trees. Current 
supplied by the Boston Electric Light Company. 

May 11. About 5 P.M. No. 59 Franklin street. A burn-out 
occurred in an arc-light service cable of the Boston Electric Light 
Company, just inside of basement, due toa breakdown in insulation, 
current grounding on lead sheath of cable. No damage except to 
this and adjacent cables. 

June 5. At2.20 AM. No. 319 Congress street. Slight fire on 
third floor of storehouse of Jordan, Marsh & Company at above 
number, where wires of incandescent electric lighting circuit were 
run in moulding on side brick wall, same being an outside wall of 
building; moulding and insulation of wires were so badly affected by 
dampness and formation of sodium salts that current was grounded, 
wire ultimately corroded off, and an are was established, igniting in- 
sulation of wires and the moulding. Owing to early discovery of 
fire no other damage was done with the exception of the scorching 
of some woodwork adjacent to moulding. 

June 5. At10 A.M. No. 670 Washington street. Fire consisted 
of burning of awning over sidewalk, and of the insulation for a few 
inches of an arc-light wire of the Boston Electric Light Company. 
Fire was due to grounding of current from this arc-light wire to 
awning frame, thence through ironwork of building; arcing where 
current grounded from wire to awning frame igniting awning. 
Members of Engine 26 called on a still alarm. 

June 22. About 9.85 A.M. No. 70 Meridian street, East Boston. 

3urning out in transformer. No damage other than to the trans- 
former itself. Ladder 2 called on still alarm. 

June 25. About 10.30 P.M. Curve at Park street subway station. 
Chain to hand-brake on one of the cars of an elevated train passing 
through subway broke, and one end of same dropped down in con- 
tact with the live third rail. Main fuse was blown, leaving train in 
darkness, and passengers were much aijarmed, several being some- 
what bruised in the attempt of passengers to leave the cars. 

July 17. At4.15 P.M. On pole at the corner of Washington and 
Newcomb streets. bBurn-out in transformer caused by breakdown in 
insulation of same, due to lightning discharge. Engine 23 called on 
a still alarm. 

July 19. Nos. 6 and 8 State street. Ironwork of Hyatt lights in 
sidewalk was electrically charged due to deterioration of insulation 
on wires feeding outside illuminated sign. Wires were in contact 
with iron pipe, which was in contact with awning frame; this in turn 
was in contact with corrugated iron on face of building which 
extended to sidewalk. 

August 4. At 7.85 A.M. Box 55. No. 197 Tremont street. 
Slight fire on first floor, caused by a short circuit occurring in flexible 
cord of a chandelier, flash igniting mosquito netting with which 
chandelier was draped; no damage except to chandelier and the 
slight smoking of ceiling. 
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“2 At1.35 P.M. No. 118Sudbuty street. Slight fire on

e caused moulding and insulation ot wires to be so badly af- 

temed that sire was established, insulation of wires was ignited and 
fire was c/mmunicated to moulding. 

A i 16. At8 A.M. No. 190 South street. In show window 
was a three- -eighths (2) inch gas-pipe clipped to wood sheathing 
which covered one of theiron pillars of building. One of the screws 
fastening clip in place passed through the sheathing and made con- 
tact with iron pillar, and at point of contact an electric arc had 
occurred, melting end of screw and charring underside of sheathing 
at that point. Gas-piping of building was not in use, and was not 
connected to street service. While careful examination and test 
failed to reveal source of stray current, it is quite probable that it 
came from inside wiring of building, which at some point was at 
time of trouble in electrical connection with gas-piping ; and as 
wiring was fed from the grounded system of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, current passed over gas-piping, clip and 
screw to grounded ironwork of building. 

August 16. At 3.59 A.M. Box 242, opposite No. 181 Blue Hill 
avenue. Cable box of the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company on a pole at above location nearly destroyed, cable badly 
damaged, and top of pole and two cross-arms badly burned. Prob- 
ably caused by an old wire of the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company breaking and falling upon high potential wire 
of the Boston Electric Light Company. 

August 19. At8.15 P.M. Pole fire, corner of Blue Hill avenue and 
Clifford street. Due to wires of the Boston Electric Light Company 
being in contact with cross-arm on pole. No damage except to 
cross-arm. Engine 12 was called on a still alarm for this fire. 

September 2. Shortly after1 P.M. Asaresultof a burn-out in an 
underground electric feeder which runs down Tremont street and 
Shawmut avenue, smoke, fumes, etc., entered premises numbered 12 
and 14 Shawmut avenue, occupied by the Royal Theatre, and also 
entered adjoining house, numbered 43 Warrenton street, occupied by 
the proprietor of the theatre. Several people were more or less 
affected by the smoke or fumes, some of them being removed to the 
City Hospital for treatment. Current of electricity entered building 
numbered 8 and 10 Shawmut avenue, alsol2 and 14 Shawmut ave- 
nue, by means of service gas-pipe which feeds both buildings, thence 
current passed by means of water and other pipes to ground. Water, 
beer and ale pipes were melted in several places. Chemical 2 called 
on a Still alarm. 

September 4. About 3.30 P.M. No. 141 Milk street. Slight elec- 
trical trouble, consisting of arcing between some of the service wires 
of the Edison Electric luminating Company and a water-pipe ; due 
to insulation of wire being affected by moisture from condensation 
on pipe. No damage except to wire and pipe. 

September 9. At 848 A.M. Box 728. No. 440 Washington’ 
street, corner of Summer street. Smoke and flames came through 
the foundation wall, source of same being a burn-out in a coupling 
box of an underground electric feeder in Summer street. No dam- 
age in building. 

September 11. At 11.85 P.M. No. 26-42 Winter street. Over- 
heating of regulating coil of an arc-lamp, and of a reactance coil 
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used with lamp; due to excessive flow of curreiit, lam, 
ating properly at the timé. @ire was conwned to the burt 
insulation of the aboveée-m-ntioned coils! Members ot 
Department called on a sii arm. a 

September 13. At 9.20 A.M. Boylston street’ at - 
street. Burn-out in Edison underground main, and a holy. 
gas main with which it was in contact in street. gy s 

September 27. At 3.29 P.M. Box 439. Prison Point bridge. 
Burn-out in submarine cables of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. Damage confined to cables. 

September 28. At5.40 P.M. Box 411. Building numbered 19-27 
Sudbury street and 138 Friend street. Fire in elevator motor-house 
on roof, caused as follows: Sheave in motor-house over which ship- 
per rope operated was not properly installed, it being fastened by 
lag screws to a board less than one and one-half inches in thickness. 
When elevator car was run down for the night (no operator in car) 
and clutch on car engaged stop on shipper rope, sheave before men- 
tioned was pulled from its fastenings, and with shipper cable fell on 
motor and machinery. Cable injured brake coils and grounded cur- 
rent from same, the resulting arcing igniting insulation on wires. 
Damage confined to motor, wiring, etc. 

October 8. About 10.380 A.M. Scollay-square station of subway. 
As one of the trains of the elevated system was entering station from 
the north,‘a motor lead was cut or broken off by controller rod or 
lever and fell to the track, making a short circuit between track and 
third rail. Both rails melted at points of contact, and wood guard of 
third rail was ignited. Damage slight. Chemical Company 1 called 
on a still alarm. 

October 15. At 6.80 A.M. Castle Island bridge was reported to 
Combination 2 (Boston Fire Department) as on fire. They re- 
sponded, and on their arrival extinguished fire, first, however, being 
obliged to cut a high potential arc-wire which ran down one of the 
supporting posts of a shed on bridge, then through planking on 
bridge. Fire was probably due to the breaking down of insulation 
of this wire where it passed through planking. Damage about $500. 

October 21. At6.04 P.M. Box 412. No. 47 Lowell street. An 
employee attempting to start a one-half horse power electric motor 
threw the rheostat arm over too quickly, thereby causing excessive 
flow of current through armature and severe flashing at brushes 
of machine. Safety fuses blew and opened circuit. No fire, but 
occupants being frightened gave alarm of fire. 

October 21. About 6 P.M. No. 139 Broadway. Burnout in a 
series arc-light switch of the Boston Electric Light Company. No 
damage except to switch, which was on outside of building. Chemi- 
cal 8 called on a still alarm, but services were not required. 

October 22. At 11.41 P.M. Box 4l. Nos. 273-275 Washington 
street. Fire probably caused by defective operation of an automatic 
switching device located in basement, and which controlled current 
for an outside electric sign. 

October 25. At 2.01 P.M. Automatic alarm for a slight fire at 
building numbered 170-180 A street, South Boston. Fire consisted 
of the burning of the insulation of wires of an electric motor, burn- 
ing and charring of platform on which motor rested and the scorch- 
ing of neighboring woodwork. Cause of trouble was probably the 
breaking down of insulation of one of the leads of motor, same being 
slack and in contact with grounded ironwork.

November 1. Evening. Corner Columbus avenue and Cedar 
street. Tree fire, caused by the grounding of current from high 
potential wire of the Boston Electric Light Company, which wire 
became detached from its support and fell upon limb of tree. 

November 1. About 7 P.M. MHarrison avenue, near Hunneman 
street. The breaking of a wire (clock line) of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, which fell upon a wire of the Boston Electric 
Light Company, was responsible for the arcing and flashing between 
wires at above place. 

November 8. At 1.37 P.M. Nos. 50-52 Cornhill. Employees of 
the Edison Electric Hluminating Company were changing the loca- 
tion of a service switch on first floor. In doing this it became 
necessary to pull service cable down through hole in floor into 
basement, then up through another hole to new location ef service 
switch. Lugs on ends of cables were not sufficiently taped to pre- 
vent a short circuit when they were pulled down through floor. No 
damage except to lugs, but occupants were alarmed, and called Fire 
Department by an alarm on the automatic alarm system with 
which store is equipped. 

November 10. P.M. Adams-square station, subway. Short cir- 
cuit due to breakdown of insulator forming a part of one of the sup- 
ports to third rail. Damage slight. 

November 13-14. Night. A burnout occurred in underground 
transformer of the Boston Electric Light Company, feeding lighting 
installation at Columbia Yacht Club and Boston Yacht Club Build- 
ings, South Boston. No damage was done at the Columbia Yacht 
Club Building, but at the Boston Yacht Club Building two thousand 
volt primary circuit entered over secondary wiring, burned out 
eighteen lamps; socket of one bracket was burned out and wiring of 
another bracket was grounded on shell, holes being melted in same. 
Burnout of transformer due to defective insulation in same. 

November 17. Shortly before 4 P.M. Third station of the Edison 
Electric luminating Company. Fire started in operating room in 
a bunch of pressure and pilot lamp wires. Attributed to either a 
short circuit on a pilot lamp circuit, or to the accidental igniting of 
rubber insulation of wires by a blow torch in the hands of one of 
the workmen. Fire followed back on insulation of wires, and opera- 
ting room was <lisabled, necessitating temporary shutting down 
of station. 

November 18. At 3.57 P.M. Scollay-square station, subway. 
A breakdown occurred in insulator of one of the third rail supports, 
a short circuit resulting thereby. Adjacent rails to one where short 
circuit occurred were heated to a red heat, causing two other in- 
sulators to break down. As aresult of short circuits, insulators 
were destroyed, rails somewhat melted in places, and wood sign- 
board of third rail was burned for a number of feet. Subway at 
Scollay-square station was filled with smoke, and passengers wait- 
ing in station and those on a train about to enter station were 
alarmed.

November 22. About 7 P.M. Terminal box of the New Engl n: 
Telegraph and Telephone Company, located on their pole on Brighton 
avenue at the corner of Harvard avenue, was destroyed by fire. 
About three feet of cable belonging to this company was also 
destroyed, and fire-alarm telephone service to house of Engine 41 
was interrupted, due to cross connection of their wires as a result 
of insulation being burnt off of same. Trouble ‘resulted from the 
breaking of a telephone wire which fell upon the trolley wire of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company ata point about five hundred 
(500) feet east of Harvard avenue. Fire was extinguished with 
a hydrant stream by Engine 41. 

November 26. Between the hours of 5 and 12 P.M., the following 
electrical troubles occurred, due largely to the heavy wind and 
severe rainstorm in progress at the time: 

About 5 P.M. No. 815 Tremont street. Current from a high 
potential are circuit of the Boston Electric Light-Company grounded 
over doorway; woodwork slightly burned. Hook and Ladder 12 
called on a still alarm. 

Corner Williams and Washington streets, Jamaica Plain. Fire 
destroyed a terminal box of the New England Telegraph and 
Telephone Company, damaged a thirty pair cable entering same, 
slightly burned pole and three cross-arms. Cause, cross between 
high and low potential wires at some place unknown. 

At 8 P.M. Opposite No. 28 Mt. Pleasant avenue. Tree fire 
caused by grounding current from high potential wires of the Boston 
Electric Light Company, which were in contact with trees. 

_ Tree fires opposite Nos. 18 and 45 Centre street, Roxbury. Due 
to grounding of current from high potential wires of the Suburban 
Light and Power Company, which were in contact with trees. 

Tree fire at corner Winship and Union streets. Due to ground- 
ing of current from high potential wires of the Brookline Gas and 
Electric Company, which were in contact with trees. 

Corner of Dorchester avenue and Freeport street. Fire destroyed 
the terminal box of the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, and injured cable for several feet. Cause: Cross between 
high and low potential wires at some point unknown. 

No. 297 Congress street. Current grounding from high potential 
wires of the Boston Electric Light Company, which wires were 
blown against tin-clad roof of elevator well, burnt insulation from 
wires and burnt roof for several inches. . 

No. 49 Clarendon street. Grounding of current from high poten- 
tial wires of the Boston Electric Light Company, where wires were 
in contact with tree, caused arcing at points of contact. No damage. 

No. 81 Zeigler street. Grounding of current from high potential 
wires of the Boston Electric Light Company caused arcing at points 
of contact with trees. No damage. 

November 30. About 12.15 P.M. Cambridge street, Allston. 
Fire occurred under cable house on the Allston end of bridge, and 
was caused by the breaking down of insulation of one of the subma- 
rine cables of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. No damage 
except to cable. 
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ber 1. About 6 P.M. No. 617 Washington street, Pitts- 

Company. In cutting current out of a low potential are by 
¥ switch on lamp, blade of switch was forced against the upper 
& plate of lamp, which plate was in some way in electri- 
nection with the opposite pole from that of lamp switch. 
from short circuit, which resulted, fell upon millinery display 
, igniting millinery and causing a smouldering fire, discovered 
¢ time after short circuit occurred. Fire extinguished by 
employees before much damage was done. 

December 25. At11.40 A.M. No. 188 Hanover street.. Box 13. 
Slight fire on sixth floor, consisting of the burning of lint, pieces of 
cloth and other accumulations in a wooden box covering a five hun- 
dred volt motor. Fire was started by sparks from commutator and 
brushes of machine, due to excessive rush of current through 
armature, motor being improperly started with starting rheostat 
partially out of circuit. Fire extinguished with a pail of water by 
occupant. 

_ December 28. At 12.06 P.M. Central power station of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company. Fire was in a one-story frame 
building in yard, and in that portion of building where fire originated 
was a ten-horse power five hundred volt motor, current for which 
was supplied from the system of the above company. Motor bear- 
ings became dry for lack of oil, ‘‘ Babbitt ’’ metal melted out, permit- 
ting armature to drop, coils of same coming in contact with fields of 
machine. Short circuit resulted, insulation of wires was ignited and 
fire was communicated to neighboring woodwork. Damage consid- 
erable. 

December 29. At 10.06 P.M. Box 78. No. 29 Sharon street. 
Fire was caused by the arcing of current from high potential arc- 
wires of the Boston Electric Light Company, said wires being in con- 
tact with roof of ‘** Lutheran ’’ window of house at above given 
location. Roof was damaged for about fifteen feet square, fire burn- 
ing through roof and into attic-room. 

December 29. About 8.30 P.M. Pole located corner Border and 
Sumner streets, East Boston. High potential arc-light wire of the 
Boston Electric Light Company came in contact with iron brace of 
cross-arm with consequent arcing at point of contact. Damage very 
slight. 

December 31. . P.M. Opposite No. 146° Boston street. Tree 
fire. Cause by high potential arc-light wire of the Boston Electric 
Light Company making swinging contacts with branches of trees. 

December 31. P.M. Corner Southampton street and Dorches- 
ter avenue. Slight fire at cross-arm of pole caused by swinging con- 
tact of high potential wire of the Boston Electric Light Company 
with cross-arm. 

January 8 At1.20 A.M. Box No. 116. Fire on wooden pole 
at the corner of Dover and Albany streets, caused by short circuiting 
of primary alternating circuit of the Boston Electric Light Company 
at cut-out box on pole. Cutout box destroyed and pole slightly 
burned. 

January 14. At 5.45 P.M. Members of the Fire Department 
were called on a still alarm to No. 43 Beverly street. No fire was 
found, but in doorway arcing and flashing was occurring between one 
wire of a five hundred volt circuit and damp floor. ‘Trouble was dis- 
continued by the removal of service fusesin basement. Cause of 
trouble was the deterioration of insulation of wire, due to moisture, 
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door being left open daytimes in all kinds of weather, it » 
entrance to stairway. Wire was porcelain tubed in passing tl 
floor, the head of tube projecting one-half inch above floor, * 
was not sufficient to prevent trouble. 

January 22. About 3.30 P.M. No. 183 Merrimac street. 
fire due to short circuiting of primary alternating wires at swite 
located on front of building. Engine No. 6 called on still alarn 


ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS, DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


April 8. At 13 Green street. Mr. Lancaster of No. 163 Court 
street received severe burns to one thumb and wrist as a result of a 
short circuit made by steel framing square, which he was using in 
taking measurements for a pane of glass, being brought in contact 
with the service terminals of a pair of five hundred volt enclosed 
type of service cutouts. 

April 19. About 9.50 A.M. Mr. E. B. V. Seaverns, an employee 
of the Boston Electric Light Company, while superintending the in- 
stallation of potential transformers on switchboard at the L-street 
station of this company, received fatal shocks, due to his left arm 
coming in contact with one of the live bus bars of board, his right 
hand being at the same time in contact with some other live portion 
or with ground. Working pressure of bus bars is twenty-two hun- 
dred and fifty (2,250) volts. Mr. Seaverns lived but a few moments 
after receiving shocks. 

June 29. At Sullivan-square station, Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. The body of Humphrey Kane, an employee of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company, was found early on the morning of 
June 29, lying partially between two cars on one of the side plat- 
forms in the rear of Sullivan-square station. On the breast of body 
was a bad burn about three (3) inches long and two (2) inches wide. 
Body was lying a few feet from shoe of car, from contact with which 
it is probable Mr. Kane received the fatal shock. 

June 80. Opposite No. 1150 Washington street. Nicholas Sali- 
ner, a carpenter in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, while at work on the elevated structure at above location, 
dropped a small iron bar between the third rail and the guard. In 
attempting to remove bar he grounded the circuit, and received a 
severe shock ; also burns to the hand and arm. 

July 3. About 7.48 A.M. Near Bartlett street repair shops of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. Charles W. Truner, a car- 
penter in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
while at work on the elevated structure, installing shims between 
guard rail or timber and six by six (6x6) inch ties beneath, fell 
upon, or leaned over and came in contact with, live third rail of sys- 
tem, one of his legs being in contact with grounded track rail at the 
time, he thereby receiving shocks and burns resulting in his death. 

July 5. About 4.45 A.M. Near corner of Washington and War- 
ren streets. Mr. C. E. Jordan, a lineman in the employ of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, while at work at above location, 
ascended a ladder which had been raised from the street to the top 
of elevated structure, and after stepping to structure slipped, causing 
one of his feet to come in contact with the charged third rail, the 
other being in contact with some grounded metal portion of the 
structure. Shock caused Mr. Jordan to fall on rails, from which 
he was removed by fellow-workmen. Mr. Jordan’s injuries con-

table. which he was working. Skull was fractured and he received 
hes. son rinjuries. Fall supposed to have been caused by an electric 
shock sustained by Mr. Hettrick by his accidentally coming in con- 
tact with trolley wire while he was at work on brackets. 

July 28. About 3.30 P.M. B street, corner Chestnut place. 
John Healy, an employee of the Boston Electric Light Company, 
while engaged painting a pole of the Boston Electric Light Com- 
pany, at above mentioned location, lost his footing, and, instinctively 
throwing out his hands, grasped a wire of a five hundred volt circuit 
with his right hand and a wire of a so-called two thousand volt 
alternating circuit with his left hand. He was removed from the 
pole, to which he was held by body strap which he was using while 
painting, by his associates. Injuries consisted of bad burns on the 
thumb, palms and inside of the fingers. The forefinger of the right 
hand was also gone at the first joint. 

August 3. About 8.15 P.M. Thomas A. Welch, an employee of 
the Brookline Gas Light Company, fell from a street electric lamp 
pole at the corner of Chestnut Hill avenue and Caldwell place, 
Brighton, sustaining injuries thereby which caused his death at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, August 6. Mr. Welch, who was a 
lineman’s assistant, happened along, and seeing that lamp was not 
burning, climbed the pole to start the lamp, which he did, but he 
immediately fell. While no burns were found on Mr. Welch’s body, 
it is probable that he received a shock of electricity, causing him to 
fall from the pole. 

August 4. About8 P.M. At Albany-street power house of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. Accident, as a result of which 
Alexander Warner, Myron C. Ferbush and Alexander Findlay were 
severely burned about the face, neck, arms and hands. Men were 
at work with an all-metal wrench removing the nut from one of the 
bolts fastening together the two parts of the field ring of one of the 
generators, it being theintention to hoist the upper part of the ring 
off so that repairs could be made to the armature. Located close by 
was the equalizer switch for this dynamo, which switch is ordinarily 
covered by a case; but the case had been removed by the injured 
men, presumably for the purpose of giving a little more room to 
swing the wrench in. Inadvertently, in operating wrench, it was 
depressed sufficiently to permit of the handle portion of same coming 
in contact with the equalizer switch, thereby grounding current 
through wrench and field ring, the latter being grounded by chain 
of overhead crane. System being a grounded one the second ground 
made through wrench, etc., constituted a short circuit, flash and 
vaporized metal from same burning men severely as above stated. 

August 14. About 7.50 A.M. Cyrus L. Ching, an inspector for 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while attempting to replace 
a burnt-out fuse of an elevated train at the Pleasant-street station, 
was severely burned about the face, hands and arms. He was lift- 
ing up one end of the burnt-out fuse at the time, the other end being 
still attached to the other fuse binding post. Lifting it too high h2 
brought it in contact with the grounded ironwork of car, causing a 
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short circuit, the flash and vaporized meta! 
burns before mentioned. 

August 14. Opposite No. 1125 Washington Le jt. Or 1e 
iron shoes for making contact with the third rail fell “»m an ged 
train about 9 P.M. “Sparks and hot metal follow* g same feil on 
Charles E. Gould. As far as learned holes were bi ed in clothing, 
but Mr. Gould was burned little, if any. 

August 26. 9.05 A.M. Corner Harvard and Brighton aven ‘es. 
B. H. Bretsawin, a lineman in the employ of the Boston Elevaved 
Railway Company, while working from a ladder resting against iron 
pole of the company, received a ‘shock of electricity, causing him to 
fall to the ground, a distance of twenty to twenty-five feet. Injuries 
consisted of a fracture of the wrist, a fracture of one of the bones 
of the left foot and also a severe shaking up. He was engaged 
getting a tackle in position for the purpose of taking strain off feeder 
cable while a new circuit breaker or insulator was installed between 
same and iron pole at which cable-dead ended. Desiring to change 
his position, he rested tackle on iron brace from cross-arm to pole — 
his hand also being in contact with brace — and inadvertently caught 
hold of feeder cable on the live side of and near circuit breaker, 
at which point of contact cable was but poorly insulated with tape. 

August 21. P.M. W.C. Green, nineteen years old, residing at 
No. 24 Pleasant street, while sitting on a wooden cross-arm which 
supports four feeders of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, and 
is attached to trolley supporting pole standing nearly opposite the 
entrance to the American League ball ground on Huntington 
avenue, which position he had taken for the purpose of witnessing 
a game of ball in process, became so interested that he unconsciously 
took hold of one of the feeders with his left hand, his feet at the 
time resting on grounded iron wire or rod supporting trolley wires, 
he received a shock sufficient to cause him to fall to the ground. 
Injuries consisted of bruises, and thumb of left hand slightly 
blistered. 

August 29. About 4.30 P.M. John ©. Crawford, twelve years 
of age, and residing at No. 18 Greenleaf street, climbed a stepped 
hard-pine pole of the Suburban Light and Power Company in yard 
rear of No. 32 Winslow street. On top arm is a primary alternating 
and series arc circuit, the alternating wires being one each side of 
and next to the pole. The boy states that on reaching top arm of. 
pole he grasped the pole with his right hand, while with his left 
hand he grasped one of the wires next to the pole. He was removed 
from the pole by Captain McManus of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 4. Injuries consisted of a slight burn to hand, and a number 
of slight burns from shoulder down to hips, these latter burns 
being received in passing between the wires when removed from 
pole. 

September 16. At 8.40 P.M. Junction of Atlantic and Eastern — 
avenues. <Accident to George P. Sharkey, an employee of the Union 
Freight Company. He was running along the top of a freight car 
when he came in contact with a trolley wire of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, he being struck across the throat and knocked 
from the car to ground, landing on his feet. His left heel was 
fractured, and he also received bruises about the body and neck. 

September 14. About 5.30 A.M., Peter Babbin, an employee of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, fell across the third rail 
while at work on the track near the Pleasant-street station. He 
was removed to the City Hospital, but died before reaching there.

About 4.15 P.M., at Norfolk avenue power station 
61 -he Suburban Light and Power Company, Charles H. Bright, a 
dynamo tender, received a burn to the back of the right hand as a 
result of a short circuit on a switch which he was throwing in ona 
thousand volt circuit. 

October 19. At 8.15 A.M., William Getro, an employee of the 
Boston Electric Light Company, fell, or was thrown, from a pole at 
the corner of Albany and Dover streets, while at work on wires, 
resulting fatally shortly after he reached the City Hospital, to which 
he was at once taken. It is probable that the fall was caused by 
Mr. Getro receiving an electric shock. 

October 31. At 10.15 A.M., accident to E. J. Matson, a riveter 
in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while at 
work on elevated structure near Thompson square, Charlestown. 
He was engaged riveting, when a chain, used in connection with a 
bar to adjust and hold in place the rivets while they were being 
headed, slipped off the bar, and one end of chain fell upon third 
rail, thus completing a circuit between third rail and grounded iron 
work of elevated structure, with which bar was in contact. Mr. 
Matson had both hands severely burned, and left side of his face 
slightly burned. 

November 27. At North Union station of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company’s elevated system, about 12.50 P.M., Joseph 
Teaffe, an employee of above company, while attempting to make 
connections at a cutout box, located in stairway leading up to sta- 
tion, was badly burned about the face, both arms and hands, as a 
result of a short circuit caused by grounding of live wire on metal 
conduit running into cutout box, current feeding through cut- 
out being derived from the grounded five hundred fifty volt 
system of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. Mr. Teaffe’s 
clothing was set on fire, and, in extinguishing same, John L. 
Beunke was severely burned about the right hand. Repairs were 
made, and lighting of statien, which results of short circuit had 
temporarily discoutinued, was started up about 4 P.M., but service 
was interrupted afew minutes later by the melting of the main fuse. 
Thomas Melville, an employee of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, while standing on a step-ladder, attempted to remove this 
melted fuse, when another short circuit occurred, as a result of 
which Mr. Melville was severely burned on one side of his face and 
on both wrists, gloves, which he had on at the time, saving his 
hands. It is probable that fuse melted on account of a poor con- 
nection, and that when attempt to remove fuse was made a ground 
was made by live wire coming in contact with iron box containing 
cutout. As water was used by firemen in extinguishing burning 
insulation of wires, after first short circuit, cutout box, etc., were 
wet, and conditions were favorable for trouble. 

December 24. About 3.47 P.M. Subway between Boylston 
street and Pleasant-street stations. As one of the trains of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company system was passing south, through 
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subway, one of the iron gates betwee ar | fou ; 
track. Gate was fastened to iron rod 1 runs (rc#% platfor 
roof of car, a piece of galvanized iron being us:1 foy the pur, 
This fastening prevented gate from falling comp >te “ over and } 
it in a partially upright positiou.

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DESCRIPTION OF PHOTOGRAPHS. - 







Plates Nos. 1, 2, 3. Show portions of Tremont stim 
1902 district, from which all poles and wires have’ been “0 
removed before December 31, 1902. 

Plate No. 4. Not only shows line of wires on Washi 
street, in close proximity to elevated structure, but also shows 
method of 600-light transformer installation used in three phase 
system of distribution. (These poles and transformers are to be 
removed this year, transformers to be relocated under ground.) 

Plate No.5. This photograph was taken the morning after a 
fire occurred on the bridge leading to Castle Island, and shows 
the damage to the beams, piles and underpinning of the bridge 
resulting from a breakdown in insulation of a series arc wire 
which passed through planking of bridge. 

Plate No.6. Gives an idea of the damage done to wires and 
poles in the wind storm of July 2, 1901, showing wires broken 
and hanging, cross-arms broken away, and in the distance a pole 
broken off about half way up. ‘This is on Dorchester avenue. 

Plate No. 7. Is another photograph taken just after this 
storm, and shows the frame of a house (in progress of construc- 
tion) blown over on the telephone and telegraph wires and en- 
tirely supported by the same; fortunately, in this case, but few 
of the wires broke. This is at the corner of Dorchester avenue 
and Washburn street. 

Plates Nos. 8 and 9. Give an idea of the present method of 
setting and removing poles. 

Plate No. 10. Shows motor which caused fire in one of the 
buildings of the Boston Elevated Railway Company in their Cen- 
tral power station yard, Albany street, December 28, 1901. 
Bearings of motors ran dry, ‘‘ Babbitt”? metal melted, permitting 
armature to drop, coils of same coming in contact with fields of 
machine. Fire was started by short circuit which resulted. 

Plate No. 11. Isa view of rear end of Laboratory. At the 
extreme right may be seen a test-board for testing carrying capac- 
ity of electrical devices designed for use on 110 and 220-volt cir- 
cuits. At the left, located on wall, is an auxiliary board for use 
in connection with test-board, when necessary. Immediately in 
front of auxiliary test-board is a cabinet with plate-glass sides, two 
of which are made to open by sliding upward. ‘This cabinet is for 
use in high potential testing, the article under test being inside the 
cabinet while test is underway. Cabinet is so designed that when 
front sash is raised a switch controlling primary current to step-up 
transformer is opened, thereby making transformer, and whatever 
may be connected to same, harmless. To the left of this cabinet 
is located a step-up transformer, current for which is furnished by 

5 K—W. motor generator set, shown in the foreground of the 
picture. By means ofa special rheostat cut into the field circuit

Laboratory also contains (but not shown in picture) a step- 
down transformer, 1,000 ampere current capacity; tank for im- 
mersion of insulated wire; a good collection of standard measur- 
ing instruments and other apparatus needed in the prosecution of 
the work for which the Laboratory was designed. 

Plate No. 12. Another view in Laboratory, showing reflect- 
ing galvanometer and table containing necessary apparatus for 
use in connection with same. Galvanometer is mounted on a 
brick pier, which is free and clear of any part of the building, and 
which is built on piles to secure a solid foundation and prevent 
vibration. 

Plate No. 18. Shows flashing device used in connection with 
an electric sign at 273-5 Washington street, to the defective op- 
eration of which device, fire, at above referred to premises, Octo- 
ber 23, 1901, was attributed. 

Plate No. 14: Shows method of installing transformers when 
inside of buildings. Rear of transformer room is basement wall, 
front and sides are constructed of brick and iron and roof is 
built of fireproof material, in case shown by picture being of iron 
and granolithic material. Doors to transformer room are of wood, 
metal cased, and are kept locked except when opened by author- 
ized persons. Room is ventilated, by means of a six-inch iron 
pipe, to outside of building. 

Plate No. 15. Shows switchboard of the isolated plant in the 
American Bell Telephone Company’s building, Oliver street. 

Plate No. 16. Shows a model isolated plant, same being in 
the building of the American Bell Telephone Company, Oliver 
street.
